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HAYESVILLE  CHURCH  BUYS 

LOT  FOR  NEW  BUILDING 

The  Hayesville  Presbyterian  Church 
is  "looking  forward  to  a  new  building  in 
the  near  future  and  has  purchased  a  lot 
for  same. 

The  old  building  has  been  badly  dam- 
aged by  termites,  is  located  just  back 
of  the  county  jail  and  has  no  facilities 
for  religious  education. 

The  new  lot  is  ample  for  a  proposed 
new  building  which  will  provide  a  sanct- 
uary and  needed  space  for  fellowship 
and  education.  It  is  located  on  US  64 
as  it  enters  the  town  and  fronts  on  two 
streets. 

The  Hayesville  project  is  before  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  a  possible  appropria- 
tion to  assist  in  their  building  plans. 
This  will  be  made,  if  possible,  in  Jan- 
uary by  the  board. 

The  Church  Extension  Committee  of 
the  Presbytery  gave  the  church  $2,000 
toward  the  purchase  of  the  new  lot, 
which  cost  $4,000.  The  new  building 
will  probably  cost  $25,000  or  more,  and 
the  local  membership  of  less  than  twenty

The  new  building  fronts  on 
Seventh  Street,  adjoins  the  old  educa- 
tional building  and  includes  the  new 
sanctuary,  fellowship  hall  and  church 
offices. 


LAND  PURCHASED  FOR  SITE 
OF  WESTMINSTER  CHURCH 

The  Church  Extension  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  has  purchased  the 
property  of  E.  C.  Burleson  on  Overlook 
Road  and  Overlook  Place,  just  off  high- 
way 70,  and  opposite  the  highway  patrol 
station,  as  the  location  for  the  newly 
organized  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  property  was  bought  for  $35,000, 
of  which  the  committee  gave  $10,000. 
The  remaining  debt  is  to  be  refinanced 
in  connection  with  future  building  pro- 
grams. 

The  property  consists  of  4.6  acres  of 
land  and  the  brich  veneer  home.  Posses- 
sion will  be  given  in  time  for  the  church 
to  begin  construction  of  the  first  unit 
of  a  church  plant  sometime  in  the 
spring.  The  house  will  become  a  central 
unit  in  the  total  plans,  which  will  be 
made  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  congrega- 
tion five  to  ten  years  hence. 

The  church  was  organized  on  October 
26  and  the  charter  membership  roll  kept 
open  until  the  ordination  and  installa- 
tion of  ruling  elders  on  November   16. 

Early  in  December  an  every  member 
canvass  was  made  with  a  view  to  pro- 
viding funds  for  the  initial  building, 
necessary  current  expenses  and  the  sup- 
port of  the  benevolence  program  of  the 
Presbytery,  Synod  and  General  Assem- 
bly. At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  re- 
ported that  over  $20,000.00  had  been 
subscribed  for  payment  in   1959.

The  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Eva  L.  Pel- 
zer,  a  summer  resident  of  the  Adren 
community  provided  a  scholarship  fund 
for  the  use  of  "two  boys"  from  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  in  their  education 
after  high  school. 

The  First  Union  National  Bank  of 
North  Carolina  was  named  by  the  court 
as  trustee  of  the  fund,  and  they  have 
received  this  legacy  for  investment.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  annual  income  will  be 
at  least  $1,400.00. 

The  will  of  Mrs.  Pelzer  names  the 
fund  as  "the  Arthur  Pelzer  Memorial 
Scholarship  Fund"  and  designates  that 
it  is  to  be  so  continued.  In  the  event 
that  there  are  no  boys  needing  this  in- 
come it  may  be  possible  to  secure  a  court 
order  permitting  its  use  for  any  member 
of  the  orphanage  family  attending  col- 
lege or  some  school  of  advanced  educa- 
tion beyond  high  school. 

Mrs.  Pelzer  lived  in  Montgomery,  Ala. 
She  died  in  1956.  Her  will  was  filed 
for  probate  in  the  fall  of  1957  and  the 
compromise  settlement  reached  in  the 
fall  of  1958.

THE  MOUNTAIN  ORPHANAGE 

AND  THIRTEEN  PENNIES 

An  initial  gift  of  thirteen  pennies, 
made  by  Hazel  Johnson,  now  Mrs.  Mil- 
ler Ford,  of  Asheville,  started  the  con- 
tributions that  through  the  years  have 
meant  a  home  for  over  one  thousand 
needy  boys  and  girls. 

The  original  gift  was  made  to  the  late 
Rev.  R.  P.  Smith,  D.  D.,  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Home  Missions  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  under  whose  auspices  a  small 
home  was  opened  on  Crabtree  Creek  in 
Haywood  county. 

The  HISTORICAL  FOUNDATION 
NEWS  for  October  caries  an  article 
about  these  pennies: 

The  Foundation  has  been  presented  with 
a  small  box  containing  thirteen  pennies 
which  represent  a  gift  of  more  than  a 
half-century  ago  toward  the  erection  of 
a  building  for  a  home  for  orphans  of  which 
Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  had  spoken  at  a  meeting 
in  1903.  One  of  the  auditors  was  a  small 
girl  who  later  presented  these  coins  to 
Dr.  Smith  as  a  step  toward  the  realization 
of  his  dream  which  has  since  come  to  pass 
in  the  establishment  of  Mountain  Orphan- 
age, now  located  near  Black  Mountain. 

Dr.  Smith  evidently  preserved  the  pen- 
nies as  a  memento  of  such  aspirations  and 
efforts  and  they  were  brought  to  the 
Foundation  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  R.  D. 
Bedinger,  on  the  occasion  of  her  visit  to 
Montreat   in   August. 

Many  sacrificial  gifts  have  been  made 
in  behalf  of  The  Mountain  Orphanage, 
but  the  earnestness  and  interest  of  this 
initial  donor  has  been  an  inspiration  to 
thousands  of  others  since  the  orphanage 
was  opened  in  1904.

WARREN  GETS  HONORARY  D  D 
FROM  KING  COLLEGE 

Rev.  Paul  F.  Warren,  pastor  of  the 
Grace  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church, 
was  given  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  at  a  special  Convocation 
Service  at  King  College,  on  February 
4th  at  10:30  A.  M. 

Dr.  Warren  came  to  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery in  1946  to  be  the  first  pastor  of 
the  newly  organized  Arden  Presbyterian 
Church.  After  a  brief  pastorate  in  Con- 
way, S.  C,  he  returned  in  1953  to  lead 
a  program  that  resulted  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Grace  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church  in  May  of  that  year. 

He  is  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  a 
graduate  of  Davidson  College  and  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond. In  the  Presbytery  he  has  been 
active  in  developing  stewardship  as  chair- 
man of  Presbytery's  Council. 

He  has  the  distinction  of  being  elected 
moderator  on  two  occasions,  once  in 
1948,  while  serving  the  Arden  church 
and  again  in  1958,  while  pastor  at  Grace 
Covenant.  He  is  currently  in  his  second 
term  as  president  of  the  Asheville  and 
Buncombe  County  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion. 


"Brethren,  Pray  For  Us" 

Rev.  Donald  E.  Williams,  missionary 
from  North  Brazil,  relates  a  striking  ex- 
ample of  the  power  of  prayer.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams, the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  O.  Wil- 
liams, of  Black  Mountain,  is  a  member 
of  Asheville  Presbytery.

We  need  God's  wisdom  to  know 
His  will  and  His  grace  to  see  the  overall 
needs  beyond  our  own  particular  in- 
terest. If  you  sometimes  doubt  the  value 
of  prayer,  perhaps  these  recent  exper- 
iences within  our  Mission  will  encourage 
you. 

"When  Tom  Prentice  was  desperately 
sick,  he  passed  the  crisis  on  the  day  his 
name  appeared  in  the  Day  by  Day  De- 
votional Quarterly  under  the  suggestions 
for  prayer.  The  Tom  Foleys  had  spent 
many  discouraging  weeks  looking  for  a 
house  to  live  in  —  to  find  what  they 
needed  on  the  day  they  were  listed  in 
Day  by  Day  when  many  prayers  were 
concerned  on  their  behalf."

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PLANS  TO  PROMOTE  CHURCH 
EXTENSION  IN  MAY  1959 

Asheville  Presbytery  gave  approval  to 
special  plans  to  promote  the  Church  Ex- 
tension Season  in  1959,  under  a  com- 
mittee representing  every  congregation. 

A  committee  of  twelve  was  named  in 
October  to  study  the  needs  of  the  Pres- 
bytery for  capital  funds  for  church  build- 
ing and  equipment.  This  committee  re- 
ported that  $300,000  could  be  spent 
within  the  Presbytery  to  give  presently 
organized  churches  their  minimum  needs 
for  worship,  fellowship  and  education. 

The  Church  Extension  offerings  for 
the  past  three  years  have  never  exceeded 
$4,800.00  and  twenty  percent  of  this 
amount  has  gone  to  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  of  the  Assembly. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  Assembly's 
emphasis  on  Church  Extension  has 
asked  "One  Day's  Pay"  for  capital  im- 
provement funds  during  the  "Week  of 
Prayer  and  Self-Denial  for  Church  Ex- 
tension", formerly  observed  in  October 
of  each  year. 

The  Presbytery,  meeting  in  January  at 
the  Friendship  Presbyterian  Church,  ap- 
proved the  special  emphasis  for  the 
period  in  1959,  set  in  May  instead  of 
October,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
B.  Blake  Breitenhirt. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  larger  com- 
mittee was  held  Sunday  afternoon,  Feb- 
ruary 8th,  and  further  information  re- 
garding their  plans  will  be  carried  in 
the  next  issue  of  Our  Mountain  Work. 

With  a  present  membership  of  8,357, 
it  has  been  estimated  that  gifts  equal 
to  "One  Day's  Pay"  for  employed  per- 
sons in  this  total  would  approximate 
$32,000.,  This  was  the  tentative  goal  ap- 
proved by  the  Presbytery  for  the  Church 
Extension  Offering  in  1959. 


WORK  OF  ASSEMBLY  TO  BE 
GIVEN  SPECIAL  STUDY 

The  report  of  a  "Special  Study  Com- 
mittee" of  which  Forrest  B.  Gardner, 
Hendersonville,  was  chairman  suggested 
that  a  definite  time  be  fixed  at  the 
Spring  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  to  con- 
sider vital  matters  to  come  before  the 
General  Assembly  of  that  year. 

The  report  emphasized  that  the  con- 
sideration should  be  in  the  nature  of 
a  "panel"  discussion"  and  "without  de- 
bate", to  enable  the  Commissioners 
elected  to  have  a  better  idea  of  issues 
to  be  considered  at  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

The  Moderator  and  Stated  Clerk  are 
to  appoint  the  committee  to  serve  as 
the  panel,  and  the  Presbytery  ordered 
that  such  a  period  for  one  hour  be 
docketed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Presbytery.  If  advisable,  the  Presbytery 
will  make  it  a  regular  feature  each  year 
by  making  it  a  requirement  of  the 
manual. 


COMMISSIONERS  TO  1959 
GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  denomi- 
nation each  Presbytery  of  the  General 
Assembly  is  entitled  to  appoint  one  Min- 
ister and  one  Ruling  Elder  for  each 
4,000  members,  or  fraction  thereof. 

Asheville  Presbytery  reported  8,160 
members  in  1958,  meeting  the  require- 
ments by  160  which  entitles  the  appoint- 
ment of  three  Ministers  and  three  Rul- 
ing Elders.  If  the  revised  basis,  now  be- 
fore the  Presbyteries  (5,000  members)  is 
adopted,  the  representation  will  drop  by 
one  third,  until  the  membership  in  the 
Presbytery  exceeds  10,000.

If  over 
1,000  then  the  church  can  send  two  rep- 
resentatives for  each  major  fraction  in 
excess. 
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PRESBYTERY  DELAYS  ACTION 
ON  COUNCIL  PROPOSAL 

The  Friendship  Session  asked  Ashe- 
ville  Presbytery  to  overture  the  coming 
General  Assembly  to  withdraw  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

A  substitute  proposal  asked  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  instruct  its  representa- 
tives on  the  Council  to  investigate  cer- 
tain alleged  actions,  which  the  session 
felt  were  inconsistent  with  the  position 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

The  matter  came  before  the  Presby- 
tery late  in  the  afternoon  at  the  meeting 
on  Januaiy  20th,  with  the  attendance 
reduced  about  one  half  of  the  maximum 
enrollment. 

Action  taken  on  the  recommendations 
of  the  Judicial  Committee,  Rev.  Wm. 
H.  Marquis,  chairman,  was  deferred  to 
the  next  regular  meeting,  April  14th. 
The  Committee  had  recommended  the 
second  action,  namely  a  request  for  an 
investigation. 


WAKEFIELD  ASKS  ASSIGNMENT 
TO  THE  BETHBIREI  CHURCH 

Rev.  W.  H.  Wakefield,  formerly  pas- 
tor of  the  Dillingham  and  Ivy  churches 
in  Buncombe  county,  and  for  two  years 
stated  supply  at  Sylva,  has  been  inactive 
as  a  minister  since  leaving  Sylva  in  1949. 

He  requested  the  January  meeting  of 
Presbytery  to  be  allowed  to  demit  the 
ministry  and  to  be  assigned  to  the  Beth- 
birei  Church,  near  Lewisburg,  Tenn., 
where  he  and  Mrs.  Wakefield  are  mak- 
ing their  home.  He  was  originally  from 
this  congregation,  and  for  some  time 
has  been  serving  the  church  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  a  "layman." 

According  to  church  law  such  a  re- 
quest must  be  acted  upon  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  of  the  Presbytery,  and  it 
is  docketed  for  action  in  April.

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PRESBYTERIAL  PRESIDENT 
MAKES  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Mrs.  L.  H.  McKay,  president  of  the  Wom- 
en of  the  Church  of  Asheville  Presbytery, 
made  her  annual  report  to  the  Presbytery 
at  the  January  meeting  of  that  body  on 
January  20th.  A  summary  of  that  report 
follows: 

The  1958  emphasis,  "The  Nature  and 
Mission  of  the  Church",  was  the  incentive 
for  the  women.  Our  Circle  Bible  Study, 
"The  Church  and  the  New  Testament", 
gave  us  a  deeper  understanding  of  the 
Church. 

In  1956  one  of  the  goals  adopted  was 
to  bring  all  Church  Histories  up  to  date. 
Our  Historian  reports  100%  response  for 
1958. 

The  world  mission  workshops  was  held. 
The  united  clothing  appeal  was  well  sup- 
ported and  White  Cross  quotas  gladly 
filled. 

During  Church  Extension  Season  the 
women  worked  with  other  local  groups  to 
promote  this  cause.  Our  Mountain  Or- 
phanage continues  to  be  one  of  our  most 
rewarding  projects.  A  Mountain  Orphan- 
age representative  has  been  added  to  our 
Executive  Board.  A  new  concern  in  our 
Presbytery  is  the  Migrant  Worker.  Sev- 
eral of  our  locals  reported  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  and   Day  Nurseries. 

Eighteen  delegates  from  our  Presby- 
terial  attended  the  Interdenominal  Chris- 
tian Conference  at  Knoxville.  This  Con- 
ference has  been  sponsored  by  the  Women 
of  Appalachia  for  thirty  three  years.  The 
Florence  Calloway  Fund  provides  a  col- 
lege education  for  Negro  girls  at  Stillman. 

Our  Stewardship  chairman  has  promoted 
the  Birthday  Objective  and  the  offering 
helped  to  make  Appalachia  Synodical  the 
highest  in  per  capita  giving  in  the  As- 
sembly. Other  cause  chairman  promoted 
their   work   with   effectiveness. 

District  conferences  were  well  planned 
and  attendance  was  good.  The  third  an- 
nual meeting  of  Evening  Circles  was  held 
in  the  First  Church,  Asheville,  in  May  with 
a  large  group  attending. 

The  year  closed  with  the  Annual  meet- 
ing at  Hazelwood,  when  the  Moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly  was  our  speaker.  He 
challenged  us  with  the  responsibility  of 
being  "World-wide  Witnesses"  in   1959. 

This  report  is  of  the  stewardship  of  the 
more  than  3,000  women  in  twenty  nine 
local  organizations  in  Asheville  Presbytery 
and  is  made  with  gratitude  for  the  privi- 
lege of  serving  our  Master  in  this  way.

INDICATED  AS  $161,787 

Asheville  Presbytery  was  told  at  the 
January  meeting  that  the  churches  had 
indicated  that  the  total  of  all  giving  in 
1959  to  the  agencies  of  the  Presbytery, 
Synod  and  General  Assembly,  including 
all  anticipated  "designated"  gifts  would 
equal  $161,  787,  and  approved  the  plan 
of  distribution  proposed  by  the  Presby- 
tery's Council. 

The  report  of  the  Chairman,  Rev. 
Paul  F.  Warren,  said  in  part,  "Accord- 
ing the  the  directive  of  Presbytery,  this 
money  is  to  be  divided  so  that  Presby- 
tery's causes  will  receive  an  amount 
equal  to  85%  of  their  askings,  with  the 
Synod  and  General  Assembly  (Montreat 
College  and  Davidson  College  included) 
sharing  an  equal  proportion  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  askings." 

The  distribution  of  the  funds  will  be 
made  at  the  "congregational  level",  and 
the  effect  will  be  to  assure  each  cause 
its  proportionate  part  of  the  total  gifts 
of  the  local  congregation,  on  the  basis 
of  the  totals  for  the  Presbytery,  shown 
below. 

All  "designated"  money  will  go 
to  the  cause  for  which  given,  re- 
gardless of  the  total  of  such  gifts, 
and  all  "undesignated"  money  is 
to  be  divided  to  bring  each   con- 
gregation's gifts  to   all  causes  as 
near  as  possible  to  the  totals  as- 
signed each  cause. 
In  effect  it  will  increase  the  share  of 
the  Assembly's  Agencies  of  "undesignat- 
ed   funds"    about    45%,    and    those    for 
Synod's  Agencies  about  250%,  with  the 
greatest  increase  going  to  King  College. 
The  share  going  to  Presbytery's  Agencies 
will  be  decreased  about  28%. 

Even  if  the  churches  give  the  full 
$161,787  in  1959,  the  Presbytery  will  still 
lack  FIFTEEN  PERCENT  of  meeting 
all  the  Presbytery's  agencies  set  forth  as 
in  1959,  and  about' ONE  THIRD  of 
meeting  the  total  needs  of  the  Synod  and 
General  Assembly,  as  approved  by  the 
Assembly,  Synod  and  Presbytery  as  rea- 
sonable goals.

As  many  as  700  bovs  and  girls  have 
lived  at  The  Mountain  Orphanage  since 
it   was   opened   on    January    19.    1904. 

This  number  is  based  on  admis- 
sions since  Mrs.  T.  C.  Bales  and  Dr.  R. 
P.  Smith  gathered  the  family  together 
for  family  prayers  on  that  January  dav, 
fifty  years  ago. 

Not  all  of  these  have  staved  through 
high-school,  some  remaining  only  a  few 
months,  but  each  one  gave  and  received 
something  from  their  contact  at  the 
home. 

It  is  probable,  on  the  basis  of  an 
average  of  three  each  year,  that  wrell 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  have  gradu- 
ated from  High  School  while  at  the 
orphanage,  with  a  substantial  number 
of  these  going  on  to  college  or  other 
form  of  higher  education.

Have  you  heard  of  "Brazilia,  Brazil"? 

A  new  capital  of  a  rapidly  growing 
South  American  Republic  opens  its 
doors  to  new  enterprises.  It  is  now  un- 
der construction  and  the  Presbyterians 
in  Brazil  will  celebrate  their  Centennial 
with  a  "new"  Training  School  for  "Lay 
Workers"  in  a  "new"  city. 

This  Training  School  is  the  objective 
to  which  the  "Birthday  Offering"  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church  will  go  in  1959. 

The  Birthday  Offering  will  be  re- 
ceived locally  in  April  this  year,  and 
the  attractive  flyer  from  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Women's  Work  has  the 
following  to  say  about  the  project. 

The  Birthday  Offering  will  go  as  a 
gift  to  the  Brazilian  Presbyterian  Church 
on  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
coming  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  to  Bra- 
zil. It  will  be  used  by  that  Church  to 
establish  a  school  for  the  training  of  lay 
leadership. 

Since  the  Presbyterian  work  in  Brazil 
started  before  the  division  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  this  country,  and  since 
the  Brazilian  Presbyterian  Church  is  a 
single  church  working  with  both  branches 
of  the  church  here,  the  women  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  are  uniting 
their  gifts.  This  will  make  possible  a 
great  and  effective  institution  that  should 
not  only  express  our  gratitude  to  God  for 
the  past  hundred  years  of  work  in  Brazil, 
but  have  tremendous  influence  in  the 
growth  and  life  of  the  church  in  the  next 
hundred  years. 

Rev.  Boanerges  Ribeiro,  Presbyterian 
Minister,  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  has  this  to 
say  about  the  project: 

By  its  birth  and  connection  with  the 
Presbyterian  Women  of  the  United  States, 
the  Presbyterian  Lay  Center  will  be  a 
monument  built  in  the  heart  of  Brazil  by 
the  Presbyterian  Women  of  North  Amer- 
ica, not  only  in  the  geographical  heart,  but 
in  the  heart  of  the  people.  We  will  forever 
be  linked,  in  the  work  any  layman  or  lay- 
woman  does  for  the  Lord  in  Brazil,  to  the 
beloved  sisters  of  the  United  States.

28  OF  34  CHURCHES  REMIT 
UNDESIGNATED  GIFTS 

Twenty  eight  churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  have  made  at  least  one  remit- 
tance to  "undesignated"  benevolences 
during  the  first  two  months  of  1959. 
Eighteen  churches  have  remitted  "desig- 
nated" funds  during  the  same  period. 

While  t  h  e  gross  amounts  received 
show  a  substantial  increase  in  funds 
handled,  the  increase  was  almost  en- 
tirely due  1958  remittances  received  too 
late  to  be  included  in  last  year's  records. 

The  net  increase  in  "undesignated" 
benevolences  for  the  two  months  was  a 
little  over  $100. 

To  meet  the  commitments  in  the  1959 
benevolence  Budget  of  the  Presbytery, 
the  increase  should  have  been  much 
larger. 

Thirty  three  churches  in  the  Presby- 
tery have  services  every  Sunday.  One 
has  services  twice  a  month.  The  goal  is 
for  a  regular,  proportionate  remittance 
to  "undesignated"  benevolences  each 
month.  A  statement  will  be  mailed  each 
local  church  at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 
This  statement  will  show  the  record 
of  every  church  in  the  Presbytery  for 
the  first  three  months  of  1959.

The  Andrews  Presbyterian  church 
held  their  regular  Sunday  morning  serv- 
ices on  March  15th  in  the  fellowship 
hall  cf  their  newly  constructed  Educa- 
tional Building. 

The  building  had  been  used  for  a 
few  weeks  previously,  providing  four 
class-rooms,  fellowship  hall,  kitchen  and 
rest  rooms,  and  the  old  church  building 
will  be  used  in  milder  weather  for  wor- 
ship services  until  a  new  sanctuary  can 
be  built. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Eugene 
D.  Witherspoon,  Jr.,  pastor,  the  new 
building,  started  in  the  fall  of  1958  was 
finished  in  February.  Dr.  R.  E.  Mc- 
Clure,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Presby- 
tery, preached  the  sermon  on  the  oc- 
casion of  the  consecration  of  the  fin- 
ished building. 

When  the  congregation  feels  financial- 
ly able,  further  c  onstruction  contem- 
plates a  new  fellowship  hall,  a  new  sanc- 
tuary and  additional  educational  space. 
The  present  temporary  fellowship  hall 
will  be  then  made  into  two  or  more 
classrooms. 

The  construction  to  date  represents  a 
cost  of  about  $25,000.  There  are  seventy 
members  of  the  Andrews  congregation.

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WESTMINSTER  -  HAYESVILLE 
RECEIVE  BUILDING  FUNDS 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
meeting  in  February,  considered  the  re- 
quest of  the  Committee  on  Church  Ex- 
tension of  Asheville  Presbytery,  and 
made  appropriations  of  $2,500.00  to  the 
Westminster  church  and  of  $1,500.00  to 
the  Hayesville  Church  to  aid  in  their 
proposed  building  programs. 

These  appropriations  were  from  funds 
available  through  the  Church  Extension 
Offering  throughout  the  General  As- 
sembly in  October  1958,  together  with 
a  small  amount  from  the  regular  budget 
of  the  Board. 

Requests  were  received  from  all  parts 
of  the  Assembly,  each  of  which  having 
the  approval  of  the  local  Presbytery  and 
of  the  Synod  involved,  for  a  total  of 
$744,450.  Asheville  Presbytery  had  asked 
for  $10,000  for  Westminster  and  $5,000 
for  Hayesville. 

Only  $221,000  was  available  to 
meet  these  requests,  and  the  appropria- 
tions were  made  as  generously  as  pos- 
sible on  the  basis  of  demonstrated  need 
and  opportunity  in  the  local  field.  The 
amount  sent  from  Asheville  Presbytery 
was  only  $900.00,  from  the  special  Oc- 
tober offering. 

The  Board  again  approved  the  presen- 
tation of  the  appeal  for  "One  Day's 
Pay"  in  connection  with  the  1959  offer- 
ing, to  be  received  in  May.  Following 
the  plan  oi  the  past  few  years  this  offer- 
i  n  g  is  again  to  be  divided.  Eighty 
(80%)  percent  to  remain  in  the  Presby- 
and  Twenty  (20%)  percent  to  be  dis- 
bursed through  the  Assembly's  Board  of 
Church   Extension. 

Asheville  Presbytery  has  approved  a 
special  effort  to  raise  a  larger  amount 
during  May,  and  has  set  a  goal  of  $32,- 
000,  which  is  the  estimated  amount  of 
'One  Day's  Pay"  f  o  r  members  of 
churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery.

Dan  Hensley,  who  has  been  at  the 
orphanage  for  the  past  seven  years, 
plans  to  enter  North  Carolina  State  and 
enroll  in  the  Vocational  agriculture 
course.  He  is  Vice-President  of  the  Sen- 
ior High  Fellowship  at  the  Black  Moun- 
tain Church. 


FOOD  COSTS  TO  BE  CUT  AT 
MOUNTAIN  ORPHANAGE 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  looked 
at  the  soaring  costs  of  food  at  The 
Mountain  Orphanage,  and  the  Superin- 
tendent, Don  C.  McKenzie,  has  recom- 
mended a  program  to  cut  costs. 

The  currently  increased  cost  of  food, 
the  necessity  for  buying  milk  (previously 
produced  when  the  orphanage  had  its 
own  dairy  herd)  and  the  failure  to  pro- 
duce a  surplus  of  fresh  vegetables 
and  fruit  to  can  last  summer,  has  made 
necessary  the  spending  of  $10,000  for 
food  in  1958,  exclusive  of  amounts 
donated  or  produced. 

The  Superintendent  took  the  initia- 
tive and  has  already  made  plans  for  a 
greatly  expanded  program  with  em- 
phasis on  foods  for  the  table,  to  be 
served  fresh  and  canned  or  frozen  for 
later  use.  This  will  ultimately  make  a 
big  difference,  but  will  not  solve  the 
entire  problem.  Plantings  in  1959  will 
be  three  times  the  acreage  planted  in 
1958. 

He  also  has  worked  out  arrangements 
with  government  for  a  "milk  subsidy" 
available  to  school  lunchrooms  and 
privately  operated  non-profit,  charitable 
homes.  This  is  helping  meet  the  cost, 
but  will  not  reduce  the  amount  that 
must  be  paid  for  the  milk,  as  reflected 
in  the  gross  total. 

Together  with  economies  in  the  home 
management,  the  third  source  of  help 
is  in  the  expansion  of  a  program  quite 
popular  a  few  years  ago,  and  still  fol- 
lowed by  some  local  groups.  The  pro- 
ject proposed  for  local  churches  is  that 
of  canning  and  preserving  vegetables 
and  fruits  in  season.  Details  regarding 
size  cans,  etc.,  are  available  from  the 
Superintendent's  office  at  the  orphan- 
age. Contact  his  office  for  further  de- 
tails. 


SOME  SPECIAL  NEEDS  NOW 
AT  YOUR  ORPHANAGE 

In  the  fall  a  mimeographed  list  of 
definite  needs  were  distributed  and 
many  friends  of  The  Mountain  Orphan- 
age responded  to  meet  them. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  in  January 
asked  the  Superintendent,  Don  C.  Mc- 
Kenzie, to  prepare  a  list  of  other  needs, 
still  to  be  met,  to  bring  the  home  up 
to  the  standard  desired. 

Mr.  McKenzie  has  listed  the  follow- 
ing: 

On  our  farm,  at  the  present  time,  we 
need  very  badly  a  side  delivery  rake  and 
a  wheat  drill.  For  our  kitchen  we  still 
need  two  stainless  steel  sinks.  Other 
kitchen  needs  have  been  provided  by 
church  groups. 

There  is  still  work  to  be  done  to  our 
gymnasium  to  make  a  recreation  and 
meeting  place  for  our  children  as  well 
as  for  church  groups.  Even  though  we 
have  had  donations  of  paint,  we  "could 
still  use  fifty  gallons  of  inside  paint  to 
finish  the  interior  of  the  home. 

Both  front  porches  are  badly  in  need 
of  replacement,  and  we  want  to  replace 
them  with  permanent  concrete  porches. 
All  outside  doors  need  replacement,  and 
we  would  like  for  the  replacement  to 
be  of  a  permanent  type. 

To  beautify  our  campus,  we  greatly 
need  to  have  our  road  paved.  This 
would  reduce  the  dust  and  help  us  keep 
cleaner,  and  would  improve  our  looks, 
as  well.  The  total  cost  would  be  about 
$2,600,  but  it  could  be  done  in  units 
which  would  cost  from  $200  to  $700.00.

The  Department  of  Overseas  Relief 
and  Inter-Church  Aid  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  is  the  official  agency 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  ex- 
tending relief  and  rehabilitation  services 
in  areas  of  need  abroad,  and  of  provid- 
ing assistance  to  strengthen  the  Chris- 
tian witness  of  Protestant  Churches,  par- 
ticularly those  of  the  Reformed  faith.

BETHEL  TO  HAVE  RESIDENT 
PASTOR  FOR  FULL  TIME 

William  Riley  Covin,  of  Belton,  S.  C, 
a  graduate  of  King  College,  and  to 
graduate  from  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  May,  will  be  the  pastor  of  the 
Bethel  Presbyterian  Church,  in  Hay- 
wood County. 

The  church,  organized  in  1834,  is  lo- 
cated in  the  Bethel  community,  five 
miles  from  Canton,  and  the  church 
building  is  adjacent  to  the  buildings 
and  grounds  cf  the  consolidated  schools, 
elementary  and  high,  where  there  are 
more  than   1,000  students  enrolled. 

For  over  a  year  Dr.  T.  H.  Spence,  di- 
rector of  the  Historical  Foundation, 
Montreat,  has  been  the  pulpit  supply, 
following  a  period  of  student  ministry. 
There  had  been  two  students  from  Co- 
lumbia Seminary,  serving  as  "clinical 
year"  men  and  one  summer  supply. 

During  the  past  fifteen  years  there 
have  been  only  two  ministers  as  installed 
pastors,  Rev.  Paul  P.  Thrower,  and  Rev. 
Archie  C.  Graham.  During  Mr.  Throw- 
er's pastorate  the  Sunday  School  was  re- 
organized following  a  long  period  when 
the  Presbyterians  and  Methodists  had 
had  a  union  school. 

Mr.  Covin,  who  has  indicated  that  he 
will  accept  the  call  extended  by  the

AID  GIVEN  IN  MANY  WAYS 

DIRECT  AND  INDIRECT 

Receives  Support  By  Budget 

And  Supplementary  Gifts 

Asheville  Presbytery  is  dependent  up- 
on the  gifts  of  the  entire  General  As- 
sembly for  the  work  of  Church  Exten- 
sion in  the  eleven  counties  of  western 
North  Carolina  within  her  borders. 

Asheville  Presbytery  contributes  to  the 
Assembly-wide  program  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  through  a  percentage 
cf  "undesignated  budget"  gifts  of  the 
churches,  and  "Supplemental"  offering 
during  the  Church  Extension  Season. 

It  will  be  of  special  interest  to  note 
the  financial  aid  received  directly  in 
three  different  ways,  and  other  invalu- 
able aid  received  indirectly. 

Annual    Appropriations 

Approximately  one  half  of  the  salary 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  and  of  all 
other  ministers  receiving  any  part  of 
their  salary  through  the  Presbytery's 
Committee  on  Church  Extension  is  un- 
derwritten by  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension. 

Appropriated  for  this  purpose  in  1959 
is  a  total  of  $15,189,  payable  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter  on  the  basis  of  salaries 
actually  paid  during  the  quarter.  Dur- 
ing the  past  ten  years  the  amount  actual-

NINETY  NINTH  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  MEETS  APRIL  23-28 
From  the  Minutes  of  First  Assembly  in   1863: 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
fully  recognizes  the  efficacy  of  the  prayers  of  God's  people,  and  the  necessity  for 
divine    guidance    in    its    own    deliberations;    therefore, 

Resolved,  First,  That  the  General  Assembly  recommend  to  all  the  churches  under 
its  care  to  offer  special  prayer  during  the  devotions  of  the  Sabbath  preceding  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  in  each  year,  that  God  would  of  grat  mercy  so 
give  the  Assembly  the  wisdom  that  cometh  from  above,  and  so  direct  all  its  plans, 
discussions  as  to  promote  His  own  glory  and  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  in 
the  earth. 

Resolved,  Second,  That  the  above  preamble  and  resolution  be  printed  annually 
in   the   Appendix   to   the   Minutes   of   the    Assembly. 

From  Current  Bulletin   Service,  General  Council: 

In  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Christ's  government  functions  through  courts  of  the 
Church.  All  of  these  are  in  a  sense  Presbyteries,  as  they  are  made  up  of  Presbyters, 
but  our  Church  specifies  them  as  Sessions,  Presbyteries,  Synods  and  the  General 
Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  is  the  highest  court,  representing  in  one  body  all  the 
churches  under  its  care.  Made  up  equally  of  ruling  and  teaching  elders,  it  meets 
annually  to  deal  with  "such  matters  as  concern  the  whole  Church"  and  "it  constitutes 
the  bond  of  union,  peace  and  correspondence  among  all  its  congregations  and 
courts."  It  cannot  bind  consciences,  but  by  prayerfully  seeking  the  will  of  Christ, 
the  General  Assembly  seeks  to  lay  on  the  consciences  of  all,  those  actions  and 
courses,  programs  and  needs  which  it  believes  to  be  the  will  of  Christ.  It  is  the 
will    of    Christ    which    must    bind    us    all. 

We  are  asked  to  pray  that  the  Ninety-Ninth  General  Assembly,  meeting  April 
23-28,  1959  in  the  Druid  Hills  Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  will  be  moved 
by  His  will,  and  that  it  will  be  ruled  most  truly  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  Let  us  pray 
that  through  its  highest  court  our  Church  may  give  a  great  testimony  and  witness 
for  our  Lord,  and  that  Christ  will  always  move  our  own  consciences  to  accept 
His   design   for   our   lives.

Special    Appropriations 

At  the  end  of  each  year  there  are  spe- 
cial appropriations  for  capital  needs 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  last  "Supple- 
mental Offering"  and  any  balance  on 
hand  from  the  regular  budget.  From 
the  1958  offering  the  Westminster 
Church  was  allocated  $2,500  and  the 
Hayesville  Church  $1,500.  Gifts  from 
the  1957  offering  were  made  to  Andrews 
and  to  Etowah. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  appro- 
priations reached  a  total  of  $20,000,  in- 
cluding the  four  named  above,  for  Grace 
Covenant  and  Malvern  Hills  property, 
two  each,  and  for  Arden,  Cullowhee  Stu- 
dent Center,  Brevard-Davidson  River, 
Lakey  Gap  and  Morrison. 

Construction    Loans 

From  special  funds  held  by  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension,  sums  are  available 
for  loans  to  the  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee of  the  Presbytery  for  the  benefit 
of  specific  churches.  These  loans  are 
always  protected  by  mortgages  on  the 
property    involved. 

Eight  such  loans  have  been  made  in 
the  past  ten  years  for  a  total  of  $69,000, 
of  which  five  are  outstanding,  namely, 
to  Black  Mountain,  Brevard-Davidson 
River,  Friendship,  Grace  Covenant  and 
West  Asheville.  A  previous  loan  to 
Grace  Covenant  has  been  paid,  together 
with  loans  '  made  to  Sylva  and  Mills 
River. 

Urban    Surveys 

While  Asheville  Presbytery  is  largely 
Town  and  Country  (under  5,000  popu- 
lation in  any  municipality)  ,  it  has  re- 
ceived its  full  share  of  attention  from 
the  division  of  Urban  Work. 

Hal  Hyde,  Secretary,  has  made  sur- 
veys at  Hendersonville  and  at  Asheville. 
His  Asheville  Survey  laid  the  ground 
work  for  the  organization  of  the  West- 
minster Church. 

Negro   Work 

There  are  a  minimum  number  of  lo- 
cations in  the  Presbytery  where  Negro 
work  is  possible.  Nevertheless,  Rev. 
Lawrence  Bottoms,  Secretary  of  Negro 
Work  for  the  Board  of  Extension,  made 
a  careful  survey  of  the  Asheville  Area. 

The  Presbytery's  Committee  has  had 
this  under  consideration  and  study.  At 
the  time  this  is  being  written,  plans  are 
underway  for  a  conference  with  a  Negro 
worker  which  may  lead  to  such  work  in 
Asheville  in  the  near  future. 

Sunday    School    Extension 

Miss  Bessie  May  Stribling,  Sunday 
School  Extension  worker  for  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia,  works  under  the  Depart- 
ment of  Town  and  Country,  with  Dr. 
J.  M.  Carr,  Secretary,  and  her  salary  is 
paid  by  the  Board.  Her  other  expenses 
are  met  by  the  Synod  and  local  church 
served. 

Miss  Stribling  will  make  a  survey  of 
the   Bethel  field,   in   Haywood   County, 


in  May,  in  preparation  for  the  coming 
of  Mr.  Wm.  R.  Covin,  pastor-elect,  in 
June. 

During  her  period  of  service  in  Appa- 
lachia Synod  Miss  Stribling  has  served 
notably  in  a  number  of  churches.

Church   Architecture 

Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill,  after  a  number 
of  years  in  similar  work  for  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  is  now  the  secretary 
of  the  division  of  Church  Architecture 
as  a  consultant  to  local  churches. 

While  still  with  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  he  aided  in  the  planning  of  the 
Sylva  building,  through  conferences  at 
his  home  in  Salisbury.  Since  entering 
the  Assembly's  staff  he  has  visited  twenty 
four  churches  in  the  Presbytery,  some 
of  them  as  many  as  four  times  to  help 
them  plan  for  efficiency  and  economy. 

The  list  includes,  Andrews,  Arden, 
Black  Mountain,  Bryson  City,  Brevard- 
Davidson  River,  Canton,  Etowah,  Frank- 
lin, Friendship,  Grace  Covenant,  Hayes- 
ville, Hazelwood,  Hendersonville,  Ivy 
Park,  Kenilworth,  Lakey  Gap,  Mills 
River,  Morrison,  Murphy,  Swannanoa, 
Sylva,  Waynesville,  West  Asheville  and 
Westminster. 

And    They    Get    Only    20% 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  a  major  policy  change 
was  made  a  few  years  ago  with  reference 
to  the  Supplemental  Offering  received 
each  year. 

Formerly  it  was  ALL  sent  to  the  As- 
sembly's Board  and  apportioned  on  a 
Church-wide  basis  of  need  and  oppor- 
tunity. 

The  change  recognized  challenging 
opportunities  on  the  Presbytery  level, 
and  proposed  that  Eighty  Percent  (80%) 
of  the  offering  stay  in  the  Presbytery, 
and  only  Twenty  Percent  (20%)  be  for- 
warded to  the  Assembly's  Board  of 
Church   Extension. 

Thus  by  stimulating  larger  gifts  dur- 
ing this  season,  the  Board  is  actually 
aiding  the  Presbytery. 

The    Local    Challenge 

The  local  challenge  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery reveals  that  it  would  take  at  least 
$300,000  to  bring  ALL  of  the  fields 
up  to  a  minimum  basis  for  adequate 
service  through  buildings  and  equip- 
ment. 

For  1959,  the  Promotional  Committee 
feels  that  the  relatively  small  amount 
of  $32,000,  can  be  best  used  for  the 
benefit  of  three  fields,  with  the  anticipa- 
tion of  helping  other  fields  in  other  ways 
and  in  subsequent  years. 

Just  how  this  $32,000  will  be  allocated 
is  fully  stated  in  another  column. 

In  the  light  of  the  help  received  in 
the  past  and  the  challenge  through  op- 
portunities in  the  present,  the  Offering 
in  May  should  be  generous  and  accord- 
ing to  the  giving  ability  of  8,350  Presby- 
terians of  Asheville   Presbytery. 
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Asheville  Presbytery  and  Christian  Education 


April  is  the  month  lor  emphasis  on 
Christian    Higher   Education. 

For  this  reason  Our  Mountain  Work 
lists  herewith  the  Educational  Institu- 
tions included  in  the  Benevolence  Bud- 
get of  each  participating  church. 

Assembly   Operated 

The  General  Assembly's  Training 
School  for  Lay  Workers,  3400  Brook  Road, 
Richmond  27,  Va.,  is  fully  accredited  for 
undergraduate  and  graduate  work  in  Chris- 
tian Education. 

The  School  functions  primarily  for  the 
training  of  full  time  lay  workers  in  the 
Church,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  It 
shares  in  the  budget  as  one  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  Agencies. 

Stillman  College,  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  is 
the  only  institution  in  the  General  Assemb- 
ly for  the  training  of  Negro  youth.  It  is 
full  accredited  and  offers  special  training 
leading  to  the  ministry,  teaching  and  nurs- 
ing professions.  It  shares  in  the  budget 
as  one  of  the  General  Fund  Agencies. 

Synod  Operated 

King  College,  Bristol,  Tenn.,  is  a  fully 
accredited  four-year,  co-educational,  lib- 
eral arts  college.  It  offers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts.  Here  men  can  prepare 
for  the  ministry,  and  students  may  spe- 
cialize in  science,  business,  and  preparation 
for  work  as  teachers. 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  elects  trustees 
of  King  College,  with  representation  from 
each  of  the  four  constituent  presbyteries. 
It  is  a  specific  item  in  the  Presbytery's 
budget. 

Union  Theological  Seminary,  3401 
Brook  Road,   Richmond   27,   Va. 

Louisville  Presbyterian  Theological  Sem- 
inary, 109  East  Broadway,  Louisville  2, 
Ky. 

The  Synod  shares  in  the  control  of  these 
two  seminaries  by  electing  two  trustees 
to  each.  The  Synod  was  formed  in  1915 
from  sections  of  Virginia  and  North  Caro- 


lina which  shared  in  the  operation  of  Union 
Seminary,  and  sections  of  Tennessee  and 
Kentucky  which  had  a  similar  relationship 
to    Louisville    Seminary. 

Since  its  organization  the  Synod  has 
included  both  institutions  in  its  benev- 
olence budget,  a  portion  of  which  is  as- 
sumed by  Asheville   Presbytery. 

Presbytery 

Davidson  College,  Davidson,  N.  C,  under 
its  charter  is  owned  by  Presbyteries  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  Florida 
and  the  Presbytery  of  Asheville.  It  is  a 
four-year,  fully  accredited  liberal  arts  col- 
lege for  men. 

This  relationship  began  when  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Asheville  was  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  and  was  continued  when 
the  Presbytery  became  a  part  of  the  Sy- 
nod of  Appalachia.  The  Presbytery  elects 
two  trustees  of  Davidson,  and  includes 
the  college  in  the  benevolence  budget. 

Montreat  College,  Montreat,  N.  C,  is 
owned  and  opei'ated  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Mountain  Retreat  Association.  It  has 
recently  become  an  accredited  Junior  Col- 
lege. It  has  grown  from  a  preparatory 
school  established  about  1916,  to  its  pres- 
ent status.  It  has  been  in  the  benevolence 
budget  of  Asheville  Presbytery  since  1925 
when  the  "Morrison  School  for  Girls",  in 
Macon  County,  was  closed. 

Montreat  College  offers  courses  leading 
to  Religious  Education,  business  and  nurs- 
ing degrees,  preparing  students  to  con- 
tinue their  education  in  their  chosen  fields. 

Presbyterian  Patronage 

It  is  not  enough  to  merely  include  these 
institutions  in  the  benevolence  giving  of 
the  churches.  They  deserve  FIRST  con- 
sideration as  institutions  to  which  to  send 
Presbyterian  Youth  for  education  above 
high  school.  If  Presbyterian  institutions 
do  not  afford  the  specialized  or  technical 
training  needed,  there  are  many  other 
fully  qualified  institutions,  but  examine 
the  opportunities  at  your  Church's  insti- 
tution  first. 


SEMINARY-TRAINING  SCHOOL 
EMPHASIS  ON  APRIL  26TH 

Churches  using  the  bulletin  service 
ol  the  General  Council  of  the  General 
Assembly  will  recognize  the  following 
from  the  bulletin  cover  under  date  of 
April  26th. 

"Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  His  harvest." 

Despite  years  of  record  enrollments  at 
Assembly's  Training  School  and  the  four 
Presbyterian,  U.S.,  seminaries,  trained 
workers  are  still  very  much  in  demand. 
Some  have  questioned  how  this  could  be, 
citing  the  fact  that  there  are  3,448  min- 
isters in  our  Church,  and  3.928  churches, 
of  which  scores  are  so  small  they  cannot 
support  a   pastor. 

A  study  of  the  Church's  records  reveals 
a  startling  answer:  Presbyterian  ministers 
in  the  South  who  are  acting  as  pastors 
are  many  hundreds  fewer  than  the  3,448 
listed.  There  are,  for  example,  more  than 
325  of  these  ministers  who  are  honorably 
retired  and  no  longer  filling  pulpits  regu- 
larly. Another  122  are  serving  as  associte 
or  assistant  pastors.  There  are  some  135 
serving  as  foreign  missionaries.  And  those 
who  are  working  as  evangelists,  secretaries 
of  home  missions  and  church  extension, 
teachers  in  Church  schools  and  seminaries, 
and  as  executives  of  Church  schools  and 
agencies  total   over   550!

The  quarterly  meeting  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  convened  at  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Asheville,  after  t  h  e 
sermon  on  April  14th  at  10  A.  M.,  by  the 
retiring  moderator,  Rev.  D.  P.  Mc- 
Geachy,  III,  of  Sylva,  and  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Communion  by  Dr.  R. 
D.  Bedinger  and  Rev.  Thomas  Sproule. 

Rev.  C.  R.  Stegall,  nominated  at  the 
last  meeting  was  elected  moderator  by 
acclamation.  Dr.  W.  G.  Thomas  is 
Stated  Clerk,  and  Rev.  W.  C.  Cooper, 
Permanent  Clerk. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  about 
seventy  representatives  and  visitors,  rep- 
resenting twenty  eight  congregaitons. 

By  action  of  the  Presbytery  two 
churches  were  ordered  dissolved,  subject 
to  final  action  at  the  next  meeting.  The 
remaining  members  of  the  Robbinsville 
and  the  White  Oak  Churches  are  to  be 
notified  of  the  action  and  invited  to 
appear  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  Pres- 
bytery to  protest  the  action,  if  desired. 
Members  at  Robbinsville  will  be  as- 
signed to  the  Andrews  church,  and  at 
White  Oak  to  Waynesville.

PASTORS'  SALARIES  UNDER 
STUDY  OF  COMMITTEE 

The  special  committee  on  Pastors' 
Salaries  of  which  Richard  E.  Gordon, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Deacons,  of 
the  West  Asheville  Presbyterian  Church 
is  chairman,  and  is  composed  of  eight 
laymen,  made  a  special  report. 

The  Presbytery  authorized  an  official 
communication  to  all  churches  paying 
less  that  is  paid  through  the  Church 
Extension  Committee,  with  a  view  to 
bringing  all  ministerial  salaries  to  this 
minimum. 

By  action  of  Asheville  Presbytery  in 
January,  men  receiving  any  part  of  their 
salary  through  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  receive  annually  $4,350.00, 
a  manse,  a  month's  vacation,  the  full 
10%  MAF  dues  paid  in  their  behalf, 
without  salary  deduction  of  the  2i/2%, 
the  insurance  benefits  for  themselves  and 
families  provided  through  the  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief,  and  the  re-im- 
bursement  of  one  half  of  any  amount 
they  pay  as  a  government  assessment  for 
social  security. 

The  only  exception  to  the  above  is 
that  students  entering  their  first  pas- 
torate are  called  for  $4,050.00,  with  a 
promise  of  a  salary  increase  of  $150.00 
annually  on  the  first  two  January  Firsts 
after  their  ordination. 


$10,000  SUBSCRIBED  TOWARD 
NEW  HAYESVILLE  CHURCH 

(A  subsequent  report  at  Presbytery  in- 
dicated  total   of   $10,180   subscribed.) 

With  a  membership  of  twenty  seven, 
the  Hayesville  Presbyterian  Church,  con- 
ducted a  special  campaign  for  funds  for 
a  new  building. 

Thirty  six  were  present  at  the  ban- 
quet on  April  9th,  and  a  total  of  $8,350 
was  subscribed,  with  about  thirty  pros- 
pects still  to  be  seen. 

This  church  will  share  in  any  net 
amounts  received  from  the  1959  Church 
Extension  Offering  to  be  received  in 
May.     They   need    $35,000   or   more    to 


ASSEMBLY  OVERTURED  TO 
PROTEST  TO  COUNCIL 

Asheville  Presbytery  adopted  an  over- 
ture to  the  1959  General  Assembly  ask- 
ing that  certain  representations  be  made 
to  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
and  declined  to  ask  the  Assembly  to 
withdraw  from  the  Council. 

The  matter  was  before  the  Presbytery 
through  an  overture  from  the  Friendship 
Presbyterian  Church  asking  either  with- 
drawal or  an  investigation  of  certain 
specified  charges. 

Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell  introduced  the 
overture  which  was  adopted  with  only 
one  dissenting  vote.    It  is  as  follows: 

Asheville  Presbytery  overtures  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  instruct  its  representa- 
tive on  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
to  make  the  following  representations  to 
the   Council : 

A — The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U. 
S.,  has  on  several  occasions  .  .  .  protested 
.  .  .  the  pronouncements  of  said  Council 
in  political  and  economic  fields  which  are 
far  removed  from  the  primary  concept  of 
the  spiritual  nature  of  the  Church,  the 
historic  position  of  separation  of  Church 
and  state,  and,  which  have  involved  the 
assuming  of  positions  on  which  there  is  a 
marked  difference  of  opinion  in  Christian 
circles  and  on  which  Christians  of  equal 
piety  and  devotion  can  and  do  differ. 

These  protests  have  gone  unheeded. 

B — In  recent  months  the  National  Coun- 
cil and  some  of  its  sub-divisions,  sponsored 
and  financed  by  said  Council  have  given 
publicity  to  and  advocacy  of  certain  na- 
tional and  international  policies  which 
could  well  be  detrimental  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  and  to  the  well-being  of  our  nation. 

It  is  not  sufficient  for  the  Council  to 
disclaim  any  responsibility  for  the  actions 
and  accompanying  publicity  of  these  de- 
partments. The  formation  of  said  depart- 
ments and  their  complete  financing  by 
the  Council  makes  the  Council  seemingly 
responsible  before  the  Church  and  before 
the  world. 

C — The  National  Christian  Council  at 
its  recent  General  Board  Meeting  in  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  further  accentuated  the  im- 
pression of  interests  and  activities  far 
afield  from  those  primary  concerns  of 
the  Church  —  as  an  illustration  the  ac- 
tion urging  the  government  to  abolish  the 
loyalty  oath  as  a  requirement  of  students 
seeking   federal    scholarships. 

D — In  its  publicity  releases  the  National 
Council  always  uses  the  formula,  "repre- 
senting 38,000,000  Protestants".  This 
statement  is  misleading  and  inaccurate  and 
should  not  be  used  except  in  cases  where 
the  Council  is  acting  on  the  specific  au- 
thorization and  approval  of  its  constituent 
churches   on   specified   matters.

$3.29  PER  DAY 
COST  IN  1958 

The  Duke  Endowment  re- 
ceives reports  from  thirty 
child  caring  institutions  in 
North  and  South  Carolina 
and  analyses  the  cost  of 
each. 

In  their  report  of  eleven 
institutions  in  the  same  clas- 
sification as  The  Mountain 
Orphanage,  it  is  shown  that 
the  cost  per  child  per  day 
at  The  Mountain  Orphan- 
age, exclusive  of  the  value 
of  contributed  services  and 
supplies  was  $3.29. 

This  figure  was  broken 
down  to  show  that  admini- 
stration cost  was  .55,,  the 
child  care,  including  salaries 
of  matrons,  food,  clothing, 
etc.,  was  $1.89,  plant  opera- 
tion .89. 

This  actual  cost,  as  a  prac- 
tical basis,  will  probably  be 
less  in  1960,  due  to  the  un- 
usual amount  spent  last 
year  for  replacement  and  re- 
pair. It  is  hoped  that  the 
cost  of  food  can  be  reduced 
by  producing  larger  amounts 
on  the  farm.

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CHURCH  EXTENSION  OPPORTUNITIES  IN  ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

Three  Challenging  Projects  To  Share  In  The  1959  Church  Extension  Offering 


BETHEL  -  40% 

The  Bethel  Church  in  Haywood 
County  is  located  about  five  miles  south 
of  Canton.   It  was  organized  in  1834. 

Located  in  a  rapidly  growing  semi- 
rural  area,  the  church  property  is  sur- 
rounded on  three  sides  by  the  buildings 
and  grounds  of  the  Bethel  Schools,  ele- 
mentary and  high,  with  over  1,300  stu- 
dents. 


For  twenty  five  years  or  more  there 
has  been  no  resident,  installed  pastor, 
and  most  of  this  time  the  pulpit  has 
been  supplied  by  students  or  ministers 
coming  in  from  points  as  far  as  forty 
miles  as  temporary  supplies. 

Under  the  ministry  of  Dr.  T.  H. 
Spence,  Montreat,  the  church  has  shown 
much  interest  in  calling  a  minister. 
There  were  seventy  eight  members  re- 
ported on  January  1,   1959. 

On  April  5th,  the  congregation  ex- 
tended a  unanimous  call  to  William  Ri- 
ley Covin,  of  Belton,  S.  C,  a  senior  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond,  Va. 

Miss  Bessie  May  Stribling,  Sunday 
School  Extension  Worker  for  the  Synod, 
will  conduct  a  survey  at  Bethel  during 
May  and  Mr.  Covin  will  assume  duties 
as  pastor  in  June. 

They  have  no  manse.  Their  one-room 
sanctuary  greatly  limits  their  effective- 
ness in  Christian  education.  They  have 
no  facilities  for  recreation  and  fellow- 
ship gatherings.  They  could  easily  spend 
$50,000  or  more  in  order  to  provide 
these  physical  needs  to  fully  serve  their 
community. 


WESTMIUSTER  -  40% 

The  Westminster  Church  was  organ- 
ized in  the  Haw  Creek  School,  two  miles 
east  of  Asheville,  on  Oct.  26,  after  eight 
weeks  of  services.  They  still  hold  their 
Sunday  School  and  Morning  Worship 
services  at  the  school  because  they  do 
not  have  the  necessary  space  elsewhere. 

Westminster  was  organized  to  meet  the 
needs  of  those  living  in  the  area  of 
Beverly  Hills,  Haw  Creek  and  Oteen 
east  of  Asheville. 

The  E.  C.  Burleson  property,  just  op- 
posite the  Highway  Patrol  Station,  on 
U.  S.  70,  has  been  purchased  with  a  gift 
of  $10,000  from  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  of  the  Presbytery  and  a  bank 
loan  of  $25,000.  The  pastor's  study  is 
in  the  residence  on  the  site,  and  the 
building  is  being  used  for  small  groups 
and  special  meetings. 


Front    View 

Plans  are  under  way  to  project  a 
building  program  that  can  easily  call  for 
$150,000  or  more  to  meet  their  minimum 
needs,  including  the  re-financing  of  the 
bank  loan.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
first  unit  to  be  built  will  provide  a 
fellowship  hall  to  seat  200  and  also  a 
place  for  their  worship  service.  Sunday 
school  classes  can  use  rooms  in  the  resi- 
dence, and  as  much  of  the  total  build- 
ing will  be  constructed  as  funds  will 
permit. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of 
the  General  Assembly  has  allocated  $2,- 
500  toward  these  building  needs,  and 
the  congregation,  in  their  Every  Mera- 
mer  Canvass,  subscribed  about  $20,000 
for  current  expenses,  benevolences  and 
building  needs  during  1959. 


ttAlJSEUlLLE  -  20% 

The  Hayesville  Church  is  the  only 
Presbyterian  congregation  in  Clay  Coun- 
ty. Organized  in  1841,  it  has  never  been 
a  large  church,  but  has  served  a  rural 
area  in  the  heart  of  the  mountains. 

The  present  one  room  sanctuary  is 
located  opjmsite  the  county  jail,  on  a 
dead  end  street.  They  are  the  only 
buildings  on  this  out  of  the  way  street. 

The  building  is  so  badly  damaged  by 
termites  that  the  cost  of  repairing  would 
be  prohibitive.  Even  then  there  would 
be  an  inadequate  one  room  building. 

These  three  reasons  led  the  congre- 
gation to  purchase  another  site,  much 
better  situated  for  an  entirely  new 
plant. 

After  a  survey  of  the  community,  the 
twenty  seven  members  are  sure  that  a 
new  church  plant  will  enable  them  to 
grow.  They  are  putting  on  a  campaign 
to  raise  a  minimum  of  $10,000.  The 
Presbytery  has  invested  $2,000  in  the 
new  lot  and  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension of  the  General  Assembly  has  ap- 
propriated $1,500  toward  their  new 
building. 


It  will  require  $35,000  or  more  to 
build  the  total  needs  of  the  church.  The 
group  is  determined  to  start  with  one 
or  more  units,  within  their  financial 
ability.  The  minimum  cost  will  be  be- 
tween $15,000   and  $20,000. 

The  church  is  being  served  by  semi- 
nary students,  each  working  for  a  full 
year.

Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  professor  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va., 
elect-Moderator. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Scott,  Atlanta,  nominated  for 
moderator,  honored  on  retirement  from 
office  of  Stated  Clerk  after  23  years. 

515  Commissioners  from  83  Presbyteries 
enrolled,  including  six  from  Asheville 
Presbytery. 

First  Day  of  week  re-affirmed  as  proper 
for  observance  as  day  of  Rest  and  Wor- 
ship. 

Approved  plans  for  celebration  of  Cen- 
tennial in  1961,  and  set  Oct.  5,  1961  as 
"Centennial   Sunday." 

Declined  to  abolish  Board  of  Women's 
Work,  but  ordered  study  of  "whole  area 
of  Women's  -  Men's  Work  within  the 
Church." 

Adopted  Benevolence  Budget  of  $9,186,- 
054,  an  increase  of  $125,000  over  1959. 

Noted  decrease  in  missionary  force  to 
501  in  1958  and  named  1961  as  year  of 
"militant  crusade  for  recruiting"  mission- 
aries for  foreign  fields. 

Noted  that  2,000  churches  send  Presby- 
terian Survey  to  every  family,  with  a  cir- 
culation now  of  206,000. 

Enacted  into  church  law  the  provision 
whereby  pastors  are  authorized  to  perform 
weddings  of  divorced  persons,  if  evidence 
of  true  repentence  and  an  intention  to 
make  the  new  marriage  definitely  Chris- 
tian  is   shown. 

Registered  disapproval  of  action  taken 
by  the  World  Order  Study  Conference,  but 
declined  to  withdraw  from  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  by  a  vote  of  341  to 
116. 

Changed  the  name  of  the  "General  As- 
sembly's Training  School  for  Lay  Work- 
ers", Richmond,  Va.,  to  "Presbyterian 
School    for    Christian    Education. 

Endorsed  statement  of  Board  of  Church 
Extension  that  there  is  no  geographical 
boundry  for  the  work  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  and  urged  synods  and  pres- 
byteries to  extend  their  work  to  the  limit 
of  their  ability  in  unchurched  areas. 

Reaffirmed  its  warnings  of  1946  and 
1948  against  Roman  Catholic  policies  of 
dominance  of  church  over  state,  and 
against  mariage  with  members  of  the  Ro- 
man  Catholic   Church. 

Urged  discussion  between  doctors  and 
ministers  in  the  area  of  Christianity  and 
Health.

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  includes

to  embrace  the  work  being  done  in  the 
mountain  area  of  these  states. 

The  boundaries  extend  from  Dublin, 
Va.,  on  the  east  to  Chattanooga,  Tenn., 
on  the  west.  There  are  five  churches  in 
Kentucky,  members  of  Knoxville  Pres- 
bytery. The  southern  boundary  is  the 
Georgia-South  Carolina  state  line,  east 
to  the  crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  Roughly 
speaking,  the  eastern  boundary  is  the 
crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge. 

There  are  three  Presbyteries  in  addi- 
tion to  Knoxville,  the  largest.  Holston 
Presbytery  includes  counties  in  eastern 
Tennessee  and  four  in  western  North 
Carolina.  Abingdon  includes  the  coun- 
ties of  southwest  Virginia,  and  Asheville 
in   southwest   North   Carolina.

PRESBYTERY  WILL  CONSIDER 
1960  BENEVOLENCE  GOALS 

One  of  the  major  considerations  to  be 
before  the  July  meeting  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  relates  to  the  undergirding 
of  the  work  of  the  Presbytery,  Synod 
and  General  Assembly  through  finan- 
cial gifts  in  1960. 

The  Presbytery's  Council  will  present 
a  challenge  goal  for  1960  and  suggest 
methods  of  promoting  a  real  sense  of 
stewardship  in  the  churches  of  the  Pres- 
by  tery.

The  action  with  reference  to  Montreat 
College,  located  within  the  bounds  of 
the  synod  gives  that  institution  a  status 
within  the  denomination.  Montreat  is 
a  co-educational  junior  college,  located 
at  the  site  of  the  Assembly's  confer- 
ence grounds  at  Montreat,  N.  C. 

Dr.  Clifford  L.  Nixon,  Bristol,  Tenn., 
was  presented  to  the  body  as  the  head  of 
the  "Student  Guidance  Center"  estab- 
lished in  June,  at  King  College,  and 
made  available  to  high  school  students 
in  the  244  congregations  of  the  synod 
Dr.  Nixon  will  also  teach  at  King  Col- 
lege,   Bristol. 

Rev.  R.  T.  L.  Liston,  D.D.,  presi- 
dent of  King  College  spoke  briefly  of 
the  institution  and  the  synod  ordered 
that  a  special  hour  on  the  evening  of 
June  21,  1960,  be  set  aside  for  a  fuller 
presentation  of  the  college  and  its  work. 
This  meeting  will  be  at  Bristol,  the 
home  of  the  college. 

A  special  committee  was  named  to 
plan  for  the  celebration  of  the  centen- 
nial of  the  denomination's  founding  in 
1961,  and  the  invitation  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Asheville,  to  have 
the  meeting  at  that  church  was  referred 
to  this  committee. 

The  Synod  approved  a  new  set  of 
standing  rules  to  become  effective  at 
the  next  meeting,  subject  to  possible 
changes  at  that  time,  to  take  the  place 
of  similar  rules  adopted  in  1939.  One 
feature  of  the  new  rules  provides  for  a 
permanent  "publicity  clerk"  to  provide 
the  press  with  current  news  items. 

Mrs.  R.  E.  McClure,  president  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church  of  the  Synod 
made  her  report  to  the  Synod. 

The  meeting  opened  on  Tuesday  at 
1:30  p.  m.,  with  the  sermon  of  the  re- 
tiring moderator,  the  Rev.  D.  R.  Green- 
hoe,  D.D.,  of  Sweetwater,  Tenn.,  and 
the  observance  of  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  after  which  Mr.  Smith 
was  named  moderator. 

The  regular  sessions  of  the  synod  were 
preceded  by  a  conference  on  evangelism 
Monday  evening  and  Tuesday  morning. 
Dr.  Harry  Denman,  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  of  Evangelism  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  spoke  twice  on  Tues- 
day. Dr.  William  H.  McCorkle,  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Bristol, 
Tenn.,  and  formerly  secretary  of  evan- 
gelism for  the  denomination,  spoke 
Monday  evening  and  the  Rev.  George 
A.  Chauncey,  associate  secretary,  was  al- 
so a  featured  speaker. 

There  were  some  160  ministers  and 
laymen  in  attendance  at  the  meeting 
from  churches  in  four  presbyteries  in 
southwest  Virginia.  Western  North 
Carolina,  eastern  Tennessee  and  south- 
east Kentucky.

"From  Presbyterian  schools  have 
stemmed  the  state  universities  of  In- 
diana, Tennessee,  Delaware,  Wisconsin, 
California,  North  Carolina,  Georgia  and 
Kentucky,  and  dozens  of  now  private 
institutions. 

"In  Alaska,  Presbyterians  maintain 
among  the  Eskimos  the  northernmost 
Protestant  mission  on  the  American 
continent. 

"The  denomination's  unflagging-con- 
cern for  the  Indians  compels  the  Church 
today  to  maintain  missions,  schools  and 
hospitals  on  reservations  in  16  states. 

"How  do  Presbyterians  do  it?  By 
emphasizing  the  obligation  of  every 
member  to  Christ.They  maintain  that 
man  needs  to  give  back  to  God,  for  the 
good  of  his  own  soul,  at  least  some  part 
of  what  God  have  given  the  individual. 
In  what  is  now  the  United  Church, 
giving  has  increased  145  percent  in  the 
past  ten  years. 

"To  be  a  Presbyterian,  you  must  be- 
lieve devoutly  that  God  has  first  place 
in  your  life.  And  you  must  work  hard 
in  the  Church  and  in  the  community, 
giving  lavishly  of  both  your  money  and 
your  talents.  Otherwise,  you  will  feel 
very  uncomfortable,  because  that's  what 
Presbyterians  are  like."

Bedinger,  stated  supply,  and  Rev.  C.  W. 
Solomon,  visiting  evangelist.  There 
were  nine  professions  and  twenty  five 
reconsecrations   during   the   services. 

Mr.  Solomon  served  the  church 
some  time  ago  as  stated  supply,  and 
has  held  two  revival  series  previously. 
He  was  assisted  by  his  daughter,  Miss 
Ann  Solomon  with  illustrated  talks  on 
Bible  heroes  before  the  sermon  each 
evening.  Bill  and  David  Solomon  also 
were  most  helpful. 

Following  the  services  of  Mr.  Sol- 
omon, the  women,  with  the  help  of 
Miss  Solomon,  conducted  a  most  success- 
ful Bible  school  with  an  enrollment  of 
51,  and  an  average  attendance  of  42. 

The  Brittain's  Ccve  membership  is 
now  forty  six  with  a  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment of  forty  seven.  Dr.  Bedinger 
has  served  as  stated  supply  since  Oc- 
tober 1958. 


MISS   STRIBLING'S  WORK  IS 
UNDER  REV.  PITSER  LYONS 

Rev.  Pitser  M.  Lyons,  ID,  P.  O.  Box 
5005,  Kingsport,  Tenn.,  Chairman  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  Synod,  is  in 
charge  of  the  schedule  of  the  Sunday 
School  Extension  Worker  of  the  Synod, 
Miss  Bessie  May  Stribling. 

Until  his  retirement,  this  work  was 
done  by  Rev.  Goodridge  A.  Wilson,  for- 
merly Executive  Secretary  of  Abingdon 
Presbytery. 

Miss  Stribling  is  available  for  surveys 
in  local  areas,  and  requests  for  her  serv- 
ices should  be  channelled  through  Mr. 
Lyons  in  the  future. 
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and  other  related  sources  of  income. 

In  addition,  Asheville  Presbytery  con- 
tributes to  Montreat  College  and  to 
Davidson  College.  The  Council  indi- 
cated the  maximum  that  should  be  in 
the  total  goals  for  each  of  these  agencies. 

In  the" light  of  the  above  facts,  and 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Coun- 
cil, the  Presbytery  approved  $213,765 
as  the  amount  that  should  be  given,  and 
would  be  given  if  the  Churches  respond- 
ed adequately  in  the  Every  Member 
Canvass  in  November. 

The  Presbytery  adopted  $174,000  as 
the  realistic  goal,  a  lesser  figure,  that 
could  reasonably  be  expected  on  the 
basis  of  current  giving  trends. 

The  action  of  the  Presbytery  was  to 
"adopt  an  'asking  budget'  for  1960  of 
$2 13,765,  and  that  the  individual 
churches  and  members  are  challenged 
to  increase  their  giving  for  the  coming 
year  by  20%." 

A  summary  of  these  figures  shows 
(Col.  1)  the  total  amount  based  upon 
the  estimated  minimum  needs  of  the 
agencies,  and  (Col.  2)  the  "Disburse- 
ment Basis"  for  1960,  to  assure  each 
cause  its  maximum  share  of  all  gifts. 

Churches  will  be  asked  in  the  Every 
Member  Canvass,  in  November  1959, 
to  underwrite  as  absolute  minimums  the 
amounts  shown  in  Col.  2,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  total  gifts  will  reach  the 
figures  in  Col.  1,  before  the  end  of 
the  year.

Rev.  Ben  F.  Ormand,  Brevard,  is  in 
charge  of  this  proposed  feature,  and 
Our  Mountain  Work  presents  a  state- 
ment from  him  of  the  details  of  the 
program.  The  emphasis  is  on  a  twenty 
percent  increase  in  gifts  to  benevolences 
in   1960  over  1959. 

Presbytery   Statistics 

Pastors,  Assistant  Pastors  and  student 
supplies  of  all  but  three  of  the  Churches 
cf  the  Presbytery  were  present  at  the 
July  meeting.  Of  the  three  not  present, 
two  were  ill.  All  three  presented  ac- 
ceptible  excuses. 

Twenty  eight  Ruling  Elders  were 
present  representing  all  but  seven  of  the 
congregations. 

Thirteen  congregations  sent  Deacons 
to  sit  in  on  the  discussion  of  Benev- 
olences and  Benevolence  Askings  for 
1 960. 


Two  ministers  received  and  five  others 
in  attendance. 

$174,000  set  as  Benevolence  Goal  for 
1960,  against  a  total  of  $213,765,  rep- 
resenting the  total  askings  of  Synod, 
and  General  Assembly,  together  with 
total  budget  needs  of  Presbytery 
Agencies. 
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Rev.  Ben  F.  Ormand,  Brevard,  led 
this  group  in  a  special  study  of  these 
needs,  and  in  the  best  way  to  present 
this  challenge  to  the  local  church. 

At  this  meeting  teams  accepted  en- 
gagements to  meet  with  local  officers 
and  discuss  the  "Benevolence  Work  of 
the  Church".  These  meetings  are  be- 
ing scheduled  on  the  basis  of  requests 
made  by  each  church  at  Presbytery, 
July  21.  Ruling  Elders,  Deacons  and 
other  interested  leaders  are  invited  to 
the  meeting  in  each  church.

FIRST  IN  APPLACHIAN  MTS. 
FOR  HOMELESS  CHILDREN 

The  November  1922  issue  of  Our 
Mountain  Work  devoted  the  entire 
front  page  to  the  "Origin  and  Growth 
of  The  Mountain   Orphanage." 

That  was  the  year  when  the  home 
moved  into  the  third  home,  now  being 
used  and  located  about  three  miles  west 
of  Black  Mountain  on  the  old  US  70 
highway. 

The  founder  of  the  home,  the  late 
Dr.  R.  P.  Smith,  then  Superintendent 
of  Home  Missions  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery, was  the  editor  at  that  time 
and  presumably  wrote  the  article.  Of 
this  first  home  he  wrote: 

"The  Mountain  Orphanage  was  or- 
ganized, January  19,  1904.  It  was  the 
first  home  of  its  kind  established  in 
the  Appalachian  Mountains  to  care  for 
homeless  mountain  children.  It  was  lo- 
cated at  Crabtree  in  Haywood  County, 
about  thirty  miles  from  Asheville. 

"The  first  building  was  a  very  plain 
cottage  of  four  rooms  and  equipped 
with  second-hand  furniture  of  like  char- 
acter. The  entire  plant  cost  about  five 
hundred  dollars;  however,  it  was  better 
than  no  home  at  all  for  the  "left-over" 
children.  The  first  day  the  home  opened 
its  doors,  six  little  children  entered." 

The  Home  moved  to  Balfour  after 
about  four  years  where  it  had  a  capacity 
of  forty  children.  The  present  plant  has 
housed  as  many  as  sixty  five,  but  is  con- 
sidered adequate  for  fifty  six,  according 
to  standards  for  the  care  of  children.

FROM  SMALL  BEGINNINGS 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  dates  its 
history  from  January  19,  1904,  founded 
under  the  leadership  of  the  late  Rev. 
R.  P.  Smith,  D.D. 

The  late  Miss  Florence  Osborne  of 
the  Bethel  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hay- 
wood County  wrote  in  a  letter  dated 
Oct.   10,   1944: 

"1  think  I  have  somewhere  a  letter 
from  Dr.  Smith  which  would  give  writ- 
ten proof  that  Jan.  19th,  1904  was  the 
day  of  which  my  young  cousin,  Lelia 
Plott,  and  I  went  to  Crabtree.  Dr. 
Smith  was  there  unpacking.  He  had 
been  so  thoughtful,  but  when  I  made 
the  biscuits  for  supper,  we  found  he 
had  forgotten  the  rolling-pin.  My  cousin 
and  I  thought  that  was  something  about 
which  to  laugh,  but  he  took  it  so  sober- 
ly, in  that  he  had  forgotten  something 
so  essential." 

Miss  Osborne  was  the  school  teacher, 
in  a  nearby  one  room  building.  She 
wrote,  "I  do  not  remember  how  soon 
until  I  opened  the  school,  or  how  long 
until  Mrs.  Bales  came,  or  how  soon  un- 
til the  four  children  came.  Mrs.  Bales 
was  a  very  cherry  little  body,  and  we 
were  very  congenial.  Her  name  was 
Ellen  H.  Bales."

The  play  dealt  with  family  relation- 
ships, particularly  how  much  "rein" 
children  should  be  given  in  making 
their  own  decisions.  It  was  repeated  in 
Franklin  on  August  9th  and  at  Murphy 
on  the  12th. 

Those  in  the  play  were  Larry  Huls, 
narrator;  Miss  Katherine  Sursavage,  the 
mother;  Roy  Conley,  the  father;  Miss 
Terry  Slagle,  the  daughter;  Jim  Bristol, 
the  son;  Miss  Jannette  Carringer, 
prompter,  and  Rev.  Eugene  Wither- 
spoon,  director.

The  Presbyterian  Bell  will  call  Jupiter 
Baptists  to  worship. 

Almost  seventy  five  years  ago  the 
Board  of  National  Missions  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  A.,  sent  school 
teachers  and  preachers  into  Western 
North  Carolina  to  establish  schools  and 
missions.  One  of  these  was  in  the  Jupi- 
ter section  of  Buncombe  County,  about 
twelve  miles  north  of  Asheville. 

Many  adults  in  that  area,  in  Asheville 
and  elsewhere  remember  their  school 
days  at  this  old  building,  with  the  class- 
rooms on  the  first  floor  and  the  sanc- 
tuary on  the  second.  The  building  at 
Brittain's  Cove,  still  in  use,  was  erected 
on  the  same  plan. 

As  public  education  improved  in  the 
area  the  need  for  the  school  became  less, 
and  for  other  reasons  the  Board  discon- 
tinued the  work  of  the  church  about 
twenty  or  twenty  five  years  ago.  The 
property  was  deeded  to  the  Flome  Mis- 
sion Committee  of  Asheville  Presbytery, 
in   1940,  but  there  has  been  no  oppor-

"NATIONAL  DAY  OF  PRAYER" 

Called  By  The  President 

October  7,   1959 

Editorials  are  not  the  norm  in  OfR 
Mountain  Work.  However,  there  are 
occasions  when  some  emphasis  should 
be  placed  on  the  "neglected  side  of  a 
Christian's  obligation  and  opportunity." 

There  is  urgent  need  of  prayer  — 
prayer  of  thanksgiving,  prayer  of  confes- 
sion, prayer  of  patience,  prayer  of  re 
dedication  —  on  the  part  of  the  citizens 
of  America,  who  enjoy  so  many  bless- 
ings by  the  grace  of  God. 

President  Eisenhower,  authorized  by 
a  congressional  resolution  in  1952,  has 
designated  October  7,  1959,  as  a  "Na- 
tional Day  of  Prayer." 

The  response  of  the  Christian  Church 
to  such  a  call  should  be  enthusiastic 
and  genuine,  but  it  should  not  stop  short 
of  recognizing  that  her  "highest  loyal- 
ties" can  only  be  expressed  the  words 
which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  taught 
His  disciples  to  use  in  prayer:  "Thy 
Kingdom  come  Thy  will  be  done,  in 
earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven."

MINISTERS  RETREAT  AT 
MONTREAT  --  October  26-28 

The  annual  meeting  of  Ministers  of  Ap- 
palachia Synod  for  fellowship  and  inspira- 
tion will  be  held  at  Montreat  on  October 
26  -  28th.  A  special  program  has  been 
arranged. 

Speakers  include  Rev.  George  M. 
Docherty,  D.D.,  New  York,  and  Rev.  Tho- 
mas J.  Van  Loon,  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  Methodist  Church,  now  of 
Nashville,   Tenn. 

Mr.  Frye's  historical  sketch  goes  back 
to  1859  when  two  Presbyterian  Churches 
were  organized  in  the  Mills  River  valley.

NEW  HAYESVILLE  CHURCH  IS 
UNDER  CONSTRUCTION 

Ground  was  broken  about  a  month 
ago  for  the  new  building  of  the  Hayes- 
ville  Presbyterian  Church,  for  which  the 
congregation  of  thirty  members  raised 
$11,300  last  spring. 

The  new  building  is  being  erected  on 
a  lot  purchased  in  1958. 

With  additional  funds  from  gifts  of 
the  Presbytery  and  General  Assembly, 
it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  about 
$20,000  for  immediate  construction 
needs.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  require 
about  $10,000  more  to  complete  and 
furnish  the  building. 
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tunity  to  establish  a  permanent  work 
there. 

Early  this  year  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  of  the  Presbytery  sold  the 
building,  in  a  delapidated  state,  reserv- 
ing the  pews,  bell  and  some  old  books 
in   the   building. 

The  pews  were  donated  to  the  Eto- 
wah Presbyterian  Church  for  use  in  their 
new  building,   under   construction. 

Many  of  the  books  were  worthless,  but 
a  number  of  them  were  of  sufficient  in- 
terest to  deposit  in  the  Historical  Foun- 
dation at  Montreat,  and  some  had  an 
educational  value  as  samples  of  text 
books  used  fifty  years  ago.  These  latter 
were  deposited  in  the  library  of  King 
College,  Bristol. 

By  action  of  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee the  bell  was  donated  to  the  Jupi- 
ter Baptist  Church,  and  will  resume  its 
call  to  worship.  For  many  years  it  has 
been  silent,  except  when  rung  by  some 
prankster  or  echoing  the  sound  of  the 
wind  in  the  old  church  belfry. 

The  Jupiter  Baptists  began  a  new 
church  building  some  months  ago  and 
continued  to  use  their  old  building  as 
they  awaited  the  completion  of  the  new. 
Then  fire  destroyed  the  old  building, 
and  damaged  their  bell  beyond  repair. 

When  hung  in  their  new  building,  the 
Presbyterian  Bell  will  call  the  Jupiter 
Baptists  to  worship.

Increase  35%  Over  1958 

Seventy  five  representatives  from 
twenty  cne  churches  assembled  at  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  on  October  8th 
to  see  the  heme  and  learn  of  the  special 
needs  at  Thanksgiving. 

With  the  orphanage  staff,  young  peo- 
ple who  served  the  supper,  and  other 
visitors  the  total  attendance  reached 
ninety    six. 

Presiding  over  the  meeting  was  Mr. 
Carl  Welte,  of  Canton,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  Dr.  R.  D.  Bed- 
inger  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

Mr.  Welte  presented  Mrs.  R.  D.  Bed- 
inger,  a  daughter  of  the  last  Dr.  R.  P. 
Smith  who  founded  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage in  1904.  Mrs.  Bedinger  spoke 
briefly  and  presented  Mrs.  Hazel  J. 
Ford  as  the  person  who  made  the  initial 
gift  for  the  establishing  of  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage.

Resigning   Asheville   Pastorate 

The  Trustees  of  the  Mountain  Re- 
treat Association,  named  Dr.  C.  Grier 
Davis,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Asheville,  to  be  President  of  the 
Association. 

Dr.  Davis  indicated  his  willingness  to 
accept  this  post  and  a  congregational 
meeting  was  called  for  October  18th, 
to  act  on  his  request  that  they  join  him 
in  asking  Asheville  Presbytery  to  dissolve 
the  pastoral  relationship  that  has  existed 
since  1938. 

A  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
since  1946,  he  was  re-elected  to  serve 
until  1962.  He  has  been  active  as  a  mem- 
ber also  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Montreat-Anderson  College,  which  with- 
in the  past  year  has  been  made  a  church 
affiliated  co-educational  junior  college. 
Montreat  came  under  the  control  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  when 
the  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  non- 
profit "Mountain  Retreat  Association" 
was  given  to  the  General  Assembly.  In 
its  earlier  days  it  grew  rapidly  under 
the  administration  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  C. 
Anderson,  D.D.,  who  resigned  in  1946. 

On  January  1,  1947  Rev.  [.  Rupert 
McGregor,  D.D.,  became  president  and 
served  until  his  resignation  which  be- 
came effective  in  September  1957.  Since 
his  resignation  Dr.  F.  L.  Jackson,  of 
Davidson,  has  been  acting  president. 

Dr.  Davis  is  expected  to  assume  his 
duties  as  head  of  Montreat  on  December 
1st.  He  will  move  to  Montreat  as  soon 
as  a  home  can  be  built  there,  will 
be  the  executive  head  of  all  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Association,  and  will  also 
be  president  of  Montreat-Anderson  Col- 
lege. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Davis  moved  to  Ashe- 
ville from  Norfolk,  Va.,  where  he  had 
been  the  pastor  of  the  Second  Presby- 
terian Church  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
following  two  years  as  assistant  pastor  of 
the  Grace  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church,  Richmond,  Va.  They  have  two 
sons,  C.  Grier,  Jr.,  who  is  doing  graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  James  McDowell,  a  student 
at  Davidson  College. 

He  was  born  at  Wilmer,  Ark.,  and 
was  educated  at  Davidson  College, 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary  and 
Union,  Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, Va.  In  1943  after  a  period  of 
graduate  study  he  was  awarded  the  de- 
gree of  Th.D.,  from  Union  Seminary, 
and  the  same  year  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  both 
Davidson  College  and  from  Tusculum 
College,  Greeneville,  Tenn. 


Rev.  Paul  N.  Gresham,  pastor  eme- 
ritus of  the  Kenilworth  Presbyterian 
Church,  has  assumed  his  duties  as  the 
pastor  elect  of  the  McCarter  Church 
near  the  northern  city  limits  of  Green- 
ville, S.  C.  He  expects  to  move  to  Green- 
ville after  November  1st.

Mrs.  Gres- 
ham has  for  many  years  taught  the  Sun- 
day School  lessons  over  radio  station 
WWNC  every  Saturday.  Mr.  Gresham 
has  been  active  on  several  presbytery 
committees. 

At  the  time  this  was  written  Mr. 
Gresham  planned  to  ask  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery for  dismissal  to  Enoree  Presby- 
tery. He  will  be  installed  at  the  Mc- 
Carter church  on  November  1.

FROM  JONESBORO,  ARK. 

Rev.  Arthur  Finley  Fogartie,  D.D., 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Jonesboro,  Ark.,  has  indicated  his  will- 
ingness to  accept  a  call  to  the  Montreat 
Church  and  expects  to  begin  his  pas- 
torate at  Montreat  on  November  first. 

Dr.  Fogartie  will  succeed  Rev.  Stanley 
L.  Bennett  who  resigned  earlier  in  the 
year  andwent  last  month  to  Brazil  as 
an  "aviation  missionary". 

He  was  born  at  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C, 
educated  at  Davidson  College,  Alabama 
Presbyterian  College,  and  Louisiana 
Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Ky.

The  gift  of  eleven  pennies  was  made 
in  1903.  Mrs.  Bedinger  found  that 
they  had  been  preserved  by  her  father, 
and  has  placed  them  in  the  Historical 
^Foundation  at  Montreat.  Mrs.  Ford  out- 
lined the  growth  of  the  home,  first  at 
Crabtree  in  Haywood  County,  then  at 
Balfour  in  Henderson  County,  and  since 
1922  near  Black  Mountain. 

A  roll  call  of  churches  found  repre- 
sentatives from  every  congregation  in 
Buncombe  County,  and  in  addition  a 
number  from  Hendersonville,  Canton, 
Highlands  .Bryson  City  and  Waynesville. 

Mr.  Don  C.  McKenzie  was  presented 
as  the  Superintendent.  He  introduced 
!  the  members  of  the  staff  who  were  pres- 
|ent  and  spoke  briefly  about  the  work  of 
the  home,  expressing  appreciation  for 
the  support  given  by  churches  and  in- 
dividuals in  Asheville   Presbytery. 

The  meeting  was  to  emphasize  the 
i  need  for  substantial  aid  at  Thanksgiv- 
ing, and  it  was  explained  that  at  least 
$17,000  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering 
(a  thirty  five  percent  increase  over  ac- 
tual gifts  in  1958)  would  be  necessary 
to  prevent  a  deficit  December  31st. 

A  financial  statement  was  provided  in 
printed  form,  together  with  other  infor- 
mation. It  was  pointed  out  that  there 
were  two  major  sources  of  funds  to  pre- 
vent a  deficit  on  December  31st.  The 
first  was  loyal  support  of  the  regular 
Benevolence  Giving  of  the  churches 
through  local  budgets,  and  through 
EXTRA  gifts  at  Thanksgiving. 

Asheville  Presbytery  increased  the 
goal  for  such  gifts  in  1959,  and  simul- 
taneously lowered  the  proportionate 
part  assigned  to  The  Mountain  Orphan- 
age. It  will  be  necessary  for  the  churches 
to  give  the  full  amounts  set  in  local 
goals,  if  the  orphanage  is  to  receive  the 
full  amount  assigned  to  it. 

The  spending  budget  at  the  orphan- 
age is  LESS  in  1959.  The  home  is 
living  within  its  approved  budget,  but 
the  Churches  of  the  Presbytery  have  giv- 
en $5,000  LESS  through  their  budgets 
than  in    1958. 

A  set  of  slides  were  shown  to  those 
present,  and  copies  of  these  pictures 
will  be  available  after  November  10th 
for  use  in  local  churches.  Several  of  the 
slides  will  be  replaced  with  more  current 
pictures,  and  copies  of  the  entire  set 
(about  forty)  will  be  made.  A  script 
will  accompany  the  slides.

WHEN  IT  COMES  TO  FARMING 
AT  MOUNTAIN  ORPHANAGE 

Well,  There  Are  Problems 
And    Also   Results     .     .     . 

Every  few  years  we  go  through  a 
period  at  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
when  we  need  real  help!  Help,  that  is 
from  non-existent  Big  Boys  and  Big 
Girls.  This  was  one  of  those  years  on 
the  farm. 

Our  two  largest  boys,  Joe  Robinson 
and  Dan  Hensley,  worked  for  themselves 
all  summer  to  help  as  much  as  possible 
in  their  college  expenses. 


There  are  only  three  boys,  this  year, 
of  High  School  age,  with  one  in  the 
ninth  grade.  So  the  Little  Boys  get  full 
credit  for  what  success  we  have  shown 
on  the  farm. 

We  appreciate  the  wonderful  support 
given  us  by  Presbyterians  in  Asheville 
Presbytery  and  many  other  friends  of 
Western  North  Carolina.  We  want  you 
to  know  that  we  try  to  help  ourselves 
before  we  ask  further  help  from  such 
friends. 

On  the  farm  this  year  we  have  pro- 
duced over  1,000  bales  of  hay,  400  of 
which  have  been  sold  for  October  de- 
livery. Our  hens  are  supplying  our 
table  and  give  us  extra  eggs  to  be  traded 
for  other  foodstuffs.  We  will  have 
enough  meat  —  beef  and  pork  —  for 
our  needs  this  winter,  and  we  have  laid 
by  in  store  quanities  of  potatoes  and 
canned  fruits  and  vegetables. 

The  response  of  several  churches  to 
our  appeal  for  canned  foods  will  go  a 
long  way  toward  our  winter  needs,  and 
we  are  hoping  will  cut  the  cash  cost  of 
our  grocery  bill. 

In  spite  of  a  long  dry  spell,  we  have 
made  a  fourth  cutting  of  alfalfa,  and 
have  improvised  storage  for  irish  po- 
tatoes in  the  old  milk  barn. 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the 
strength  to  go  this  far  in  supporting 
ourselves.  The  high  cost  of  everything 
in  our  budget,  however,  and  many  other 
needs  —  that  could  not  be  produced  on 
the  farm  —  mean  that  we  still  look  to 
our  friends  for  their  wonderful  support.

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NAGOYA  MISSIONARIES  SAFE 
PROPERTY  DAMAGE  HIGH 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Walter  P.  Baldwin  are 
missionaries  of  our  church  stationed  at 
Nagoya,  Japan,  where  the  typhoon  the 
last  of  September  did  such  severe  dam- 
age. Mr.  Baldwin  is  the  former  pastor 
at  Brevard.  Mrs.  Baldwin  is  the  former 
Miss  Claire  Bedinger,  daughter  of  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  R.  D.  Bedinger,  now  of  Ashe- 
ville. 

There  are  eleven  missionaries  sta- 
tioned at  Nagoya,  of  whom  six  are  con- 
nected with  Kinjo  Gakuin,  a  school  for 
girls  offering  a  Christian  education  in 
six  departments,  from  junior  high  school 
through  senior  college.  With  it's  5,000 
students,  it  is  also  the  largest  women's 
school  in  Japan. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  re- 
ceived a  cablegram  on  September  27th: 
"Nagoya  Missionaries  Safe.  Inform 
Families",  and  this  news  was  relayed 
immediately. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  D.  Bedinger  received 
a  personal  letter  from  their  daughter 
which  reported: 

"We  hope  the  reports  you  heard  of 
the  typhoon  weren't  too  alarming,  we 
all  came  through  safely,  due  to  the  good- 
ness and  mercy  of  God  but  are  saddened 
by  the  terrible  loss  of  life  here  in  our 
city.  Our  home  and  yard  didn't  fare 
too-  well  for  we  have  broken  windows, 
thirteen  trees  blown  down,  fence  (a 
brick  wall)  demolished  and  some  plast- 
ering knocked  out. 

"A  tidal  wave  swept  over  our  harbor 
area  killing  over  a  thousand  people  in 
less  than  two  minutes  —  We  were  with- 
out electricity  and  water  for  one  day 
and  night.  Our  phone  is  still  out.  One 
of  our  Pastors  came  to  see  how  we  are 
and  told  us  the  roof  of  his  church  had 
been  blown  off  .  .  .  How  thankful  I 
am  our  Mission  believes  in  strong 
houses  and  tries  to  locate  them  on  high, 
dry  ground.  We  will  be  hearing  about 
more  damage  to  our  churches  which  are 
located  in  thickly  populated  areas  .  .  . 

"We  have  hearts  full  of  gratitude  to 
God  for  His  everlasting  love  and  care 
of  us  all."

0.  F.  YATES,  MISSIONARY,  DIES 
SUDDENLY  AT  MONTREAT 

Rev.  Orville  F.  Yates,  83,  of  Mon- 
treal a  retired  minister  and  for  thirty 
two  years  an  active  missionary  in  China, 
died  suddenly,  in  front  of  his  home  on 
September  24th,  of  a  heart  attack. 

Mr.  Yates  had  united  with  Asheville 
Presbytery  in  January  1955,  as  he  was  a 
resident  at  Montreat,  where  he  had  made 
his  home  since  1946.  He  had  been  in 
this  country  since  1940  when  he  re- 
turned on  a  furlough  from  Hwaianfu, 
China,  and  could  not  return  because 
of  war  conditions. 

He  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Yates  of 
Wiliamsburg,  Mo.,  educated  at  West- 
minster College  and  Louisville  Presby- 
terian Theological  Seminary.  He  was 
ordained  by  Missouri  Presbytery,  No- 
vember 3,  1908,  and  went  immediately 
to  China.  There  he  married  Miss  Ellen 
Peck  Baskerville,  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
Va.,  July  1,  1913.  Mrs.  Yates  died  Feb- 
ruary 5,  1948  and  was  buried  in  the 
cemetery  adjoining  the  Swannanoa 
Presbyterian  Church. 

He  is  survived  by  three  daughters, 
Mrs.  Chas.  Miller  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  Mrs.  Carlton  White  of  Rapid 
City,  Iowa;  and  Mrs.  E.  H.  Gartrell, 
missionary  at  Goias,  Brazil  and  a  num- 
ber of  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at 
Gaither  Chapel,  Montreat,  on  September

Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis  and  Rev.  Thomas 
Sproule  resigned  as  pastor  and  associate 
pastor  of  the  Asheville  First  Church. 
Their  relationships  with  this  congrega- 
tion were  dissolved  by  the  Presbytery 
and  Dr.  Davis  given  permission  to  ac- 
cept a  call  to  become  president  of  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association.  Mr. 
Sproule  will  continue  with  the  Asheville 
First   Church   as   assistant   minister. 

Dr.  Davis  will  also  be  president  of 
Montreat  College.  He  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  division  of  "undesignated  be- 
nevolences" for  1960  so  that  Montreat 
College  and  King  College  would  receive 
the  same  amounts.  This  was  referred 
to  the  Presbytery's  Council,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  at  the  adjourned  meeting 
on  November  2nd. 

Rev.  Joseph  L.  Auten  was  named 
Chairman  of  the  Christian  Education 
Committee  of  the  Presbytery. 

Rev.  R.  L.  Sommers  was  named  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Thomas  was  named  as  a 
member  of  the  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee and  designated  as  Chairman,  suc- 
ceeding Dr.   C.   Grier  Davis   both  as   a 


member  and  as  Chairman.  This  is  to 
be  effective  at  the  end  of  Dr.  Davis'  term 
in    January. 

The  request  of  the  General  Council 
of  the  General  Assembly  that  the  year 
1963  be  held  open  from  all  financial 
campaigns  in  the  interest  of  a  special 
effort  for  capital  needs  of  Assembly 
agencies  was  referred  to  the  Council  of 
the   Presbytery. 

The  report  of  Rev.  Ben  H.  Ormand 
with  reference  to  the  celebration  of  the 
Centennial  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  in  1961  was  received  and  ap- 
proved. 

Presbytery  adopted  a  change  whereby 
the  moderator  will  be  elected  each  Jan- 
uary and  July,  instead  of  April  and  Oc- 
tober as  at  Present.  This  will  change 
the  time  of  moderator's  sermon  and  the 
Presbyterial  Communion  to  these 
months. 

Because  of  the  change  Mr.  Frye's  term 
was  reduced  to  three  months,  and  he 
was  placed  in  nomination  to  succeed 
himself.  By  reason  of  this  change  he, 
if  re-elected,  will  have  the  distinction 
of  preaching  two  sermons  as  a  retiring 
moderator.

MONTREAT  COLLEGE  GIVEN 
LARGER  BUDGET  SHARE 

The  share  of  Mon treat  College  in  the 
Benevolence  Budget  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery for  1960,  on  a  disbursement  basis, 
was  set  at  $10,000  at  the  called  meeting 
on  November  2nd.  This  was  an  increase 
from  $4,224,  originally  adopted  in  July 
1959. 

The  ideal  goal  for  the  college  was  set 
at  |20,000,  to  be  reached  if  total  gifts 
permit.  It  was  ordered  that  all  desig- 
nated gifts  to  the  college  be  credited  on 
the  "disbursement  goal"  of  $10,000,  to- 
gether with  a  share  of  the  undesignated 
funds. 

This  action  did  not  change  any  other 
goals  adopted  in  July  for  other  agencies 
of  the  budget. 

Rev.  A.  F.  Fogartie,  D.D.,  was  re- 
ceived at  this  meeting  from  East  Ar- 
kansas Presbytery,  and  his  installation 
at  Montreat  on  December  6th,  at  7:30 
P.  M.,  was  approved. 

Dr.  C.  Grier  Wavis  was  named  chair- 
man of  the  commission  to  install,  Dr.  G. 
Aiken  Taylor  is  to  preach,  Rev.  W.  J. 
Gammon  is  to  charge  the  pastor,  and 
Ruling  Elder  J.  L.  Hunter  to  charge  the 
congregation.  Ruling  Elder  W.  H.  Mc- 
Murray  will  complete  the  commission. 

JOIN  THE  14,000,000 
READING  THE  BIBLE 

For  a  number  of  years  the  American 
Bible  Society  has  been  sponsoring  a 
season  of  special  Bible  reading  from 
Thanksgiving  to  Christmas. 

Fourteen  Million  copies  of  the  slip, 
reproduced  elsewhere  in  Our  Mountain 
Work  were  printed  for  distribution  in 
promoting  the  1959  effort. 

Last  year  the  American  Bible  Society, 
for  which  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 
S.,  has  budgeted  $48,550  in  1960,  dis- 
tributed 16,629,486  volumes  of  Scrip- 
tures in  more  than  200  languages  and 
dialects. 

A  percentage  of  all  budget  gifts  of 
the  churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  to- 
gether with  several  designated  gifts,  go 
to  meet  this  church-wide  participation 
in   a  world-wide  ministry.

TAKING  SHAPE  FOR  1960 

Dr.  John  R.  Folger,  Jr.,  of  Brevard 
has  announced  that  six  leaders  have  ac- 
cepted invitations  to  teach  in  a  Leader- 
ship School  scheduled  for  Asheville 
Presbytery  next  September.

PRESBYTERY  SUPPORT 

Churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery  will 
be  receiving  the  annual  "Joy  Gift"  of- 
.  I'ering  on  December  20th. 

There  are  several  pertinent  observa- 
;  tions  that  should  be  made  about  this 
.  support  fund  for  the  retired  and  infirm 
ministers,  their  families  and  for  widows 
|  and  minor  children  of  deceased  min- 
I  isters. 

There  are  still  many  who  retired  with- 
,  out  benefit  of  the  Ministers'  Annuity 
;  Fund,   in   operation  since    1941. 

There  are  others  whose  annuity  ben- 

■  efits  are  small  and  must  be  supplement- 
ed from  the  "Joy  Gift". 

There  are  many  cases  of  unusual  need 
|  caused   by   sickness,    etc.,    where    special 

■  appropriations  are  needed. 

AND  NOW,  there  is  another  chal- 
lenge! 

The  General  Assembly  has  provided 
a  special  "Major  Medical  Insurance  Cov- 
erage" for  those  who  have  retired.  It 
i  will  pay  a  maximum  of  $2,500  in  case 
of  illness.  The  minister  will  pay  the 
first  $100,  and  the  insurance  will  pay 
three  fourths  of  the  remainder. 

But  at  ages  over  sixty  five  this  is  EX- 
PENSIVE. 

To  make  it  possible  for  these  retired 
folk,  the  Church  proposes  to  pay  SI 00 
I  and  charge  the  insured  only  $50,  an- 
nually, for  this  coverage. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  will  cost  the 
Church  an  additional  $100,000. 

With  the  cost  of  living  far  outstretch- 
ing the  annual  income  of  retired  Min- 
isters, the  "Joy  Gift"  continues  to  make 
a  strong  appeal  to  all  Presbyterians. 

1961  CENTENNIAL  PLANS  FOR 
PRESBYTERY  ARE  OUTLINED 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  cel- 
ebrating the  centennial  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  as  it  relates  to 
Asheville  Presbytery  was  presented  to 
the  Presbytery  by  Rev.  Ben  F.  Ormand, 
Chairman,  and  approved. 

The  highlights  of  the  plan  include: 

October  15,  1961  is  to  be  celebrated 
as  "Centennial  Sunday"  in  all  local  con- 
gregations, as  the  climax  to  the  observ- 
ance. 

The  youth  of  the  Presbytery  are  to 
have  a  fall  rally  on  October  8th,  with 
the  theme,  "Our  Presbyterian  Heritage 
and  Missions." 

The  Presbytery  and  Presbyterial  are 
to  meet  jointly  on  October  3,  1961,  with 
a  popular  meeting  on  Monday  evening 
preceding  this  gathering.  The  suggest- 
ed place  is  Hendersonville. 

All  programs  for  conferences  and 
rallies  are  to  include  emphasis  on  Chris- 
tian Witnessing  and  Evangelism  leading 
up  to  the  celebration  of  the  PRESBY- 
TERIAN MISSION  TO  THE  NA- 
TION (to  be  observed  jointly  by  the 
Presbyterian  Churches,  U.  S.,  and  U.  P. 
U.  S.  A.)  planned  for  the  first  three 
months  of  1961. 


"JOY  GIFT"  PARTICIPATION 
BY  LOCAL  CHURCHES 

Experience  has  proven  that  the  "Joy 
Gift"  offering  of  Presbyterians  is  one 
of  the  most  generous  responses  of  the 
year. 

This  leads  to  a  policy  adopted  by 
Asheville  Presbytery,  because  the  total 
offering  lor  this  cause,  taken,  tradi- 
tionally, the  Sunday  before  Christmas, 
has  for  several  years  exceeded  the  goals 
set  for  this  cause  in  the  Benevolence 
Budget  of  the  Presbytery. 

For  this  reason  Asheville  Presbytery 
depends  entirely  upon  this  offering  for 
the  support  of  this  great  work.  The 
"Undesignated"  gifts  of  the  churches 
are  distributed  proportionately  to  the 
other  causes  of  the  budget. 

Two  observations  should  be  made: 

Unless  the  local  church  takes  this 
"foy  Gift"  offering  for  these  retired  in- 
dividuals and  families,  the  annual  re- 
port will  show  a  blank  in  the  column 
for  gifts  to  "Annuities  and  Relief". 

Also,  because  the  offering  is  taken  so 
near  the  end  of  the  year,  unless  this 
gift  is  forwarded  promptly,  it  cannot  be 
counted  against  the  1959  Benevolence 
goal  of  the  local  church.  It  must  reach 
the  Central  Treasurer  of  Benevolences 
on  or  before  January  1,  1960,  to  be  in- 
cluded in  this  year's  report. 

Of  course,  the  gift  meets  a  real  need, 
even  if  received  after  January  1st.  Gifts 
from  some  churches  reached  the  office 
too  late  last  year  to  be  included  in  the 
1959  report,  some  as  late  as  February 
20.  This  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief. 


STOP  GIVING  WHEN? 

If  at  times  there  seems  to  be  no  end  of 
the  Church's  asking  for  your  money,  and 
you  are  tempted  to  ask  when  you  may 
expect  an  end  to  the  constant  requests  to 
give,  remember  that  you  are  giving  to  the 
Lord.  You  may  stop  giving  to  Him  when 
He  stops  giving  to  you.  All  that  we  have 
or  ever  hope  to  obtain  is  really  the  Lord's. 
We  can  give  Him  nothing  but  ourselves, 
and  that  only  because  He  who  made  us 
and  bought  us  again  still  lets  us  choose 
our  way.  But  He  expects  us  to  use  a  por- 
tion of  His  gifts  to  carry  on  His  work  on 
earth. 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  has  had 
an  excellent  record  of  giving  in  the  past, 
compared  to  other  denominations  of  its 
size.  But  we  should  not  rest  on  that  rec- 
ord. In  the  first  place  we  must  remember 
that  we  should  compare  our  giving  to  that 
which  God  would  have  us  give,  not  to  that 
which  others  would  give.  And  we  must 
remember  that  the  man  who  stopped  to 
congratulate  himself  when  he  reached 
third  base  never  made  the  home  run.  The 
past  is  only  the  beginning.  The  work  of 
the  Church  must  grow  rapidly  to  keep  up 
with  its  current  level  of  activity  as  the 
population  increases  and  changes  about. 
Money  is  needed  to  carry  out  this  work 
of  the  Church.  God  never  fails  us.  We 
must  not  fail  Him.  It  is  not  what  we  give 
that  hurts  us,  it  is  what  we  hold  back  that 
hurts.

THE  THANKSGIVING  OFFERING 
THE  MOUNTAIN  ORPHANAGE 

As  stated  in  the  last  issue  of  Our 
Mountain  Work,  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage depends  upon  the  Thanksgiv- 
ing Offering  for  over  one  fifth  of  its  an- 
nual budget  needs. 

The  approved  budget  for  1959  at  the 
orphanage   is   approximately   $63,000. 

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  goal  for 
1959  was  set  at  $17,000. 

Some  were  asking  —  even  as  early  as 
the  day  after  Thanksgiving  -  "How  is 
the  offering  this  year?" 

As  late  as  December  10th,  the  answer 
is  not  complete.  If  past  experience 
repeats  itself,  there  will  not  be  a  satis- 
factory answer  until  the  end  of  Decem- 
ber. Even  then  a  few  checks  will  come 
in  after   January   1st. 

Just  as  Our  Mountain  Work  goes  to 
press  there  has  been  received  the  total 
sum  of  $10,000  as  a  part  of  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering.  This  has  been  received 
from  eighteen  churches,  and  many  indi- 
viduals. 

The  estimated  need  for  $17,000  is  to 
meet  all  current  bills  for  1959  and  re- 
store the  original  cash  balance  on  hand 
on  January  1,  1959.  Unless  there  is  an 
adequate  cash  balance,  the  orphanage 
is  forced  to  finance  the  work  for  the 
equivalent  three  months  of  the  year  on 
borrowed  money.

"The  Lord  helps  those  who  help 
themselves." 

So  goes  an  adage  full  of  truth,  but 
the  help  that  the  Lord  sends  is  usually 
channelled  through  others. 

According  to  tentative  plans  the 
Hayesville  congregation  had  hoped  to 
worship  in  their  new  sanctuary  on  De- 
cember 13th.  A  delay  became  necessary 
due  to  the  lack  of  funds  to  complete  the 
sanctuary. 

Twenty  nine  members  of  the  church 
met  in  April  and  conducted  a  campaign 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  B.  Blake 
Breitenhirt  to  secure  funds.  At  that 
time  they  raised  over  $10,000.  It  has 
subsequently  reached  $11,500. 

The  Church  Extension  Committee  of 
the  Presbytery  helped  them  with  a  gift 
of  $2,000  so  that  they  could  secure  a  new 
site.  This  was  purchased  in  December 
1958.  It  is  a  lot  measuring  over  two 
hundred  feet  in  each  direction,  and 
reaches  from  street  to  street. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of 
the  General  Assembly  gave  the  project 
$1,500,  and  through  a  loan  made  pos- 
sible the  immediate  building  needs.  The 
Church  Extension  Committee  of  the 
Presbytery  pledged  further  aid  at  the 
rate  of  $1,000  per  year  for  five  years 
to  help  liquidate  the  loan  of  $15,000. 

The  old  property,  when  sold  will  pro- 
duce perhaps  $2,000  over  a  current 
mortgage  to  apply  on  the  new  church. 

Plans  were  drawn  by  James  H.  Mitch- 
ell of  Asheville  for  a  building  measuring 
thirty  by  sixty  feet.  The  main  sanc- 
tuary floor  will  open  with  a  ground 
level  entrance.  It  will  have  one  small 
and  one  larger  room,  which  can  be  used 
for  Sunday  School  classes.  An  entrance 
hall,  can  be  pressed  into  use  for  a  small 
class. 


Funds  on  hand  will  lack  approximate- 
ly $3,000  for  finishing  the  exterior  of  the 
brick  veener  building,  and  complete  the 
main  floor  to  the  point  of  usefulness. 
The  chancel  will  not  be  finished  and  all 
of  the  pews  and  furniture  will  come 
from  the  old  church. 

Because  of  lack  of  funds  the  comple- 
tion of  the  basement  floor  will  have  to 
wait. 

This  floor  will  also  have  a  ground 
level  entrance.  The  floor  will  be  con- 
crete, with  an  asphalt  tile  covering. 
There  will  be  a  kitchen,  a  fellowship 
hall,  to  seat  about  fifty  people  at  tables, 
three    class    rooms,    two    of    which    will 


open  into  the  fellowship  hall  to  increase 
the  seating  facilities  to  eighty  or  more, 
two  rest  rooms  and  a  furnace  room. 

Nothing  down  stairs  will  be  finished 
except  the  installation  of  an  oil  burning 
furnace,  installed  to  meet  the  total  needs 
of  the  building.  All  plumbing  and  wir- 
ing will  be  roughed-in. 

The  loyal  folk  in  the  Hayesville  con- 
gregation are  doing  a  fine  sacrificial 
work  to  enlarge  the  opportunities  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Clay  County. 
They  have  services  every  Sunday, 
through  the  ministry  of  a  seminary  stu- 
dent, on  a  clinical  year  basis.  John  H. 
Law,  a  Senior  at  Columbia  Seminary, 
was  the  minister  when  the  money  was 
raised  and  the  plans  were  adopted. 
James  A.  Pippen,  from  Union  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Va.,  is  now  serving  this  field. 

The  new  church  will  afford  a  much 
greater  opportunity  than  the  old  one 
room  building,  badly  eaten  by  termites 
and  very  poorly  located.  But  the  work 
will  continue  to  be  severely  handicapped 
until  the  new  church  is  finished  and 
completely  furnished. 

Much  of  the  work  of  finishing  the 
building  can  be  done  with  volunteer 
labor,  but  there  is  a  real  need  for  addi- 


tional funds  to  purchase  the  necessary 
supplies  and  the  much  needed  furnish- 
ings and  fixtures. 

The  architect's  estimate  of  a  finished 
structure  was  $35,000.  In  addition 
there  should  be  added  the  cost  of  physi- 
cal equipment.  Many  economies  have 
been  effected  in  the  erection  of  the 
building,  through  the  constant  over- 
sight of  a  Building  Committee,  with  Mr. 
T.  C.  Gray  as  chairman. 

When  the  building  is  first  used 
it  is  estimated  that  approximate- 
ly $21,000  will  have  been  spent.  It 
is  possible  that  another  $7,000  to  $10,- 
000  will  enable  them  to  use  effective- 
ly (with  minimum  equipment)  the  en- 
tire building. 

The  prayer  of  the  congregation  is 
that  this  additional  fund  will  be  pro- 
vided just  as  soon  as  possible.  And  the 
members  like  Nehemiah's  helpers  of 
long  ago  "have  a  mind  to  work".  They 
are  going  to  do  their  full  part  in  making 
their  prayer  come  true. 

This  is  the  Lord's  doings,  and  if  you 
are  in  a  position  to  be  one  of  the  chan- 
nels through  whom  the  Lord  can  help ; 
finish  the  building,   it  will  be  for  His 
glory  and  the  growth  of  His  Kingdom. 


Needed  Now 
$3,000  TO  FINISH 
The  Sanctuary 

The  Hayesville  folks  are  in  sight  of  actually  using  their 
new  church  building. 

Three  Thousand  Dollars  would  make  this  possible  within 
sixty  days.

"IS  THAT  KIND  MAN  JESUS?"      CHURCH     CALERDAR 

Report  From  Typhoon  Relief 
At  Nagoya,  Japan 


"After  watching  Dr.  Frank  Brown 
working  with  the  medical  team  (among 
the  typhoon  sufferers  in  Japan)  a  small 
Japanese  boy  asked  in  an  awed  tone  of 
voice,  'Is  that  kind  man  Jesus?'  '; 

This  quotation  is  from  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  Mrs.  W.  P.  Baldwin,  in  Nagoya, 
Japan,  on  November  10th.  The  inci- 
dent was  related  to  the  recent  disaster 
which  Our  Mountain  Work  described 
in  the  October  issue. 

Already  the  sum  of  $657.84  has  been 
forwarded  from  churches  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, with  $34.00  additional  being  re- 
ceived since  the  last  remittance. 

In  acknowledging  these  funds,  Mr. 
Curry  B.  Hearn,  Treasurer,  of  the  Board 
of  World  Missions  wrote,  "We  are  grate- 
ful to  the  churches  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery for  their  continued  interest  in  this 
relief  program.  With  our  limited  funds 
it  is  hard  to  meet  the  calls  for  funds  to 
help  meet  this  great  emergency,  and 
all  gifts  that  we  receive  for  this  purpose 
are  greatly  appreciated." 

In  her  letter,  Mrs.  Baldwin,  who  is 
Claire  Bedinger,  daughter  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  R.  D.  Bedinger,  continues,  "We've 
never  been  so  proud  of  our  Japanese 
Christians  as  now.  The  church  may 
be  small  here  but  the  believers  have  the 
spirit  of  Christ  and  have  made  heroic 
efforts  to  help  the  sufferers.  Someone 
heard  a  Japanese  say,  'The  Buddhist 
Priests  come  around  to  collect  money. 
These  Christians  come  to  do  the  hard 
work.  I  wonder  what  makes  them  care 
for  us.' 

"The  women  have  been  rendering 
valuable  service  at  milk  stations.  We 
mix  enough  powdered  milk  for  400  at 
a  time  and  then  the  children  line  up  and 
we  pour  and  pour  until  our  shoulders 
ache,  but  it  is  worth  it!  We  wear  bands 
on  our  arms  saying  we  are  from  the 
Christian  church. 

"It  has  certainly  been  a  most  heart 
warming  experience  to  learn  of  your 
concern  for  the  safety  and  welfare  of 
your  missionaries  and  also  your  generous 
gifts  of  clothing  and  food  for  our  ty- 
phoon sufferers.  Yes,  and  your  gifts  of 
money  are  making  it  possible  for  dam- 
aged buildings  to  be  repaired  and  made 
usable  again." 

To  date  the  response  in  Asheville 
Presbytery  represents  only  eight  of  the 
thirty  four  churches,  except  for  the  gift 
cf  $269.34  made  by  the  women  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  Asheville  Presby- 
terial    in   October.

A  MISSIONARY  BOOK 

Every  book  in  the  New  Testament 
was  written  by  a  foreign  missionary.

The  disciples  were  called  Christians 
first  in  a  foreign  missionary  community. 

The  language  of  the  books  of  the 
Neiv  Testament  is  the  missionary's  lan- 
guage. 

The  map  of  the  early  Christian  world 
is  the  tracings  of  the  missionary  jour- 
neys of  the  apostles. 

The  problems  which  arose  in  the 
early  church  were  largely  questions  of 
missionary  procedure. 

Of  the  twelve  apostles  chosen  by  the 
Lord  Jesus  every  apostle  except  one  be- 
came a  missionary.

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WHAT  HAPPENED 

AT  THANKSGIVING  1959? 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  needed 
35,000  MORE  at  Thanksgiving  ,1959 
than  in  1958.  The  final  figures  of  the 
Treasurer  showed  that  the  Thanksgiv- 
ing offering  reached  $12,614.74.  This 
was  $150.23  LESS  than  in  1958.  It  was 
only  $1,922  more  than  the  amount  in 
1957. 

The  gifts  of  the  churches,  including 
ALL  amounts  from  all  sources  reached 
$40,096.86,  or  $7,400  LESS  than  in  1958. 
This  was  due  to  the  decreased  share  in 
regular  distribution  of  undesignated 
benevolences  as  ordered  by  the  Presby- 
tery. These  total  figures  are  shown 
elsewhere  in  a  financial  report  of  the 
Central   Treasurer. 

At  the  same  time,  it  was  reported  to 
Asheville  Presbytery  that  the  orphanage 
lived  within  their  total  budget  for  1959 
and  had  adopted  a  smaller  operating 
budget  for  1960.

Asheville  Presbytery  met  at  Oak  Forest 
Presbyterian  Church  on  January  19th  for 
a  full  day  of  business,  which  included  an- 
nual reports  from  churches  and  com- 
mittees. 

A  limited  report  of  the  meeting,  which 
adjourned  to  meet  at  the  Malvern  Hills 
church,  Asheville,  on  April  19th,  is  given 
herewith,  with  other  reports  to  appear 
in  the  February  issue. 

Montreat   College 

Presbytery  acted  to  make  Montreat  Col- 
lege an  affiliate  of  the  Presbytery.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  college  has  al- 
ready been  receiving  financial  aid  through 
the  benevolence  budget  for  about  thirty 
years,  it  does  not  change  any  financial 
basis.  The  action  will  make  possible  mem- 
bership by  the  college  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Foundation  of  Church  Related 
Colleges. 

Rev.    Wayne   R.   Aughinbaugh 

Rev.  W.  R.  Aughinbaugh  was  received 
to  become  pastor  of  the  Waynesville  con- 
gregation effective  February  1,  1960.  He 
comes  from  the  James  Island  church, 
Charleston,  S.   C.

$175,000    Benevolence    Budget 

Approval  was  given  to  a  Benevolence 
budget  of  $175,000  for  1960,  for  distri- 
bution among  the  causes  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Synod  and  Presbytery.  The 
Presbytery's  Council  and  Trustees  of  the 
Orphanage  were  directed  to  meet  and 
consider  the  financial  needs  of  the  in- 
stitution, in  the  face  of  a  reported  deficit 
of  $8,200  from  the  1959  operation  of  the 
home. 

The  orphanage  reported  that  they  lived 
within  their  approved  budget  for  1959, 
but  that  income  during  the  year  from  the 
churches  of  the  Presbytery  in  the  amount 
of  $7,400  LESS  than  in  1958,  made  it 
impossible  to  restore  $8,200  borrowed 
money  and  maintain  a  cash  balance  needed 
for  current  operational  costs. 

Rev.   J.    Bruce   Frye,    Moderator 

Unique  in  the  annals  of  the  body,  Mr. 
Frye  was  elected  Moderator  to  succeed 
himself.  He  will  serve  a  full  six  months 
in  this  term.  His  first  term  was  cut  in 
half  by  the  action  of  Presbytery  in  chang- 
ing the  time  for  the  election  of  modera- 
tors from  April  and  October  to  January 
(See  PRESBYTERY,  page  three) 


There  were  112  in  attendance  at  the 
first  morning  service,  on  a  rainy  Sun- 
day, with  nine  indicating  an  interest 
in  uniting  with  this  church.  About  70 
were  in  attendance  at  night  through  a 
much  harder  rain. 


The  congregation  of  the  Hayesville 
Presbyterian  Church  worshipped  in  their 
new  building  on  January  17th  for  the 
first  time. 

Representing  a  building  cost  of  some 
$20,000  the  new  structure,  thirty  by  sixty 
feet,  is  finished  as  to  the  exterior  walls 
and  roof.  The  sanctuary  is  complete 
except  for  the  chancel,  which  is  to  be 
carpeted,  and  for  interior  doors. 

The  ground  level  basement  floor  is 
yet  to  be  completed  by  the  pouring  of 
a  concrete  floor,  installation  of  lights, 
plumbing  fixtures  and  the  equipment 
of  the  kitchen. 

The  first  service  recognized  John  H. 
Law,  senior  at  Columbia  Seminary,  who 
served  from  June  1,  for  one  year  at 
Hayesville.  During  his  ministry  the  ini- 
tial fund  was  raised  for  the  building. 
Mr.  Law  was  the  preacher  at  the  morn- 
ing service. 

Dr.  R.  E.  McClure,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbytery,  assisted  in  the 
morning  service,  conducting  the  com- 
munion service  immediately  thereafter. 
James  A.  Pippin,  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  now  serving  in  a  clinical  year 
at  Hayesville  has  seen  the  building  erect- 
er,  and  presided  over  the  first  service. 

The  congregation  from  Andrews 
joined  the  Hayesville  Church  in  their 
morning  service  on  January  17th  and 
the  Murphy  congregation  came  over  for 
the  evening  service. 

There  is  still  work  to  be  done  in  in- 
stalling doors  upstairs,  finishing  the 
chancel,  building  an  outside  stairway 
to  a  rear  sanctuary.  The  estimated  cost 
of  this  additional  work  is  around 
$10,000.  This  will  be  undertaken  as 
rapidly  as  funds  are  available. 

The  present  cost  is  underwritten  with 
pledges  and  gifts  from  the  members  of 
the  church,  the  friends  in  the  commun- 
ity, the  Committee  of  Church  Extension 
of  the  Presbytery,  and  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. The  old  church  was  sold  to 
the  county  as  a  site  for  a  health  center, 
and  the  purchase  price  met  the  cost  of 
the  property  on  which  the  new  church 
is  built. 

The  construction  was  done  un- 
der the  direction  of  a  local  builder,  and 
was  carefully  supervised  by  a  building 
committee  of  which  Mr.  T.  C.  Gray,  lo- 
cal attorney  and  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
Hayesville  church  was  the  chairman.

He  was  led  to  accept  a  call  to  organize, 
a  new  Presbyterian  church  in  Mobile,  Ala.

STILLMAN  FROM  ASHEVILLE 

Patricia  Brown,  of  Asheville,  is  at- 
tending Stillman  College,  Tuscaloosa, 
Ala.,  as  the  recipient  of  the  Callaway 
Scholarship  fund,  contributed  by  the 
Women  o  fthe  Synod  of  Appalachia. 

A  report  from  the  college  has  this  to 
say: 

Attending  Stillman  for  the  first  time 
this  year  is  a  small,  alert,  friendly  student 
from  Asheville,  North  Carolina.  Patricia 
Brown  is  living  in  Winsborough  Hall,  dor- 
mitory for  freshmen  and  sophomore 
women.  Coming  to  Stillman  with  a  good 
record  in  her  high  school  studies,  she  is 
continuing  to  do  good  work,  especially  in 
English  and  Bible.  A  member  of  the  Bap- 
tist Church,  she  has  been  active  in  the 
work  of  the  Westminster  Fellowship  on 
the  Stillman  campus.  This  is  the  student 
Christian    association    at    Stillman. 

This  fall  some  visitors  were  on  the 
campus  from  Nashville,  Tenn.  When  Miss 
Brown  heard  that  there  were  visitors  here 
from  Nashville,  she  thought  they  were 
from  Asheville  and  came  to  speak  to  them 
and  tell  them  she  was  being  sponsored  by 
the  Women  of  the  Synod  of  Appalachia. 
Although  of  course  they  were  not  from 
this  Synod,  they  were  most  impressed  by 
her  friendliness  and  by  her  making  it  a 
point  to  come  and  speak  to  them. 

Stillman  is  the  only  institution  of  col- 
lege level  operated  by  the  General  As- 
sembly. It  is  one  of  the  General  Fund 
Agencies,  and  was  founded  many  years 
ago  and  dedicated  to  the  Christian  edu- 
cation of  Negro  youth.  Today  is  is  a 
fully  accredited,  four  year,  co-educa- 
tional college,  preparing  young  people 
for  the  ministry  and  many  other  Chris- 
tian vocations. 


THIELMAN  GOING  TO  AFRICA 
AND  SCOTLAND  STUDIES

CALLAWAY  SCHOLARSHIP  IS 
PROJECT  OF  SYNODICAL 

Mrs.  (John  L.)  Florence  N.  Callaway 
was  an  outstanding  member  of  Cedar 
Springs  Church,  Knoxville,  a  leader  in 
all  good  work,  and  particularly  interest- 
ed in  the  welfare  of  Negro  women. 

She  started,  and  was  the  director  for 
years  of  the  "Negro  Women's  Confer 
ence  in  Knoxville,  under  Appalachia 
Synodical.  (Now  Interdenominal  Con 
ference  for  Christian  Women,  holding 
its  35th  annual  sessions  in  1960.) 

Desiring  to  honor  Mrs.  Callaway,  and 
also  to  help  Negro  women,  the  Synodical 
established  the  Florence  N.  Callaway 
Scholarship  at  Stillman.  It  was  ex 
clusively  for  use  at  Stillman,  and  for  a 
woman  student. 

Every  local  organization  in  the  Synod 
is  asked  to  contribute  one  dollar,  or 
two,  annually  to  the  Fund.  A  few  of 
the  larger  local  bodies  gave  $5.00.  There 
is  no  assessment,  it  is  purely  voluntary, 
and  this  is  the  way  the  money  is  raised. 

Mrs.  Callaway,  was  named  chairman 
of  the  fund  and  wrote  lengthly  reports 
about  the  recipient  of  the  scholarship, 
and  always  kept  in  touch  with  her  and 
too  a  personal  interest.  I  am  not  able 
to  give  you  all  the  information,  but  iti 
must  have  been  started  about  1930.  I 
am  sure  the  scholarship  has  been  a  real 
blessing  to  a  considerable  number  of 
Negro  girls.

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CHURCHES  GIVE  $150,000  IN 
1959  FOR  BUDGET  CAUSES 

Total  Gifts  Of  $159,000  Is 
$19,000  More  Than  1958 

The  following  report  of  the  Central 
Treasurer  of  Benevolences,  as  presented 
to  the  Presbytery  on  January  19th, 
shows  just  how  far  the  gifts  of  the 
Churches  of  the  Presbytery  went  to- 
ward meeting  the  goals  for  1959,  with  a 
comparison  with  1958. 

The  Presbytery  goals  for  1959  were 
based  on  85%  of  the  amounts  asked  for 
Assembly  Causes,  Synod  Causes  and  ad- 
justed minimum  needs  of  Presbytery 
Causes. 

The  amount  actually  given  in  1959 
for  each  of  the  causes  is  shown  in  col- 
umn two,  in  comparison  with  the  goals 
set  for  same  year. 

These  amounts  do  not  include  any 
"Non-Budget"  gifts,  namely,  the  Easter 
Offering,  80  %  of  The  Church  Extension 
Offering  which  was  for  "non-budget" 
items  in  the  Presbytery,  and  certain  oth- 
er smaller  designated  contributions.

In  the  first  five  months  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Student  Guidance  Center  at 
King  College,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Clifford  L.  Nixon,  over  one  hundred 
college  and  high  school  young  people 
have  made  use  of  the  facilities. 

As  the  guidance  program  develops,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Nixon,  preference  will  be 
given  to  young  people  who  have  had  the 
benefit  of  a  local  church  program  before 
coming  to  the  Center.  In  a  recent  let- 
ter he  suggests: 

1 — Develop  a  local  program  for  counsel- 
ling with  young  people  BEFORE  sending 
them  to  King,  if  possible.

2 — There  are  reading  materials  for  them 
to  use  personally.  Help  them  understand 
the  materials. 

3 — Secure  the  kit  which  contains  the 
Vocational  Aides.  Certain  of  the  materials 
therein  are  for  the  young  people  only. 
Others  are  for  leaders. 

4 — If  the  young  people  can  take  two 
days  from  school,  there  are  openings  for 
counselling  in  January  and  February,  in 
the  middle  of  the  week.  Saturdays  are 
already  scheduled  for  February. 

5 — Local  church  programs  should  be 
promoted.  Dr.  Nixon,  is  available,  as  far 
as  his  time  and  strength  permits,  to  help.

NO  WITHDRAWAL  OF  SUPPORT 
FROM  KOREAN  MISSION 

In  the  light  of  extensive  correspon- 
dence appearing  recently  in  the  local 
press,  serving  members  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  the  following  statement  by 
Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  World  Missions  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  should 
read  with  special  interest. 

"Recent  letters  received  by  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States 
indicate  that  a  report  has  been  cir- 
culated 'that  our  Board  has  with- 
drawn its  support  from  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Korea  because  the 
Korean  Church  voted  to  withdraw 
from  the  World  Council  of  Churches.' 

"While  we  have  not  been  told  from 
what  source  this  report  originates, 
we  are  authorized  by  the  Board  to 
say  that  it  has  not  withdrawn  any 
support  whatever  from  any  church, 
churches,  institutions,  or  other  work 
in  Korea,  and  that  these  reports  are 
completely  false. 

"We  would  be  warmly  grateful  if 
those  who  received  such  reports  will 
try  to  discover  the  source  from  which 
the  false  rumors  spread,  and  refute 
them  positively  and  directly  by  stating 
that  any  allegation  of  withdrawal  of 
support  on  the  part  of  our  Board  is 
wholly  untrue." 

(A  similar  statement  in  behalf  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
USA,  appeared  in  Presbyterian  Life, 
issue  of  February  1st,  in  behalf  of 
that  branch  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  jointly  working  in  Korea. — 
Editor.)

PRESBYTERY  HEARS  REPORT 
OF  PRESIDENT  OF  WOMEN 

Mrs.  W.  B.  Ferguson,  President  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery, made  the  following  report  to 
the  presbytery  at  the  meeting  on  Jan- 
uary 19th: 

The  Women  of  the  Church  is  not  a 
separate  group,  but  a  part  of  the  church 
which  endeavors  to  carry  out  the  program 
of  the  church  and  the  various  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  General  Assembly.  On 
the  executive  board  of  each  local  church 
there  are  seven  cause  chairmen :  World 
Missions,  Church  Extension,  Stewardship, 
Christian  Education,  General  Fund 
Agencies,  Spiritual  Growth,  Annuities  and 
Relief.  The  special  monthly  emphasis  is 
presented  by  one  of  these  chairmen.  Al- 
so on  our  executive  board  are  represen- 
tatives of  King  College,  Friends  of  the 
Seminary,  and  the  Mountain  Orphanage 
who  keep   us  informed   of  their  needs. 

We  feel  the  special  emphasis  for  the 
year,  "The  Worldwide  Witness  of  the 
Church",  was  most  helpful  and  inspiring. 
We  caught  a  vision  of  the  opportunity 
and  privilege  of  extending  the  work  of 
God's  Kingdom  throughout  the  world.  Re- 
ports show  every  church  setting  higher 
goals  for  World  Mission  education  and 
giving.  A  World  Mission  workshop  was 
held.  A  number  of  churches  combined  in 
a  World  Mission  conference. 

The  birthday  objective,  which  is  a  spe- 
cial program  of  the  Women  of  the  Church 
is  presented  in  April.  At  this  time  we 
celebrate  the  birthday  of  the  Women's 
organization  with  a  special  program  and 
offering,  which  alternates  between  the 
home  mission  fields.  Last  year's  offering, 
$2,471.37  went  toward  the  construction 
of  the  National  Laymen's  Institute  in  Bra- 
zil. In  1960  it  will  be  for  Stillman  Col- 
lege. 

Another  special  objective  is  the  sup- 
port of  the  Interdenominational  Christian 
Conference  for  Negro  Women  at  Knox- 
ville  each  June.  Eighteen  Negro  women, 
sponsored  by  various  churches  in  Asheville 
Presbytery,  attended  the  1959  confeernce. 
The  Christian  training  these  women  re- 
ceive and  bring  back  to  their  own  people 
has  proved  a  great  spiritual  blessing. 

The  Florence  Callaway  Fund,  which  is 
a  scholarship  for  a  worthy  student  at 
Stillman  College,  is  being  used  by  a  Negro 
girl,  Patricia  Brown  of  Asheville.  Interest 
and  support  of  the  Mountain  Orphanage 
continues. 

The  executive  board  and  district  meet- 
ings were  well  attended. 

A  larger  number  of  the  women  attend- 
ed training  schools  at  King  College  and 
Montreat.  We  feel  that  this  is  an  indica- 
tion of  deeper  awareness  of  the  individual 
responsibility  of  witnessing  and  enlisting 
every  woman   for  Christ. 

Our  monthly  Bible  study  of  2nd  Peter 
was  stimulating  and  rewarding,  as  was 
the    special    study    of    Revelation. 

In  looking  forward  to  the  special  theme 
for  the  church  year,  "understanding  the 
Bible",  we  hope  this  will  result  in  a  deeper 
spirituality  and  greater  understanding  of 
our  duties  and  of  our  privileges  as  Chris- 
tian  women. 

In  the  first  chapter  of  Philippians  we 
find  the  words  which  we  pray  —  May  we 
be  "filled  with  the  fruits  of  righteousness, 
which  are  by  Jesus  Christ,  unto  the  glory 
and  praise  of  God."

Admission    Policy 
The    Mountain    Orphanage 

1 — An  application  form,  supplied 
by  the  Superintendent,  is  completely 
filled  out,  and  returned  to  him. 

2 — The  steps  taken  by  the  Superin- 
tendent are : 

A — A  visit  to  the  home,  and  if 
there  is  evidence  of  real  need,  then 
to  the  teacher,  minister  and  other 
person,  named  in  application  as  ref- 
erences. 

B — The  school  where  the  child  at- 
tends is  visited.  The  child  is  given 
a  Psychological  Test  (to  determine 
adaptability  to  group  living) ,  an  "IQ" 
test  and  a  complete  physical  ex- 
amination. 

C — If    all    of    the    above    indicates 
the  child  should  probably  be  admitted, 
then    this   information    is    referred    to 
a  Board  Member,  or  a  minister  of  the 
Presbytery,    and    the    session    of    the 
nearest  Presbyterian  Church  (of  Ashe- 
heville    Presbytery)    is   presented    the 
facts  and  asked  to  approve  or  disap- 
prove the  admission. 
The  present  admission  policy  for  ad- 
mission  of  children    to   The   Mountain 
Orphanage   was   adopted  by   the   Board 
of  Trustees  in  the  fall  of  1959. 

(The  Superintendent  in  his  last  re- 
port indicated  six  vacancies  at  the  or- 
phanage, with  fifty  applications  on  file. 
— Editor.)

HOW  LONG  DO  WE  STAY  AT 
MOUNTAIN  ORPHANAGE? 

How  long  does  a  child  live  at  The 
Mountain   Orphanage? 

This  question  is  frequently  asked, 
and  a  recent  study  revealed  some  inter- 
esting facts. 

There  are  now  fifty  children  at  the 
orphanage  and  three  from  the  home  in 
college.

of  the  family  since  September  1950,  just 
nine  years  before  entering  college. 

Dan  Hensley,  at  N.  C.  State,  Raleigh, 
entered  in  July  1952,  and  was  there 
seven  years  before  college. 

Joan  Cornwell,  at  Western  Carolina, 
Cullowhee,  was  there  three  years  before 
college.      She   entered    in   August    1956. 

Cecil  Caldwell,  voted  "Student  of  the 
Month"  at  Owen  High  in  October, 
joined  the  family  in  July  1950.  He  has 
the  record  of  the  longest  stay. 

Ten  have  been  admitted  since  Jan- 
uary 1959,  under  the  present  admin- 
istration, and  the  present  policy  is  to 
expect  all  children  to  remain  through 
High  School,  unless  some  better  situa- 
tion arises  for  the  individual. 

The  average  length  of  stay  for  the 
fifty  three  children  is  45.5  months,  or 
approximately  3.8  years.  During  this 
time  they  have  the  benefit  of  the  atmos- 
phere of  a  Christian  home,  a  Christian 
church,  and  development  in  every  way, 
spiritually,   physically   and   mentally. 

There  are  approximately  fifty  current 
applications  on  file  for  six  vacancies  in 
the  home.  These  will  be  filled  by  the 
most  needy  cases.

382.22.  This  latter  amount  was  the 
largest  from  any  church  in  the  presby- 
tery for  this  cause.

He  began  his  ministry  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery as  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Home  Missions  and  Evangelist  from 
1916  -  1918.  He  was  stated  supply  of 
the  West  Asheville  Presbyterian  Church 
at  the  time  of  its  organization.

served   as   a   missionary   in    the   Belgian 
Congo,  for  eighteen  years. 

Returning  to  the  field  from  his  first 
furlough  in  1916  he  took  with  him  his 
bride  of  January  19,  1916,  the  former 
Miss  Mary  Julia  Smith,  daughter  of  the 
late  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  P.  Smith  of  Ashe- 
ville.  Dr.  Smith  was  the  first  Superin- 
tendent of  Home  Missions  of  Asheville 
Presbytery. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bedinger  have  four 
daughters,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Williamson  (Mi- 
riam) ,  Mrs.  Walter  P.  Baldwin  (Louise 
Clare)  ,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Powell  (Julia  Piatt) 
and  Miss  Martha  Reid.  Mrs.  William- 
son's husband  is  pastor  of  the  Lake  For- 
est Presbyterian  Church,  Knoxville, 
Tenn.,  while  Mrs.  Baldwin's  husband  is 
a  member  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  for- 
mer pastor  at  Brevard  and  now  a  mis- 
sionary in  Nagoya,  Japan.  Mrs.  Powell's 
husband  is  a  banker  in  Jackson,  Miss., 
and  Miss  Martha  Reid  Bedinger  lives 
with  her  parents  at  48  St.  Dunstans 
Road,  Asheville. 

Upon  his  return  to  this  country  from 
Africa  in  1929,  he  was  active  for  a  year 
with  the  Executive  Committee  of  For- 
eign Missions  and  then  was  pastor  of 
the  Fondern  Presbyterian  Church,  Jack- 
son, Miss.,  serving  also  as  professor  at 
Belhaven  College  there. 

In  1934  he  accepted  the  work  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  as  a  successor  in  the 
work  of  his  father-in-law,  Dr.  R.  P. 
Smith,  who  died  in  1936.  As  Superin- 
tendent of  Home  Missions  and  Evan- 
gelist he  directed  the  work  in  the  Pres- 
bytery for  the  next  eight  years,  serving 
as  "Editor"  of  Our  Mountain  Work, 
and  as  Central  Treasurer  of  the  Presby- 
tery. 

After  his  ministry  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery he  served  for  four  years  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Negro  Work,  under  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  Home  Missions  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  then  became 
Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  of 
Central  Mississippi  Presbytery  where  he 
served  until  1954  when  he  became  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  of  Birmingham  Presby- 
tery. 

He  re-united  with  Asheville  Presby- 
tery in  1958  and  has  been  elected  a  trus- 
tee of  The  Mountain  Orphanage,  found- 
ed by  Dr.  Smith,  and  of  which  Dr.  Bed- 
inger served  as  treasurer  during  his  eight 
years  of  work  in  this  Presbytery. 

God  hath  dealt  graciously  with  His 
servant,  whose  bow  abides  in  strength, 
and  whose  life  has  been  a  benediction 
to  the  many  who  have  shared  his  min- 
istry as  missionary,  pastor,  executive,  ed- 
itor, author  and  friend.

Asheville  Presbytery,  in  session  at  the 
Malvern  Hills  Presbyterian  Church,  on 
April  19th,  instructed  the  trustees  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage  to: 

1 — Take  necessary  steps  to  change  the 
name  of  the  orphanage  to:  "The  Pres- 
byterian Home  for  Children,  Black 
Mountain,  N.  C."  This  was  recommend- 
ed by  the  trustees  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  greater  percentage  of  the  chil- 
dren admitted  are  not  orphans,  but  more 
strictly    "needy   children." 

2 — To  study  means  and  ways  to  solicit 
funds  outside  the  gifts  of  the  churches 
to  help  meet  the  deficit  from  1959  of 
about  .$8,200,  and  to  prevent  such  deficit 
in  1960.  The  amount  (.$42,000.00)  in 
the  1960  Benevolence  Distribution  Bud- 
get for  The  Mountain  Orphanage  was 
not  increased. 

The  Presbytery  ordered  a  special  com- 
mittee erected  to  promote  the  "Thanks- 
giving Offering"  and  instructed  this  com- 
mittee to  study  the  giving  of  the 
churches  to  the  orphanage  for  the  past 
ten  years.  This  committee  will  prob- 
ably present  their  plans  to  the  mid-sum- 
mer meeting.

The  twelfth  annual  training  school 
of  the  Women  of  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia will  he  held  at  King  College, 
Bristol,  Tenn,  from  Monday  morning,

CONFERENCE  FOR  WOMEN 

"Interdenominational'' 

The  Women  of  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia will  hold  their  thirty  fifth  annual 
conference  for  women  at  the  Knoxville 
College,  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  on  June  6-11, 
1960,  with  Mrs.  Richard  M.'  Goss,  of 
Knoxville  as  director. 

This  conference,  known  as  the  "Inter- 
denominational Christian  Conference" 
has  been  serving  Negro  women  in  the 
Synod  for  the  past  thirty  five  years  and 
last  year  twenty  of  the  eighty  three  regi- 
stered delegates  were  sponsored  by  the 
women  of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

The  conference  invites  women  eight- 
een years  of  age  or  over  "who  wish  to 
deepen  their  Christian  life,  and  through 
leadership  in  Church,  Home  and  Com- 
munity to  increase  their  usefulness  in 
the  Kingdom  of  God"  to  attend. 

Courses  of  instruction  are  offered  in 
the  Bible,  VBS  methods,  the  Christian 
Home,  Health,  Crafts.,  etc.,  and  local 
women's  groups  sponsor  Negro  women 
who  can  attend  the  gathering.  Where 
an  organization  cannot  sponsor  a  dele- 
gate, or  there  are  no  delegates  available, 
contributions  can  be  made  to  the  cost 
of  the  project,  or  groups  can  sponsor 
delegates  jointly. 

The  cost  for  the  period,  from  supper 
on  Monday,  June  6th  through  break- 
fast, Saturday,  June  11th  will  be  $15.00, 
including  the  Registration  Fee  of  $3.00. 

The  goal  has  been  set  for  one  hun- 
dred delegates  in  1960,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  there  will  be  well  over  twenty  from 
the  area  of  Asheville  Presbytery.

MANSE  IS  PURCHASED  FOR 
THE  HAYESVILLE  FIELD 

The  Church  Extension  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  has  purchased  a 
three  bed-room,  brick  veneer  house, 
built  five  years  ago  in  Hayesville,  and 
has  offered  it  to  the  local  congregation 
for  use  as  a  manse. 

The  house  was  purchased  for  what 
was  considered  a  very  reasonable  price 
of  $13,150,  and  in  addition  the  sellers 
agreed  to  give  the  basic  furnishings, 
valued  at  approximately  $1,800.00,  mak- 
ing the  purchase  a  very  conservative  real 
estate  investment. 

The  Hayesville  congregation,  with  a 
membership  of  29  set  out  last  April  to 
raise  funds  for  a  new  church.  They  are 
now  worshipping  in  the  sanctuary  of  the 
new  building,  looking  forward  to  com- 
pleting the  ground  level  basement  and 
equipping  the  entire  plant  as  rapidly  as 
possible. 

They  anticipate  a  cost  of  $10,000  to 
finish  and  furnish  the  building,  and  are 
now  paying  about  $2,500.00  annually  on 
the  money  borrowed  for  work  already 
done.  They  also  pay  $1,200.00  annually 
on  their  minister's  salary. 

The  membership  last  April  has  grown 
to  38,  with  six  more  expecting  to  unite 
with  the  church  in  May  and  a  prospect 
list  of  twenty  or  more.  As  soon  as  the 
church  is  able,  they  will  purchase  the 
manse  from  the  committee  at  the  actual 
cost  of  same  to  the  committee.  In  the 
meanwhile,  the  committee  will  make  a 
cash  payment  of  $3,000,  and  finance  the 
balance  through  the  local  bank,  tempo- 
rarily, until  a  monthly-pay,  long  term 
program  can  be  worked  out. 

The  local  Bank  has  agreed  to  finance 
this  for  a  maximum  of  six  months  at  a 
special  rate  of  interest  granted  to 
churches.

MEDICINE  SAMPLES  SOUGHT 

FOR  MISSION  HOSPITALS 

Project  Of  Presbytery  Men 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Men  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery,  planned,  at  the  time  of 
this  writing,  for  April  24th,  at  the  Oak 
Forest  Church,  a  program  was  launched 
to  collect  "medical  samples"  to  be  for- 
warded to  mission  hospitals. 

This  project  is  under  the  leadership 
of  Earl  Cato,  Hendersonville,  and  will 
be  a  continuing  program,  as  outlined. 
He  reported  at  the  Oak  Forest  meeting 
that  a  similar  project  had  forwarded  as 
much  as  $44,518.00  worth  of  medicines 
to  mission  fields. 

"During  the  year  1959,"  reports  from 
Dr.  Frank  G.  Keller,  in  Chunju,  Korea, 
were  quoted  as  saying,  'there  have  been 
767  decisions  for  Christ  made  by  our 
patients  in  the  hospital." 

The  medicines,  as  shown  in  the  de- 
tailed plans  will  be  carefully  handled, 
and  the  cooperation  of  every  church  in 
the  Presbytery  is  requested  to  take  part. 

W.  A.  Singleton,  of  Murphy,  President 
of  the  Men  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  pre- 
sided at  the  meeting  when  the  project 
was  presented. 

The  plans  outlined  by  the  chairman 
for  this  project  are  as  follows: 

April  24  -  June    1,    1960,  Locating 

organizing  a  shipping  center. 

Organizing  Local  Church  collecting 

committees    and    secure    listing    of 

Doctors. 

June   1,   1960  —  Tentative  date  to 

start  soliciting. 

The  project  will  be  organized  on  a  Pres- 
bytery basis  with  a  chairman  and  a  Medi- 
cal  Director. 

The  samples  will  be  collected  on  a  lo- 
cal basis  and  sent  to  a  shipping  center 
where  they  will  be  sorted  and  prepared  for 
shipment  under  the  direction  of  a  Doctor 
or  Pharmacist. 

Local  Churches  will  be  responsible  for 
collecting  and  getting  their  samples  to  the 
shipping  center. 

Collections  will  be  made  by  adults  only 
and  kept  under  lock  and  key. 

Where  several  Churches  are  located  in 
the  same  city,  coordination  should  be  ef- 
fected to  insure  efficient  collecting. 

Collections  are  made  by  sending  a  Doc- 
tor a  letter  followed  up  by  a  phone  call 
making  arrangements  for  regular  monthly 
collections. 

Those  Churches  that  do  not  have  mimeo- 
graphing facilities  may  arrange  for  form 
letters  from  the  project  chairman. 

Additional  information  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Officers  of  your  Presbytery 
Men's   Council.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
use  of  the  Cosby  Choir  Camp,  twenty 
miles  west  of  Brevard,  for  the  Senior 
Conference  and  two  Pioneer  Camps  this 
summer. 

The  Senior  Conference  will  be  held 
June  13  -  18,  under  the  leadership  of 
Rev.  Bruce  Frye,  Director,  and  the  pro- 
gram will  be  adapted  to  the  camp  sur- 
roundings. 

The  dates  for  the  two  Pioneer  Camps 
have  been  set  for  July  11  -  16,  and  18  - 
23,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  L.

The  Lakey  Gap  Church,  located  two 
miles  from  Black  Mountain,  just  off  NC

FOR  WCC  PRESBYTERIANS 

The  Presbyterian  Center  at  Western 
Carolina  College,  Cullowhee,  was  dedi- 
cated on   Sunday  evening  March   27th. 

Rev.  D.  P.  McGeachy,  III,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Gaines- 
ville, Ga.,  preached  the  dedicatory  ser- 
mon. The  house  had  been  purchased 
by  the  Sylva  congregation,  while  Mr. 
McGeachy  was  the  pastor  there  and  di- 
rector of  the  student  work  at  WCC. 

The  initial  purchase  was  made  with 
the  help  of  the  Presbytery,  Synod  and 
Board  of  Extension  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, in  1956,  and  the  local  church 
has  finished  paying  for  same.

ARDEN  PLANNING  SANCTUARY 
AN  SEVEN  MORE  ROOMS 

The  Arden  Presbyterian  Church  has 
voted  unanimously  to  proceed  at  once 
with  the  erection  of  a  sanctuary  to  seat 
350  and  add  seven  additional  rooms. 

The  present  fellowship  hall  has  been 
the  temporary  place  of  worship  since 
its  erection  in  1956,  and  the  church  has 
already  outgrown  the  facilities  of  their 
limited  educational  building. 

Under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  W.  C. 
Cooper,  the  membership  has  increased 
twenty  percent  since  January  first  with 
the  addition  of  forty  new  members. 
The  prospect  list  comprises  many  others 
who  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the 
present  building. 

The  church  was  organized  in  1946 
and  Rev.  Paul  F.  Warren  D.D.,  now  pas- 
tor of  the  Grace  Covenant  Church  was 
the  first  pastor.  During  the  ministry 
of  Rev.  R.  A.  Potter,  now  pastor  at  Mur- 
phy, the  present  site  was  purchased  and 
plans  made  for  the  units  now  in  use. 

Since  Mr.  Cooper  has  been  pastor  a 
new  manse  has  been  erected,  and  the 
debt  reduced  to  about  $2,000.  The 
church  was  organized  in  1946,  after  be- 
ing an  outpost  sponsored  by  the  Kenil- 
worth  Church  for  four  years,  with  fifty 
six  members.  The  membership  reported 
December  31,  1959  was  192. 

The  church  plans  a  financial  cam- 
paign in  June  to  raise  funds  toward  the

The  General  Assembly  meets  annually  as  the  highest  court  of  the  denomina- 
tion, and  is  composed  of  Ministers  and  Ruling  Elders,  elected  by  the  eighty 
three  Presbyteries  in  sixteen  Synods.  Each  Presbytery  elects  a  Minister  and  a 
Ruling  Elder  for  each  4,000  members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  names  of  the 
six  from  Asheville  Presbytery  were  printed  in  April. 

The  following  summary  of  what  the  1960  General  Assembly  did  was  furnished 
by  the  Publicity  Department  of  the  General  Council.

Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  professor  at  Union  The- 
ological Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  retiring  Mod- 
erator, opened  the  Assembly  preaching  from  Matt. 
16:13-24  on  "Christ  and  You  —  The  Living  Church". 
He  challenged  commissioners  to  learn  from  Christ 
to  live  so  that  the  Church  may  lead,  rather  than 
follow  the  world  in  its  ethical  and  moral  prac- 
tice. 

Dr.  Marion  A.  Boggs,  pastor  of  the  Second  Church, 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  was  elected  Moderator,  narrowly 
defeating  (260-251)  Dr.  R.  Matthew  Lynn,  of 
Midland,  Texas.  He  was  called  "a  symbol  of 
Christian  reconciliation,  speaking  the  truth  in  love 
in  a  troubled  community."  He  is  brother  of  1954 
Moderator,  Dr.  Wade  H.  Boggs,  they  being  the 
first  brothers  to  be  so  honored. 

Dr.  Thompson  presented  his  Moderator's  Report, 
pointing   to    generally   vigorous   health    in    the    Church.

At  the  same  time  he  presented  a  "Message  to  the 
Nation",  jointly  drafted  by  theologians  and  Mod- 
erators of  the  UPUSA  US  Churches.  It  spoke  clear- 
ly on  God's  summons  to  obedience  in  work,  in  mar- 
riage and  the  home,  in  race  relations  and  in  inter- 
national   relations. 

April  30  was  devoted  to  work  of  15  Standing 
Committees,  except  at  the  evening  session,  when 
fraternal  delegates  from  the  UP,  USA,  Associate 
Reformed,  and  Mexican  National  Presbyterian 
Churches  spoke.  Mexican  Assembly  Treasurer  Car- 
los Rorriguez  thanked  the  Assembly  for  its  past 
help,  and  called  for  closer  relationship  between  the 
two    churches    at    the    Assembly    level. 

On  April  30,  the  Assembly  approved  an  Ad  In- 
terim Committee  (AIC)  on  Adult  Work  report  re- 
jecting requests  to  dissolve  the  Board  of  Women's 
Work.  The  study  was  continued,  however,  until 
1961. 

The  OIC  on  Revision  of  the  Book  of  Church 
Order  recommended  and  the  Assembly  approved, 
sending  the  revised  "Form  of  Government"  and 
"Rules  of  Discipline"  sections  of  the  Book  to  pres- 
byteries   for    final    approval. 

The  Centennial  AIC  report  was  adopted  by  stand- 
ing vote,  urging  all  synods,  presbyteries  and  local 
churches  to  join  in  Centennial  observances  during 
1961.  The  full  sweep  of  Centennial  plans  was 
outlined,    including    major    emphasis    on    evangelism. 

The  Assembly  revised,  subject  to  presbyteries,  ap- 
proval, Chapter  15-5,  Book  of  Church  Order,  so  as 
to  permit  a  minister  of  other  Reformed  churches  to 
serve  as  temporary  pastor  of  one  of  our  churches. 
At  the  same  time  it  rejected  a  request  to  permit  one 
of  our  ministers  to  take  ordination  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal    Church    also. 

A  budget  of  $9,456,230  was  voted  for  Assembly's 
agencies  in  1961,  some  $270,000  more  than  for 
1960.  World  Missions  will  get  $4,600,000;  Church 
Extension  $1,900,000.  The  Assembly  also  asked 
the  General  Council  to  study  the  Biblical  basis  of 
tithing   as    requested   by   an   overture. 

A  General  Council  study  of  the  proper  level  for 
agency  reserve  funds  for  program  stabilization  led  to 
Assembly  approval  of  a  statement  that  this  should 
be  "a  sum  equal  to  the  annual  amount  of  salaries, 
pensions  and  relief  grants."  The  Assembly  approved 
Council  answers  to  a  Synod  of  Texas  overture,  agree- 
ing to  a  study  looking  toward  establishment  of  a 
central  treasurer  and  rejecting  the  idea  of  a  central 
investment    agency. 

The  Assembly  declined  to  order  disposal  of  all 
tobacco  securities  owned  by  boards  and  agencies,  as 
asked    by    Suwannee    Presbytery    overture. 

A  request  from  Holston  Presbytery  to  allow  absent 
members  of  the  presbytery  to  voice  opinions  on  con- 
stitutional changes  was  also  answered  in  the  negative. 

By  unanimous  vote  the  Assembly  raised  the  per 
capita  tax  from  21c  to  27c,  and  auto  mileage  al- 
lowance   for    commissioners    from    4c    to    6c. 

An  overture  by  the  Synod  of  Virginia  asking  for 
a  restudy  of  the  place  of  the  retired  minister  and 
his  duties,  with  relationship  to  the  Annuities  plan 
was  turned  down  in  view  of  a  similar  study  in   1958. 

The  Presbyterian  Survey  reported  48,000  gain  in 
circulation  during  1959,  to  a  present  total  of  228,000, 
and  was  authorized  to  expand  its  Board  of  Directors 
from    15    to    18. 

The  Assembly  urged  the  Church's  leaders  to  seek 
the  guidance  of  TRAV  (Television,  Radio  and  Audio- 
Visuals  Committee)  in  use  of  electronic  mass  media, 
and    for    conducting    area    workshops    on    these. 

In  answer  to  Internal  Revenue  tax  questions,  the 
Assembly  certified  that  a  minister's  moving  expenses 
are  church  expense,  henceforth  should  be  provided 
with  any  call  to  a  new  field  of  duty.  It  also  gave 
approval  to  a  joint  Minister  and  His  Work  and 
Annuities  and  Relief  conference  in  Montreat,  August 
10-11,    1960. 

In  three  statements,  the  Assembly:  1)  Sent  sym- 
pathy to  the  family,  and  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  life  of  the  late  Dr.  Toyohiko  Kagawa  of  Japan; 
2)     Stated     its     dismay     and     concern     over    continued 


persecution  and  mistreatment  of  Protestants  in  Co- 
lombia; )3  And  sent  fraternal  greetings  to  the  new- 
Church    of    Christ    in    the    Kasai    (Congo). 

In  reply  to  requests  by  the  National  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Mexico  and  from  Texas  Presbyteries,  the 
Assembly  affirmed  its  respect  for  and  desire  to  co- 
operate with  the  Mexican  Church.  It  named  Dr. 
James  A.  Millard,  Jr.,  Stated  Clerk,  and  Dr.  Wm. 
M.  Elliott,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  to  represent  this  Church  in  consultations 
with   the    Mexican    Church    and    the   UP,    USA   Church.  ' 

On  Sunday  the  commissioners  were  the  guests 
of  First  Church,  Jacksonville,  for  an  early  Com- 
munion service,  at  which  Dr.  Jack  Hand  presided, 
and    Dr.    Albert    Kissling    presented    the    meditation. 

Back  at  Riverside  Church  for  the  1 1  a.m.  service, 
Dr.  Boggs  and  a  14-man  Commission  named  by  the 
Assembly  installed  Dr.  James  A.  Millard,  Jr.,  as 
the  seventh  Stated  Clerk  in  the  99  years  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Dr.  Millard  preached  following 
installation. 

Sunday  afternoon  Col.  Frances  Pickens  Miller  of 
Charlottesville,  Va.,  spoke  on  "The  Christian's  Serv-1 
ice  in  the  World."  This,  he  said,  consists  of  acting' 
in  the  world  like  citizens  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
It  shows  itself  in  our  attitude  of  concern  for  all 
God's  people,  in  our  family  life,  in  speaking  the 
truth  in  public  and  private  concerns,  and  in  work- 
ing  for   understanding   in   the   area   of  group   relations. 

Sunday  night  a  panel  of  four,  one  each  from  th? 
Church's  seminaries,  and  moderated  by  Dr.  C.  E.  S. 
Kraemer  of  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, answered  young  people's  questions  on  full-time 
Church  vocations.  The  wise,  witty,  and  informative 
program    was    very    popular. 

On  Monday  the  Assembly  resumed  consideration 
of  World  Missions  matters,  voting  to  ask  the  Board 
to  determine  whether  a  special  group,  including  rep- 
resentatives of  other  nations,  should  be  asked  to 
study    mission    policy. 

Overtures  from  Brazos  and  Southwest  Presby- 
teries asking  for  renewal  efforts  toward  union 
with  the  UP,  USA  Church  were  turned  down.  Ex- 
pressing sadness  at  the  disunity,  the  Assembly  laid 
its  hope  for  the  future  on  development  of  coopera- 
tion   at   many   levels    of   the    Churches'    lives. 

The  Assembly  also  declined  to  participate  in  the 
$20  million  National  Presbyterian  Church  cathedral 
plan    for    Washington,    D.    C. 

A  resolution  introduced  from  the  floor  asking  for 
a  study  of  charges  against  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  was  answered  by  referring  the  matter 
for  study   by   our   representatives   on   the   NCC. 

Another  resolution  questioning  the  legality  of  our 
membership  in  the  NCC  was  turned  down  when  the 
Assembly  ruled  membership  in  the  NCC  is  not  or- 
ganic union.  It  "deplored  the  unmerited  attacks 
make  on  the  NCC  which  result  ...  in  a  distrust 
and   weakening   of   the   Chrisitan   witness." 

A  statement  on  "Christian  Faith  and  the  Prob- 
lem of  War"  was  adopted,  including  a  call  to  all 
Christians  to  work  to  prevent  war,  and  endorsement 
of  the  United  Nations  in  its  efforts  toward  disarma- 
ment. 

The  Assembly  asked  the  Permanent  Committee  on 
Christian  Relations  to  continue  study  of  Capital  i 
Punishment. 

Business  men,  parents,  and  organized  groups  were 
called  upon  to  join  the  fight  against  forces  under- 
mining  the   morals   of  youth. 

The  Assembly  called  upon  Christian  citizens  to 
redouble  their  efforts  to  right  wrongs  suffered  by 
individuals  and  groups  because  of  race,  creed  or  na- 
tionality, and  upheld  a  Potomac  Presbytery  overture 
asking  for  the  Assembly  to  urge  synods  and  pres- 
byteries to  move  more  rapidly  toward  integrating 
institutions. 

Another  overture,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Florida, 
asking  that  the  desegregation  stand  of  the  Assembly 
be  submitted  to  the  presbyteries  for  vote,  the  As- 
sembly refused  as  a  violation  of  Presbyterian  pro- 
cedures. 

An  overture  from  Northeast  Presbytery  asking  a 
study  of  non-denominational  youth  movements  was 
turned    down.

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'The  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery,  Inc.,"  is  the 
legal  name  under  which  Church  Ex- 
tension was  organized  in  1897. 

This  Committee  is  authorized  to 
buy,  sell,  administer  funds  for  the 
work  of  Home  Missions  in  south- 
western North  Carolina  in  the  name 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  It  is 
the  proper  designation  for  deeds, 
trusts,  estates,  wills,  etc.,  to  make 
gifts  to  this  work. 

The  primary  work  of  the  com- 
mittee is  to  support  weaker  fields, 
bringing  them  to  "self-support"  and 
to  develop  new  avenues  of  service. 
Since  1897  every  church  in  the 
Presbytery,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Asheville  First,  has  received  aid 
in  some  form  through  this  Com- 
mittee. 

This  assistance  has  taken  the  form 
of  one  or  more  channels: 

1 — Payment  of  Minister's  salary, 
in  whole  or  in  part. 

2 — Appropriations  for  property, 
buildings  and/or  equipment. 

3 — Loans,  made  or  endorsed  so 
that  they  could  be  secured. 


Today 

Twelve  of  the  thirty-four  churches 
in  the  Presbytery  are  now  being 
served  by  Ministers  whose  salaries 
are  paid  in  part  by  your  Church 
Extension  Committee.  (Approxi- 
mately one  half  of  these  salary  pay- 
ments are  re-imbursed  by  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension  of  the  General 
Assembly.) 

Churches,  in  the  past,  have  been 
dissolved,  and  some  of  these  areas 
should  be  re-entered,  as  opportunity 
permits,  for  Church  Extension  and 
the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God. 

There  are  areas  where  there  has 
never  been  a  Presbyterian  Church. 
Work,  looking  to  the  organization  of 
a  Presbyterian  Church,  should  be 
started  in  many  of  these  areas.  The 
door  is  open  NOW  in  several  places 
where  the  Presbyterian  Church  can 
serve,  without  overlapping  the  work 
of  other  churches. 

In  many  cases,  unless  something 
is  done  "Today",  there  will  be  no 
opportunity  "Tomorrow". 


Tomorrow 

Some  of  the  twelve  churches, 
now  receiving  aid,  will  assume  full 
"self-support"  thus  releasing  funds 
for  use  elsewhere.  Most  of  these 
churches  are  making  strides  in  this 
direction.    Two  are  almost  ready. 

The  need  for  New  Churches  will 
be  met  as  rapidly  as  funds  are  pro- 
vided through  the  gifts  of  members 
of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

On  the  basis  of  present  giving  to 
Church  Extension,  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  continue  existing  work,  on 
the  existing  basis,  but  only  a  small 
part  of  the  need  for  property  en- 
largement and  improvement  can  be 
met. 

Opportunities  increase  with  high- 
way construction,  industry  expan- 
sion and  residential  developments. 
These  opportunities  are  a  continuing 
challenge  for  Church  Extension  in 
Asheville  Presbytery. 

Today  is  the  time  to  prepare  for 
Tomorrow.

DIVISION  OF  EVANGELISM 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  seeks  to  serve  the  Church  in  its 
evangelistic  ministry  in  three  ways.  First,  the  Division  studies 
and  interprets  to  the  Church  the  nature  and  task  of  evangelism. 

A  second  way  the  Division  serves  the  Church  is  through  de- 
veloping a  long-range  strategy  of  evangelism  for  the  entire  denomi- 
nation. The  Presbyterian  Mission  to  the  Nation,  a  three-year 
program  of  preparation  and  action  for  1959-61,  is  an  example 
of  this  type  of  service. 

The  third  service  of  the  Division  is  thus  to  the  local  con- 
gregation. The  Division  offers  to  all  churches  detailed  guidance 
on  how  they  may  witness  to  Jesus  Christ  as  communities  of  love, 
servants  of  men,  and  heralds  of  the  gospel. 

DIVISION  OF  HOMES  AND 
CHRISTIAN  WELFARE 

The  Division  of  Homes  and  Christian  Welfare  was  established 
in  1958  to  assist  synods  and  presbyteries  in  planning  services 
for  children,  older  people,  and  other  groups  for  which  church- 
sponsored  social  services  are  desired. 

The  Division  maintains  a  lending  file  of  literature  pertaining 
to  the  planning  and  operation  of  homes.  The  Division  Secretary 
is  available  for  arranging  conferences  or  workshops  for  workers 
in  children's  homes,   homes  for  the  aging,  and  nursing  homes. 

In  our  General  Assembly  there  are  sixteen  Presbyterian  homes 
for  children.  The  last  of  these  was  establishd  in  1923,  and 
there  are  no  plans  at  present  for  new  ones.  In  the  existing 
homes  there  are  two  which  have  adoption  agencies,  one  which 
has  a  chaplain,  three  which  offer  foster  family  care,  and  one 
which    is   beginning   a   ministry    to   unmarried   mothers. 

DIVISION  OF  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Division  of  Home  Missions  through  its  various  Depart- 
ments assists  presbyteries  and  local  churches  in  meeting  the 
home  mission  opportunities  of  a  challenging  Southland. 

Department  of  Missionary  Support 

The  Department  of  Missionary  Support  is  an  equalizing  agency 
through  which  the  stronger  churches  and  presbyteries  of  our 
Church  are  enabled  to  help  the  weaker  ones.  The  Department 
reviews  requests  for  financial  aid  and  makes  appropriations 
for  salary  support  of  Home  Mission  workers  on  the  field.  Each 
year  salary  support  goes  to  over  500  workers  serving  in  over 
700  projects. 
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Department  of  Negro  Work 

During  the  past  few  years,  growth  in  our  Negro  churches  has 
been  very  rapid.  Most  of  this  growth  has  taken  place  in  the 
Negro  churches  located  in  geographical  presbyteries  and  com- 
paratively little  growth  has  taken  place  in  those  churches  located 
in  all-Negro  presbyteries.  Giving  in  the  Negro  churches  has 
increased  in  a  similar  pattern. 

Department  of  Chaplains  and 
Military  Personnal 

The  Chaplains  and  Military  Personnel  Department  seeks  to 
"maintain  the  tie"  between  the  Church  and  her  chaplains  in 
the  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans  Administration,  and  to  aid  the 
local  church  in  "maintaining  the  tie"  with  members  who  are 
away   from   home   in   military   service. 

Department  of  Town  and  Country  Church 

To  meet  the  need  for  training  of  ministers  and  other  leaders, 
the  Department  of  Town  and  Country  Church  carries  on  a 
continuous  program  of  in-service  training  at  all  our  seminaries 
and  in  cooperation  with  state  colleges  of  agriculture. 

As  a  further  help  in  providing  an  adequate  program  to  meet 
the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Church  in  town  and  country,  this 
Department  assists  and  advises  in  the  work  of  larger  parishes. 
At  present  there  are  twenty-six  parishes  which  include  160 
town   and   country   churches. 

Department  of  Church  Architecture 

The  Department  of  Church  Architecture  offers  consultation 
to  help  the  church  define  her  program.  This  Department  may 
suggest  how  to  organize  a  Planning  Council,  Research  Com- 
mittees,   and    a    Building   Commission. 

Department  of  Urban  Church

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The  Seventh  Quadrennial  Youth  Convention,  Dec. 
27  -  31,  1960,  and  the  Presbyterian  Men's  Con- 
vention, June  20  -  23,  1963,  both  to  be  in  Dallas, 
Texas,    were    given    Assembly    endorsement. 

The  Assembly  called  upon  all  members  and 
churches  to  pray  for  and  participate  in  the  Evan- 
gelism Cavalcades  in  October  and  the  Mission  to 
the  Nation   in   early    1961. 

The  election  of  Miss  Evelyn  Green  as  executive 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Women's  Work  was  ap- 
proved. Overtures  asking  the  Assembly  to  prevent 
the  Women  from  shifting  their  program  year  were 
not    approved. 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  Christianity  and 
Health  was  asked  to  study  the  implications  for 
Christians  to  be  found  in  prevalent  uce  of  trail- 
qualizing  drugs,  and  in  medical  reports  linking 
cancer   and   smoking. 

A  resolution  proposing  that  the  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work  be  asked  to  explore  ways 
and  means  by  which  the  Church  could  stand  behind 
ministers  who  are  in  difficulty  from  upholding  the 
positions  adopted  by  the  Assembly  was  answered 
by  saying  the  Committee  is  already  working  on  this 
question,   and   asking   it   to   report   in    1961. 

The  Stated  Clerk  reported  new  highs  in  statistics: 
membership,  889,196;  total  giving,  $88,339,929  or 
$99.34  per  capita;  giving  to  benevolences,  $21,- 
148,941  ;  giving  to  current  expenses  and  building, 
$67,190,988. 

At  9:40  p.m.,  Monday,  May  2,  having  voted 
warm  thanks  to  the  host  church  and  many  others  in 
Jacksonville,  the  Assembly  adjourned  well  ahead  of 
schedule  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  It  will 
meet  in  Centennial  Assembly  at  Highland  Park 
Church,    Dallas,    Texas,    on    April    27,    1961.

IN  JUNE  OF  EACH  YEAR 

In  addition  to  the  four  Boards  en- 
gaged in  World  Missions,  Church  Ex- 
tension, Christian  Education  and  An- 
nuities and  Relief,  on  an  Assembly-wide 
there  are  nine  agencies  operating  on 
much  smaller  budgets,  but  vital  to  the 
life  of  the  church. 

For  convenience  in  handling  the 
smaller  budgets,  they  are  grouped  under 
the  name  of  "General  Agencies",  and 
have  been  placed  in  the  1961  "minimum 
needs"  benevolent  budget  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  $1,510,850. 

All  receipts  from  local  churches,  ap- 
plicable to  this  total  are  to  apply  to  the 
"operating"  cost  of  the  agencies.  Sup- 
port is  given  them  proportionately 
through  the  gifts  of  local  churches  to 
"undesignated  benevolences",  together 
a  few  "designated  gifts"  during  the  year.

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  held  a  two 
day  session  at  the  Central  Presbyterian 
Church,  Bristol,  Va.,  on  June  21st  and 
22nd,  adjourning  to  meet  in  1961  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Asheville,  to 
celebrate  the  centennial  of  the  denomi- 
nation. 

A  number  of  important  items  of  busi- 
ness were  transacted,  including  the  adop- 
tion of  a  Benevolence  Budget  of  $861,000 
for  the  agencies  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  the  support  of  the  causes  of  the 
Synod,  (see  table  elsewhere  in  this 
issue.)  the  approval  of  a  campaign  in 
1961  to  raise  $1,000,000  for  King  Col- 
lege and  $250,01)0  for  capital  needs  in 
student  work  on  the  campuses  of  West- 
ern Carolina  College,  Cullowhee,  N.  C. 
in  Asheville  Presbytery,  Appalachia  State 
Teachers'  College,  Boone,  N.  C,  East 
Tennessee  State  Teachers'  Colelge,  John- 
son City,  Tenn.,  with  the  largest  share 
going  to  the  erection  of  a  Presbyterian 
Student  Center  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee,  Knoxville,  Tenn.

CONGO  SITUATION  SERIOUS 
FOR  PRESBYTERIAN  WORK 

(Because  Rev.  C.  R.  Stegall,  pastor  of 
the  Friendship  Presbyterian  Church  was 
formerly  a  missionary  of  our  church  in 
the  Congo,  and  because  he  has  intimate 
contact  with  the  field  through  short  wave 
radio,  we  asked  him  to  review  the  situ- 
ation   now    existing    there. 

(Several  years  ago  Rev.  and  Mi's.  P.  C. 
Tourreille  united  with  Asheville  Presby- 
tery and  Montreat  Church  in  order  to  go 
to  the  Congo  as  shoort  term  missionaries. 
They  have  ceased  to  have  an  official  con- 
nection with  the  mission  of  our  church, 
and  have  been  laboring  under  the  Belgium 
government  in  educational  work. — Editor.) 

As  this  is  being  written  the  situation 
in  the  Republic  of  Congo  (formerly  the 
Belgian  Congo)  is  so  fluid  that  one  hesi- 
tates to  make  any  statement  and  cer- 
tainly no  prediction,  because  the  situ- 
ation has  been  changing  daily,  and 
sometimes  hourly.    But  certain  facts  are

In   adopting   the  report   of   the   com- 
mittee on  Christian  Action,  presented  by 
|  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Pitser  M.  Lyons,  III, 
:  Kingsport,  the  Synod  approved  the  fol- 
|  lowing  statement: 

Recognizing  the  action  of  the  1954 
General  Assembly  "urging  the  opening 
of  the  doors  of  our  institutions  to 
qualified  students  without  regard  to 
social  distinctions" ;  and  the  reaffirma- 
tion of  this  action  by  the  1960  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Synod  urge  the  trustees 
of  King  College  to  consider  the  im- 
plementation of  the  action  of  our 
highest  court  with  "decisiveness  and 
dispatch." 

The  Committee  further  recommends 
that  local  churches  be  vigilant  in  the 
examination  of  their  own  life  and 
practice  no  discrimination  within  their 
own   fellowship    and   outreach. 

The  three  causes  for  which  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia  has  primary  responsibility 
were  presented  to  the  body: 

KING  COLLEGE— A  popular  meeting 
was  held  on  Tuesday  evening  in  the  in- 
terest of  this  institution,  a  four  year  co- 
educational college  for  men  and  women. 
Trustees  were  elected  and  re-elected  to 
manage  the  college  for  the  Synod,  and 
plans  approved  for  the  $1,000,000  cam- 
paign for  capital  funds.  Churches  of  the 
Synod  were  asked  to  support  this  insti- 
tution with  contributions  through  their 
benevolence  budgets  in  the  amount  of 
$160,000  in  1961.  In  addition  a  challenge 
was  made  for  $300  scholarships  for  needy 
students  on  the  ratio  of  one  to  every 
$10,000  contributed  to  benevolences  by 
the    local    congregation. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION— This  is  the 
agency  that  sponsors  the  work  of  Chris- 
tian Education  as  found  in  the  local  con- 
gregation, Presbytery  and  Synod.  Rev. 
I.  M.  Ellis,  D.D.,  is  the  regional  director 
of  the  work,  with  office  in  Knoxville, 
Tenn.  He  is  assisted  by  Miss  Sallie 
Thrower  in  the  Children's  Work  division. 
This  committee  is  allocated  $58,000  in  the 
1961  Benevolence   Budget  of  the   Synod.

There  are  forty  two  campers  enrolled 
with  an  anticipated  enrollment  of  nearly 
fifty,  with  Rev.  R.  L.  Sommers,  director, 
for  the  second  camp  to  open  on  July 
18th. 

The  camp  has  been  made  available 
to  the  Presbytery  by  Mr.  D.  H.  Cosby, 
of  Boca  Raton,  Fla.,  and  Lake  Toxaway, 
and  the  camp  is  entirely  under  the  man- 
agement of  the  Presbytery's  Committee 
of   Religious    Education. 

Synod,  and  directs  the  activities  of  the 
Church  Extension  Worker,  Miss  Bessie 
Mae  Stribling,  whose  salary  is  paid  by 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  $2,000  is 
set  in  the  Benevolence  Budget  for  1961 
for  this  agency,  of  which  Rev.  Pitser  M. 
Lyons,  Kingsport,  is  Chairman. 

THE  SEMINARIES— Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  and  the  Louis- 
ville Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  are  institutions  to  which 
the  Synod  elects  trustees.  Union  Semi- 
nary is  owned  by  the  Synods  of  Appa- 
lachia, Virginia,  West  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  Louisville  Seminary  is  owned  jointly 
by  Synods  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.  S.  (Alabama,  Appalachia,  Kentucky, 
Missouri  and  Tennessee),  with  certain 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  A.  They  were  jointly  allocated 
$30,000   in   the    1961    Budget. 

The  $861,000,  which  includes  the 
above  totals  was  apportioned  to  the  four 
Presbyteries,  as  follows:

known  and  these  can  be  stated.  Few,  if 
any  of  these  facts  are  encouraging,  from 
the  standpoint  of  our  Presbyterian 
Mission. 

A  so-called  "independence"  was  grant- 
ed by  Belgium  to  the  Congo  on  June 
30  of  this  year.  A  native  man  by  the 
name  of  Lumumba  was  "elected"  Pre- 
mier of  the  new  State,  a  country  one 
third  the  size  of  the  United  States,  with 
a  population  of  nearly  14  million. 
Lumumba's  preparation  for  his  high 
office  consisted  of  a  third-grade  primary 
school  education  and  a  term  of  service 
as  a  postal  clerk,  during  which  time  he 
was  convicted  of  embezzlement  of  Gov- 
ernment funds,  for  which  he  was  sen- 
tenced to  two  years  in  prison.  This 
shows  how  completely  unprepared  the 
country  was  (and  is)  for  self-rule.  Im- 
mediately after  "independence"  mutiny 
broke  out  in  the  Army,  which  is  com- 
posed of  native  troops  under  white 
offices.  The  officers  were  beaten  with 
belts  and  thrown  out.  No  native  offi- 
cers have  been  trained.  Anarchy  pre- 
vailed. The  fighting  which  prevailed 
before  "independence"  was  inter-tribal. 
After  "independence"  it  became  anti- 
Belgian  and  has  now  become  anti-white. 
This  includes  our  Protetsant  mission- 
aries, who  up  to  now  have  held  a  favored 
position,  while  Roman  Catholic  mission 
stations  have  been  pillaged  and  nuns 
ravished.  Thus  far  no  Presbyterian  mis- 
sionary has  been  molested,  altho  two 
families  of  a  neighboring  mission  have 
disappeared  and  are  unaccounted  for. 
At  Lubeo  a  hand  grenade  was  thrown 
into  the  home  of  one  of  our  families 
where  it  exploded,  injuring  a  native  who 
was  in  the  home. 

Our  Board  of  World  Missions  in  Nash- 
ville has  given  full  authority  to  the 
missionaries  on  the  field  to  use  their 
own  discretion  in  acting.  On  June  27 
the  American  Consul  at  Leopoldville 
ordered  the  evacuation  of  all  Americans 
in  the  Congo.  On  July  10th  we  learned 
by  way  of  amateur  radio  that  on  that 
date  all  eleven  of  our  mission  stations 
had  been  closed  and  all  missionaries, 
men,  women  and  and  children  were 
being  flown  into  Rhodesia. 

It  is  reported  that  one  missionary  resi- 
dence at  Luluabourg  has  been  burned. 
The  last  amateur  radio  contact  with 
the  field  was  with  one  of  our  mission- 
aries at  our  Station  of  Bibanga.  He 
stated  that  all  missionaries  were  that  date 
being  evacuated  from  the  country.  Heav- 
iest fighting  has  been  at  Luluabourg, 
which  is  in  the  center  of  our  territory 
and  where  one  of  our  Stations  is  lo- 
cated. All  white  people  of  the  town 
had  been  gathered  together  and  were 
being  protected  by  white  Belgian  para- 
troopers who  had  dropped  down  on  the 
city,  heavily  armed.  Casualties  were 
heavy.  But  so  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  learn  not  one  of  our  missionaries 
has  suffered  personal  harm.

The  goal  of  the  Presbytery  is  to  have 
this  official  magazine  sent  to  every  fam- 
ily in  every  church.  To  accomplish 
this  each  church  should  subscribe  for 
the  paper  at  a  cost  of  one  dollar  per 
year  per  copy.  Complete  details  can  be 
had  by  addressing  the  Presbyterian  Sur- 
vey, P.  O.  Box  1176,  Richmond  9,  Vir- 
ginia. 

The  idea  of  putting  the  official  pa- 
per of  our  church  in  every  home  is  not 
new  to  Asheville  Presbytery.  At  the 
time  the  Presbytery  was  organized  De- 
cember 6,  1896,  Our  Missionary  was  the 
church  paper  devoted  to  the  cause  of 
foreign  missions.  At  the  April  1897 
meeting  of  Asheville  Presbytery  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  adopted  "That  an 
effort  shall  be  made  to  put  Our  Mission- 
ary in  every  family,  even  if  a  part  of  our 
missionary  contributions  should  have  to 
be  expended  for  this  purpose". 

Placing  the  Presbyterian  Survey  in 
every  family  is  interpreted  by  the  church 
as  being  a  current  expense  item.

At  the  July  meeting  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery the  total  goals  of  $244,833  were 
set  as  the  actual  needs  of  the  agencies 
of  the  Prsebytery,  and  the  proportionate 
parts  of  the  needs  of  the  Synod  and  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  to  do  the  minimum 
work  assigned  them  by  the  respective 
courts. 

This  total  is  to  be  set  before  each 
church  in  the  Presbytery  in  the  every 
member  canvass  in  November  and  each 
church  will  be  asked  to  assume  a  fair 
share  in  the  work,  by  agreeing  to  remit 
monthly  in  1961  a  definite  percentage 
of  their  gross  local  receipts  for  budget 
needs. 

Each  figure  represents  an  amount  that 
has  been  carefully  considered  by  the 
council  of  the  Presbytery  for  Presby- 
tery's causes,  of  the  Synod  for  Synod's 
causes  and  of  the  General  Assembly  for 
Assembly's  causes.  In  every  case  the 
amount  is  a  realistic  statement  of  the 
amount  needed  for  accomplishing  what 
each  court  termed  the  work  that  ought 
to  be  done  through  each  agency. 

The  Presbytery  approved  a  series  of 
local  church  visits  by  reputation  teams 
between  September  15th  and  October 
15th,  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  local

FRYE  WILL  BE  ASSISTANT  TO 
KING  COLLEGE  PRESIDENT 

Rev.  J.  Bruce  Frye,  for  the  past  five 
years  pastor  of  the  Mills  River  Presby- 
terian Church,  was  granted  permission 
by  Asheville  Presbytery  to  accept  the  call 
to  be  assistant  to  Dr.  R.  T.  L.  Liston, 
President  of  King  College. 

This  action  was  taken  at  a  called 
meeting  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  held  on 
August  12th,  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  when  the  pastoral  relation  with 
the  Mills  River  Church  was  dissolved 
at  his  request.

STILLMAN    RECEIVES    $170,298 
AS  1960  BIRTHDAY  OFFERING 

Miss  Mary  Quidor,  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Women's  Work  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  presented  Rev.  S.  B.  Hay, 
D.D.,  president  of  Stillman  College  a 
check  for  $  170,298,  as  the  "Birthday 
Gift"  of  the  Women  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

In  accepting  the  gift,  during  the  1960 
Women's  Conference  at  Montreal,  Dr. 
Hay  announced  that  it  would  be  used 
to  build  a  new  classroom  building  to  be 
named  for  the  late  Rev.  Alex  M.  Batch- 
elor,  D.D.,  secretary  of  Negro  Work  for 
the  Assembly  for  many  years. 

North  Carolina  and  Texas,  with  gifts 
of  $22,956  and  $22,260,  led  the  Synodi- 
cals  in  total  gifts,  while  Mississippi  (65c) 
and  Appalachia  (64c)  led  in  per  capita 
gifts  of  $7,913  and  $11,360,  respectively. 

The  Birthday  Objective  for  1961  will 
be  divided.  One  half  will  go  to  the 
publication  of  literature  in  the'Tshiluba 
language,  for  use  in  the  new  Republic 
of  the  Congo,  and  one  half  for  Chinese 
language  literature  for  the  newly  rebuilt 
Chupei  Bible  School,  Taiwan. 


KING  COLLEGE  —  $1,000,000 
CAMPUS  CHRISTIAN  LIFE 

GOAL  IS  $200,000 
Synod's  Campaign  For  Needs 

In   Christian  Education 

Synod-approved  campaign  for  $1,- 
200,000  will  be  launched  September  6th 
and  the  goal  is  to  reach  this  total  by 
March  31,  1961. 

The  appeal  will  be  made  in  the 
Synod  to  secure  capital  funds  for  King 
College  and  for  the  work  among  students 
in  institutions  within  the  bounds  of  Ap- 
palachia Synod. 

In  the  past  eighteen  years  King  Col- 
lege has  received  $2,300,000  in  capital 
funds,  and  this  has  been  dedicated  to 
enlarging  and  improving  the  teaching 
program  of  the  institution.  Dr.  R.  T.  L. 
Liston,  president  of  King,  stated  at  the 
outset  of  his  administration  that  he 
would  not  approve  building  more  dormi- 
tories for  more  students  until  the  college 
was  prepared  to  give  these  students  the 
very  best  in  classroom   instruction. 

Of  this  total  only  $45,000  has  been 
spent  on  new  construction  and  the  time 
has  arrived  for  an  extensive  building 
program.  A  new  library  is  needed,  for 
the  sake  of  the  library  itself,  and  to  re- 
lease the  present  "basement-library"  for 
offices  and  teaching  space.  Even  more 
space  is  needed  for  the  housing  of  stu- 
dents, accompanied  by  an  increase  in 
endowment  or  annual  income  to  main- 
tain   an    adequate    teaching   program. 

To  meet  the  above  needs,  in  part,  the 
Svnod  has  approved  the  goal  of 
$1,000,000  for  the  college. 

More  Presbyterians  attend  state  insti- 
tutions than  are  enrolled  at  church  re- 
lated colleges.  To  serve  these  students 
is  the  goal  of  the  Synod  through  a  pro- 
gram of  "Christian  Campus  Life." 

The  budget  of  the  Synod's  Christian 
Education  Committee  provides  funds  to 
make  possible  the  services  of  salaried 
student  workers  at  the  larger  institu- 
tions, and  supplement  work  done  by  lo- 
cal pastors  and  workers  at  all  institu- 
tions. 

The  immediate  and  pressing  need  is 
for  adequate  buildings  at  the  University 
of  Tennessee,  Knoxville,  and  East  Ten- 
nessee State  College,  Johnson  City,  and 
provide  other  physical  equipment  at 
other  instituitons  where  work  is  in 
progress. 

These  two  projects  are  to  receive  the 
major  part  of  the  funds  raised,  but  some 
aid  will  be  available  to  the  other  institu- 
tions where  "budget"  support  is  pro- 
vided. 

The  other  two  institutions  included 
are  Western  Carolina  College,  Cullo- 
whee,  N.  C.  (in  Asheville  Presbytery) 
and  Appalachian  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, Boone,  N.  C.  (in  Holston  Presby- 
tery) . 

The  total  amount  being  asked  for  this 
work  is  $200,000.

By    The    Superintendent 

The  Orphanage  Day  Camp,  held  Au- 
gust 1  -  5,  was  highly  successful  in  the 
opinion  of  staff  members  and  parents 
of  children  from  the  Black  Mountain 
Church  who  joined  in  the  camp  ex- 
perience. 

There  were  fifty  six  boys  and  girls 
enrolled,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
Robert  W.  Gray,  pastor  of  the  Black 
Mountain  Church.  These  were  Pri- 
maries, Juniors  and  Pioneers,  and  in- 
cluded seventeen  from  the  church  it- 
self. 

Other  than  members  of  the  orphanage 
staff  the  leaders  in  the  school  included 
Mr.  Gray,  Mrs.  Harold  Patton  and  Mrs.

GARDNER  TO  BE  INSTALLED 
ON  SEPTEMBER  FOURTH 

When  Rev.  Allen  Gardner  is  installed 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheville,  N.  C,  on  September  4th,  the 
occasion  will  be  one  of  unusual  signifi- 
cance. 

This  will  be  the  second  installation 
in  this  congregation  in  sixty  eight  years. 
His  immediate  predecessor,  Dr.  C.  Grier 
Davis,  was  installed  in  1938,  following 
the  pastorate  of  Dr.  R.  F.  Campbell, 
who  was  installed  in  1892. 

Mr.  Gardner  will  be  installed  on  the 
first  Sunday  of  his  official  relationship 
to  the  church,  and  before  he  preaches  as 
the   minister   to    this   congregation. 

Perhaps  the  most  unusual  detail  is 
that  the  two  ministers  whose  resignations 
led  to  the  calling  of  Mr.  Gardner  will 
be  members  of  the  commission  to  install 
their  successor.

committees  in  promoting  an  appeal  lor 
full  support  in  the  Every  Member  Can- 
vass. 

Each  church  will  be  asked  to  agree  to 
a  "Percent"  of  anticipated  income  in 
1961  (exclusive  of  designated  gifts  and 
building  funds  contributions)  that  will 
be  forwarded  through  the  Central  Treas- 
urer for  general  distribution. 

After  the  Every  Member  Canvass  in 
November,  each  church  will  be  asked 
to  report  the  amount  of  anticipated  in- 
come, and  indicate  the  total  in  dollars 
the  accepted  percentage  will  probably 
produce. 

When  the  totals  of  all  the  churches 
are  reported,  then  the  Presbytery  will 
be  asked  in  January  1961,  to  decide  the 
basis  of  distribution  to  best  meet  the 
needs  of  all  the  causes  on  as  equitable 
basis  as  possible. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Presbytery  to 
disburse  all  designated  funds  according 
t.b  the  direction  of  the  donors,  and  on 
a  "church  by  church"  basis  to  distribute 
the  undesignated  funds  so  that  every 
cause  will  receive  a  proportionate  share 
of  the  total  given  by  that  church. 

The  churches  responded  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Presbytery  and  set  times  for 
the  visits  of  the  deputation  teams.

This  represents  the  amount  needed  from  the 
Churches  of  the  Presbytery  to  operate  this 
home  in  the  strictest  economy,  based  on  a 
budget  $5,000  LESS  than  that  approved  for 
budget  $5,000  LESS  than  that  approved  for 
1960.  These  economies  are  being  made  vol- 
untarily by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  re- 
duce    expenses     to     an     absolute     minimum. 

Church  Extension  $37,000 

This  represents  the  absolute  minimum  needs 
for  meeting  salary  committments  to  fourteen 
churches,  to  aid  several  churches  in  build- 
ing improvement  programs  and  includes  a 
reasonable  amount  for  "new  work",  which 
cannot  be  undertaken  unless  the  total  bud- 
get   is    provided. 

Office  of  Executive  Secretary:         $15,000 

This  is  a  much  larger  amount  than  previous- 
ly for  it  separates  the  support  of  the  work 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  from  other 
agencies  and  unifies  it.  This  amount  in- 
cludes the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary,  the  salary  of  the  Office 
Secretary  and  all  office  expenses,  the  publi-

We  can't  begin  to  tell  you  how  much 
we  miss  Montreat  and  Asheville  Presby- 
tery. We  thoroughly  enjoy  getting  THE 
MOUNTAIN  WORK  because  it  is  our  main 
source  of  information  on  happenings  in 
our  Presbytery. 

At  the  meeting  of  our  Mission  earlier 
this  month  we  were  assigned  to  the  states 
of  Maranhao  and  Piaui  and  will  be  living 
in  the  city  of  Sao  Luiz,  a  sea  coast  town 
only  2V2  degrees  from  the  Equator.  The 
two  states  are  the  size  of  Texas  without 
the  pan  handle.  With  Rose  Cameron  we 
will  compose  the  missionary  force  for  this 
area. 

It  is  quite  a  drastic  change  from  the 
cove  of  Montreat.  This  year  of  language 
study  and  orientation  has  been  a  full  year 
and  we  haven't  gotten  all  the  things  done 
yet.  Our  intentions  to  keep  in  corres- 
pondence with  our  brethren  on  the  home 
front  have  constantly  been  frustrated.  In 
fact  I  think  the  first  year  on  the  mission 
field  can  best  be  described  as  a  year  of 
frustration.

LEADERSHIP  SCHOOL  DRAWS 
OVER  230  ENROLLMENTS 

The  most  successful  Leadedship  School 
in  recent  years  closed  on  SejDtember  14th 
with  over  two  hundred  thirty  enrolled 
from  eighteen  churches  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery. 

The  daily  attendance  averaged  well 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  and  there 
were  almost  one  hundred  and  thirty 
credits  given  in   the  nine  classes. 

Dr.  John  R.  Folger,  jahysician  of  Bre- 
vard, and  Ruling  Elder  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  there  served  as  the  dean. 
The  sessions  were  held  at  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Asheville. 

A  number  who  enrolled  were  unable 
to  attend,  and  many  came  for  cne  or  two 
days.  The  list  of  those  receiving  credits 
is  incomjDlete  at  the  time  of  this  writing, 
but  the  entire  list  will  be  jarinted  in 
the  October  issue  of  Our  Mountain 
Work. 

The  unofficial  tabulation  of  enrollees 
for  the  school  showed  that  Arden  had 
ten,  Asheville  First,  22;  Bethel,  3;  Black 
Mountain,  3;  Brevard-D.R.,  17;  Canton, 
17;  Etowah,  3;  Grace  Covenant,  6;  Hen- 
dersonville, 22;  Kenilworth,  36;  Malvern 
Hills,  13;  Mills  River,  2;  Oak  Forest,  14; 
Swannanoa,  9;  Sylva,  6;  Waynesville,  4; 
West  Asheville,  27;  and  Westminster  16. 

The  teachers  and  courses  have  been 
fully  listed  in  jarevious  issues  of  Our 
Mountain  Work.  At  the  final  session 
of  the  faculty  it  was  recommended  that 
the  school  be  held  every  two  years,  and 
that  minor  changes  in  the  schelude  and 
curricula  be  made.  These  recommenda- 
tions will  be  {presented  to  the  Presbytery's 
Committee  on  Christian  Education.

A  recent  gift  of  an  automatic  washer 
is  available  to  the  hosts  and  students 
alike,  and  a  new  and  larger  electric 
stove  is  soon  to  be  purchased  for  the 
kitchen. 

Other  needed  improvements  will  in- 
clude insulation  of  the  house,  a  new 
roof,  the  extension  of  the  present  porch 
and  landscaping.  Much  of  this  work 
will  be  done  by  the  students.

Two  churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
attempting  to  solve  their  need  for  more 
space  for  educational  programs  through 
manse  adjustments.

neer and  Senior  classes,  and  provide  a 
pastor's  study. 

On  August  29th,  Rev.  Sam  L.  Ro- 
chester at  Bryson  City  were  housed  in 
temporary  quarters  as  they  watched 
their  home  literally  being  moved  over 
the  hill,  while  Rev.  Robert  A.  Potter, 
at  Murphy,  was  already  settled  in  an 
eight  room,  story  and  a  half  frame 
dwelling  in  east   Murphy. 

The  remodeling  of  the  old  manse 
at  Murphy  will  help  greatly  in  solving 
their  problems  and  the  moving  of  the 
manse  at  Bryson  City  will  open  the  way 
to  their  next  step  in  building  additional 
facilities  for  educational  and  fellowship 
purposes.

Budget  Spending  must  of  neces- 
sity be  restricted  to  Budget  Income, 
and  opportunities  for  service  must 
be  missed  entirely  or  greatly  re- 
stricted. Thereby  the  Groivth  of 
the  Kingdom  is  stunted  by  the 
failure  of  church  members  to  "share 
proportionately"  the  things  commit- 
ted to  their  stewardship. 

Hospitals  and  schools  cannot 
function.  The  Gospel  cannot  be 
preached.  Fields  cannot  be  opened. 
At  home  and  abroad,  only  the  bar- 
est minimum  of  opportunities  can 
be  met.  Thus  do  we  limit  the 
"Growth  of  the  Kingdom.'

The  Mountain  Orphanage 

This  home  of  Asheville  Presbytery  provides 
Christian  nurture  and  training  for  fifty- 
six  boys  and  girls  from  Western  North 
Carolina,  who  come  from  underprivileged 
situations,  and  who  have  been  approved  for 
such  training  by  the  Session  of  the  nearest 
Presbyterian     Church. 

Church  Extension 

This  work  includes  the  partial  support  of 
fourteen  Churches  in  the  Presbytery,  the 
challenge  of  new  work  as  far  as  circum- 
stances will  permit,  and  the  aiding  of  exist- 
ing churches  in  developing  a  total  program 
in    their    communities. 

Office  of  Executive  Secretary 

This  office  serves  as  the  promotional  agent 
of  the  Presbytery,  publishing  monthly  OUR 
MOUNTAIN  WORK  which  is  mailed  to 
3,500  homes  in  the  Presbytery,  serving  as 
treasurer  for  the  various  agencies  of  the 
Presbytery,  including  the  handling  of  all 
financial  matters  pertaining  to  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  and  acting  as  Central  Treas- 
urer   of    Benevolences. 

Christian  Education 

This  committee  underwrites  the  expenses  of 
ALL  activities  for  camps,  conferences,  lead- 
ership schools,  acquirement  or  development 
of  all  camp  property,  and  the  promotion  of 
Christian  education  at  all  levels  in  the 
Presbytery. 

Montreat-Anderson   College 

For  more  than  thirty  years  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery has  shared  in  the  support  of  the 
Montreat-Anderson  College,  or  the  institu- 
tion as  it  has  been  operated  since  it  was 
founded  in  1916.  The  amount  named  in 
the  budget  is  the  amount  the  Presbytery 
set  as  the  share  they  would  like  to  have 
in  this  work  in  1961.  if  budget  contribu- 
tions   permit. 

Davidson   College 

Asheville  Presbytery  elects  two  trustees  of 
Davidson  College  and  in  1960  includes  the 
college    in    the   benevolence    budget.

To  ?/ie  Ministers  of  the  Synod  of  Appalachia  -- 


Rev.  R.  T.  L.  Liston,  D.D.,  President  of  King  College, 
has   written   a   letter  to   the   ministers   of   Appalachia 
Synod    about   the    status    of    "building   plans"    on    the 
campus  of  the  Synod's  col- 
lege. 

At  present  the  campus 
reflects  the  confusion  sug- 
gested by  the  pictures  on 
this  page.  However,  they 
indicate  progress  in  lay- 
ing new  water  lines,  grad- 
ing for  landscape  improve- 
ments, and  arranging  for 
new  buildings  to  add  to  the 
beauty  and  efficiency  of 
the  campus. 

"The  landscape  archi- 
tect," according  to  the  let- 
ter, "has  given  us  a  highly 
satisfactory  layout."  The 
new  sewer  system,  water 
lines,  and  grading  of  the 
central  lawn  are  about 
complete.  Curbs  and  gut- 
ters in  the  roadways  will 
be  followed  with  a  tempo- 
rary pavement,  and  a  final 
finish  will  be  applied  sometime  next  summer. 

A  new  women's  residence  hall,  to  house  one  hundred 
students,  and  a  new  library-administration  building  are 
well  advanced  in  the  planning  stage.  When  built  they 
will  release  other  space  for  men's  quarters.  The  li- 
brary-administration unit  will  be  three  stories,  with  ad- 
ministration offices  occupying  the  first  floor. 

Endowment 
Dr.  Liston  continues  to  emphasize  that  adequate  en- 
dowment comes  be- 
fore enlarging  the 
student  body  and 
he  pointed  out  that 
$500,000  of  the 
$799,108  raised  in 
the  1954-57  Devel- 
opment Fund  was 
used  for  this  leav- 
ing only  $299,108 
for  building  needs. 
His  letter  points 
out  the  need  for 
spending  $800,000 
for  the  two  new 
buildings,  together 
with  from  $80,000 
to  $100,000  for 
work  of  the  cam- 
pus, $60,000  recon- 
ditioning the  older 


buildings  together  with  $50,000  for  new  books  for 
the  library  —  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $1,000,000  with 
only  $299,108  available  for  same. 

"If  we  succeed  in  raising 
the  $1,000,000,  which  the 
Synod  authorized,"  he 
pointed  out,  "the  $290,000 
remaining  is  a  very  small 
addition  to  our  endowment 
fund." 

Instruction  Cost 

Actual  cost  of  instruc- 
tion at  King,  according  to 
the  letter,  is  $1,100  per  stu- 
dent. The  student  pays 
less  than  $500  of  this  cost, 
the  remainder  coming  from 
scholarships  made  possible 
from  endowments  and 
gifts  of  the  churches  of  the 
Synod,  with  other  income. 
"These  figures  seem  high 
to  some  of  us,"  As  Dr.  Lis- 
ton reports,  but  he  also 
cites  comparative  figures. 
"At  Vanderbilt  the  total 
expenses  for  teaching  is  about  $2,000  of  which  the  stu- 
dent pays  $700.  At  the  University  of  Tennessee  the 
taxpayers  pay  about  $1,000  for  the  teaching  program 
of  the  university,  in  addition  to  anything  appropriat- 
ed for  buildings." 

The  college  community  has  willingly  endured  the 
dust  and  mud,  noise  and  confusion,  being  glad  to  see 
the  work  going  on.  It  is  reported  that  the  contractors 
are  doing  an  excellent  piece  of  work,  and  Dr.  Liston 
states  "the  expense 
is,  up  to  now,  some- 
what less  than  esti- 
mated." 

The  work  being 
done  is  following  an 
architect's  plans  to 
locate  all  necessary 
buildings  now  exist- 
ing or  to  be  erected 
and  placed  on  the 
campus  in  a  posi- 
tion to  serve  ade- 
quately a  contem- 
plated student  body 
of  650  by  1980. 

The  letter  closes 
with  an  invitation, 
"I  hope  you  will 
visit  us  and  see  this, 
soon."

during  1960,  to  hear  requests  for  aid  in 
1961,  and  to  adopt  a  report  to  go  to  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  requesting  aid  from  them 
fcr  work  in  the  Presbytery  next  year. 

Before  a  church  can  receive  aid  in  the 
support  of  their  pastor,  they  are  required 
to  make  formal  application,  stating 
what  they  are  able  to  do  and  how  much 
help  they  need  from  the  committee. 

Churches  needing  aid  for  capital 
needs,  building  expansion,  etc.,  are  in- 
vited to  present  those  needs.  As  far  as 
available  funds  can  be  found,  the  Com- 
mittee seeks  to  help  in  such  cases.  Pri- 
ority is  given  to  salary  supplements,  how- 
ever, to  enable  the  congregations  to  have 
the  services  of  resident  pastors. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of 
the  Generaf  Assembly  has  limited  funds 
available  for  special  capital  appropria- 
tions each  February,  depending  largely 
upon  the  amount  received  from  the 
"Supplementary  Offering"  each  May. 
Applications  for  aid  from  this  fund  must 
be  channelled  through  the  Church  Ex- 
tension Committee  and  in  their  hands 
by  the  December  meeting.

The  first  issue  in  December  1910  car- 
!  ried  the  following  statement  of  purpose 
;  in  the  mast  head: 

"A  periodical  devoted  to  the  cause 
of  church  extension,  Christian  edu- 
cation and  works  of  charity." 
Currently  it  is  stated, 

"The  whole  work  of  the  whole 
church  promoted  in  or  supported 
by  Asheville  Presbytery." 

There  are  three  areas  of  specific  need 
to  make  the  ministry  of  Our  Mountain 
Work  mere  effective,  and  help  is  greatly 
needed  in  each. 

Circulation 

Four  Thousand  Copies  of  the  paper 
are  printed  monthly  and  approximately 
3,900  copies  are  mailed  directly  to  indi- 
viduals  and   institutions   including: 

A — As  far  as  the  Executive  Secretary 
is  advised,  to  every  home  related  to  any 
church  of  Asheville  Presbytery.  This  in- 
cludes homes  where  one  or  more  persons 
are  related  by  membership  in  the  church, 
or  participation  in  its  services. 

B — As  far  as  possible  to  every  Minister 
|  in  the  Synod  of  Appalachia. 

C — To  individuals,  some  non-Presby- 
terian, who  have  shown  a  special  interest 
in  The  Mountain  Orphanage,  or  other 
phases  of  the  work  of  the  Presbytery. 

D — To  institutions,  libraries  or  other 
agencies  who  desire  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  work  in  the  Presbytery  or  pre- 
serve the  record  of  the  Presbytery  in 
jpermanent  files. 

It  is  obviously  impossible  for  the  Ed- 
iitor  to  keep  these  rolls  complete  unless 
those  who  KNOW  will  promptly  report 
the  names  to  be  added  to,  deleted  from, 
or  addresses  that  should  be  changed. 

The  general  rule-of-thumb  is  this: 

Whenever  the  local  church  receives 
a  NEW  member,  the  name  and  ad- 
dress should  be  reported  immediately 
to  the  Editor,  so  that  this  name  can 
be  added  to  the  mailing  list.

Subscriptions 
OUTSIDE  the  Presbytery  will  be  at 
the  rate  of  $1.00  each.) 

In  the  case  of  a  death,  and  there 
are  no  other  persons  living  at  that 
home  related  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  name  should  be  dropped 
from   the   mailing   list. 

The  Pastor  and  Session  of  each  local 
church  is  expected  to  keep  the  Editor's 
office  advised  of  all  such  changes  indi- 
cated above.

The  Mountain  Orphanage  affords 
Presbyterians  of  Western  North  Caro- 
lina, and  their  host  of  friends,  the  oppor- 
tunity to  share  in  the  Christian  nurture 
of  fifty-six  boys  and  girls  annually. 

Each  of  these  has  been  carefully  chosen 
on  the  basis  of  individual  need  for  a 
Christian  home.  They  come  from  the 
area  included  in  Asheville  Presbytery, 
which  owns  and  operates  this  home. 

The  Trustees  of  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage are  proud  of  the  "credit  rating" 
of  this  home.  Bills  are  paid  promptly, 
even  though  it  is  sometimes  necessary 
to  borrow  money  to  do  so.  This  is  usual- 
ly necessary  every  year  because  the 
Thanksgiving  Offering  normally  pro- 
vides at  least  one  fourth  of  the  annual 
budget. 

The  Trustees  are  equally  proud  of 
the  fact  that  in  eight  of  the  past  ten 
years  the  "Home"  has  been  operated 
within  the  budget  approved  annually  by 
Asheville  Presbytery. 

For  1960  this  approved  budget  is 
$62,500. 

Over  Three  Fourths  of  this  must  come 
from  the  Churches  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery. The  remaining  fourth  will  come 
from  various  outside  sources.  These  in- 
clude The  Duke  Endowment,  gifts  from 
relatives  of  the  children,  a  few  trust 
funds,  occasional  legacies,  other  indi- 
viduals, farm  sales,  less  than  $300  an- 
nually from  invested  funds,  and  a  milk 
subsidy  from  the  state. 

Asheville  Presbytery  for  1960  set  the 
sum  of  $42,000  as  the  share  of  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  from  the  benev- 
olence gifts  of  the  churches,  estimated 
for  1960  to  reach  a  total  of  $175,000. 
If  this  total  is  exceeded  then  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  will  share  proportionate- 
ly in  the  surplus. 

Asheville  Presbytery  directed  that  each 
church  be  given  a  goal  as  their  share  of 
the  $42,000.  The  "local  goal  is  to  be 
reached  in  one  or  all  of  the  following 
ways: 

A — Every  Sunday  School  is  asked  to 
give  One  Sunday's  Offering  to  the  Home 
each  month. 

B — Women's  Circles,  other  groups 
and  some  individuals  have  accepted  defi- 
nite children  to  clothe,  and  remit  the 
necessary  money  for  this  purpose.  (The 
present  estimate  is  $75.00  per  child  per 
year.) 

C — From  time  to  time  individuals  in 
local  congregations  make  special  contri- 
butions as  members  of  a  particular 
church.  (These  do  not  include  gifts  "In 
Lieu  of  Flowers.") 

D — The  Thanksgiving  Offering  is 
considered  a  part  of  the  total  goal  set 
for  the  church. 


All  of  the  above  sources  are  received 
as  "designated  gifts"  and  go  directly  to 
The  Mountain  Orphanage,  even  if  the 
total  exceeds  the  church  goal. 

The  Central  Treasurer  of  the  Presby- 
tery is  directed  to  use  the  "undesignated 
funds"  (from  the  regular  Sunday  by 
Sunday  offering  in  the  local  church)  to 
assure    that   The    Mountain    Orphanage 


A.  Personal  Teslimony 

Joe  Robinson,  who  graduated  in 
1959,  has  been  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  for  the  past  year.  He 
has  spent  the  summer  at  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  and  has  been  employed 
by  the  Beacon  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany  in   their  recreational   program. 

Joe  expects  to  return  in  the  fall  and 
resume  his  studies  looking  forward  to 
activities  in  the  field  of  social  studies. 

Joe  writes: 

"As  I  begin  my  Sophomore  year  in 
college  I  like  to  look  back  and  to  think 
over  the  years  and  to  realize  what  a 
lucky  boy  I  have  been.  As  I  begin  my 
Sophomore  year,  I  enter  into  the  work 
that  I  have  chosen  o»  my  career,  that 
being  in  the  field  of  social  work.  In 
this  field,  I  feel  that  I  can  repay  in 
some  small  measure  the  help  and  the 
training  that  I  received  at  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage,  for  I  am  sure  that  if 
it  had  not  been  for  the  Orphanage,  I 
would  not  be  where  I  am  today.  God 
has  been  good  to  me  in  so  many  ways 
that  I  can  hardly  begin  to  express  even 
a  few. 

"I  came  to  the  Orphanage  over  ten 
years  ago,  afraid  and  bewildered.  It 
took  me  guite  some  time  to  adjust  to 
all  the  other  boys  and  girls  at  the 
home  and  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
which  all  of  us  must  follow. 

"It  was  not  too  long  until,  as  young 
as  I  was,  that  I  accepted  the  Orphan- 
age as  my  home,  and  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  still  do.  I  return  home  during 
the  vacations  and  during  the  summer. 
I  find  a  job,  and  lead  the  life  of  a 
normal  college  boy. 

"I  hope  and  pray  that  God  continues 
to  be  good  to  me  and  that  I  will  be  able 
to  finish  college  and  offer  my  services 
to  The  Mountain  Orphanage." 


The    New    Name 

Asheville  Presbytery  approved  a  new  name 
for  "The  Mountain  Orphanage"  and  instructed 
the  Trustees  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have 
this    done. 

This  involves  changing  the  charter  and  other 
details  that  take  time.  The  name  is  still,  "The 
Mountain  Orphanage,  Inc."  When  the  proper 
changes  have  been  made,  announcement  will  be 
given. 

Until  that  time  make  all  checks  sent  to  the 
treasurer  payable  to  "The  Mountain  Orphanage, 
Inc." 


receives  its  full  share  of  the  total  given 
by  the  church. 

When  the  Church  reaches  the  goal 
set  for  every  cause  in  the  Budget,  then 
all  additional  "undesignated  gifts"  are 
to  be  divided  proportionately,  including 
The  Mountain  Orphanage. 

The  Present  Problem 

With  an  approved  budget  of  $62,500, 
the  financial  situation  NOW  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  MAXIMUM  that  can  be  expected 
from  the  Churches,  unless  their  total 
giving  to  each  cause  exceeds  the  goal 
set  for  each  cause,  including  the  Moun- 
tain Orphanage,  is  $42,000t.00. 

The  PROBABLE  income  from  out- 
side sources  (see  above)  will  be  about 
$15,000. 

This  with  the  $42,000.00  will  lack 
$5,500  of  reaching  the  approved  spending 
budget. 

Possible    Solution 

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  in  1959 
reached  $12,000.  It  must  exceed  this 
amount  in  1960. 

Using  the  first  six  months  of  1960 
as  an  index  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  the  receipts  for  The  Mountain 
Orphanage  from  the  churches  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  will  reach: 

From  "Undesignated"  Gifts  $17,000.00 

From  "Designated"  Gifts, 
other  than  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering  '7,000.01 

In  order  to  reach  the  entire 
$42,000,  The  Thanksgiving 
Offering  must  be  at  least     17,500.0(1

Some  economies  have  already  beer 
put  into  effect  and  we  are  sure  that  the 
home  will  live  within  the  approved  196( 
budget. 

But,  there  is  still  outstanding  the  !j 
200.00  borrowed  in  1959  that  should  be 
repaid  to  reserve  funds.  Of  this  amoul 
approximately  half  MUST  be  restorec 
to  restricted  funds  from  which  it  wa: 
borrowed. 

For  1961,  the  Trustees  have  projectec 
a  budget  that  will  be  $5,000  LESS  thai 
this  year.

The  Mountain   Orphanage 

On  January  19,  1904,  Dr.  R.  P.  Smith, 
held  a  family  worship  service  with  Mrs. 
T.  C.  Bales,  the  iirst  matron  and  her 
helper,  together  with  a  family  of  about 
'eight  or  ten  children. 

The  place  was  on  Cove  Creek,  in 
Havwcod  County. 

Thus  was  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
'inaugurated  in  prayer  and  faith.  It  was 
[the  first  child-care  institution  in  the  Ap- 
palachian mountains,  and  has  served  con- 
tinuously since  that  time. 

To-day,  located  three  miles  west  of 
Black  Mountain,  there  are  fifty-six  boys 
and  girls  receiving  the  benefit  of  a  Chris- 
tian Home,  under  the  direction  of  Don 
C.  McKenzie  and  his  consecrated  staff. 
Also  there  are  three  in  college  and  one 
in  special  training. 

The  entire  family  worships  at  the 
Black  Mountain  Presbyterian  Church, 
under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Robert  W. 
Grav,  and  a  special  class  of  16  are  re- 
ceiving instruction  in  church  member- 
ship, with  a  view  to  reception  on  Profes- 
sion of  Faith,  November  20,  the  Sunday 
before  Thanksgiving. 

Churches  throughout  the  Presbytery 
are  better  acquainted  with  the  home  and 
jits  work  because  of  the  many  visits  made 
this  fall  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  G. 
Aiken  Taylor,  named  by  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery as  chairman  of  a  special  commit- 
tee to  direct  this  activity. 

Laymen  of  the  Presbytery,  many  be- 
ing members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
with  Mr.  McKenzie  and  children  of  the 
home  have  visited  thirty  of  the  thirty-four 
churches,  telling  of  the  home.  These 
visits  have  resulted  in  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  aims  and  ideals  of  the 
work. 

A  circular  has  been  printed  and  dis- 
tributed through  the  Churches.  The 
faces  of  the  children  appear  in  pictures. 
The  staff  is  identified.  The  needs  are 
outlined.  One  outstanding  testimony 
(among  others  that  could  have  been 
used)  tells  how  one  college  student  feels 
about  "his  home". 

Open  House  is  planned  for  Sunday 
rfternoons,  November  6  and  f3,  per- 
haps too  late  for  this  notice  to  serve  as  a 
reminder  that  "YOU"  are  invited.  So 
this  paragraph  is  added  to  this  story 
to  say,  "If  you  missed  on  either  of  these 
days,  plan  to  come  and  see  us  anyway."

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STEGALL  VOTED  RETIREMENT 
EFFECTIVE  IN  JANUARY  '61 

Rev.  C.  R.  Stegall,  pastor  of  the 
riendship  Presbyterian  Church  on  Mon- 
treat  Road,  between  Black  Mountain 
and  Montreat,  was  granted  "Honorable 
Retirement",  effective  January  23,  1961. 

He  will  be  seventy  on  January  21, 
1961,  and  will  preach  his  final  sermon 
as  pastor  of  the  church  on  January  22nd. 

Mr.  Stegall  came  into  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery in  September  1955,  and  was  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  Friendship  Church, 
then  worshipping  in  the  old  frame 
building,  inherited  from  some  twenty  or 
more  years  use  by  the  group  meeting 
as  an  outpost  of  the  Montreat  Church. 

The  "Chapel"  took  on  new  life  when 
Rev.  W.  H.  Armistead  began  a  service 
of  love,  from  his  Montreat  home.  He 
led  them  to  be  organized  as  the  Friend- 
ship Presbyterian  Church  in  1952.  Mr. 
Stegall  succeeded  him  as  pastor  of  the 
congregation. 

Almost  the  first  major  project  under 
the  new  pastor  was  a  "Pre-Budget  Can- 
vass", when  the  little  congregation  over- 
subscribed their  previous  financial  rec- 
ord by  one  hundred  percent.  Their  first 
act  was  to  increase  their  gifts  to  benev- 
olences by  Four  Hundred  Percent,  and 
to  add  substantially  to  a  building  fund 
with  a  like  annual  amount. 

Like  an  over-night  dream  the  beauti- 
ful cream-face  brick  building,  valued  at 
over  .$75,000.00  was  erected  a  short  while 
later.  The  first  service  was  held  in  the 
new  building  in  September  1958,  with  an 
estimated  attendance  of  over  three  hun- 
dred. 

Since  that  time  the  church  has  con- 
sistently retired  a  debt  shoulderd  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  plant  of  sanc- 
tuary, fellowship  and  educational  rooms, 
continued  their  contributions  to  benev- 
olences and  recently  purchased  a  beauti- 
ful manse. 

Mr.  Stegall  had  previously  been  an 
industrial  missionary  to  the  Congo. 
While  there,  from  1915  -  23  he  intro- 
duced electricity,  radio  communication, 
and  other  practical  services  in  the  mis- 
sion field.     On  furlough  in  1923  he  was

Remittances  from  local  treasurers  in 
the  hands  of  the  Central  Treasurer  not 
later  than  NOON,  Wednesday,  January 
4th,  will  be  credited  to  the  giving  record 
of  1960.  Subsequent  receipts  will  be 
credited  to  the  giving  record  for  1961. 

The  final  Sunday  in  1960  is  Christ- 
mas Day,  December  25.  Treasurers  who 
can  send  in  a  FINAL  check  before  the 
end  of  the  year  will  speed  the  annual 
report  from  the  Central  Treasurer.

MEMORIAL  GIFTS  AFFORD 
"EXTRAS"  AT  ORPHANAGE 

The  most  recent  project  financed 
through  "Memorial  Gifts"  to  Mountain 
Orphanage  was  the  re-furnishing  the 
dormitories  of  the  small  girls  and  boys, 
and  the  installing  of  a  stainless  steel 
sink  in  the  kitchen.  A  new  station  wagon 
was  purchased  in  the  fall  of  1959. 

None  of  these  much  needed  "extras" 
would  have  been  possible  on  the  regular 
operating  income.  Like  many  homes, 
it  would  have  been  necessary  to  drag 
along  without  these  things  that  add 
to  the  efficiency  and  comfort  of  the 
home. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1960,  gifts  received  as  memorials, 
and  handled  separate  from  the  operat- 
ing funds,  reached  a  total  of  $3,204.38. 
Since  the  first  such  gift  was  made  in 
1945,  the  total  receipts  have  amounted 
to  $24,644.11.

WHITE  OAK  WORK  RE-OPENED 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WITH  31 

The  White  Oak  Sunday  School  was 
re-organized  on  November  6th,  with  an 
attendance  of  31  from  the  community 
and  29  from  the  sponsoring  Waynesville 
Presbyterian  Church,  after  a  lapse  of 
over  fifteen  years. 

The  re-opening  was  a  direct  result  of 
a  thorough  survey  of  the  community 
made  by  Miss  Bessie  May  Stribling, 
Church  Extension  Worker  of  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia.  She  found  a  number  of 
families  and  some  thirty-five  children 
willing  to  support  a  Sunday  School  in 
the  old  building  of  the  White  Oak  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

In  October  1924  thirty  five  persons 
of  the  White  Oak  Community  in  Hay- 
wood County,  about  twenty  miles 
north  of  Waynesville,  petitioned  for 
the  organization  of  a  church  in  their 
area.  Dr.  H.  B.  Dendy,  Weaverville, 
was  a  member  of  the  commission  ap- 
pointed to   organize   this   church. 

The  property  was  purchased  shortly 
afterward  and  in  1927  a  building 
erected.  Rev.  Dunbar  H.  Ogden,  Jr., 
now  Associate  Pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Huntington,  W. 
Va.,  was  ordained  by  Asheville  Presby- 
tery on  November  6,  1927,  and  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  White  Oak  Pres- 
byterian   Church. 

While  only  four  of  the  forty  four  fam- 
ilies live  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  church  building,  the  distance  to  the 
nearest  church  and  the  interest  of  those 
living  there  led  to  the  re-opening  of  the 
work.  In  November  the  average  at- 
tendance from  the  community  has  been 
thirty  two. 

Rev.  Wayne  R.  Aughinbaugh,  pastor 
cf  the  Waynesville  Church,  with  Miss 
Stribling,  assisted  by  others  from 
Waynesville,  have  worked  diligently  to 
make  the  project  a  success.  They  have 
been  rewarded  by  the  zeal  of  the  local 
people,  including  a  boy  and  girl  who 
walked  nine  miles  to  attend. 

Mr.  Aughinbaugh,  a  deacon  from 
Waynesville,  and  many  from  the  com- 
munity observed  November  17  th  as 
"Work  Day"  improving  the  interior  of 
the  building  and  the  grounds.  The 
ladies  in  the  community  served  refresh- 
ments. 

For  the  past  ten  years  the  principal 
use  to  which  the  building  has  been  put 
was  for  a  local  Community  Betterment 
Organization.  The  permission  to  us  the 
building  was  based  upon  local  up-keep 
and  the  reserved  right  to  re-sume  serv- 
ices there.  The  location  will  not  be  far 
from  the  site  of  the  proposed  Inter-state 
Highway  to  be  constructed  down  Pigeon 
Riven  valley  from  Clyde  to  the  Tennes- 
see line. 

There  is  Sunday  School  every  Sunday 
at  2:30,  with  a  worship  service  follow- 
ing,   conducted   by    Mr.   Aughinbaugh. 


SUPPORT  OF  DON  WILLIAMS 
ASSUMED  BY  HIS  CHURCH 

The  Black  Mountain  Presbyterian 
Church  has  assumed  a  definite  part  of 
the  support  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Don  E. 
Williams,  working  as  missionaries  in 
Brazil. 

Mr.  Williams  is  a  member  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery,  and  was  formerly  a 
member  of  the  Black  Mountain  Church, 
where  his  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  O.  Williams  are  members,  and 
his  father  a  Ruling  Elder. 

He  was  ordained  by  Asheville  Presby- 
tery in  April,  1945,  and  has  maintained 
his  membership  here  since  going  to  the 
mission  field.

OF  BLACK  MOUNTAIN,  N.  C,  INC. 

Formerly,  "The  Mountain  Orphanage,  Inc." 

The  Secretary  of  State  of  North  Carolina  on  December  28,  1960,  officially  ap- 
proved the  change  of  name  of  "The  Mountain  Orphanage,  Inc.,"  to  "The  Presby- 
iterian   Home   For  Children,   of  Black  Mountain,  N.  C,  Inc." 

This  action  was  done  at  the  special  request  of  the  trustees,  after  the  approval 
of  same  by  Asheville  Presbytery.  It  does  not  change  the  nature  or  functions  of 
the  home  in  any  way. 

Founded,  January  19,  1904 

The  Presbyterian  Home  for  Children  was  opened  on  January  19,  1904  at  Crab- 
tree,  in  Haywood  County,  when  the  late  Dr.  R.  P.  Smith,  then  superintendent 
of  Home  Missions  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  dedicated  the  home  with  family  wor- 
ship with  eight  needy  children  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  T.  C.  Bales  as  the  first 
matron. 

It  was  moved  in  a  few  years  to  a  location  at  Balfour,  N.  C,  in  Henderson 
County,  where  it  grew  until  the  present  home  was  erected  in  1922,  about  three 
miles  west  of  Black  Mountain,  on  the  old  US  70.

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  is  engaged  in 
a  special  effort  to  raise  $1,200,000  for  the 
combined  needs  of  King  College  and  the 
work  among  Presbyterian  Students  at 
state  supported  colleges. 

$1,000,000  is  to  be  used  for  capital 
needs  at  King,  while  $200,000  is  ear- 
marked for  land,  building  and  equip- 
ment at  the  several  state  supported  ed- 
ucational centers.  It  is  hoped  that  West- 
ern Carolina  College,  Cullowhee,  in 
Asheville  Presbytery,  will  receive 
sufficient  funds  to  enlarge  and  improve 
the  Presbyterian  student  center  just  off 
that  campus. 

Already  there  have  been  certain  pre- 
liminary planning  and  promotional 
meetings  within  the  Presbytery  and  it 
is  expected  that  the  campaign  will  be 
brought  to  the  local  churches  in  three 
districts.  Rev.  J.  Bruce  Frye,  as- 
sistant to  the  President  at  King,  will  be 
in  charge  of  these  meetings. 

The  "Asheville  Presbytery  Campaign 
Schedule"  according  to  Mr.  Frye  calls 
for  efforts  centered  around  Bryson  City, 
Asheville,  and  Hendersonville.  There 
will  be  at  least  four  and  possibly  five 
meetings  in  each  center,  scheduled  two 
weeks  apart. 

The  first  will  be  an  Organizational 
Meeting,  to  be  followed  in  two  weeks 
by  a  "Kick  Off"  gathering  and  two,  or 
possibly  three,  report  meetings.  Each 
congregation  has  been  assigned  a  suggest- 
ed share  of  the  total  $275,325  being  asked 
of  the  Presbytery,  and  teams  from  the 
churches  will  be  asked  to  attend  the 
meetings  in  their  districts. 

While  some  of  the  meetings  will  al- 
ready have  been  held  before  this  issue 
of  Our  Mountain  Work  is  read,  the  full 
schedule  is  shown  below.  The  meetings 
are  indicated  as  follows:  Organizational 
— O;  Kickoff  Meeting — K;  Report  Meet- 
ings, numbered  in  order  1,  2,  3.  The 
third  meeting  will  be  held  only  if  needed 
to  secure  a  complete  report  from  the 
district.

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So  This  Is  Church  Extension  In  Asheville  Presbytery 


Churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery  have 
asked  the  Church  Extension  Committee 
of  the  Presbytery  for  $28,381  in  1961  to 
help  pay  a  total  of  $51,675  in  ministers' 
salaries  during  that  year.  The  churches 
propose  to  pay  $33,294. 

The  Committee  will  also  assist  church- 
es where  there  exists  a  special  need  for 
funds  for  building  programs.  Outstand- 
ing at  the  present  time  are  commitments 
to  the  Arden  Church  of  $3,600.00  to  help 
meet  their  obligations  incurred  in  the 
erection  of  their  new  sanctuary,  to  the 
Hayesville  Church  $1,000  for  similar  ob- 
ligations, $2,000  for  anticipated  build- 
ing needs  at  the  Westminster  church  and 
$3,000  for  like  needs  at  Bethel. 

In  addition  the  Committee  has  pur- 
chased a  manse  for  the  Hayesville 
Church.  It  is  owned  by  the  Committee, 
subject  to  later  sale  to  the  church,  but 
it  involves  additional  funds  to  liquidate 
a  current  debt  of  $8,000  on  the  building. 

The  Committee  feels  an  obligation 
to  enlarge  the  work  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery and  is  always  ready  to  hear  of  new 
fields  where  a  service  can  be  rendered 
within  the  limits  of  the  financial  income 
of  the  Committee.  Vital  items  such  as 
these  comprise  the  "spending  budget" 
which  will  be  presented  to  Asheville 
Presbytery  at  the  January  meeting. 

Source  of  Income 

There  are  three  basic  sources  of  in- 
come with  which  this  work  can  be  ac- 
complished: 

1)  The  Budget  Giving  of  local  church- 
es furnishes  the  major  part  of  the  needs. 
Asheville  Presbytery  has  approved  $34,- 
000  from  this  source  as  a  reasonable 
amount  for  1961. 

2)  The  Board  of  Church  Extension 
of  the  General  Assembly  extends  to  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  a  financial  support  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  support 
granted  by  the  Presbytery  to  local 
Churches.  As  stated  above  the  Churches 
have  asked  for  $28,381.  The  Presby- 
tery's Committee  has  asked  several  of 
the  churches  to  reconsider  and  accept  a 
lesser  figure,  and  the  final  figure  will 
probably  be  nearer  $25,000.  Of  this  ap- 
proximately one  half  will  be  asked  of 
the  Assembly's  Board. 

3)  The  Church  Extension  Offering  in 
May  will  supplement  the  above  sources. 
The  amount  received  from  this  source 
will  be  the  measure  by  which  the  Com- 
mittee will  determine  how  much  help 
can  be  granted  local  churches  in  build- 
ing programs,  whether  or  not  the  Com- 
mittee can  launch  a  new  church  within 
the  Presbytery,  and  to  what  extent  the 
Committee  can  truly  function  in 
"Church  Extension". 

Survey    of   Fields 

At  the  special  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  December  8th,  representatives 


of  most  of  the  fields  were  present.  They 
reported  their  progress,  their  needs  and 
the  present  status  of  the  work. 

There  is  no  organized  work  in  Gra- 
ham County,  but  eight  Presbyterians 
there  are  carried  on  the  roll  of  the  An- 
drews Congregation. 

A  very  inadequate  summary  of  each 
field  is  given  below,  to  enable  every 
Presbyterian  to  realize  something  of  the 
extent  and  significance  of  the  work  of 
Church  Extension  in  ten  counties  of 
Western  North  Carolina. 

(Asheville  Presbytery  includes  eleven 
counties  within  her  bounds,  but  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  has  five  con- 
gregations in  Madison — one  of  the  eleven 
counties. 

(The  United  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 
S.  A.,  also  has  six  congregations  —  one 
Negro  —  in   Buncombe  County.) 

There  is  no  organized  work  in  Graham 
County,  but  eight  Presbyterians  there  are 
carried  on  the  roll  of  the  Andrews  Con- 
gregation. 

The  fields  reporting  to  the  December 
meeting  of  the  Committee  include: 

Andrews 

This  congregation  of  about  sixty  mem- 
bers has  been  without  a  pastor  since  the 
fall  of  1959.  They  have  been  carrying 
on  in  a  splendid  way  with  Sunday  supplies. 
Their  major  problem  has  been  retiring 
the  remaining  debt  on  their  educational 
building. 

Since  the  committee  meeting  they  have 
been  encouraged  by  the  response  of  Rev. 
Edward  B.  Whitson  who  has  agreed  to  ac- 
cept their  unanimous  call  and  become  their 
pastor  about  February  1,  1961. 

Bethel   (C) 

This  church,  about  twenty  miles  north  of 
Murphy,  is  a  small  church,  served  by  Jack 
W.  Heintzleman,  Hayesville  supply,  Rev. 
R.  A.  Potter,  and  lay  volunteers  from 
Murphy.  There  is  a  Sunday  School  each 
Sunday  afternoon,  with  a  preaching  service 
twice  a  month. 

Bethel  (H) 

The  Bethel  church  in  Haywood  County 
has  just  completed  a  campaign  to  raise 
$15,000  for  a  building  program.  They 
hope  to  formulate  definite  plans  for  mov- 
ing their  sanctuary,  erecting  a  number  of 
class-rooms  and  securing  a  manse  at  once. 
Later  they  will  complete  their  plant  by 
adding  to  their  educational  needs  and  erect- 
ing a  fellowship  unit. 

This  is  considered  a  major  opportunity 
needing  immediate  help,  as  the  church  is 
located  next  to  a  consolidated  school  of 
over  1,200  pupils.  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Covin  is 
the  pastor. 

Dillingham 

Twenty  five  miles  from  Asheville,  four 
miles  from  Barnardsville,  is  the  Dilling- 
ham church.  This  church  has  served  the 
folks  in  this  section  of  Buncombe  County 
for  over  sixty  years,  and  has  sent  many 
members  to  be  active  in  many  other  com- 
munities. 

The  present  critical  need  is  for  a  new 
roof  on  the  church  (estimated  cost  $3,- 
000.00),  improvements  to  their  educational 
facilities  and  repairs  to  the  manse.  They 
report  growth  in  their  spiritual  develop- 
ment,   but   are   not   located   in   a   growing 


community.      Rev.    Dan   E.    Carlton  is   the 
pastor. 

Etowah 

Etowah  is  located  about  ten  miles  from 
Hendersonville  on  US  64,  toward  Brevard. 
For  four  years  Rev.  R.  L.  Torrence  has 
been  supplying  this  congregation,  travelling 
from   Asheville  to  preach  each   Sunday. 

During  this  time  the  congregation  of 
about  forty  five  has  purchased  additional 
property  and  has  been  constructing  a  new 
building.  They  began  using  the  new  build- 
ing about  the  first  of  the  year,  although 
it  is  not  complete  in  many  details. 

At  the  request  of  the  Presbytery,  the 
Committee  is  making  arrangements  to  as- 
sist this  church  in  securing  a  full-time 
resident  pastor.  It  is  hoped  that  a  pastor 
can  be  found  to  succeed  Mr.  Torrence  in 
the  early  summer. 

Friendship 

The  stately  building  seen  best  as  one 
travels  from  Montreat  toward  Black  Moun- 
tain is  the  home  of  the  Friendship  congre- 
gation. It  is  the  evidence  of  an  outstand- 
ing accomplishment  under  the  leadership 
of  Rev.  C.  R.  Stegall,  who  retires  as  their 
pastor   on  January   31,   1961. 

As  soon  as  the  debt  is  retired  this  con- 
gregation will  assume  their  full  self  sup- 
port, and  at  the  rate  they  are  progressing 
this  is  not  far  in  the  future.  Their  new 
pastor  will  build  on  a  firm  foundation 
and  live  in  a  new  manse  recently  pur- 
chased. The  payments  on  the  manse  are 
being  met  through  a  long  term  loan. 

Hayesville 

Since  the  Hayesville  congregation  began 
using  their  new  building,  the  little  group 
of  less  than  forty  members  has  been  meet- 
ing quarterly  payments  on  their  building 
debt  of  $1,000  plus  interest,  and  the  be- 
nevolence gifts  of  the  church  have  in- 
creased 166%,  while  their  gifts  to  "un- 
designated benevolences"  increased  270%. 

The  Committee  was  able  to  purchase  a 
nice  manse  for  the  field.  This  is  being 
held  for  sale  to  the  church  at  a  later  date, 
with  an  outstanding  balance  due  on  the 
house  of  $8,000.  Jack  W.  Heintzleman, 
student  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  is 
sei-ving  this  field  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 1,  1961. 

Malvern  Hills 

Malvern  Hills  has  assumed  full  self-sup- 
port effective  January  1,  1961. 

This  is  the  ideal  set  before  all  churches, 
and  the  officers  and  pastor  at  Malvern 
Hills,  with  the  support  of  the  membership 
are  to  be  congratulated  for  this  forward 
step. 

With  a  relatively  small  debt  remaining 
on  their  church  property,  the  congregation 
looks  forward  to  their  need  to  enlarge  their 
facilities  for  education  and  fellowship. 

Rev.  James  L.  Jackson  is  pastor  of  this 
church. 

Mills  River 

The  Mills  River  church,  which  celebrat- 
ed their  centennial  in  1959  had  hoped  to 
be  self-supporting  in  1960.  They  are 
within  sight  of  this  goal  and  may  reach  it 
next  year. 

They  consider  themselves  fortunate  to 
have  a  minister  to  accept  their  call  so 
promptly  after  losing  Rev.  J.  Bruce  Frye 
in  August  of  1960.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Hodgkin  will  arrive  about  January  15, 
1961. 

See  Page  Four 
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The  major  need  at  Mills  River  is  for  a 
more  adequate  educational  building  and  a 
re-modeled  sanctuary. 

Morrison 

Morrison  might  be  called  the  "Mother 
Church"  of  Macon  County  if  it  could  boast 
of  continuous  existence  as  an  organiza- 
tion. It  dates  back  many  years  but  was  dis- 
solved in  1948. 

Renewed  interest  prompted  re-organiza- 
tion and  the  church  had  had  student  sup- 
plies commuting  from  Columbia  Seminary 
during  the  school  year,  and  serving  in 
residence  during  the  summer.  Last  Sep- 
tember Rev.  Kennedy  Smartt,  professor  of 
Bible  at  Rabun  Gap-Nachoochee  school  be- 
came  stated   supply   at   Morrison. 

Recent  reports  show  a  substantial  in- 
terest, especially  by  young  people,  with  at- 
tendance up  to  thirty  or  more,  and  a  num- 
ber of  high-school  young  people  making 
their  profession  of  faith  in  Christ. 

Sylva 

Sylva  has  announced  their  intention  to 
assume  full  self-support  before  the  end 
of  1961.  Rev.  J.  D.  Whitesides  began  his 
ministry  there  in  September,  after  an  in- 
terval of  approximately  a  year  without 
a  pastor. 

The  Sylva  church  is  currently  retiring 
their  debt  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  month, 
and  this  will  be  fully  paid  this  year.  The 
church  is  showing  growth,  with  over  one 
hundred  members.  The  minister  at  Sylva 
also  serves  the  130  Presbyterians  in  the 
student  body  of  "Western  Carolina  College 
at  Cullowhee. 

Lakey  Gap 

Lakey  Gap  for  many  years  was  an  out- 
post of  the  Black  Mountain  Church,  lo- 
cated about  two  miles  south  east  of  the 
town.  In  1956  it  was  organized  as  a  church 
in  Asheville  Presbytery,  with  Rev.  Wm.  R. 
Klein  as  minister. 

Presbytery's  committee  has  provided  for 
a  seminary  student  each  summer  for  a 
number  of  years  through  1959.  In  Jan- 
uary, 1960,  Rev.  C.  W.  Solomon  assumed 
the  duties  as  stated  supply.  Under  his 
ministry  the  church  has  shown  renewed 
life. 

To  enable  the  church  to  undertake  other 
needed  work,  particularly  the  finishing  and 
equipping  their  new  building,  the  commit- 
tee has  agreed  to  assume  a  part  of  their 
minister's  salary  for  1961.  The  main 
floor  of  the  building,  including  the  sanc- 
tuary, is  finished  to  the  point  of  useful- 
ness, but  the  basement  is  to  be  completed, 
the  building  brick  veneered  and  much  need- 
ed equipment  added. 

Westminster 

Organized  in  October  1958,  the  Westmin- 
ster Church  still  worships  in  the  Haw  Creek 
School  building.  A  site  was  purchased, 
and  the  congregation  has  paid  over  $20,- 
000  of  the  remainder  of  the  purchase  price. 
The  building  on  the  location  is  used  for 
the  minister's  study,  educational  and  other 
purposes. 

The  congregation  is  working  toward  the 
possibility  of  breaking  ground  in  the  spring 
for  an  educational  -  fellowship  unit  that 
will  afford  them  a  place  for  temporary 
worship.  The  building  will  cost  upwards 
of  $80,000,  and  for  the  time  being  the 
Presbytery's  Committee  continues  the 
larger  share  of  the  salary  of  Rev.  B.  Blake 
Breitenhirt,  their  minister. 


FARRIOR  AT  BRITTAINS  COVE 
CURRIE  TO  SUCCEED  HIM 

Rev.  Stacey  C.  Farrior,  now  living  at 
Montreat,  has  been  the  supply  minister 
at  the  Brittain's  Cove  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  past  three  months.  His 
final  service  there  was  on  January  1, 
1961. 

Rev.  Edward  S.  Currie,  also  living  at 
Montreat,  will  succeed  him  for  a  period 
of  three  months,  and  will  begin  his  serv- 
ice there  on  February  5th. 

Mr.  Currie  will  also  preach  on  Jan- 
uary 15th.  On  the  other  Sundays  in 
January  Dr.  R.  D.  Bedinger  will  be  the 
pulpit  supply. 

Plans  for  the  church  beyond  May  first 
have  not  been  made  at  the  present  time. 
In  the  past  seminary  students  have  been 
engaged  for  three  months  during  the 
summer  as  resident  ministers.

Mr.  Frye  reports  of  the  meeting  held 
at  the  Wes£,  Asheville  church  on  Decem- 
ber 12th,  that  there  were  160  people 
present,  representing  15  churches  of  the 
Presbytery. 

Campus  Christian  Life  was  presented 
by  Dr.  Paul  F.  Warren,  chairman  of 
Synod's  Committee,  and  Rev.  J.  D. 
Whitesides,  student  minister  at  WCC, 
Cullowhee,  while  Mr.  Frye,  and  Dr.  R. 
T.  L.  Liston,  President  of  King,  present- 
ed the  claims  of  the  college. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  are 
three  pastors  of  churches  in  Asheville 
Presbytery  who  attended  King  College: 
Dr.  Warren  F.  Thuston,  Hendersonville, 
Rev.  Wm.  R.  Covin,  Bethel,  and  Rev. 
Fred  F.  Guthrie,  Franklin. 

Mr.  Frye  adds,  with  reference  to  get- 
ting the  facts  of  the  campaign  before  the 
local  congregation,  that  a  folder  with 
"Questions  and  Answers"  and  a  "Color 
Film"  are  available  for  use.  A  special 
booklet  "The  Future  Opens  Wide  Where 
Excellence  Presides"  will  be  distributed 
to  reach  every  Presbyterian  home. 

For  further  information  and  guidance, 
write  Rev.  J.  Bruce  Frye,  King  College, 
Bristol,  Tenn.,  or  contact  him  at  one 
of  the  fifteen  district  meetings  scheduled 
for  this  Presbytery. 

Other  Opportunities 

Early  in  January,  it  was  expected  that 
the  department  of  Survey  and  Church 
Location  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension was  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the 
Presbytery  in  an  effort  to  project  the 
future  planning  of  the  Church  Exten- 
sion Committee  for  the  next  several 
years. 

Mr.  James  Earhart  was  to  have  made 
the  survey,  and  his  report  will  become 
the  basis  of  information  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  this  work  during  Church  Exten- 
sion Season  in  May,    1961. 


WORLD  MISSION  BRIEFS 

In   Anticipation   Of 

World  Mission  Emphasis 

In  February 

Famine  in  the  Congo! 

Protestant  churches  and  missions  have  a 
united  relief  project,  "Operation  Bakwanga", 
in  an  effort  to  help  meet  the  critical  food  and 
clothing  shortage,  under  the  Congo  Protestant 
Relief  Agency,  a  unit  of  the  Congo  Protestant 
Council. 

The  effort  calls  for  feeding  and  clothing  the 
estimated  250,000  displaced  Baluba  tribesmen 
forced  to  leave  the  Luluabourg  area.  Without 
time  to  plant  and  harvest  crops,  350,000  are 
faced  with  hunger. 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  is  participat- 
ing in  this  relief  work  through  Church  World 
Service.  In  this  area  are  forty  six  Presbyterian 
U.S.  missionaries  back  at  work. 

Contributions  sent  to  Central  Treasurer,  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery,  26  Church  Street,  Asheville, 
N.  C,  will  be  forwarded  promptly. 

Schools  In  Equador 

The  Picalqui  Farm  School,  begun  in  1946 
with  an  enrollment  of  seven  has  now  eighty 
Indian  and  mestizo  children,  in  classes  in  Bible, 
agriculture,  carpentry,  health  and  home  eco- 
nomics. 

The  Tupigachi  School,  opened  in  1957,  with 
five  students  now  has  between  fifteen  and 
twenty. 

In  Pingulmi  the  school  was  opened  after 
parents  asked  for  same.  Each  year  this  school 
has  received  the  highest  possible  rating  from  the 
government.  Twelve  students  finished  the  school 
year  of  1960. 

The  largest  school  is  at  Uyumbicho  for  train- 
ing rural  teachers  for  the  entire  republic,  with 
400  students,  with  a  student  center  serving 
the  24  Protestant  students  enrolled. 

This  work  is  under  the  joint  direction  of  the 
Presbyterian  U.S.,  United  Presbyterian,  U.S.A., 
and  other  churches. 

New   Projects  In  Brazil 

A  rural  conference  at  Chapeda  das  Perdizes, 
led  by  Bill  Rawlins,  Presbyterian  U.S.,  Agri- 
cultural missionary.  Farm  purchased  at  Goiania, 
Goias  for  use  as  farm  school  and  possible  con- 
ference grounds. 

Men's  Conference  held  in  October  at  Para- 
catu,  and  men's  work  strengthened  in  area  of 
new   capital,   Brazilia. 

Conference  for  teachers  in  primary  schools 
planned  for  January,  1961. 

10,000th  TB  Patient 

Graham  Sanatorium  and  Clinic,  at  Kwanju, 
Korea,  a  Presbyterian  U.S.  mission-supported 
hospital  in  November  diagnosed  and  treated 
its  own  10,000th  TB  patient,  a  Korean  soldier.

FUTURE  PLANS  OF  MONTREAT 
SET  FORTH  IN  LETTER 

A  year-end  leeter  mailed  to  "Friends 
of  Montreat"  sets  forth  some  of  the  ac- 
complishments and  future  plans  of  Mon- 
treat. It  was  signed  by  Phillip  F.  Hower- 
ton  and  James  Y.  Pharr,  Chairmen, 
Committee  on  the  Development  of  Mon- 
treat. 

The  letter  invited  year-end  gifts  to 
either  the  Mountain  Retreat  Associa- 
tion or  to  Montreat-Anderson  College, 
or  both,  and  added  certain  significant 
facts: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Moun- 
tain Retreat  Association  is  convinced 
that  Montreat  stands  on  the  threshold 
of  a  new  day  of  service  to  Christ  and 
His  Church.  The  President  has  been 
authorized  to  seek  a  Director  of  De- 
velopment. A  contract  has  been  made 
with   the  Western   North   Carolina  De- 


velopment Commission  to  make  a  map 
of  Montreat  showing  the  location  of 
roads,  parks,  playgrounds,  buildings,  and 
a  map  showing  the  projected  develop- 
ment of  Montreat  for  the  next  ten  years. 
The  Trustees  of  Montreat-Anderson 
College  are  delighted  to  announce  that 
the  college  is  now  free  of  all  indebted- 
ness. An  accumulated  deficit  of  $110,- 
000  was  paid  last  year.  Montreat-Ander- 
son College  was  fully  accredited  by  the 
North  Carolina  College  Conference  on 
November  3,  1960,  and  by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  on  December  1,  1960.  They  have 
facilities  for  a  student  body  of  450.  They 
expect  to  move  rapidly  toward  capacity 
enrollment  and  increased  services  to  the 
Church.

Today  there  are  fifty  four  boys  and 
girls  at  the  home,  with  three  in  college 
and  one  completing  her  nursing  course 
at  Memorial  Mission  Hospital,  Ashe- 
ville. With  a  capacity  of  fifty  six,  the 
home  over  the  years  has  given  Christian 
training  to  hundreds  of  needy  boys  and 
girls  from  Western  North  Carolina. 

The  "Home"  was  begun  as  a  work  of 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery,  Inc.,  and  functioned  for 
forty  three  years  under  this  sponsorship. 
In  1947  it  was  separated  from  this  com- 
mittee by  action  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
and  set  up  as  a  separate  corporation. 

In  1923  the  Home  was  moved  to  its 
present  location.  About  this  time  Dr. 
H.  B.  Dendy,  now  president  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  was  made  chairman  of  a 
sub-committee  of  the  Home  Mission 
Committee,  in  charge  of  the  operations 
of  this  Home. 

Dr.  Dendy  has  served  the  Home  longer 
than  any  single  individual  and  has  giv- 
en unselfishly  of  his  time  and  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  staff  and  hundreds  of  chil- 
dren who  have  found  shelter  there. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  for  Chil- 
dren, of  Black  Mountain  N.  C,  Incv 
will  be  properly  registered  with  the  rev- 
enue department  as  a  non-profit  institu- 
tion. As  such  it  can  receive  donations, 
legacies  and  be  included  in  trusts,  wills, 
etc.,  for  sums  that  are  tax-exempt  by  the 
government. 

This  Home  is  supported  by  the  mem- 
bers of  Asheville  Presbytery,  with  about 
one  fourth  of  its  annual  budget  coming 
from  other  sources.  These  sources  in- 
clude an  annual  grant  from  The  Duke 
Endowment,  contributions  from  parents 
and  relatives  of  children,  gifts  of  indi- 
viduals outside  the  Presbytery  and  other 
donors. 

The  support  of  the  Presbytery  comes 
from  the  annual  benevolence  budgets  of 
local  churches,  supplementary  gifts  from 
local  organizations,  and  the  Thanksgiv- 
ing Offering  each  year.

For  Denominational  Benevolences 

$245,000  NEEDED  IN  1961 
$175,000  AVAILABLE 

Churches  Anticipate  Gifts 
23%  Under  Total  Needed 

The  churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
indicated  in  reports  to  the  Council  of 
the  Presbytery  that  their  budget  gifts, 
plus  all  supplementary  offerings  in  1961 
will  probably  reach  $175,000. 

Even  this  figure  is  in  excess  of  actual 
estimates,  which  indicate  that  it  may 
fall  as  much  as  ten  percent  short  of  this 
goal  unless  there  is  renewed  emphasis 
on  supporting  the  seventeen  agencies  of 
the  Presbytery,  Synod  and  General  As- 
sembly.

Unfinished  Agenda 

In  another  column  there  is  a  brief 
account  of  the  Adjourned  Meeting  of 
Asheville  Presbytery,  held  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Churcn,  Asheville,  Febru- 
ary 9,  at  2  P.  M.  Matters  before  this 
meeting  were  "unfinished  business"  of 
the  regular  meeting  at  Montreat. 

The  meeting  at  Montreat  on  January 
17,  1961,  named  Donald  C.  MeKenzie 
as  Moderator  for  a  six  months  term  of 
office  and  transacted  many  other  rou- 
tine items  of  business.  Some  of  these 
are  reported  as  separate  stories  in  this 
issue  of  Our  Mountain  Work. 

The  meeting  opened  with  an  inspir- 
ing sermon  en  the  Holy  Spirit,  by  the 
retiring  moderator  Rev.  Ben  F.  Ormand, 
and  a  Communion  Service  administered 
by  Rev.  C.  Grier  Davis  and  Rev.  Robert 
W.  Gray. 

This  was  the  meeting  for  the  presen- 
tation of  annual  reports,  and  the  Stat- 
ed Clerk,  Rev.  W.  G.  Thomas  made  a 
partial  report  on  the  statistical  record 
of  the  churches.  His  final  report  was 
dependent  on  receiving  reports  from  sev- 
eral more  churches.  The  statistical  in- 
formation is  contained  in  table  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  issue,  and  the  high- 
lights of  the  reports  are  in  a  separate 
stories.

THOMAS  TO  SUCCEED  DAVIS 
AS  DAVIDSON  TRUSTEE 

Rev.  W.  G.  Thomas,  pastor  of  the 
West  Asheville  congregation,  and  stated 
clerk  of  the  Presbytery,  was  named  at 
the  January  meeting  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery, to  succeed  Rev.  C.  G.  Davis  as 
a  trustee  of  Davidson   College. 

Dr.  Davis,  himself  a  graduate  of  David- 
son in  the  class  of  1927,  has  been  a  trus- 
tee of  the  college  since  1942,  when  he 
was  named  by  the  Presbytery  to  this  po- 
sition. He  has  rendered  long  and  faith- 
ful service,  and  was  currently  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Trus- 
tees. 

Dr.  Thomas,  named  to  succeed  him, 
at  the  expiration  of  a  four  year  term, 


in  January  of  this  year,  is  also  a  grad- 
uate of  Davidson,  of  the  class  of  1925. 

Asheville  Presbytery  is  one  of  several 
Presbyteries  recognized  in  the  college 
charter,  under  whom  the  institution  is 
operated.  These  include  the  nine  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
and  currently  the  Presbyteries  in  Flo- 
rida. These  latter  anticipate  withdraw- 
ing their  support  of  Davidson  to  become 
responsible  for  the  new  Florida  Presby- 
terian  College. 

As  a  controlling  Presbytery,  Asheville 
Presbytery  is  entitled  to  elect  two  trus- 
tees for  terms  of  four  years  each.  The 
other  trustee  at  the  present  time  is  Jo- 
seph L.  Hunter,  of  the  Grace  Covenant 
Church,  also  an  alumnus  of  the  college. 
His  term  of  office  expires  in  1963.

Hendersonville  Church.    Under  his  min- 
istry   the   church    has   grown    from    716 
in   1953   to  over  900. 

He  is  a  graduate  of  King  College  and 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  and 
was  ordained  by  Enoree  Presbytery,  S. 
C,  serving  a  pastorate  in  Spartanburg. 
After  two  years  as  pastor  at  Elizabeth- 
ton,  Tenn.,  and  three  years  a  chaplain 
in  the  U.  S.  Army,  he  accepted  the  work 
at  Hendersonville,  succeeding  the  late 
Dr.  L.  T.  Wilds.

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CHURCH  -  MANSE  ERECTION 
LEAGUE  FOR  PRESBYTERY 

A  special  committee  authorized  by 
Asheville  Presbytery  to  plan  for  and 
promote  the  Church  Extension  Season 
in  the  Presbytery  in  May  1961  is  au- 
thorized to  form  a  CHURCH  AND 
MANSE  ERECTION  LEAGUE. 

With  C.  A.  Stone,  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Asheville,  chairman,  the 
commcittee  reported  through  the  Church 
Extension  Committee  of  the  Presbytery 
and  their  proposal  was  approved  at  the 
Mon treat  meeting  on  January  17th. 

Such  a  plan  is  not  new  to  the  Presby- 
tery but  it  had  been  at  least  twenty-five 
years  since  it  was  actively  promoted.  It 
is  being  used  in  other  parts  of  the  church 
successfully  at  the  present  time. 

The  program  as  approved  at  Montreat 
contemplates: 

1 — Promoting  the  Church  Extension 
Season  actively  to  acquaint  the  entire 
membership  of  the  needs  and  opportuni- 
ties for  Church  Extension  within  the 
Presbytery. 

To  this  end,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  James  Earhart  of  the  Division  of 
Church  Location  and  Survey  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  a  complete 
survey  of  the  Presbytery  is  under  way 
and  will  be  the  basis  of  the  emphasis  in 
May  of  1961. 

2 — Encouraging  a  generous  supple- 
mentary offering  for  Church  Extension 
during  the  week  of  special  emphasis, 
May  14-21,  1961,  and  at  the  same  time 
seeking  members  of  a  CHURCH  AND 
MANSE  ERECTION  LEAGUE. 

All  income  during  this  season,  whether 
through  the  supplementary  offering  or 
as  the  first  payment  of  members  of  the 
CHURCH  AND  MANSE  ERECTION 
LEAGUE,  will  be  divided  so  that  Eighty 
Percent  will  be  used  within  the  Presby- 
tery, and  Twenty  Percent  will  be  chan- 
nelled through  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension of  the  General  Assembly. 

Membership  in  the  League  will  be 
based  upon  an  agreement  whereby  an 
individual  will  promise  to  pay  a  speci- 
fied amount,  to  be  fixed  by  the  indi- 
vidual, not  to  exceed  four  times  yearly, 
for  definite  projects  to  be  named  by  the 
Church  Extension  Committee. 

The  Committee  is  to  designate  the 
cause  to  which  each  "Call"  will  be  ap- 
plied, and  the  payment  with  enrollment 
in  May  will  apply  to  the  first  "Call". 
Thereafter,  the  Committee  may  issue  not 
more  than  one  call  each  three  months, 
for  the  benefit  of  some  project  related 
to  a  Church  of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

To  promote  this  work,  the  plan  calls 
for  a  Committee  on  Church  Extension 
in  each  church  of  the  Presbytery,  the 
preparation  of  promotional  materials, 
including  audio-visuals  for  church-wide 
use,  and  taking  of  the  information  into 
every  church  during  the  period  preced- 
ing the  week  of  May   14th.

ADJOURNED  MEETING 
ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  February  9th,  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Asheville,  the 
body: 

Heard  a  report  from  Rev.  S.  L.  Ro- 
chester, speaking  for  himself  and  Dr. 
Kelley  E.  Bennett,  representatives  of  the 
Presbytery  to  the  North  Carolina  Coun- 
cil of  Churches. 

Asked  the  Council  to  consider  putting 
the  N.  C.  Council  in  the  1962  budget  for 
$250.00. 

By  a  vote  of  28  to  27  declined  to  over- 
ture the  General  Assembly  to  shift  "af- 
filiation with  the  National  Council  of 
Churches"  to  some  other  "interdenomi- 
national body". 

Approved  an  overture  asking  for  clari- 
fication certain  phases  of  student  work 
on  college  campuses  with  special  refer- 
ence to  "interdenominational"  organiza- 
tions rather  than  distinctive  Presbyterian 
groups. 

Dismissed  Dr.  Thuston  to  Kanawah 
Presbytery.     (See  page  one.) 

Adopted  $175,000  as  the  basis  of  dis- 
bursing anticipated  benevolences  in 
1961,  and  a  percentage  distribution  of 
"Undesignated  Contributions",  with  the 
assurance  of  the  full  disbursement  of 
"Designated  Contributions"  to  the  cause 
lor  which  given.

200,000  campaign  for  King  College  and 
work  en  college  campuses  in  the  Synod. 

Rev.  R.  L.  Sommers,  for  the  commit- 
tee on  Nominations  presented  a  slate  of 
nominations  for  vacancies  on  commit- 
tees of  the  Presbytery.  Some  of  these 
were  to  fill  terms  which  expired  in  Jan- 
uary 1961,  and  some  were  to  fill  vacan- 
cies or  to  replace  others  in  unexpired 
terms.  The  Directory  of  the  Presby- 
tery, published  in  another  column,  in- 
cludes the  newly  elected  individuals. 

Two  new  ministers  were  received  and 
arrangements  made  for  their  installa- 
tions, as  reported  elsewhere. 

Two  overtures  came  before  the  body, 
and  were  channelled  through  the  com- 
mittee en  Judicial  Business  of  which 
Rev.  G.  Bird  Talbot  was  chairman.  The 
press  of  other  business  delayed  this  re- 
port until  six  P.  M.,  with  no  time  to 
discuss  the  overtures  or  the  committee's 
recommendations.  As  a  result,  the  Pres- 
bytery voted  to  hold  an  adjourned  meet- 
ing on  February  9th,  to  consider  this 
report  and  any  other  unfinished  busi- 
ness. 

The  first  overture  came  from  the 
Friendship  Presbyterian  Church,  asking 
the  Presbytery  to  overture  the  1961  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  withdraw  its  allegiance 


to  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
and  to  affiliate  with  some  other  inter- 
denominational body. 

The  second  overture  came  from  an 
individual,  Rev.  G.  Aiken  Taylor,  ask- 
ing the  General  Assembly  to  clarify  cer- 
tain phases  of  the  work  being  planned 
and  executed  with  and  for  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  program  of  the  denomi- 
nation on  campuses  of  institutions  of 
higher  learning. 

Each  of  the  Presbytery's  agencies: 
Presbyterian  Home  for  Children,  Church 
Extension,  Christian  Education,  and  the 
Office  of  Executive  Secretary  (Promo- 
tion) presented  "spending  budgets"  for 
1961  which  were  approved.  In  each 
case  a  financial  statement  for  the  past 
year  was  presented  as  information,  sub- 
ject to  approval  when  properly  audited 
and  presented  to  the  April  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Secretary, 
as  Central  Treasurer  of  Benevolences, 
was  also  received.  A  statement  of  re- 
ceipts from  the  churches,  and  a  state- 
ment of  total  disbursement  to  causes  of 
the  church,  as  reported  to  the  Presby- 
tery, will  be  printed  in  March. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Church 
Extension  Committee,  the  basic  salaries 
of  ministers  installed  in  pastorates,  and 
receiving  any  funds  from  this  committee: 
was  set  at  $4,500  per  year  for  unmarried1 
men  and  $4,800  per  year  for  married 
men. 

The  only  exception  will  be  in  the 
case  of  a  man  in  his  first  pastorate,  when 
the  salary  will  be  $300.00  less  to  start, 
and  increased  on  each  January  1st  fol- 
lowing until  it  reaches  the  basic  sal-' 
aries. 

The  invitation  of  the  West  Asheville 
Church  was  accepted  to  hold  the  April 
meeting  there  on  April  18,  1961,  and 
the  body  also  adopted  dates  for  four 
meetings  during  the  year  on  a  schedule 
that  correlates  the  meetings  of  all  four 
Presbyteries  to  prevent  serious  conflicts 
within  the  Synod. 

Rev.  W.  G.  Thomas  directed  the  meet-! 
ign  as  Stated  Clerk,  and  Rev.  W.  C 
Cooper,  acted  as  Permanent  Clerk.

For  The  Relief  Of 
Human  Suffering 

"One  Great  Hour  Of  Sharing!" 
Through  Your  Own  Church 

The  "Easter  Offering"  is  disbursed  in 
the  name  of  your  church  through  the 
office  of  "Inter-Church  Aid  and  Overseas 
Relief"  under  the  Board  of  World  Mis- 
sions of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  adopted  the 
following  resolution  at  its  1960  meeting: 

"That  a  special  Easter  Offering  be  re- 
ceived, April  2,  1961,  for  allevating  hu- 
man suffering  and  need  in  the  Name  of 
Christ  throughout  the  world ;  the  funds 
to  be  administered  by  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  through  its  Department  of  Over- 
seas Relief  and  Inter-Church  Aid,  for  work 
not  included  in  their  budget,  working  co- 
operatively with  other  Protestant  Denomi- 
nations in  Church  World  Service  and  the 
World  Council  of  Churches." 

The  budget  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  does  provide  for  the  overhead 
expenses  of  this  department,  but  the  de- 
partment is  dependent  on  the  response 
of  the  Churches  at  Easter  and  through- 
out the  year  for  funds  to  use  in  this 
work. 

In  Asheville  Presbytery,  the  Easter  Of- 
fering was  $2,929.62  in  1959  and  dropped 
to  $2,160.63  in  1960  . 


FURNACE  FAILURE  BRINGS 
NEAR  TRAGEDY  TO  HOME 

Replacement   Costs   Other 
Expenses,  $4,000  Plus 

Don  C.  McKenzie,  superintendent  of 
the  Presbyterian  Home  for  Children, 
came  back  from  church  on  Sunday,  Feb- 
ruary 26th,  to  find  the  dormitory  cold. 

An  investigation  found  the  fire  burn- 
ing in  the  furnace,  but  the  boiler  prac- 
tically melted,  for  failure  of  the  water 
supply. 

Prompt  response  by  furnace  repair- 
men averted  further  trouble,  and  caused 
amazement  to  them  and  gratitude  on  the 
part  of  staff  and  children,  that  the  boiler 
had  "melted"  instead  of  exploding. 

It  was  providential  that  there  was  no 
damage  to  property  and  life,  beyond  the 
damage  done  to  the  furnace  and  to  the 
stoker. 

As  soon  as  the  news  spread,  local 
friends  came  to  the  rescue  with  tempo- 
rary heaters  for  Sunday  night.  The  chil- 
dren went  to  school  Monday,  and  Mon-

The  Synod,  with  the  members  of  the 
Synodical  meeting  jointly,  will  convene 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Ashe- 
ville, at  1:30  P.  M.,  and  be  opened  with 
a  sermon  by  the  retiring  moderator,  Rev. 
R.  E.  McClure,  and  a  Communion  Serv- 
ice. 

Immediately  after  organization,  the 
Synod  will  recognize  Mrs.  D.  R.  Free- 
man, President  of  the  Women  of  the 
Synod,  and  she  will  make  the  annual 
report  of  that  body.  The  Synodical  will 
then  adjourn  for  their  own  private  ses- 
sions, and  the  Synod  will  continue  its 
business  for  the  afternoon. 

The  Synod  will  continue  its  work  on 
Wednesday  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  the  Synodical  will  meet  on 
Wednesday  at  the  Grace  Covenant 
Church  in  Asheville. 

More  details  of  the  plans  for  these 
gatherings  will  be  announced  at  a  later 
date.

day  afternoon   the  doors  of  Fellowship 
Hall  at  Montreat  were  opened  to  receive 
fifty  one  boys  and  girls  and  four  matrons. 

Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis,  president  of  Mon- 
treat -  Anderson  College,  with  Harry 
McDonnold,  business  manager  of  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association  and  C.  A. 
Stubbs,  hotel  manager,  went  all  out  to 
see  that  the  family  was  comfortably 
housed. 

The  double  decker  beds  from  the 
smaller  boys  and  girls  dormitories  were 
taken  to  Montreat,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Davis,  with  others  were  present  to  help 
get  straight  that  Monday  afternoon. 

Meals  were  served  with  the  college 
students,  and  the  boys  and  girls  were 
duly  impressed  by  the  sudden  and  fasci- 
nating change  in  their  routine.  At  least 
one  girl  was  heard  to  remark  that  when 
she  went  to  college,  she  was  going  to 
Montreat  -  Anderson  because  "the  folks 
there  are  so  friendly." 

The  staff  of  the  Home  was  pleased  to 
have  members  of  the  college  staff  and 
faculty  comment  on  the  fine  behavior 
of  the  children. 

Back  on  the  campus  were  four  of  the 
older  boys  and  two  matrons.  They  were 
housed  in  quarters  heated  by  larger 
electric    stoves,    provided    help    for    the

farm,  and  oversight  of  the  workmen  who 
were  replacing  the  furnace. 

An  order  was  placed  in  Indiana  early 
Monday  morning.  It  was  ear-marked 
an  emergency  and  the  manufacturers 
had  it  on  its  way  to  Black  Mountain 
that  afternoon.  Promising  that  the 
work  would  be  finished  in  about  two 
weeks,  the  workmen  actually  had  the 
work  done  in  nine  days. 

The  family  was  re-united,  in  a  warm 
house  and  with  a  safe  heating  system,  on 
Wednesday,  March  8th,  and  settled  down 
to  normal  routine. 

In  the  meanwhile,  the  urgency  of  the 
situation  called  for  immediate  action. 
The  exact  cost  of  the  replacement  had 
not  been  determined  as  this  was  going 
to  press,  but  it  was  estimated  to  be 
around  $3,500.00  for  a  completely  new 
furnace  and  stoker. 

Montreat  graciously  opened  the  doors 
of  Fellowship  Hall,  at  no  cost  for  lodg- 
ing, but  there  will  be  the  cost  of  food 
for  fifty  five  people  for  nine  days,  heat 
and  light  during  that  period,  and  other 
miscellaneous  costs  of  getting  to  and 
from  Montreat,  which  will  make  the 
total  cost  probably  exceed  $4,000.00. 

It  is  expected  that  a  boiler  insurance 
policy,  carried  by  the  Home,  will  cover 
a  part  of  the  extra  cost,  but  just  how 
much  is  being  determined.  Our  Moun- 
tain Work  hopes  to  give  a  more  definite 
financial  statement  at  a  later  date. 

The  staff  and  children  are  indeed 
grateful  that  there  was  no  explosion  or 
fire,  and  that  friends  came  so  lovingly 
and  efficiently  to  meet  their  needs.  Their 
sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  Mon- 
treat friends  in  particular  for  their  cor- 
dial and  prompt  assistance. 


This  added  expense  is  of  course  not 
included  in  the  normal  budget  needs 
of  the  home. 

A  few  contributions  have  already  been 
received  to  meet  this  emergency.  Oth- 
ers are  greatly  needed  to  offset  the  cost. 

A  report  will  be  made  in  April  of  re- 
ceipts, which  will  be  credited  as  "Non- 
budget"  contributions.

How     Many     Have     Been     Aided     By 

Grants  for  Property,  Building,  etc.? 

At  least  Twenty-Four.     Early  records 

are  not  clear,  but  Twenty-One  have 

been  aided  in  this  way  since  1943. 

How  Many  Have  Been  Aided  By  Loans 
for  Property,  or  Equipment? 

Earlier  records  are  indefinite,  but 
Thirteen  have  received  such  aid  since 
1943. 

What  Was  The  Source  (s)  Of  The 
Money  for  These  Grants  and  Loans? 
Local  Salaries  were  supplemented 
with  funds  given  by  local  churches  for 
Church  Extension  (formerly  "Home 
Missions")  through  their  Benevolence 
Budgets,  to  both  Presbytery's  and  As- 
sembly's agencies.  (The  Assembly's 
Board  of  Church  Extension  supple- 
ments funds  in  the  Presbytery  on  a 
fifty-fifty  basis.  In  1961  the  maxi- 
mum grant  is  $16,552.00.) 

Grants  for  property  acquisition  and 
improvement  are  made  in  a  very  lim- 
ited way  from  the  regular  gifts  of 
the  Churches  for  Presbytery  and  As- 
sembly's Church  Extension,  supple- 
mented by  the  annual  "Church  Ex- 
tension Offering"  received  each  year. 
This  offering  is  currently  divided, 
with  80%  remaining  in  the  Presby- 
tery and  20%  being  forwarded  for 
distribution  on  an  Assembly-wide 
basis. 

Loans  are  made,  in  the  main,  through 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
Assembly.  (Funds  for  such  use  are 
very  limited  at  the  Presbytery  level 
and  are  used  to  meet  emergencies 
on  a  short  term  basis.)  The  Assem- 
bly's Board  makes  loans  from  "reserve 
funds"  received  from  legacies  and  spe- 
cial gifts  accumulated  over  many  years 
for  this  purpose.

What  Are  The  Outstanding  Needs  In 

Asheville  Presbytery  Now? 
The  Opening  Of  New  Fields: 
Asheville  Presbytery  has  approved  the 
establishment  of  a  work  among  Ne- 
groes in  Asheville,  but  this  has  been 
delayed  for  lack  of  a  Minister,  the 
financial  resources  to  provide  salary 
and  necessary  buildings,  etc.  There 
are  perhaps  as  many  as  five  locations 
in  the  Presbytery  where  Presbyterian 
Churches   should   be   established. 

The  Strengthing  Of  Old  Fields: 
Existing  Churches  are  laboring  under 
the  handicap  of  inadequate  physical 
equipment.  A  list  of  minimum  needs 
would  include:  Three  Manses;  Five, 
new  or  remodeled,  sanctuaries;  Elev- 
en, new  or  remodeled,  buildings  for 
Educational  and  Fellowship  Build- 
ings. 

Property  For  Future  Churches: 
A  challenging  need  NOW  is  a  fund  to 
enable  the  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee to  acquire  property  for  antici- 
pated churches.  Such  a  fund,  wisely 
used,  would  save  substantial  amounts 
on  the  cost,  and  would  assure  more 
attractive  sites,  with  ample  space  for 
future  growth. 

What  Is  The  Church  And  Manse  Erec- 
tion League? 

This  is  an  informal  group  of  interest- 
ed Presbyterians,  who  agree  to 
underwrite  the  program  of  Church 
Extension  with  a  willingness  to  share 
in  not  over  four  calls  per  year  for  this 
work.  There  will  be  no  formal  meet- 
ings of  the  membership.  The  Church 
Extension  Committee  of  the  Presby- 
tery will  select  the  beneficiaries  for 
each  call,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee  will  be 
Treasurer  of   the   League.

The  Church  estimates  that  the  initial 
cost  of  moving  the  sanctuary,  adding 
minimum  educational  facilities,  and 
securing  a  manse  would  be  at  least 
$35,000.00. 

A  campaign  which  they  put  on  in 
1960  resulted  in  contributions  and 
subscriptions  for  $15,000.00,  which 
will  be  paid  within  the  next  two  and 
one  half  years.

Challenge  Of  Today 


The  establishment  of  a  Church  Manse 
Erection  League  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery was  approved  by  the  Presbytery  at 
the  meeting  on  January  17,   1961. 

The  Purpose  is  to  secure  funds  to  as- 
sist needy  fields  in  the  Presbytery  to 
acquire  property,  erect,  remodel  and/or 
equip  buildings,  and  to  provide  such 
for  New  churches,  as  far  as  possible. 

The  Plan  is  to  secure  "Members"  of 
a  Church  and  Manse  Erection  League, 
who  will  agree  to  respond  to  a  maximum 
of  four  calls  per  year  for  specific  projects. 

The  Project  for  each  "Call"  will  be 
chosen  in  advance  by  the  Church  Ex- 
tension Committee  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery, on  the  basis  of  demonstrated  need 
in  the  light  of  opportunity  facing  the 
local  church. 

Members  will  individually  designate 
the  amount  they  will  agree  to  give  on 
each  "Call"  when  they  join  the  League.

This  body  met  in  January.  Mr.  Ro- 
chester made  a  report  of  the  attendance 
of  both  representatives  to  this  meeting, 
with  further  details  about  the  Council  and 
the  meeting. 

OUR  MOUNTAIN  WORK  requested  Mr. 
Rochester  to  present  the  NC  Council  in  a 
written  statement,  and  this  is  printed  be- 
low. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  was  born  twenty-five  years  ago 
in  Greensboro,  and  today  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery finds  itself  a  part  of  this  council 
movement.  Upon  what  authority  do 
we  as  Christians  support  such  movements 
beyond  our  denominational  loyalties? 
This  question  was  faced  in  this  year's 
theme  —  the  Ministry  of  Reconciliation. 
As  we  look  at  the  Christian  Gospel  we 
see  that  man  chose  to  enthrone  creature 
above  creator  in  the  kingdom  of  his  soul, 
and  in  losing  God  we  lost  everything. 
But  apart  from  man  God  began  His 
saving  acts  in  history,  climaxed  in  the 
coming  of  Christ,  where  God  was  recon- 
ciling the  world  unto  Himseslf.  In 
Christ  we  are  one  with  God  through 
faith.  Apart  from  us  love  found  a  way 
at  Calvary,  and  in  Christ  our  broken 
world  finds  its  center  and  life.  So  the 
love  of  God  is  greater  than  all  our  di- 
visions, and  at  the  foot  of  the  cross,  at 
the  open  tomb,  and  beside  the  living 
Christ  on  the  road  of  life  men  are  one  in 
Him. 

The  council  movement,  then,  is  one 
attempt  to  witness  to  this  Gospel  of 
reconciliation.  In  this  movement,  there- 
fore, the  barriers  fall  away  before  faith. 
At  the  Raleigh  meeting  of  the  Council 
the  barrier  of  race  vanished  as  Negro 
and  White  ate  and  worshipped  and 
worked  together;  the  chasm  of  creed 
was  bridged  as  Baptists,  Episcopalians, 
Methodists,  Lutherans,  Presbyterians, 
and  other  groups  joined  together;  the 
barriers  of  age,  class  and  sex  were  no 
separating  factors.  Here  was  an  effort 
to  widen  the  circles  of  fellowship  and 
to  practice  the  Prayer  of  our  Lord — 
that  we  may  all  be  one.  Here  was  an 
effort  to  say  to  our  society:  Look,  the 
church  and  the  Gospel  are  not  divisive 
forces,  but  they  are  man's  best  hope  for 
genuine  unity.  Here  is  God  at  work  in 
His  world  to  bring  the  children  of  men 
together  again  in  Christ. 

But  the  council  is  not  a  church.  It  is 
a  fellowship  of  representatives  from  the 
churches.  Through  it  the  churches  seek 
to  do  together  things  they  cannot  do  so 
well  alone.  It  says  we  not  only  want  to 
stand  together  but  to  walk  and  work  to- 
gether. The  Apostle  Paul  wrote  once 
looking  to  his  future,  "a  great  and  effec- 
tual door  is  open  and  there  are  many 
adversaries."    What  better  words  can  we 


One  of  the  open  doors  is  the  use  of 
television  to  preach  the  Gospel.  The 
council  has  a  committee  working  here, 
and  it  sponsored  the  program,  Talk 
Back,  on  Channel  4.  Another  open  door 
is  the  ministry  to  alcoholics.  Last  year 
the  citizens  of  our  state  produced  12% 
more  alcoholics  than  the  year  before. 
The  council  has  a  program  here  reach- 
ing into  institutions  and  schools.  Anoth- 
er open  door  is  the  ministry  of  chaplains 
in  state  institutions,  and  the  council 
helps  promote  these  programs.  Anoth- 
er open  door  is  the  ministry  to  the  mi- 
grant workers  because  right  within  the 
bounds  of  our  Presbytery  —  in  Hender- 
son County  —  lies  one  of  our  two  chief 
areas  of  migrant  work.  The  council 
works  with  the  state  in  providing  day 
care  centers,  workers,  and  cars. 

One  of  the  real  adversaries  we  all 
face  is  the  prejudice  of  the  human  heart 
—  the  failure  to  look  at  man  through 
the  eyes  of  Christ  and  see  him  as  a 
being  of  infinite  worth,  because  God 
loves  him.  The  council  proclaims  this 
Christian  view  and  unanimously  adopted 
a  statement  including  these  sentences 
.  .  .  "We  have  discovered  through  the 
Church  a  fellowship  that  transcends  all 
differences  with  regard  to  race  and  we 
affirm  the  essential  oneness  of  man  . . . 
A  church  must  realize  it  is  the  house 
of  God,  not  a  private  club.  When  any 
sincere  worshipper  is  denied  admittance, 
a  church  denies  its  purpose.  It  is  our 
conviction  that  our  goal  as  Christians 
and  as  citizens  in  a  democracy  must 
be  nothing  less  than  a  non-segregated 
Church  in  a  non-segregated  society." 

Another  of  the  real  adversaries  we  all 
face  is  commmunism,  and  the  council 
asks  the  Congressmen  of  North  Carolina 
why  their  vote  is  becoming  isolationistic, 
Why  was  there  only  one  vote  against 
Mutual  Security  in  1952  but  in  1954 
there  were  ten  negative  votes?  And  the 
record  remains  largely  the  same  since — 
right  at  a  time  when  America  is  in  the 
vastest  struggle  of  human  history  —  a 
conflict  of  fatih,  a  time  when  we  cannot 
retreat  in  the  world  but  must  go  out  and 
do  battle. 

When  you  see  some  of  these  things 
the  council  movement  stands  for  and 
works  for  it  is  surprising  how  little  help 
the  churches  provide  --  not  much  over 
$13,000  a  year.  If  we  are  not  content! 
to  peg  our  tents  at  the  campfires  of  our 
forefathers  but  desire  to  move  out  with 
Christ  to  the  frontiers  of  life,  then  the 
council  movement  in  North  Carolina! 
deserves  our  loyalties  and  our  best  sup- 
port.

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STATUS  OF  AFRICAN  WORK 
REPORTED  MARCH  29TH 
By  Board  Of  World  Missions 

Forty-six  Presbyterian  U.  S.  mission- 
aries in  Congo's  Kasai  Province  and  the 
cities  of  Leopoldville  and  Elizabethville 
are  continuing  their  work  in  safety,  ac- 
cording to  word  received  here  at  the 
church's  Board  of  World  Missions. 

By  March  28,  only  Luebo  and  Kankinda 
stations    in    the    Kasai    remained    unoccu- 
pied, and  missionaries  planned  to  visit 
Luebo  at  intervals.    Two  stations  pre- 
viously  evacuated,    Moma   and   Kasha, 
have  been  reoccupied. 

Most  recent  information  indicates 
that  John  Davis,  a  mission  pilot,  his 
wife  and  five  children,  and  the  Rev. 
David  McLean,  are  living  at  Kasha, 
under  protection  of  United  Nations 
soldiers. 

Another  pilot,  Don  Watt;  a  doctor, 
Dr.  W.  G.  Mcintosh;  a  nurse,  Miss 
Lucille  McElrory;  a  medical  technician, 
Miss  Nolie  McDonald,  and  an  evan- 
gelistic missionary,  Miss  Bettye  Jean 
Mitchell,  are  working  at  Lubondai, 
site  of  Presbyterian  U.  S.  medical  and 
dental  schools  and  hospitals. 

The  Rev.  Bill  Pruitt  is  remaining  at 
Moma,  a  tribal  trouble  spot,  and  the 
Rev.  Day  Carper  at  Bakwanga,  where 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Baluba  ref- 
ugees  have   congregated. 

At  Mboi,  Miss  Virginia  Allen  and 
Mrs.  Earl  S.  King,  Jr.,  are  working 
with  the  Congolese  women  and  the 
Sunday  School;  Miss  Charlotte  Mc- 
Murray  is  teaching  and  the  Rev.  Bob 
Reinhold  and  the  Rev.  Earl  S.  King, 
Jr.,  are  using  the  station  as  the  base 
of  operations  for  their  evangelistic 
work. 

Bulape,  in  Bakuba  country,  is  the 
site  of  growing  church-mission  work. 
With  thousands  of  refugees  pouring 
into  the  area,  a  new  pastors'  school 
has  been  opened,  with  missionaries  Miss 
Mary  Crawford  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Ross 
on  the  faculty.  Dr.  Henry  S.  Nelson,  Mrs. 
Nelson,  a  nurse,  Dr.  Gladys  Smithwick, 
Miss  Ruth  Worth,  a  medical  technician,  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  Miller,  a  nurse,  are  keep- 
ing medical  work  open. 

At  Mutoto,  Bill  Stockwell  and  Garland 
Goodrum,  industrial  missionaries,  are  keep- 
ing the  physical  plant  running  while  Miss 
Margaret  Moore  teaches  and  Dr.  Tinsley 
Smith  and  Mrs.  Smith,  a  nurse,  keep  open 
the    mission's   Mutoto   hospital. 

Classes  are  continuing  at  the  cbnrch- 
mission  high  school,  at  Katube,  with  Pres- 
byterian U.  S.  missionary  Ira  Moore  as 
principal  and  George  McKee  and  Thomas 
Stixrud   on   the   teaching  staff. 

At  Bibanga,  center  of  the  food  and  med- 
ical relief  program  of  the  Congo  Protes- 
tant Relief  Agency,  the  Rev.  Charles  Mc- 
Kee, Dr.  Hugh  Farrior  and  the  Rev.  Cam 
Wallace  are  helping  with  distribution  of 
supplies  to  starving  refugees  along  a  100- 
mile  corridor. 

And  at  Luluabourg,  capital  of  the  Kasai 
Province,  the  Rev.  L.  A.  McMurray  and 
Mrs.  Jim  Halverstadt  are  teaching  by  in- 
vitation in  government  schools;  Tom 
Cleveland  is  engaged  in  agricultural  work; 
Jim  Halverstadt  is  serving"  as  treasurer 
and  business  manager  for  the  mission ;  the 
Rev.  David  V.  Miller,  the  Rev.  Bill  Wash- 
burn and  the  Rev.  Bill  Metzel  are  working 
out  of  Luluabourg  on  evangelistic  teams; 
Mrs.  McMurray  is  doing  women's  work 
and    Mrs.    Cleveland,   teaching  English. 

From  Leopoldville,  the  Congo's  capital, 
Dr.  Bill  Rule  is  directing  the  CPRA's  crash 
medical  program,  "Operation  Doctor," 
aimed  at  bringing  into  the  Congo  100  ad-

DRUGS  MEET  EMERGENCY 

Leopoldville,  Congo  —  A  supply  of 
drugs  valued  at  more  than  half  million 
dollars  is  awaiting  distribution  here, 
and  several  more  doctors  are  on  their 
way  to  Congo  for  service  in  this  medical 
emergency. 

In  answer  to  the  urgent  requests  of 
the  Congo  Protestant  Relief  Agency,  an 
arm  of  the  Congo  Protestant  Council, 
long-time  association  of  missions  and 
churches,  drug  companies  and  individ- 
uals around  the  world  poured  medical 
supplies  into  Congo  since  November, 
1960. 

The  supplies  arriving  at  Congo's  ports 
will  be  distributed  among  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  in  the  interior  as  soon  as 
air  or  satisfactory  overland  transport  is 
made  available. 


ditional  doctors  and  emergency  medical 
supplies.  Also  in  Leopoldville  is  the  Rev. 
L.  A.  McCutchen,  who  is  assisting1  with 
evangelistic   work   in   the   capital   city. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Crane  have 
remained  in  Elizabethville,  teaching  at  the 
new  Protestant  Theological  School  along- 
side a  government  university. 

Others  of  the  149-member  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  force  are  expecting  to  return  to  Con- 
go in  the  summer  of  1961. 


Since  all  of  those  now  enrolled  are 
under  classmen,  and  will  be  back  on  the 
campus  for  1961-1962,  this  will  mean 
a  total  of  twenty  nine  from  this  section 
of  the  Synod. 

It  is  possible  that  others  will  apply, 
and  that  the  representation  from  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  will  exceed  ten  percent 
of  the  total  student  body.

In  May  1961 

LETS  RALLY  TO  THE  NEEDS 
OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

"These  things  ought  ye  to  have  done, 
and  not  to  have  left  the  other 
undone." 

With  commendable  zeal  the  Churches 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  have  been  in- 
creasing their  Benevolence  Giving. 

The  total  remitted  through  the  office 
of  the  Central  Treasurer  in  1960  repre- 
sented an  INCREASE  of  112%  over  the 
gifts  of  1952. 

There  was  genuine  need  to  make  sub- 
stantial increases  in  certain  causes  which 
had  been  failing  to  receive  their  fair 
share  of  the  total  gifts. 

It  would  appear  that  the  same  rule  of 
thumb  would  point  to  Church  Exten- 
sion as  in  need  of  special  emphasis  to- 
day. 

There  are  fifteen  causes  in  the  Benev- 
olence Budget  of  both  1952  and  1960. 
The  percentage  increase  for  seven  of 
these  causes  is  greater  than  112%,  one  is 
exactly  112%,  and  SIX  ARE  BELOW. 

Two  of  these  SIX  are  Assembly's 
Church  Extension  and  Presbytery's 
Church   Extension.

Church  and  State:  Referred  petitions, 
including  that  of  Asheville  Presbytery, 
to  permanent  committee  on  Christian 
Relations.  Urged  all  members  to  "be 
alert  to  legislative  bills  which  vio- 
late .  .  .  the  principle  of  separation  of 
Church  and  State." 

Approved:  Benevolence  Askings  for  1962 
of  $9,617,180  for  agencies  of  Assembly 
and  apportioned  same  to  the  sixteen 
synods. 

Growth:  Heard  reference  to  growth  of 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  from  82,- 
954  in  1870  to  227,351  in  1900,  to 
460,264  in  1930  and  to  902,000  in  1960. 

Form  of  Government  and  Rules  of  Dis- 
cipline: Adopted  as  approved  by  ma- 
jority of  Presbyteries. 

Directory  of  Worship:  Continued  for 
further  study. 

Tithe:  Approved  statement  of  meaning 
and  significance.

The  INCREASE  for  Presbytery's 
Church  Extension  has  amounted  to  74%. 

These  are  worthy  of  study,  for  it  is 
Church  Extension  that  sponsors  the  or- 
ganization and  development  of  churches 
to  die  point  where  they  will  be  able 
and  willing  to  support  ALL  the  Benev- 
olent Agencies. 

The  Grace  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church,  organized  in  1953,  gave  $3,000 
to  Benevolences  the  first  nine  months 
of  their  organized  life,  and  have  con- 
tinuously increased  this  amount  in  their 
yearly  giving. 

The  Hayesville  Presbyterian  Church, 
trebled  their  gifts  to  Benevolences  the 
first  year  they  were  in  their  new  build- 
ing. 

These  are  but  two  examples  of  the 
basic  ways  in  which  Church  Extension 
promotes  the  support  of  all  other  causes. 


Asheville  Presbytery  has  been  able  to 
cany  on  the  work  of  Church  Extension 
-  on  the  present  scale  —  only  because 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  under- 
writes our  work. 

In  1961  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion has  appropriated  a  maximum  of 
$16,000  to  meet  approximately  one  half 
of  the  salaries  paid  to  ministers  through 
the   Presbytery's   Committee. 

In  1952  the  Churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  gave  a  total  $7,470  (inlud- 
ing  the  so-called  "Self  Denial  Offering" 
for  this  cause  in  that  year)  .  The  28% 
increase  in  1960  brought  this  up  to  $9,- 
516  in  1960. 

Actual  receipts  from  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  in  1952  were  $8,- 
392.13,  and  in  1960  $12,745.  In  addi- 
tion, grants  are  made,  from  time  to 
time,  for  specific  projects  in  amounts 
ranging  from  $1,500.00  to  $3,000.00 
each.

There  are  new  fields  that  ought  to 
be  developed.  There  are  old  fields  that 
need  improved  buildings  and  equip- 
ment. There  are  debts  on  some  church- 
es, which  hold  these  fields  back  from 
immediate  self  support. 

An  increase  in  EIGHT  YEARS  of 
only  SEVENTY-FOUR  Per  Cent,  made 
it  impossible  for  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  to  do  any  real  "extension". 
And  all  that  could  be  done  was  to  "hold 
our  own." 


Every  Cause  that  received  an  increase 
deserved  it,  and  every  one  of  them  can 
use  the  increase  wisely.

PRESBYTERY-PRESBYTERIAL  AT  HENDERSONVILLE,  OCT.  3RD 

Rev.  B.  Frank  Hall,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Pearsall  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly's  Committee  on  the 
observance  of  the  Centennial  observance  will  be  the  speaker  at  a  joint  meeting  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  and  Asheville  Presbyterial  in  October. 

More  complete  details  will  be  furnished  later,  but  the  attention  of  local  church 
leaders  is  called  to  the  action  of  the  Presbytery  in  October,  1959,  wherein  cer- 
tain objectives  weer  set  forth  for  the  recognition  of  this  event  within  Asheville 
Presbytery. 

These  details  are  summarized  in  the  "Recommendations"  adopted  at  that  time 
and  printed  herewith  at  the  request  of  the  Presbytery,  meeting  in  April: 

1.    That   October   15,    1961,   be   observed 
as  Centennial   Sunday. 


2.  That  Presbytery  meet  the  first 
Tuesday  in  October,  1961.    (October  3rd). 

3.  That  Presbyterial  be  invited  to  meet 
the  first  Tuesday  in  October,  1961,  and 
come  together  with  Presbytery  for  a  pop- 
ular meeting  on  "Our  Presbyterian  Her- 
itage and  Mission." 

4.  That  the  popular  meeting  be  held 
the  evening  preceding  the  stated  meetings 
of  Presbytery  and  Presbyterial  in  October, 
1961;  the  plans  and  details  to  be  worked 
out  by  Presbytery's  Centennial  Commit- 
tee. 

5.  That  the  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee  of   Presbytery  be   asked  to   present 

i  a  study  of  the  needs  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery at  the  popular  meeting  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  and  Presbyterial  in  October, 
1961. 

6.  That  the  Senior  High  Conference 
in  the  summer  of  1960  plan  classes  in 
Christian  Witnessing,  the  plans  and  details 
to  be  worked  out  by  Presbytery's  Chris- 
tian  Education   Committee. 

7.  That  Christian  Witnessing  be  em- 
phasized in  the  fall  meetings  of  Presby- 
tery and  Presbyterial,  and  in  all  fall  ral- 
lies and  district  conferences  of  Young 
People  and  Adults  in  1960,  the  plans  and 
details  to  be  worked  out  by  Presbytery's 
Evangelism    Committee. 

8.  That  the  Youth  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery come  together  for  their  fall  rally  in 
a  popular  meeting  on  "Our  Presbyterian 
Heritage  and  Mission,"  to  be  held  on  Sun- 
day afternoon,  October  8,  1961,  the  plans 
and  details  to  be  worked  out  by  Presby- 
tery's  Christian   Education   Committee. 

9.  That  the  Men  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery at  their  fall  rally  in  1961  use  as  their 
theme,  "Our  Presbyterian  Heritage  and 
Mission." 

10.  That  the  Executive  Secretary  in- 
quire into  and  take  advantage  of  any  T.V. 
and  visual  aid  material  to  be  used  on 
WLOS-TV   in    1961. 

11.  That  Presbytery's  Council  make 
money  available  for  the  expenses  of  Pres- 
bytery's Centennial  Committee  in  the  1961 
Budget. 

12.  That  every  Session  appoint  a  Cen- 
tennial Committee  in  the  local  Church  to 
put  forth  the  centennial  emphasis  in  the 
local  Church.  This  committee  should  be 
guided  by  the  report  of  Presbytery's  Cen- 
tennial Committee  and  said  committee 
should  be  appointed  before  1960  and 
should  include  the  Chairman  of  the  Evan- 
gelism of  the  Evangelism  Committee  and 
a  representative  from  the  Women  of  the 
Church. 


13.  That  the  local  Centennial  Commit- 
tee consider  the  special  study  for  the 
Centennial  in  the  local  congregation,  using 
the  Bible  Study  dealing  with  basic  be- 
liefs of  the  Reformed  Church,  the  book 
by  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street  on  the  history  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  book  dealing  with  the  role 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  world 
of  tomorrow,  written  by  Dr.  E.  T.  Thomp- 
son.

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  will  meet 
in  Asheville  on  June  20th  and  21st  as 
the  guests  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  Women  of  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia, popularly  known  as  the  "Synod- 
ical" will  meet  at  the  same  time  as  guests 
of  the  Grace  Covenant  Church. 

Both  bodies  will  meet  jointly  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  at  1:30  P.M., 
June  20thfi  for  the  opening  sermon  of 
the  Synod,  to  be  delivered  by  Rev.  R.  E. 
McClure,  retiring  moderator,  and  the 
election  of  his  successor. 

Following  the  organization  of  the  Syn- 
od, Mrs.  D.  R.  Freeman,  President  of 
the  Women  of  the  Synod,  will  make  her 
official  report  to  the  Synod,  and  the 
women  will  retire  to  hold  their  business 
session  separately  for  the  remainder  of 
this  afternoon.

TWO  SEVEN  DAY  CAMPS  ARE 
PLANNED  FOR  PIONEERS 

No  Site  For  Junior  Camp 

There  will  be  two  seven-day  camps 
for  Pioneers  of  Asheville  Presbytery  in 
July  and  August,  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  R.  L.  Sommers. 

Due  to  the  inability  to  locate  an  ap- 
propriate cite  this  year,  there  will  be 
no  Junior  Camp.

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KING  OVER— CCL  IS  UNDER

exceeded  the  total  reported  in  May.

Mrs.  Ella  Burgin  Clark,  born  May  23, 
1860,  was  baptized  at  the  Siloam  Presby- 
terian Church,  near  Old  Fort,  N.  C,  in 
August  1863,  and  has  been  a  member  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Asheville, 
since  1885. 

Her  parents  lived  on  a  plantation  near 
Old  Fort  and  were  members  of  the  Siloam 
congregation,  a  church  in  Concord  Pres- 
bytery. Her  sister  married  the  late  Gov- 
ernor Locke  Craige.  (Governor  of  North 
Carolina  from  1913-1917).

She  likes  to  tell  of  the  time  when  the 
railroad  stopped  at  Old  Fort,  and  the 
trains  remained  over  Sunday  before  mak- 
ing a  return  trip  to  Salisbury.  Presby- 
terians were  permitted  to  hold  their  wor- 
ship services  on  the  railroad  coaches. 

She  quotes  her  sister,  Mrs.  Craige,  as 
saying,  "I  am  a  member  of  the  Siloam 
Presbyterian  Church,  but  I  was  baptized 
on  the  railroad."

IN  MEMORY  OF  MOUNTAIN 

MISSIONARY  OF  1904 

Montreat- Anderson  Beneficiary 

The  Montreat-Anderson  College  at 
Montreat  has  received  a  gift  of  $50,- 
000.00  which  is  to  establish  scholarships 
for  future  students  at  that  institution. 
This  act  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Charles 
William  Newell  of  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  opens  a  flood  gate  of  mem- 
ories and  background  information. 

In  the  mid  nineties  of  the  past  cen- 
turv,  a  voung  man  bv  the  name  of  Ira 
B.  Snvder  was  a  drunkard  and  a  thief 
in  the  Bowery  of  New  York.  Interested 
in  this  derelict  of  society  was  Rev.  S.  H. 
Hadlev,  the  head  of  the  Water  Street 
Mission,  and  for  many  years  he  followed 
the  comings  and  goings  of  young  Sny- 
der. 

After  falling  about  as  low  as  he  could 
go,  Ira  Snvder,  who  was  afterwards  to 
be  called  "Bowery  Ike",  surrendered  his 
heart  to  Christ  under  the  ministry  of 
Mr.  Hadlev,  and  as  a  comoletely  trans- 
formed individual  entered  Moody  Bible 
Institute  in  Chicago.  After  a  course  of 
study,  for  which  he  was  ill  prepared, 
but  which  he  undertook  and  accom- 
plished with  marked  success,  "Bowery 
Ike"  at  the  aee  of  34  was  ready  to  be- 
come Mr.  Hadley's  assistant  at  the 
Bowery  Mission,  made  possible  bv  the 
promise  of  Mr.  Walter  M.  Smith  of 
Stamford.  Connecticut,  a  trustee  of  the 
Bowery  Mission,  to  pay  the  salary  of  this 
addition  to  the  Mission  staff.  Providence 
intervened  and  the  sudden  death  of 
"Bowery  Ike",  at  the  age  of  34,  pre- 
vented him  from  ever  serving  in  this 
capacity. 

Mr.  Smith  had  established  certain 
contacts  with  Rev.  Robert  F.  Campbell, 
the  minister  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Asheville,  North  Carolina. 
He  had  learned  through  Dr.  Campbell 
of  the  pioneer  mission  work  being  done 
in  the  mountains  of  Western  North 
Carolina.  In  1899  he  proposed  to  estab- 
lish a  memorial  to  "Bowery  Ike"  and 
offered  to  pay  the  salary  of  a  worker  in 
Asheville  Presbytery  in  seeking  to  reach 
the  people  who  lived  back  in  the  moun- 
tain coves.  His  offer  was  accepted,  and 
the  Snvder  Memorial  School  was  started 
in  Fines  Creek  in  Haywood  County 
about  thirty  miles  west  of  Asheville. 

Rev.  Charles  Washington  Newell, 
who  was  serving  in  a  pastorate  just  east 
of  the  mountains  in  piedmont  North 
Carolina,  was  interested  in  taking  over 
some  of  this  work.  The  contribution  of 
$200.00  a  year  made  possible  the  em- 
ployment of  Mr.  Newell,  who  taught 
for  three  years  in  this  mountain  area. 
He  was  assisted  by  his  young  son  and 
the  work  was  continued  until  public 
school  education,  and  other  facilities  in

REACHES  TOTAL  OF  $4,350 

Insurance  Pays  $725.00 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Presby- 
terian Home  for  Children  voted  in  May 
to  accept  $725.00  in  settlement  of  the 
insurance  claims  on  damage  to  the  fur- 
nace in  February. 

The   total   cost   of  replacing  the   fur- 
nace   ($3,763.08)    and   the  necessary  ex-  ] 
penses    for    nearly    sixty    children    and 
matrons  to  live  at  Montreat  during  the 
time   ($587.25) ,  reached  $4,350.33. 

Anticipating  from  the  insurance  com- 
panv,  .1725.00,  together  with  $400.00 
charged  to  normal  operating  costs  (esti- 
mate of  what  it  would  have  cost  at  the 
home)  ,  made  the  tragedy  cost  an  extra 
$3,225.33.  These  were  paid  by  borrow- 
ing from  reserve  funds. 

Friends  have  contributed  approxi- 
mately $400.00  to  apply  on  this  and  the 
amount  still  needed  to  replace  reserve 
funds  is  $2,825.33. 

It  was  a  matter  of  regret  that  the 
Boiler  coverage  carried  by  the  Presby- 
terian Home  was  not  adequate  to  meet 
the  emergency.

the  area,  made  the  school  no  longer 
necessary  from  the  educational  point  of 
view.  Mr.  Newell  passed  away  in  1904 
at  the  age  of  59. 

Mr.  Newell's  son  subsequently  moved 
to  Charlotte  and  within  the  last  few 
weeks  has  established  a  memorial  to  his 
father  in  the  form  of  a  scholarship  at 
Montreat  -  Anderson  College.  This 
scholarship  is  to  perpetuate  the  work 
his  father  was  engaged  in  at  the  turn 
of  the  century.  Tt  continues  the  spirit 
of  the  work  that  was  in  the  mind  and 
heart  of  Mr.  Smith  in  making  the 
original  gift,  and  indirectly  recalls  the 
dedication  of  a  young  man  saved  from 
drunken   debauchery    and    dedicated    to 


the  ministry  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Thus  the  seed  sown  over  a  half  century 
ago  will  in  the  future  bear  fruit  to  the 
glory  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  God 
through  the  ministry  of  Christian  edu 
cation. 

Not  immediately  a  part  of  this  story; 
but  of  genuine  interest  in  the  field  of 
student  work  and  Christian  education 
is  the  fact  that  Rev.  C.  W.  Newell,  Jr., 
is  the  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
on  the  campus  of  Davidson  College 
carrying  on  in  the  tradition  of  the 
family  with  the  faith  that  belonged  first 
to  his  grandfather,  and  then  to  his 
father,  and  now  appears  to  be  in  him 
also.

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ROCHESTER  ACCEPTS  CALL

PRESBYTERY  SETS  $256,619 
1962  BENEVOLENCE  NEEDS 

Asheville  Presbytery  adopted  the  fig- 
ure of  $256,619  as  the  minimum  amount 
that  the  churches  of  the  area  should  give 
to  twenty-five  benevolence  agencies  in 
order  that  each  cause  may  receive  a 
reasonable  sum  to  do  the  work  assigned 
by  the  Presbytery,  Synod  and  General 
Assembly. 

Assembly  Agencies 

In  the  case  of  the  agencies  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  after  each  cause  present- 
ed an  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  to 
the  General  Council  of  the  Assembly,  a 
recommendation  was  made  by  the  Coun- 
cil, covering  t  h  e  seventeen  different 
bodies.  The  amounts  asked  by  the 
agencies  was  REDUCED  substantially 
to  more  nearly  approximate  the  actual 
giving  record  of  the  Church.  The  final 
amount  ($9,617,180)  was  divided  among 
the  sixteen  Synods,  and  Appalachia 
Synod  was  asked  to  give  $620,751. 

Appalachia  Synod  in  June  asked  $85,- 
664  from  the  Churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery.  This  total,  as  adopted  by  the 
Presbytery,  includes:

STEGALL  IN  AFRICA  AIDING 
IN  FOOD  DISTRIBUTION 

Rev.  C.  R.  Stegall  of  Black  Mountain 
Hew  to  Africa  on  July  1 1  to  assist  the 
Congo  Protestant  Relief  Association  in 
the  distribution  of  food  to  Baluba  refu- 
gees in  the  Kassai  Province. 

He  requested  Asheville  Presbytery,  by 
letter,  to  grant  him  permission  to  en- 
gage in  this  work  for  a  term  of  perhaps 
two  years,  as  he  was  hurriedly  called  and 
was  to  fly  the  day  the  Presbytery  met  at 
Hazelwood. 

The  need  for  food  distribution  be- 
came acute  several  months  before  the 
Congo  independence  when  inter-tribal 
friction  arose  and  many  of  the  Baluba 
tribesmen  fled  into  the  Kassai  Province. 
This  need  was  met  in  part  by  the  mis- 
sionaries of  the  APCM  (mission  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.)  and  the 
Congo  Inland  Mission.  Food  was  sup- 
plied by  Church  World  Service  and  la- 
ter by  the  United  Nations. 

The  hurried  call  for  Mr.  Stegall,  who 
is  a  former  missionary  to  Africa  and  fa- 
miliar with  many  local  problems,  came 
when  a  Congo  Inland  Missionary,  direc- 
tor of  the  distribution  was  to  leave  on 
furlough.  He  will  take  his  place  as  di- 
rector of  this  project. 

Mr.  Stegall  resigned  in  January  as 
pastor  of  the  Friendship  Presbyterian 
Church,  Black  Mountain.

BENEVOLENCE  RECEIPTS  FOR 
SIX  MONTHS  ANALYZED 

A  report  shown  in  another  column 
shows  that  the  churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  have  increased  their  gifts  to 
"Undesignated  Benevolences"  from  $41,- 
000  in  1959,  to  $45,500  in  1960  and  to 
$49,950  in  1961,  for  for  the  first  six 
months  of  each  year. 

At  the  same  time  the  gifts  that  were 
"Designated"  have  decreased  during  the 
same  periods  from  $29,000  in  1959  to 
$24,500  in  1960,  and  $24,260  in  1961. 

The  major  decrease  in  "Designated 
Gifts"  was  reflected  in  the  Church  Ex- 
tension Offering.  This  offering  dropped 
from  $5,686  in  1959  to  $3,961  in  1960 
and  up  to  June  30th  it  was  only  $2,007 
in   1961.

Synod's  Agencies 

The  Synod's  Council  considered  the 
agencies  of  the  Synod  and  their  needs 
and  approved  budget  needs  of  $270,000 
for  all  five  agencies,  and  asked  Asheville 
Presbytery  to  give  $36,720  of  this  total.

Presbytery's   Agencies 

The  Presbytery's  Council  met  and  re- 
viewed the  budget  needs  of  each  agency 
of  the  Presbytery.  In  the  light  of  other 
probable  funds,  the  Council  set  amounts 
for  each  agency  to  enable  them  to  do  the 
MINIMUM  work  expected  of  each 
cause. 

Upon  their  recommendation  the  Pres- 
bytery approved  asking  each  church  to 
share  in  raising  $112,985  for  these  four 
causes  as  follows: 

Presbyterian  Home  for 

Children    .....  ......$46,700 

Church  Extension  ..  _.  40,000 

Christian    Education    .  9,285 

Office  of  Executive  Secretary....  17,000 

(This  office  budget  includes  all  promotional  work, 
publishing  OUR  MOUNTAIN  WORK,  serving  as 
treasurer  and  custodian  of  funds  for  all  agencies 
and   as    Central   Treasurer   of   Benevolences.) 

Related  Agencies 

Presbytery  instructed  the  Council  to 
provide  $250  for  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches.  Since  1925  the 
Presbytery  has  included  Montreat-An- 
derson  College  (through  its  development 
from  an  elementary  school  for  girls)  , 
because  of  the  service  the  institution 
was  rendering  to  youth  in  the  area  of 
Asheville  Presbytery.  The  Presbytery 
elects  two  trustees  to  Davidson  College, 
and  feels  an  obligation  to  share  in  at 
least  a  "token"  contribution  to  the  sup- 
port of  this  institution.  To  these  agen- 
cies was  assigned:

INTERPRETING  STATISTICS 
MID-YEAR  ESTIMATES 

Asheville  Presbytery  showed  a  net  loss 
of  15  in  1960  in  total  membership,  with 
a  final  count  on  December  31st  of  8,207. 

In  spite  of  additions  of  278  on  Pro- 
fession of  Faith  and  486  by  Certificate 
and  Re-affirmation,  the  drop  came  about 
because  of  the  "losses"  reported. 

These  losses  were  not  all  sustained  in 
the  one  year,  for  some  churches  fail  to 
keep  their  roll  of  members  "up-to-date", 
waiting  sometimes  as  much  as  five  years 
or  more  to  remove  names  from  the  "ac- 
tive" to  "retired"  list.  This  latter  is  not 
included  in  the  total  count. 

The  "losses"  reported  for  1960  reach- 
ed 779,  of  which  two  congregations  ac- 
counted for  221,  while  others  showed 
losses  of  as  many  as  77,  56  and  less. 

An  unofficial  report  to  the  Presbytery 
for  the  first  six  months  of  1961  shows 
that  there  have  been  gains  of  156  on 
Profession  of  Faith,  215  by  Certificate 
or  Re-affirmation,  while  total  losses  by 
death,  transfer  of  membership  and  other 
causes,  has  reached  only   174,   thus  far. 

The  Presbytery  should  show  a  substan- 
tial gain  in  1961.  The  total  on  July  1, 
1961,  standing  at  8,407,  with  the  in- 
creases in  three  congregations  not  re- 
ported in  the  report. 

The  Presbytery  elects  commissioners 
to  the  General  Assembly  on  the  basis 
of  membership.  Prior  to  1961  the  ratio 
has  been  one  Minister  and  one  Ruling 
Elder  for  4,000  members,  with  an  addi- 
tional Minister  and  Ruling  Elder  every 
time  the  membership  is  increased  by  4,- 
000.  The  basis  was  changed  at  the  Dallas 
(1961)  Assembly  to  5,000  members,  thus 
reducing  representation  from  Asheville 
Presbytery  to  Two  each  until  the  mem- 
bership exceeds  10,000.

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EDITORIAL 

By  Rev.  Bob  Gray 

During  these  times  of  tension  our  minds 
go  back  to  the  lives  of  the  prophets,  es- 
pecially the  8th  century  prophets.  Out- 
standing were  Amos,  Hosea,  and  Micah. 
The  Hebrews  had  arrived  at  a  point  where 
there  was  a  gulf  between  the  religion  and 
life,  worship,  and  work.  They  participated 
in  religious  ceremony  and  even  tithed. 
However,  they  did  not  want  religion  inter- 
fering with  every  day  living.  Business 
was  business.  Politics  was  politics.  Social, 
legal,  and  moral  matters  were  outside  the 
jurisdiction  of  religion.  Sacrifice  and  cere- 
mony, tradition  and  custom  took  the  place 
of  a  sensitive  conscience.  It  was  against 
such  a  background  that  Amos  pronounced 
God's  disapproval  and  called  for  "justice 
to  roll  down  like  waters  and  righteousness 
like  an  overflowing  stream."     (Amos  5:24) 

Along  with  Amos  in  this  day  of  corrup- 
tion and  empty  ceremony  came  Hosea.  He 
pointed  out  not  alone  God's  coming  judg- 
ment but  the  fact  of  God's  love  for  them 
as  a  people.  God  had  blessed  them,  fash- 
ioned them  into  a  nation.  Good  things  had 
been  theirs  and  God's  love  and  mercy  had 
been  constant.  However,  their  love  for 
God  had  been  "like  a  morning  cloud", 
"like  the  dew  that  goes  early  away." 
Faithfulness  did  not  exist;  prosperity  re- 
placed conviction.  Yet  God  continued  to 
love  them  as  Hosea  cried:  "I  desire  stead- 
fast love  and  not  sacrifice ;  a  knowledge 
of  God  rather  than  burnt  offerings." 
(Hosea   6:6) 

Along  with  Amos  and  Hosea  came  Micah. 
Amos  saw  that  God  is  a  just  God  who 
requires  justice  among  men.  Hosea  under- 
stood that  mercy  is  at  the  heart  of  God 
and  that  God  wants  his  children  to  be 
merciful.  Micah  combined  these  two  and 
gave  us  one  of  the  greatest  statements  in 
the  Old  Testament,  that  a  man  is  not  only 
to  do  justly  and  love  mercy,  but  also  to 
walk  humbly  with  his  God.     (Micah  6:8) 

Let  us  as  we  commence  a  new  year  to- 
gether remember  these  words  of  wisdom 
as  they  come  to  us  from  the  prophets. 
May  there  be  no  separation  between  our 
faith  and  our  daily  lives.  May  those  things 
we  learn  in  council  meetings,  youth  fellow- 
ships, and  rallies  be  not  only  for  the 
moment  but  rather  may  they  be  evidenced 
in  our  school  life  and  in  our  homes.  As 
youth  we  have  been  richly  and  abundantly 
blessed  beyond  measure.  We  have  much 
more  materially  than  any  other  genera- 
tion. This  need  not  be  against  us  for  the 
challenges  and  opportunities  are  likewise 
greater  than  any  other  generation  ever 
faced.  May  we  use  what  we  have,  begin- 
ning now  where  we  are  to  do  as  no  other 
generation  has  done  very  well,  that  being 
to  live  justly,  making  known  God's  love 
in  Jesus  Christ  and  walking  as  His  chil- 
dren  in   humility  before   Him.

IN  CENTENNIAL  SESSIONS 

Three   Joint  Programs  Hear 

Outstanding  Speakers 

Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  pastor  of  the  Pear- 
sail  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
Wilmington,  Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell,  Mon- 
treal and  Dr.  Lawrence  A.  Davis,  At- 
lanta, gave  three  addresses  at  the  joint 
meeting  of  the  Women  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery and  the  Presbytery,  at  Henderson- 
ville,  October  3rd. 

During  the  morning  session  Mrs.  W. 
B.  Ferguson,  Weaverville,  made  her  re- 
port at  the  first  joint  session.  At  the 
evening  session  Mrs.  F.  A.  Plummer, 
who  succeeded  Mrs.  Ferguson  as  presi- 
dent, spoke  briefly  on  the  subject,  "The 
Forward   Look." 

The  evening  service  was  arranged  as 
the  climax  of  a  day  of  recognition  of 
the  organization  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  on  December  4,  1861, 
and  the  two  bodies  adjusted  their  regu- 
lar meeting  dates  to  unite  in  the  joint 
sessions. 

At  the  request  of  the  special  commit- 
tee headed  by  Dr.  Ben  F.  Ormand,  Bre- 
vard, the  challenge  of  Church  Extension 
within  Asheville  Presbytery  was  present- 
ed briefly  at  the  evening  session.  Dr. 
R.  E.  McClure,  Executive  Secretary, 
made  this  presentation  at  the  request 
of  Dr.  W.  G.  Thomas,  chairman  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee. 

Dr.  Hall  brought  a  challenging  ad- 
dress on  "Our  Presbyterian  Heritage 
Mission",  Dr.  Davis  spoke  on  "Evangel- 
ism" and  presented  a  specific  program 
for  implementing  this  emphasis  in  1962. 
Dr.  Bell  gave  a  study  of  First  Corinth- 
ians, the  designated  study  for  all  church 
members  in  1962.

57%  OF  CHILDREN  AT  HOME 
ARE  BASIS  OF  DUKE  AID 

The  Duke  Endowment  makes  its  an- 
nual contribution  to  The  Presbyterian 
Home  for  Children  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  full  or  half  orphans  cared 
for  during  the  year. 

Thirty  North  Carolina  homes  received 
aid  from  this  source  in  1961,  on  the 
basis  of  3,040.5  children  cared  for  a 
total  of  1,112,820  days.  On  a  state  wide 
basis  the  number  of  orphans  and  hall- 
orphans  averaged  52.9%. 

At  the  Presbyterian  Home  for  Chil- 
dren the  average  was  57%,  being  one 
of  the  twelve  (out  of  thirty)  exceeding 
the  average    (52.9%). 

This  is  an  index  to  the  service  ren- 
dered to  children  who  have  lost  one  or 
both  parents  by  death.

Every  body  noted  the 
fine  work  done  by  these  young  women, 
who  had  gained  their  training  and  ex- 
perience during  their  high  school  days 
in  the  Home.

CAMP  SITE  PURCHASED  FOR 
ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

Asheville  Presbytery  voted  three  years 
ago  to  purchase  a  tract  of  some  175  acres 
in  the  southeast  section  of  Buncombe 
County,  and  the  final  payment  on  this 
purchase  was  made  in  August  of  1961. 

A  preliminary  study  of  the  develop- 
ment of  this  site  is  being  made.  It  is 
expected  that  these  plans  can  be  present- 
ed to  the  Presbytery  in  January  for  ap- 
proval, and  if  approved,  implemented 
with  further  financial  support  to  make 
the   development  a  reality. 

The  property  can  be  reached  from 
Asheville  by  going  east  on  US  74  to 
the  intersection  of  the  Garren  Creek 
road.  This  road  is  paved  about  four 
miles.  The  site  is  at  the  head  of  Gar- 
ren Creek  and  is  fed  by  three  streams 
which  form  this  creek. 

Dr.  Robert  P.  Davis,  Director  of 
Camping  and  Conference  Programs,  un- 
der the  Board  of  Christian  Education 
of  the  General  Assembly  has  given  gen- 
erously of  his  time  to  a  study  of  this 
site  and  its  development.  Both  Dr.  Da- 
vis and  others  have  declared  it  to  be  a 
most  ideal  situation,  with  potentials  for 
development  into  a  valuable  and  useful 
camp  for  Asheville  Presbytery. 

The  committee  contemplates  its  de- 
velopment into  a  project  that  can  be 
used  the  year  round,  with  special  em- 
phasis on  summer  camps  and  confer- 
ences, for  large  and  small  groups.  It  is 
expected  that  it  will  provide  a  place 
for  enlarging  the  camp  and  conference 
activities  as  carried  on  in  the  past,  and 
the  expansion  of  same,  as  well  as  offer 
the  churches  of  the  Presbytery  a  place 
for  congregational  camps,  retreats,  etc. 

The  ultimate  development  of  the  pro- 
ject will  await  funds  for  roads,  water- 
systems,  building  a  lake,  various  build- 
ings, including  dining  facilities,  assem- 
blies, cabins  and  larger  houses  for  sleep- 
ing. Much  of  this  will  be  on  a  year- 
round  basis  of  use.

Church,  Lynchburg,  where  he  was  in- 
strumental in  organizing  the  Armistead 
Gardens  Church,  in  Johnson,  S.  C,  and 
the  Laurel  Church,  Richmond,  Va.,  to- 
gether with  several  supplies  since  "re- 
tirement". For  the  past  year  he  has 
been  supplying  the  Mt.  Carmel  and 
Spring  Hill  churches,  near  Turbeville, 
Va. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  will  occupy  the 
recently  purchased  manse  at  Hayesville, 
and  as  an  ordained  minister  will  give 
the  Hayesville  church  a  ministry  impos- 
sible under  student  workers. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  student 
supply  has  ben  engaged  on  a  resident 
basis  for  the  full  year,  the  last  supply, 
Jack  W.  Heintzleman,  has  returned  to 
Union  Seminary  for  his  senior  year.  He 
was  preceded  by  James  A.  Pippin,  also 
of  Union  Seminary,  in  1959-60  and  by 
John  H.  Laws,  of  Columbia  Seminary, 
in   1958-59. 

Under  Mr.  Laws  initial  funds  were 
raised  for  the  new  church  plant,  and 
the  building  was  erected  while  Mr.  Pip- 
pin was  student  minister.  Since  the 
new  plant  has  been  finished  the  congre- 
gation has  grown  in  number  and  finan- 
cial strength.

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WEST  ASHEVILLE  CELEBRATES 
FORTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY 

The  West  Asheville  Presbyterian 
Church  was  organized  Sunday  after- 
noon, October  29,  1916. 

The  congregation  celebrated  this  event 
on  their  forty-fifth  anniversary,  October 
29,   1961. 

Rev.  Paul  N.  Greshman,  who  was  or- 
dained and  installed  as  the  first  pastor 
on  December  18,  1918,  brought  the 
morning  message,  but  was  unable  to  re- 
main for  the  vesper  service,  because  of 
engagements  in  Greenville,  S.  C.,  where 
he  is  now  a  pastor. 

The  vesper  service  was  highlighted 
by  greetings  from  various  churches  and 
from  the  Presbytery. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Dendy,  pastor  at  Weaver- 
ville, was  introduced  as  the  student  work- 
er who  served  the  West  Asheville  church 
in  1921,  under  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  Gres- 
ham.  He  brought  greetings  from  Weav- 
erville, with  reminiscences  which 
brought  out  the  following  facts. 

About  that  time  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
G.  Blankenship  moved  from  West  Ashe- 
ville to  Weaverville.  They  gathered  a 
small  group  together  and  asked  Mr. 
Gresham  to  come  out  and  hold  service 
for  them.  Dr.  Dendy  subsequently  sup- 
plied the  Weaverville  group  during  the 
summer,  and  the  Weaverville  Presby- 
terian Church  was  organized  in  the  fall. 
They  called  Dr.  Dendy  the  following 
spring,  and  he  has  been  their  pastor 
continuously  since   1922. 

In    1943    the   West   Asheville   Church 

sponsored  a  work  in  the  Malvern  Hills 

Area  which  was  organized  the  same  fall.

FIFTY  EIGHT  BOYS  AND  GIRLS  IN  ONE  HAPPY  fAMILY 


The  Presbyterian  Home  for  Children  has  an 
ideal  capacity  of  fifty-six.  At  present  there  are 
fifty-eight  in  The  Home.  In  addition  there  are 
three  in  college  and  one  in  nurse's  training. 

The  work  of  the  Presbyterian  Home  for  Chil- 
dren is  that  of  offering  needy  boys  and  girls  the 
security  of  a  Home,  under  Christian  influences 
where  they  can  be  assured  of  the  comforts  of  life, 
a  basic  education  and  opportunity  for  Christian 
growth   and   development. 

The  Home,  under  the  direction  of  Don  C. 
McKenzie,  superintendent,  carries  on  in  the  tra- 
dition of  "The  Mountain  Orphanage,  Inc.,"  with 
the  same  ideals  which  the  founder,  the  late  Dr. 
R.  P.  Smith,  set  forth  when  the  doors  opened  on 
Crabtree  Creek,  January  16,  1904. 

Four  matrons  have  active  supervision  of  the 
family  in  four  groups.

The  smaller  boys  and  smaller  girls  live  in  down- 
stairs dormitories,  in  opposite  ends  of  the  build- 
ing. When  they  reach  twelve  or  more  years,  they 
move  upstairs,  where  they  live  two  to  four  to  a 
room,  and  have  larger  opportunity  for  individual 
development. 

Feeding  the  family  calls  for  a  cooperative  pro- 
gram, under  the  direction  of  a  kitchen  and  din- 
ing room  matron,  and  with  the  help  of  the  ol- 
der girls.  The  farm  manager,  with  the  older  boys, 
cultivates  the  farm  to  provide  all  possible  fruits 
and  vegetables  and  sufficient  quantities  of  pork 
and  beef  for  the  large  family.  It  has  been  found 
more  economical  to  purchase  chickens  and  eggs 
than  to  raise  them,  and  to  purchase  milk  rather 
than  have  a  herd  of  dairy  cattle. 

The  boys  learn  the  practical  things  related  to 
the  farm,   while   the  girls  learn   the  art  of  food

In  addition,  during  school  hours, 
a  part-time  employee  works  two  days  a  week 

jin  the  laundry.    When  out  of  school,  the  older 

girls  serve  in   this  activity. 

School 
All  the  children   attend  the  public  schools. 
Transportation    is    in    the    bus   which   belongs 
[to  The  Home,  and  is  used  for  school,  church 
iand  other  activities. 

The  smaller  boys  and  girls  attend  the  Pri- 
Imary  Schools  of  Black  Mountain.  Others  at- 
tend the  Owen  High  School,  about  a  mile 
from  The  Home. 

When  any  boy  or  girl  has  remained  at  The 
Home  and  graduated  from  high  school,  a  college  or  other  ad- 
vanced schooling  is  made  possible.  Limited  endowment  funds 
provide  some  of  the  money  needed  for  this  purpose.  Friends 
of  The  Home  have  always  responded,  so  that  it  can  be  said 
that  no  qualified  boy  or  girl  has  ever  been  denied  such  train- 
ing. 

Church 
The  Home  exists  because  Christian  people  want  the  mem- 
bers of  the  family  to  have  a  true  Christian  experience. 

Every  member  of  the  staff  is  a  professing  Christian,  and 
a  part  of  their  responsibility  is  church  attendance  with  the 
family.  In  addition  they  lead  their  groups  in  the  personal 
development  of  their  spiritual  life. 

The    family    attends    the    Black    Mountain     Presbyterian 

Church,  of  which  Rev.  Robert 
W.  Gray  is  the  pastor.  Of  the 
fifty-eight  children  in  the  Home, 
forty-three  are  members  of  this 
church.  All  but  one  of  the 
forty-three  have  united  on  Pro- 
fession of  Faith.  One  child 
came  from  a  Presbyterian  family 
and  brought  her  church  letter. 
Individuals  in  the  family  are 
active  in  many  ways  in  the 
church  school,  and  youth  work. 
One  is  now  an  officer  on  the 
Council  of  the  Senior  High  Fel- 
lowship of  Asheville  Presbytery. 
Dollars  and  Sense 
It  takes  Dollars  to  finance 
such  a  Home. 

It  makes  Sense  to  spend  these 
Dollars  where  the  results  are  so 
encouraging  —  seen  in  the  trans- 
formed lives  of  the  rising  gen- 
eration. 
terry  henry  Tt   takes  .$63,000  to  meet   the 
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normal  budget  needs  of  The  Home  for  one  full  year. 

This   means    that    it    costs   approximately    $1,125    to   keep 
one  child  in  the  home  for  one  year. 

Asheville  Presbytery,  in  January,  1961,  set  $41,000  as  the 
amount  that  the  churches  should  give,  as  a  minimum,  for 
the  support  of  The  Home.  This  figure  was  set  in  the  light 
of  anticipated  "Benevolence  Gifts"  of  $175,000  for  ALL 
causes  for  Presbytery,  Synod  and  General  As- 
sembly. 

A  definite  percentage  of  every  "undesignated 
dollar"  received  through  regular  gifts  goes  to 
the  support  of  The  Home.  This  will  reach 
$20,000  IF  the  total  gifts  of  the  churches  reach 
the  amount  anticipated.  The  source  of  this 
money  is  the  regular  gifts  of  members  of  local 
churches    through    their  budget   giving. 

Most  of  the  local  women's  organizations,  in 
some  cases  each  of  the  circles  of  a  local  organi- 
zation, and  in  a  few  cases  individuals,  sponsor 
the  clothing  of  individual  children.  For  prac- 
tical purposes  the  sum  of  $75.00  per  year  has 
been  set  as  the  normal  cost  for  the  "average 
child".  This  money  is  remitted  quarterly  or 
semi-annually  in  addition  to  the  percentage 
share    of   the    "undesignated   dollar." 

Approximately  one  fourth  of  the  Church 
Schools  of  the  Presbytery,  or  a  class  in  the 
school,  contribute  the  offering  of  one  Sunday 
each  month  to  The  Home.  This  is  in  response 
to  a  request  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  asking 
each  school  to  follow  this  plan. 

From   time    to    time    individuals   make    con-r 

tributions  in  the  name  of  their  local  church. 

These,    together  with   the   clothing  fund,   and 

Church  School  offerings,  will  probably  reach  $8,500  in  1961. 

To  reach   the   MINIMUM   NEEDS   GOAL  of  $41,000   in 

1961,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  to 

be   at  least   $12,500.00. 

The  Help  of  Others 
$41,000  cannot  meet  the  needs  of  a  $60,000  budget. 
The  largest  single  non-Presbyterian  contributor  to  the 
needs  of  The  Home  is  the  Duke  Endowment.  This  trust 
appropriates  funds  to  thirty  such  homes  in  North  and  South 
Carolina,  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  children  in  each 
home,  who  are  "whole  or  half  orphans".  No  aid  is  given 
from  this  service  for  any  child  where  either  parent  is  living. 
During  the  past  year  57%  of  the  children  at  The  Presby- 
terian Home  formed  the  basis  of  their  gift. 

During  the  current  year  a 
substantial  legacy  was  re- 
ceived, and  this  $7,000  pre- 
vented a  deficit  in  the  operat- 
ing costs  for  1961.  If  it  were 
not  for  this  income,  the 
amount  needed  at  Thanksgiv- 
ing would  have  been  nearer 
$20,000. 

Other  lesser  sources  of  income 
include  small  gifts  from  rela- 
tives of  the  children,  a  limited 
income  from  endowment  funds 
(less  than  $500.00  available  for 
operating  costs)  ,  participation 
in  the  state  milk  program,  gifts 
of  individuals  outside  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  miscel- 
laneous income,  which  make  up 
the  difference  if  the  budget  is 
to  be  balanced.

N.  Mor- 
rison, pastor  of  the  Swannanoa  Church 
from  1841-1856. 

f.  J.  Stone,  of  the  Kenilworth  Church, 
and  for  five  years  a  teacher  of  the  Bible 
Class  at  the  West  Asheville  church 
brought  greetings  from  that  congrega- 
tion.

After  a  pastorate 
of  12  years  in  Hartsville,  S.  C,  he  be- 
came president  of  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege. 

Mr.  Gresham  served  until  1929,  being 
dismissed  to  Savannah,  Ga.,  where  he 
served  for  four  years,  then  returned  to 
Asheville  Presbytery  to  lead  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Kenilworth  Church. 
(As  the  Kenilworth  Church  sponsored 
the  Arden  congregation  under  Mr.  Gres- 
ham's  leadership,  this  means  that  he 
was  active  as  the  first  pastor  at  West 
Asheville  and  the  organizer  of  three 
other  congregations.)

The  money  is  deposited  in  a  special 
fund,  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  used  from  time  to  time  for  special 
needs  at  The  Presbyterian  Home  for 
Children,  other  than  for  the  regular 
budget. 

In  other  words,  if  it  were  not  for 
these  "over  and  above  gifts"  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  replace  much 
worn  out  equipment,  add  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  home  with  fresh  paint,  and 
take   care   of  occasionally  emergencies. 

During  1961  it  has  been  possible  to 
install  a  new  furnace,  when  the  old 
furnace  gave  way  in  February,  at  a 
net  cost  of  $3,353.47.  This  amount  in- 
cluded expenses  involved  in  living  at 
Montreat  for  ten  days. 

New  sinks  were  installed  in  the  kitch- 
en ($374.65)  and  a  dishwasher  was  pur- 
chased ($650.00)  to  meet  requirements 
of  the  State  Health  Department.  New 
furniture  to  replace  old  was  secured 
($2,425.99) ,  Porch  railings  and  storm 
doors  were  purchased    ($73.80) . 

The  balance  on  hand,  October  1, 
1960,  was  $5,057.07.  Received  during 
the  year,  $4,291.89.  The  balance  on 
hand,  October  1,  1961,  subject  to  pay- 
ment of  $281.00  for  re-placement  furni- 
ture on  order,  is  $2,131.04.

IF  FIRE  SHOULD  OCCUR  AT 
THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 

Everybody  sincerely  hopes  this  will 
not  happen,  but  "If" 

Recently  a  fire  hydrant  was  installed 
close  to  the  dormitory,  capable  of  pro- 
ducing a  usable  pressure  of  250  pounds. 
Another  is  to  be  installed  about  fifty 
feet  inside  the  campus  near  the  entrance 
drive. 

Last  month  the  family  was  alerted 
with  a  fire  drill.  Three  people  knew 
of  this  in  advance:  Don  C.  McKenzie, 
Superintendent,  and  the  captains  of  the 
Volunteer  Fire  Departments  of  Black 
Mountain  and  Swannanoa.  This  was 
a  routine  practice  drill  for  the  two  com- 
panies and  for  The  Home. 

The  results  were  so  encouraging  that 
they  assure  a  maximum  safety  to  the 
family  and  buildings. 

In  thirty  eight  seconds,  the  dormitory 
building  was  evacuated,  and  the  family 
housed  in  nearby  buildings. 

In  six  minutes  the  Black  Mountain 
Fire  Department  had  a  stream  of  water 
ready  to  throw  on  "the  fire,"  and  the 
Swannanoa  Department  was  only  sec- 
onds behind  the  Black  Mountain  fire- 
men in  arriving  for  duty. 

This  drill  was  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  October  and  received 
high  praise.  It  is  preventative  insurance 
of  the  most  valuable  kind. 
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FAIN  ACCEPTING  CALL  FROM 
HENDERSONVILLE  CHURCH 

Rev.  John  L.  Fain,  Jr.,  will  become  the 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Hendersonville,  about  February  1,  1962, 
succeeding  Dr.  Warren  F.  Thuston,  who 
resigned  a  year  ago  to  accept  a  call  to 
South  Charleston,  W.  Va. 

Mr.  Fain,  a  native  of  Georgia,  grad- 
uated from  Davidson  College  and  Co- 
lumbia Theological  Seminary,  and  was 
ordained  by  Savannah  Presbytery,  where 
he  was  installed  in  the  Flemington,  Ga., 
church.  Subsequently  he  was  for  nine 
years  pastor  at  Kannapolis,  N.  C,  be- 
fore going  to  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla.,  in 
1959. 

He  entered  full  time  evangelistic  work 
in  the  church  about  a  year  ago  and  will 
fill  certain  engagements  in  that  field 
before  moving  to  Hendersonville  early 
next  year.  His  call  to  this  congregation 
grew  out  of  his  engagement  a  few  years 
ago  to  hold  special  services  at  Hender- 
sonville.

LOOKING  INTO  1962  WITH 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  Christian  Education 
as  administered  by  the  Presbytery's  com- 
mittee is  made  possible  by  the  budget 
support  of  the  work  in  the  benevolence 
giving  of  the  churches  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery. 

The  work  underwritten  is  that  of  the 
youth  camps  and  conferences,  the  leader- 
ship training  programs  and  other  similar 
activities  of  the  presbytery. 

Over  a  period  of  four  years  this  com- 
mittee has  been  purchasing  a  tract  of 
land  (175  acres  more  or  less)  located 
about  five  miles  off  US  highway  74, 
and  fifteen  miles  east  of  Asheville.  This 
property  was  fully  paid  for  in  August 
and  in  July  the  presbytery  adopted  the 
following  recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee: 

"That  Presbytery  authorize  its  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Christian  Education  to 
proceed  to  prepare  a  plan  of  develop- 
ment of  Presbytery's  Camp  site  and  to  do 
such  necessary  road  work,  development  of 
water  supply,  electricity  supply,  and  a 
small  lake,  as  it  is  possible  to  do  from 
funds  in  the  1961  budget  of  said  com- 
mittee." 

LInder  this  authorization  the  Commit- 
tee is  proceeding  to  locate  a  road,  seek 
a  water  supply,  and  definitely  deter- 
mine the  boundaries  of  the  site  through 
a  complete  survey  of  the  property.  The 
Committee,  of  which  Rev.  Joseph  L. 
Auten,  D.D.,  is  chairman  plans  to  make

WHITE  OAK  BUILDING  BURNS 

The  building  of  the  former  White 
Oak  Presbyterian  Church  burned  in 
the  early  morning  hours  of  November 
8,  leaving  only  the  ashes  and  sections 
of  the  tin  roofing.  The  origin  of  the 
fire  is  unknown. 

Asheville  Presbytery  erected  this 
building  in  1927,  at  which  time  Rev. 
Dunbar  H.  O  g  d  e  n  was  installed 
as  the  first  pastor.  For  some  time  prior 
to  1950  there  had  been  no  regular  serv- 
ices. The  church  organization  was  dis- 
solved and  the  property  was  deeded  in 
1950  to  three  trustees  for  the  "White 
Oak  Community  Development"  to  be 
used  as  a  Community  Center. 

A  clause  in  the  deed  provided  that 
the  Presbytery  could  re-possess  the  prop- 
erty if  it  ceased  to  be  used  as  a  Com- 
munity Center.  In  the  fall  of  1960,  af- 
ter visits  of  Miss  Bessie  May  Stribling, 
the  work  was  re-opened.  Sunday  School 
was  organized  on  November  6,  1960, 
and  the  work  sponsored  by  Rev.  Wayne 
R.  Auginbaugh,  and  the  session  of  the 
Waynesville  Church,  where  he  was  pas- 
tor. 

During  the  summer  of  1961,  Ray  Sto- 
ver, student  of  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary,  served  this  field,  in  connec- 
tion with  other  work  at  the  Waynes- 
ville Church.  Since  Mr.  Stover  returned 
to  the  seminary,  Mr.  Auginbaugh  has 
continued  services  at  White  Oak  twice 
monthly.  The  future  of  the  work  was 
to  have  been  considered  by  the  Church 
Extension  Committee  at  the  meeting  on 
December  1st. 

While  the  building  was  under  the 
management  of  the  "Community  De- 
velopment", it  was  agreed  that  the 
Presbytery  would  have  permission  to  use 
the  property  for  services  at  any  time 
that  did  not  conflict  with  a  community 
program. 


MISS  LILLIE  D.  EVERETT 
DIES  NOVEMBER  23rd 

Miss  Lillie  D.  Everett,  who  served  as 
office  secretary  for  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  Asheville  Presbytery  died  on 
November  23rd  after  an  extended  ill- 
ness. 

Miss  Everett  began  work  as  office  sec- 
retary in  October  1948  and  continued 
in  that  capacity  until  April  1957,  when 
she  retired  on  account  of  her  health.  She 
had  been  living  for  the  past  year  or  so 
in   Black   Mountain. 

Memorial  severices  were  held  in  Ashe- 
ville on  November  24th  and  burial  was 
in  the  family  plat  at  Bryson  City. 

THREE  SISTERS  AND 
A  BIRTHDAY 

A  letter  from  Florida  about  two  sisters 
living  in  New  York  and  a  birthday  came 
to  the  desk  of  the  Treasurer  of  The 
Presbyterian    Home    for    Children. 

It   speaks    for   itself: 

"My  sisters  would  like  me  to  send  the 
enclosed  check  to  you  instead  of  a  per- 
sonal birthday  gift  to  them,  so  it  is  my 
pleasure    to    do    it." 

Letters  of  appreciation  went  to  the  sis- 
ters and  a  receipt,  with  a  copy  of  the 
letter    to    the   donor. 

During  this  time  the  building  was 
used  as  a  polling  place.  It  was  so  used 
on  November  7th,  but  persons  there 
testified  that  there  was  no  sign  of  fire 
when  closed  on  the  7th. 

The  Waynesville  Mountaineer  report- 
ed, "Two  people  said  they  passed  the 
building  about  6:45  Wednesday  morn- 
ing and  saw  no  trouble.  By  7:30  the 
building  was  in  ashes." 

Insurance  agents  would  not  issue  a 
policy  on  account  of  its  inaccesibility 
and  lack  of  water  supply. 

The  replacement  value  would  run  to 
perhaps  $5,000   to  $6,000.

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1961  JOY  GIFT  OFFERING 
TO  BE  MADE  DEC.  24 

The  "Joy  Gift"  offering  made  an- 
nually at  the  Christmas  season  is  for 
the  benefit  of  retired  ministers,  widows 
and  dependent  children  of  ministers. 

Since  1941  the  Ministers'  Annuity 
Fund  has  been  building  up  a  retire- 
ment fund,  based  on  insurance  prin- 
ciples, and  made  possible  by  regular 
contributions  to  the  Fund.  The  amount 
of  the  contribution  for  each  minister 
is  in  direct  proportion  to  his  salary. 

When  this  Fund  has  been  in  existance 
for  thirty  five  years  (1976)  the  partici- 
pants of  the  insurance  program  will 
each  receive  an  annuity  based  on  his 
full  ministerial  life.  Those  who  retire 
before  1976  will  have  less  than  thirty- 
five  years  participation  in  the  fund  and 
will  receive  proportionally  smaller  an- 
nuities. In  many  cases  this  is  totally  in- 
adequate to  meet  his  needs. 

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  any  an- 
nuity is  on  a  fixed  insurance  ratio, 
based  on  the  amount  of  actual  salary, 
there  also  come  times  of  special  need 
due  to  sickness  or  other  emergency. 

The  funds  of  the  Board  of  Annuities 
and  Relief  which  are  received  through 
the  contributions  of  the  churches  make 
this  "extra"  help  possible.  These  funds 
come  from  the  "Joy  Gift". 

The  amount  given  by  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery at  Christmas  1960  was  $5,398.74. 
Because  this  offering  normally  exceeds 
the  amount  asked  by  the  Presbytery, 
no  part  of  "Undesignated  Benevolences" 
is  assigned  to  this  cause.  Flowever,  every 
penny  given  for  this  cause  goes  to  the 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  for  this 
use. 

Comments: 

Unless  your  church  participates  in  the 
"Joy  Gift"  offering  in  December,  you  will 
not  be  sharing  in  this  work. 

Unless  the  Presbytery  gives  as  much  as 
$4,786  this  Christmas,  the  amount  asked  by 
the  Synod  will  not  b  met. 

Unless  the  local  church  remits  the  con- 
tribution on  or  before  January  4th,  it  will 
not  be  included  in  the  remittances  of  the 
Central  Treasurer  as  "contributed  in  1961." 
(It  will  be  forwarded  as  "contributed  in 
1962.")

The  Evangelism  Committee  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  is  proposing  special  em- 
phasis in  1962  in  local  churches.

YOU,  IF  YOU  WILL 

Our  Montain  Work  is  a  monthly 
publication  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  de- 
scribed on  the  mast  head  of  the  first 
issue,  December  1910,  as  "a  periodical 
devoted  to  the  cause  of  church  exten- 
sion, Christian  Education  and  works 
of  charity." 

The  first  effort  to  have  such  a  paper 
in  the  Presbytery  is  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee, when  the  late  Dr.  R.  F.  Campbell, 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheville,  and  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee proposed  it  in  1901.  The  minutes  of 
March  5,  contain  the  following  entry: 

"Dr.  Campbell  presented  a  new  question 
to  the  committee  in  which  he  proposes 
starting  a  paper,  for  the  purpose  of  keep- 
ing our  work  before  the  people,  to  be 
run  jointly  by  the  First  Church  and  the 
committee.  Dr.  Campbell  to  edit  it  for 
the  church  and  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  for  the 
committee."  (Dr.  Smith  was  then  the 
evangelist  and  Superintendent  of  Home 
Missions  of  the  Presbytery.) 

The  project  was  approved  but  the 
first  issue  did  not  appear  until  1910, 
and  then  as  a  "Presbytery  paper."  In- 
complete files  are  available  at  the  office 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Pres- 
bytery (editor  since  1943)  ,  at  the  His- 
torical Foundation,  Montreat,  at  the 
University  of  N.  C.  Library,  Chapel  Hill, 
and  the  Spence  Library,  Union  The- 
ological  Seminary,   Richmond,   Va. 

The  1962  project  is  that  of  indexing 
as  much  of  the  files  as  possible.  Com- 
plete files  of  issues  since  1943  are  avail- 
able for  volunteers  to  take  them  home 
lor  the  work  of  indexing,  assigning  one 
or  more  years  to  each  person.  Earlier 
files  must  be  indexed  in  the  office  of 
the  Executive  Secretary,  but  the  work 
can  be  done  at  the  convenience  of  those 
willing   to  volunteer   for   the   project. 

All  such  volunteers,  by  January  15, 
1962,  will  be  invited  to  meet  at  some 
convenient  place  to  discuss  the  work 
and  adopt  uniform  plans  for  carrying 
out  the  project.

CENTRAL  TREASURER  REMITS 
FUNDS  MORE  PROMPTLY 

The  Central  Treasurer  of  Benevolen- 
ces announces  a  change  in  the  schedule 
for  remitting  funds  to  church  agencies 
that  will  speed  the  arrival  of  these  gifts 
for  actual  use  by  these  agencies. 

It  has  been  the  custom  to  disburse 
all  funds  received  during  any  given 
month  at  the  first  of  the  following 
month.  Beginning  immediately,  the 
distribution  date  will  be  the  tenth  of 
each  month. 

This  means,  in  effect,  that  IF  the 
local  treasurers  will  remit  funds  on 
hand  BEFORE  the  tenth  of  each  month, 
these  funds  will  be  in  the  hands  of  treas- 
urers of  the  causes  to  which  given  on  or 
about  the  fifteenth. 

Normally  contributions  are  received 
in  the  local  church  during  a  given  month 
and  forwarded  to  the  Central  Treasurer 
sometime  later.  This  is  often  late  in  the 
month  following  and  in  some  cases  is 
held  in  the  local  treasurer  for  two  or 
more  months  before  being  remitted. 

With  the  cooperation  of  local  treas- 
urers it  will  now  be  possible  to  put  these 
funds  to  practical  use  at  least  a  month 
sooner.  (In  the  case  of  a  few  delin- 
quents, it  will  be  several  months  faster.) 

Except  in  unusual  cases,  money  re- 
ceived after  the  tenth  of  the  month  will 
be  disbursed  on  the  tenth  of  the  month 
following. 

In  order  to  remit  funds  to  reach 
agency  treasurers  before  they  close  their 
books  for  1961,  final  distribution  of 
1961  contributions  will  be  made  as  of 
January  4,  1962.  Funds  received  after 
January  4,  1962,  will  be  disbursed  on 
February  10,  1962,  and  be  counted  on 
that   year.

WESTMINSTER  WILL  ERECT 
EDUCATIONAL  BUILDING 

The  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church 
has  let  a  contract  to  the  Burke  Construc- 
tion Company  of  Marion  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  to  serve  their  educa- 
tional and  fellowship  needs,  and  allow 
use  of  the  fellowship  hall  for  morn- 
ing worship  until  a  sanctuary  can  be 
built. 

Six  Associates  of  Asheville  are  archi- 
tects of  the  proposed  building,  after  ex- 
tensive study  by  officers  of  the  church, 
a  special  committee  and  frequent  con- 
sultations with  Rev.  James  L.  Doom, 
Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Church  Ar- 
chitecture of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension. 

The  congregation,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  B.  Blake  Breitenhirt,  was 
organized  in  the  fall  of  1958  and  has 
been  worshipping  in  the  Haw  Creek 
School  since  that  time.  Their  present 
membership  is  189,  having  grown  from 
an   initial   88  members. 

Ground  breaking  will  be  governed  by 
weather  conditions  but  it  is  expected 
that  the  building  will  be  completed  in 
about  six  months.  The  contract  cost 
is  around  $105,000. 

The  Westminster  Church  has  been 
granted  a  special  loan  of  $75,000.00 
made  possible  by  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  of  the  General  Assembly. 
They  have  set  aside  funds  from  their 
budget  giving  since  organization  and  an- 
ticipate other  income  as  the  building 
progresses. 

The  building  will  be  located  on  a 
five  acre  site  just  off  US  70,  opposite 
the  Highway  Patrol  station,  on  which 
is  located  a  residence,  now  being  used 
to  the  best  advantage  as  a  pastor's  study 
and  for  limited  educational  activities. 
The  new  structure  will  be  connected 
with  the  residence  so  as  to  form  one 
practical  unit.  It  is  expected  that  the 
residence  will  ultimately  be  removed 
for  the  expansion  of  the  educational 
building  and  the  building  of  a  sanc- 
tuary.

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PRESBYTERY  HIGH  LIGHTS

closer  editorial  supervision  of  the  re- 
maining volumes  of  the  "Laymen's 
Bible  Commentary"  (12)  or  to  sus- 
pend publication  of  some  entirely. 
The  allegation  in  the  overture  intro- 
duced by  Rev.  G.  Aiken  Taylor,  Jr., 
and  adopted  by  a  vote  of  25  to  14, 
was  that  interpretations  in  volumes 
already  published  were  not  in  accord 
with  the  doctrinal  position  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  in  cer- 
tain specified  details. 

Authority  was  given  the  Committee 
on  Christian  Education  to  bororw  up 
to  $15,000  for  development  of  the 
Camp  site  recently  purchased  by  the 
Presbytery.

The  General  Assembly  asks  that  Still- 
man  College  be  emphasized  on  Jan- 
uary 21st  for  the  significant  work  it  is 
doing  in   the  education  of  Negroes. 

This  issue  of  Our  Montain  Work 
will  reach  you  too  late  to  plan  for  this 
day  —  but  not  too  late  to  quicken  your 
interest  in  the  college  operated  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

This  institution  is  one  of  the  agencies 
of  the  General  Fund  and  receives  a  def- 
inite proportion  of  every  "undesignat- 
ed" dollar  contributed  by  the  churches 
of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

Similar  funds  throughout  the  General 
Assembly  do  not  provide  more  than 
the  absolute  minimum  operating  needs. 
Like  all  other  colleges  there  are  oppor- 
tunities here  to  aid  in  scholarships  and 
non-budget  opportunities. 

Miss  Patricia  Brown,  of  Asheville,  is 
a  student  at  Stillman,  on  a  scholarship 
provided  by  the  Women  of  Appalachia 
Synodical. 

According  to  a  leaflet  available  for 
distribution  the  college  receives  some 
additional  funds  from  "Stillman  Sup- 
porters".    The  leaflet  says: 

Many  persons  throughout  the  Church 
have  shown  a  special  interest  in  Still- 
man College  by  enrolling  as  Stillman 
Supporters.  Since  the  beginning  of 
the  Stillman  Supporters  in  May  1956, 
nearly  1,600  friends  have  enrolled. 
The  Supporters  together  with  about 
200  church  groups  have  contributed 
over  $27,000  toward  their  project — 
the  renovation  of  the  oldest  dormitory 
on  the  campus  —  Winsborough  Hall. 
Ten  rooms  remain  to  be  done.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  year  the  necessary 
$10,000  will  be  realized.

HOME  NEEDS  ENLARGED  UNIT 
FOR  CURING  AND  STORAGE 

The  Farmers  Federation  sold  their 
building  and  business  that  had  served 
The  Presbyterian  Home  For  Children 
for  many  years  in  the  matter  of  pro- 
cessing, curing  and  storing  of  meats 
raised  at  The  Home. 

Notice  to  vacate  the  storage  bins  by 
January  1,  1961  created  a  serious  prob- 
lem. 

The  only  place  found  for  preserving 
supplies  on  hand  were  located  twenty- 
two  miles  from  The  Home.  These  fa- 
cilities, while  greatly  appreciated,  had 
to  be  accepted  —  in  spite  of  distance 
and  rental  sixty  percent  more  than  had 
been  paid. 

Another  side  of  the  problem  was  that 
of  curing  meat  in  the  future.  There  is 
no  place  where  the  meat  can  be  cured 
and  stored.  In  addition  there  is  quite 
a  supply  of  cured  meat  on  hand  that 
was  not  included  in  the  move  mentioned 
above. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  hearing  of 
the  emergency  at  their  meeting,  Decem- 
ber 14th,  authorized  immediate  steps  to 
convert  the  milk  house  into  a  plant  for 
curing  and  storing  meat.  This  had  to 
be  done  immediately  to  move  the  supply 
on  hand  by   January  1st.

I  live  at  the  Presbyterian  Home  for 
Children.  I  love  my  home  because  I'm 
free  and  happy.  I  have  a  very  nice  matron, 
and  the  boys  in  my  department  are  just 
like   brothers   to   me. 

I  have  been  at  the  home  for  six  months 
and  have  learned  to  love  it  so.  I  know 
everybody  there.  I  have  one  sister  in  the 
home  also.  She  is  nine  years  old  and  her 
name    is    Sandra. 

In  the  time  that  I  have  been  there,  I've 
joined  many  activities.  I  have  joined  the 
Black  Mountain  Presbyterian  Church  and 
go    to   Youth    Fellowship. 

Where  I  live  we  have  a  laundry.  The 
big  girls  run  it  and  work  in  the  kitchen. 
The  big  boys  do  the  work  on  the  farm. 
They  feed  the  pigs,  cows  and  ducks.  They 
gather  the  corn  and  other  things  in  the 
crop.  They  mow  the  grass  and  rake  the 
leaves. 

We  have  a  gymnasium  and  one  of  the 
finest  swimming  pools  in  the  state.  We 
have  a  little  league  field  named  Robinson 
Field  at  McKenzie  Stadium.  There  are 
fifty-eight  children  at  the  home  and  two 
in   college.     We  all   live   in   one   big   family.

They  also  discussed  the  problem  of 
sending  22  miles  periodically  for  sup- 
plies on  cold  storage.  They  sought 
some  way  to  save  the  cost  of  transporta- 
tion and  rental. 

The  Home  has  a  walk-in  refrigerator, 
with  a  deep-freeze  section,  which  was 
provided  by  the  Men  of  the  Henderson- 
ville  Church  several  years  ago.  This  is 
adequate  for  current  needs,  but  is  to- 
tally inadequate  for  reserve  supplies. 

With  the  facilities  for  curing  and  stor- 
ing meat  in  the  converted  milk-house, 
there  is  critical  need  for  a  commercial 
type  freezer  unit  to  lower  travel  and 
rental  costs. 

Any  person  who  knows  of  such  equip- 
ment that  may  be  secured,  and  particu- 
larly any  person  or  group  who  would 
undertake  to  provide  such  for  The 
Home  will  be  rendering  a  real  service. 
Details  as  to  size,  etc.,  can  be  secured 
from  Don  C.  McKenzie,  Superintendent.

JUST  A  QUESTION  OF 
FIGURES  AND  FIGURING 

The  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Commerce  reveals  that  the  percapita  in- 
come for  the  average  North  Carolinian 
was  $1,574  in  1960.  " 

"The  Presbyterian  News" ,  of  the  Syn- 
od of  North  Carolina  estimates  that  per- 
sonal Presbyterian  income  would  be 
from  $500  to  $600  more  than  the  state 
average,  and  settles  on  $1,900  as  the 
minimum. 

Applying  these  figures  to  the  8,200 
members  of  the  churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  it  would  appear  that  the  in- 
come of  members  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery in  1960  was  at  least  $15,580,000.

SEVENTY  GRADUATES  FROM 
SEMINARY  IN  KOREA 

Rev.  John  Somerville,  member  of 
Asheville  Presbytery,  and  missionary  to 
Korea,  is  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
Korean  General  Assembly's  Theological 
Seminary  in  Seoul. 

Mr.  Somerville  writes  of  the  gradua- 
tion of  seventy  young  men  on  December 
21,  1961.  His  letter  written  before  that  | 
date  says  in  part: 

"There  are  seventy  men  graduating  this 
year,  thus  completing  their  prescribed 
course  of  theological  study  and  most  of 
these  will  go  out  into  pastorates  here  in 
South  Korea.  Three  or  four  have  already 
received  their  call  from  the  Army  and  are  | 
at  present  involved  in  their  basic  training. 

"It  has  been  a  great  privilege  and  pleas- 
ure to  be  associated  with  the  Seminary 
and  to  have  a  small  part  in  the  training 
of  these  nationals  for  work  here  in  the 
Land  of  the  Morning  Calm.  Very  little  of 
this  work  could  have  been  accomplished 
without  the  prayers  and  encouragement 
of  Christians  in  the  United  States. 

"These  gifts  are  a  constant  source  of 
encouragement  to  all  of  us  here  in  Korea, 
both  nationals  and  foreign  missionaries. 
In  March  of  this  year,  the  Seminary's  new 
men's  dormitory  was  dedicated  and  sev- 
enty students  have  been  residing  therein, 
since  that  date.  This  dormitory  is  being 
built  with  gifts  from  the  Southern  Presby- 
terian Church.  More  than  $45,000  has 
already  been  used  in  the  building.  When 
it  is  completed  a  maximum  of  200  students 
will  find  lodging  here." 

Mr.  Somerville  is  the  son  of  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Somerville,  now  of  Gastonia.  ! 
His  father  was  for  some  time  pastor  of 
the  Dillingham  and  Ivy  Park  Churches.

STEGALL  BACK  FROM  AFRICA 
UNDER  UNITED  NATIONS 

Rev.  C.  R.  Stegall,  formerly  pastor  of 
the  Friendship  Presbyterian  Church,  re- 
turned the  last  of  January  after  a  seven 
months    engagement    in   Africa. 

Mr.  Stegall  served  under  the  United 
Nations  program  of  distribution  of  food 
and  medicines  to  the  peoples  of  that 
country.  He  has  spoken  several  times 
of  his  experiences. 

He  saw  extreme  suffering  on  the  part 
of  many  displaced  persons,  and  others 
without  necessary  food  and  clothing.  He 
reported  renewed  contacts  with  many 
former  associates  of  the  days  of  his  ac- 
tive missionary  service  in  that  land. 

In  spite  of  the  distressing  political, 
economic  and  social  conditions  in  the 
land,  he  reported  the  work  of  the  mis- 
sion stations  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  as  extremely  promising  and  strong 
evidence  of  the  fine  work  that  has  been 
done. 

His  evaluation  of  the  missionary  pro- 
gram was  not  in  criticism  of  what  has 
been  done,  but  of  regret  that  the  pro- 
gram has  not  been  on  a  larger  scale  in 
the   past. 

Mr.  Stegall  is  retired  and  has  a  home 
in  Black  Mountain.

Montreat  is  believed  to  be  the  only 
municipality  in  the  United  States  owned 
by   a   church. 

The  first  Bible  conference  on  this  site 
of  five  thousand  acres  under  the  shadow 
of  Greybeard  Mountain  was  held  in 
1897.  Today  the  programs  and  activi- 
ties attract  an  estimated  40,000  people 
annually. 

The  General  Assembly  holds  80%  of 
the  outstanding  stock  of  incorporation, 
and  uses  the  property  for  church-wide 
conferences  in  the  interest  of  the  whole 
work  of  the  church. 

Montreat-Anderson  College,  a  stan- 
dard co-educational  Junior  College,  is 
operated  there  during  the  school  year 
by  the  same  board  that  controls  the  As- 
sociation. 

Montreat  has  not  erected  any  new 
buildings    for    thirteen    years    and    the

Lime  were  added  to  the  Presbytery's 
Committee    on    Church    Extension. 

Rev.  W.  G.  Thomas,  D.D.,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  has  named  members  of 
sub-committees,  including  the  "Promo- 
tion Committee",  to  which  he  named 
Dr.  Ormand  and  Dr.  Warren.  Rev.  G. 
B.  Talbot  is  also  on  this  committee. 

This  committee  with  the  general 
chairman,  Mrs.  L.  H.  McKay,  Secretary 
of  Church  Extension  of  the  Women  of 
Asheville  Presbytery,  and  the  Executive 
Secretary,  met  on  February  6th,  to  plan 
further  details  for  the  meeting  on  March 
12th.

PRESBYTERY  APPROVES  CAMP 
DEVELOPMENT  AT  ONCE 

The  committee  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion of  Asheville  Presbytery  was  au- 
thorized to  borrow  as  much  as  $15,000 
to  make  preliminary  progress  with  roads, 
lights,  sewage  and  certain  buildings  on 
the  camp  site  purchased  three  years  ago. 

The  budget  of  this  committee  was  in- 
creased to  provide  funds  to  retire  this 
obligation  in  three  years,  and  the  Com- 
mittee was  further  given  permission  to 
spend  any  additional  amounts  for  the 
development  that  are  actually  on  hand 
before  any  commitments  for  same  are 
made. 

Some  survey  work  has  already  been 
done  and  a  tentative  map  has  located 
certain  buildings,  a  lake  and  roads.  On- 
ly one  frame  building  is  contemplated 
at  first,  with  initial  use  of  the  camp 
being  based  on  "tents"  with  wooden 
floors.

OVERTURE  TO  1962  ASSEMBLY 
CRITICIZES  NEW  COMMENTARY 

The  Presbytery  of  Asheville,  by  a 
vote  of  25  to  14,  adopted  an  overture 
at  the  January  meeting  alledging  that 
the  "Layman's  Bible  Commentary"  con- 
tained statements  contrary  to  the  doc- 
trinal teachings  of  the  church  and  asked 
for  closer  editorial  supervision  of  same. 

The  overture  was  introduced  by  Rev. 
G.  Aiken  Taylor,  D.D.,  member  of  the 
presbytery.  Dr.  Taylor  specified  certain 
passages  and  comments  which  he  felt 
were  out  of  harmony  with  the  standards 
of  the  church,  and  asked  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  be  requested  to  instruct 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  as  fol- 
lows: 

"To  provide  stronger  editorial  safe- 
guards in  the  publication  of  further  vol- 
umes of  the  Commentary;  if  necessary 
suspending  publication  until  such  editorial 
safeguards   can  be   provided." 

The  Laymen's  Bible  Commentary  will 
have  twenty-five  volumes  when  finally 
published.  Thirteen  have  been  pub- 
lished, five  in  October  1959,  four  in 
October  1960  and  four  in  Ovtober  1962. 
It  is  proposed  to  publish  four  each  Oc- 
tober until  the  remaining  twelve  have 
completed  the  set,  covering  the  entire 
Bible. 

The  John  Knox  Press  (official  trade 
name  for  the  publishing  department  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.)  undertook  this 
project  in  1955,  after  presenting  same 
to  the  General  Assembly.  In  the  report 
of  the  Board  in  1960  it  is  stated  that 
"the  United  Church  in  Japan  has  been 
granted  permission  to  translate  and  pub- 
lish the  Layman's  Bible  Commentary  in 
the  Japanese  language,  and  reading 
copies  .  .  .  are  being  considered  in  Bra- 
zil for  possible  translation  into  Portu- 
guese. 

The  vote  in  the  presbytery  came  when 
the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures, 
to  whom  it  was  referred,  recommended 
that  it  be  not  approved.  The  presby- 
tery voted  against  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee,  in  effect  adopting 
the   overture.

The  General  Assembly  has  no  other 
way  to  record  the  work  of  the  local 
church  except  through  these  reports,  1 
and  for  1961  there  are  certain  discourag 
ing,  encouraging  and  interesting  "sta 
tistics". 


A  compilation  of  the  reports  is  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  four.  A  few  ob- 
servations follow:

MILLS  RIVER  CHURCH  PLANS 
FOR  ENLARGED  SANCTUARY 

The  Mills  River  church  reported  204 
people  present  at  their  Christmas  serv- 
ice and  are  faced  with  urgent  need  of 
larger  seating  space  in   their  sanctuary. 

For  some  time  they  have  been  im- 
provising for  class-rooms  in  their  educa- 
tional program.  Their  facilities  for  fel- 
lowship gatherings   are  limited. 

And  then  the  roof  leaked. 

It  proved  to  be  a  major  task  to  re- 
place the  roof  (repair  was  out  of  the 
question)  ,  and  it  seemed  the  logical 
time  to  start  a  long  range  program  of 
substantial  improvements. 

The  officers  and  congregation  have 
approved  the  first  step,  namely,  to  ex- 
tend the  sanctuary  about  thirty  five  feet 
toward  the  manse,  and  use  the  addi- 
tional space  for  pulpit,  chancel  and 
choir. 

By  turning  the  seating  arrangement 
in  the  present  sanctuary  and  facing 
lengthways  instead  of  side-ways  as  at 
present,  the  new  arrangement  will  af- 
ford adequate  seating  for  their  congrega- 
tion. 

Mr.  D.  D.  Merrill,  of  Tryon,  has  be- 
gun work  as  architect  in  making  their 
plans.  As  soon  as  possible  they  expect 
to  start  this  part  of  their  building  pro- 
gram. At  a  later  time  they  hope  to 
erect  a  new  educational  and  fellowship 
unit  to  the  west  of  their  present  build- 
ing, and  remodel  their  existing  facili- 
ties. 

The  projected  cost  of  the  first  unit 
is  estimated  to  be  about  $35,000.  Rev. 
W.  L.  Hodgkin  is  pastor  of  the  church. 


62  Copies  Of  January 
Issue  Are  Undelivered 
All  In  One  Congregation 

The  Post  Office  returned  the  labels 
from  sixty  two  copies  of  OUR  MOUNTAIN 
WORK,  which  were  presumably  undeliv- 
ered to  families  of  one  congregation 
because    of    faulty    addresses. 

Correct  addresses  were  furnished  us  in 
each  case  and  this  will  be  of  great  help 
in  the  future.  We  relate  this  story  to 
illustrate  the  effect  of  the  new  Post  Office 
regulation,  which  also  charges  Ten  Cents 
for    each    label    returned. 

Of  the  sixty  two  only  two  were  for 
changes  of  address  to  a  new  Post  Office. 
Twenty  six  were  undelivered  because  the 
house  number  was  not  shown  or  was  in- 
correct. Twenty  one  were  changed  from 
street  address  to  Post  Office  Boix  number. 
Thirteen  were  changed  because  of  an 
entirely    new    local    address. 

Thirteen  other  Post  Offices  returned 
labels  'with  five  or  more  incorrect  ad- 
dresses. The  total  of  121  copies  and  a 
total  charge  of  $12.10.  These  are  the 
result  of  a  regulation  when  went  into 
effect     on     January     10th.       Further     mails 

may    bring    additional    corrections    each

A  report  reached  OUR  MOUNTAIN 
WORK  of  the  serious  automobile  acci- 
dent suffered  by  Rev.  W.  G.  Somerville 
near  Gastonia  about  March  9th.

Reporting  to  the  General  Assembly, 
as  institutions  serving  the  church  are: 

Four  Theological  Seminaries — 

Two  of  the  four  have  a  direct  relationship 
to  the  Synod  of  Appalachia,  and  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery. Contributions  are  made  to  these  two 
by  the  Churches  of  the  Presbytery,  and  the 
Synod    elects    trustees    to    each. 

Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Va. 

Louisville  Presbyterian  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Louisville,  Ky. 

One  School  of  Christian  Education — 

The  General  Assembly's  institution  for  the 
training  of  Church  leaders  with  special  graduate 
instruction,  as  one  of  the  "General  Fund 
Agencies"  in  the  budget  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion,  Richmond,   Va. 

Fifteen  Four  Year  Colleges — 

Three  of  these  have  a  direct  relationship  to 
Presbyterians  in  Asheville  Presbytery. 

King  College,  Bristol,  Tenn.,  is  owned  by 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia  of  which  this  Presby- 
tery is  a  part. 

Davidson  College,  Davidson,  N.  C,  is  owned 
by  a  group  of  Presbyteries  in  North  Carolina 
and  Florida,  of  which  this  Presbytery  is  one. 

The  Synod  elects  the  trustees  of  King  College 
and  Asheville  Presbytery  elects  two  trustees  of 
Davidson  College.  Both  institution  share  in  the 
benevolence  giving  of  the  Presbytery. 

Stillman  College,  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  is  the 
only  institution  on  a  college  level  owned  by  the 
General  Assembly.  It  was  established  for  the 
education  of  Negro  youth,  with  secial  emphasis 
on  preparation  for  the  Ministry.  It  is  a  recog- 
nized four  year,  co-educational  college,  one  of 
the  General  Fund  Agencies  of  the  denomina- 
tion's budget. 

Seven    Junior  Colleges — 

One  of  these  is  located  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery. 

Montreat-Anderson  College,  Montreat, 
N.  C,  is  a  co-educational  junior  college,  fully 
accredited  as  such.  This  institution  shares  in 
the  benevolence  giving  of  the  Presbytery.  It  is 
operated   by  the   Mountain   Retreat  Association. 

Four  Secondary   Schools — 

None  of  these  are  within  the  Synod  or  di- 
rectly a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Presbytery. 
However,  the  Rabun  Gap-Nachoochee  school  un- 
der the  Synod  of  Georgia  is  located  within  five 
miles  of  Asheville  Presbytery  and  serves  students 
from  the  western  part  of  the  Presbytery.  It 
does  not  share  in  the  budget  giving  of  any  of 
the  churches. 

Two   Mission  Schools — 

These  are  located  in  Durant,  Oklahoma,  and 
Kingsville,  Texas. 

Two  Affiliated  Senior  Colleges — 

These  do  not  receive  any  support  in  their 
work  from  Churches  of  Asheville  Presbtery.

Neither  has  a  direct  relationship  to  Asheville

Rev.  Paul  F.  Warren,  D.D.,  presented 
the  opportunity  to  acquire  property  for 
a  church  in  an  area  between  Asheville 
and  Weaverville,  and  adjacent  to  a  new 
development  known  as  Woodland  Hills. 

Rev.  Ben  F.  Ormand,  D.D.,  chairman 
of  the  sub-committee  on  promotions  out- 
lined the  challenge  goal  of  $13,500  to 
provide  initial  funds  to  make  these  proj- 
ects possible.  Without  exception  repre- 
sentatives of  the  twenty  nine  churches 
present  agreed  to  present  assigned  goals 
to  their  local  congregations,  seeking  local 
cooperation   to  reach   these   goals. 

The  tables  were  set  with  place  mats 
on  which  was  printed  essential  informa- 
tion about  the  Church  Extension  pro- 
gram and  needs  of  the  Presbytery.  An- 
nouncement was  made  that  special  en- 
velopes would  be  provided  local  churches 
for  use  in  the  May  offering,  and  sug- 
gestions were  made  for  local  promotion.

Since  1958  it  has  been  in  full  mem- 
bership in  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  with 
buildings,  land  and  equipment  valued 
at  over  $1,300,000,  the  major  portion 
of  which  made  possible  through  the 
Birthday  Offerings  of  the  Women  of  the 
Church. 

The  critical  needs  of  this  institution 
are  for  a  new  heating  plant,  moderniza- 
tion of  utilities,  a  new  student  center 
and  dining  room,  a  new  science  build- 
ing and  science  laboratories,  a  new  class- 
room building  with  an  auditorium,  con- 
version of  the  sanctuary  of  the  old 
Brown  Memorial  Church  into  an  edu- 
cational facility,  repairs  to  the  gym- 
nasium, a  health  building  and  infirmary 
and  a  pre-school  laboratory  to  train  ma- 
jors in  religious  education  in  kinder- 
garten  and  nursery  work. 

The  $1,500,000  being  set  as  the  goal 
for  Stillman  will  enable  them  to  broad- 
en their  work  and  render  a  much  larger 
service  to  the  Church.

specialized  training,  on  a  graduate  level, 
for  lay  workers  in  the  church.  It  has 
trained  missionaries,  local  workers  in 
Christian  Education,  teachers,  and  many 
others   since   its   founding  in    1914. 

This  School  and  Stillman  Colleges, 
are  the  only  educational  institutions 
owned  directly  by  the  General  Assembly 
For  a  complete  summary  of  all  educa- 
tional institutions  see  page  two. 

With  a  present  enrollment  of  141,  of 
which  113  are  graduate  students,  the 
school  faces  the  demand  for  an  addi- 
tional 1,200  trained  workers  in  the 
church  by  1970. 

This  institution,  with  living  alumni 
in  42  states  and  20  foreign  countries 
needs  faculty  housing,  more  dormitory 
space,  a  larger  auditorium,  space  for  stu- 
dent activities  and  dining  facilities.  Ar- 
chitects estimate  that  these  needs  will 
demand  a  minimum  of  $1,000,000.

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  MEETS 
WINSTON-SALEM  IN  MAY 

The  One  Hundred  and  Second  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  will  con- 
vene at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  at  7:30  p.m.,  May 
10,  1962,  and  will  probably  adjourn 
May  15  th. 

The  General  Assembly  is  the  highest 
court  of  the  denomination,  composed 
of  "Commissioners"  elected  from  the  83 
Presbyteries  —  One  Minister  and  One 
Ruling  Elder  for  each  5,000  members, 
or  fraction  thereof  in  each  Presbytery. 

The  General  Assembly  is  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  conducting  the 
work  that  is  the  joint  responsibility  of 
the  various  presbyteries,  to  act  as  the 
court  of  last  appeal  to  settle  any  disput- 
ed issues  originating  in  a  lower  court,  to 
determine  the  doctrinal  statements  and 
form  of  government  of  the  denomina- 
tion, after  approval  of  a  majority  (on 
some  issues  three  fourths)  of  the  Presby- 
teries, and  to  see  that  the  life  of  the 
Church  is  conducted  with  due  regard 
for  these  standards. 

One  member  of  the  General  Assembly 
will  be  elected  as  Moderator.  He  will 
serve  for  one  year.  The  Stated  Clerk 
is  elected  for  a  term  of  office.

Overtures 

In  addition  to  reports  from  organiza- 
tions and  agencies  listed  above,  and  rec- 
ommendations regarding  the  work  of 
each,  the  General  Assembly  will  con- 
sider matters  presented  to  it  in  the  form 
of  "Overtures".  These  consist  of  re- 
quests from  lower  courts  that  the  As- 
sembly take  specific  action  in  certain 
matters,  explain  or  define  previous  ac- 
tions or  rule  in  matters  discipline  and 
procedure. 

As  a  rule  there  are  from  twenty  to 
thirty  overtures,  referred  to  appropriate 
committees  for  consideration,  and  them 
voted  on  by  the  Assembly. 

In  the  General  Assembly  of  1863 
adopted  a  resolution  that  has  been  rec- 
ognized every  year  since: 

"That  the  General  Assembly  recommend 
to  all  the  churches  under  its  care  to  offer 
special  prayer  during  the  devotions  of  the 
Sabbath  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  each  year,  that  God  would 
of  great  mercy  so  give  the  Assembly  the 
wisdom  that  cometh  from  above,  and  to 
direct  all  its  plans,  discussions  and  de- 
cisions as  to  promote  His  own  glory  and 
to  advance  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  in  the 
earth." 
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Our  Mountain  Work  regrets  the 
failure  to  give  this  credit  to  the  Women 
of  the  Church.  The  support  fund  will 
be  a  part  of  the  budget  of  this  organiza- 
tion.

MEETING  THE  CHALLENGE 
OF  OPPORTUNITY  NOW 

In  1961  a  survey  was  made  in  Ashe- 
ville  Presbytery  by  Mr.  James  Earhart, 
of  the  Department  of  Survey  and  Church 
Location,  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension of  the  General  Assembly. 

This  survey  included  a  careful  study 
of  available  facts  about  each  of  the 
eleven  counties  in  Asheville  Presbytery, 
with  reference  to  opportunities  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  to  render  a  real 
service. 

The  report  showed  that  several  NEW 
churches  could  be  organized  NOW,  if 
the  men  and  the  money  were  available. 
(The  Board  of  Church  Extension  esti- 
mates that  approximately  .$75,000  is 
needed  to  launch  a  new  work,  with 
necessary  land,  buildings,  minister,  etc.) 

The  report  pointed  to  as  many  as 
ten  or  more  sites  where  land  should 
be  acquired  NOW  in  the  light  of  prob- 
able population  growth  in  the  near  fu- 
ture. 

The  survey  revealed  needs  for  more 
and  better  buildings,  as  well  as  for 
LAND  and  the  actual  organization  of 
new   Churches. 

The  Church  Extension  Committee  of 
the  Presbytery  recognizes  that  the  total 
challenge  cannot  be  reached  at  once, 
and  has  selected  THREE  projects  — 
one  in  each  grouping  for  special  em- 
phasis. 

The  largest  possible  support  for  the 
primary  task  of  the  Church  —  "preach 
the  Gospel  in  all  the  world"  -  lies  im- 
mediately in  the  "Extension  of  the 
Church"   at  home. 

The  ultimate  end  of  the  Church 
Extension  Program  at  home  is  to 
enable  the  church  to  engage  in  a 
Church  Extension  Program  Abroad. 


The  Three  Projects  are  more 
fully  described  on  page  four 
of  this  insert. 


The  Responsible  Churches  are 
listed  at  the  end  of  each  story.

An  Immediate  Need 

IN  ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

A  Continuing  Program 
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CHURCH  EXTENSION  AND  THE 
ASSEMBLY'S   CHALLENGE 

The  approved  "Budget"  for  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension  of  the  General  As- 
sembly for  1961  was  $1,900,000. 

The  Churches  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly gave  this  cause  (including  the  sup- 
plementary offering  during  the  Church 
Extension  Season  of  1961)  a  total  of 
only  $1,172,758  or  61.72  percent  of  the 
approved  budget. 

It  is  obvious  that  something  had  to 
be  left  undone. 

The  first  obligation  of  the  Board,  as 
they  themselves  have  determined,  is  the 
undergirding  of  existing  work  through- 
out the  church.  Asheville  Presbtery  re- 
ceived $14,140.00  from  this  source,  all 
of  which  was  used  to  supplement  min- 
isters'   salaries. 

The  Board  wanted  to  have  funds  for 
"extension".  Had  the  entire  amount 
been  given,  they  woidd  have  had  nearly 
three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars  to 
help  establish  new  churches.  They  had 
requests  for  more  than  this  amount,  re- 
quests that  had  been  approved  by  the 
local  Presbyteries  and  by  the  Synod. 
They  had  less  than  $200,000  to  use  for 
this  purpose. 

Two  reasons  lay  back  of  this  lack  of 
funds.  The  Churches  did  not  give 
enough  through  their  "Budget"  giving, 
Sunday  by  Sunday,  and  Churches  failed 
to  respond  in  the  "Supplemental  Offer- 
ing" for  Church  Extension  in  May  1962. 

The  Board  estimates  that  they  could 
profitably  invest  $10,000  in  each  of  three 
hundred  locations  throughout  the  south- 
land in  acquiring  property  for  New 
Churches.  This  is  a  total  of  $3,000,- 
000,  or  over  FOUR  TIMES  the  amount 
set  in  the  1961  Budget  and  FIFTEEN 
TIMES  the  amount  actually  available 
for  use  when  the  Board  met  in  Feb- 
ruary. 

Twenty  Percent  of  every  dollar  given 
in  Asheville  Presbytery  in  the  Supple- 
mental Offering,  May  20,  1962,  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension to  help  in  acquiring  and  devel- 
oping property  for  new  churches 
throughout  the  South. 


CHURCH  EXTENSION  AND  THE 

PRESBYTERY'S  PROGRAM 

The  approved  "Budget"  for  the  Pres- 
bytery's Committee  on  Church  Exten- 
sion for   1961    was  $30,000. 

The  Churches  of  the  Presbytery  gave 
for  this  cause  in  1961  a  total  of  $30,007. 
With  the  addition  of  the  $14,140  from 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  the 
Presbytery's  Committee  was  able  to  sup- 
plement salaries  of  ministers  serving 
twelve  churches,  aid  three  of  these  with 
building  improvements  and  three  others 
with  similar  projects,  and  share  in  the 
salary  of  the  Executive  Secretary. 

In  addition  the  Committee  continued 
payments  on  a  Manse  at  Hayesville  (to 
be  paid  for  in  1 962)  ,  which  will  be 
sold  to  the  local  congregation  as  soon 
as  they  are  able  to  assume  this  additional 
obligation. 

But  the  Committee  was  unable  to  do 
much  more  than  hold  our  own  in  exist- 
ing work. 

No  New  Field  was  opened. 

No  Land  was  purchased,  looking  to 
New  Churches  in  the  future. 

No  real  "Church  Extension"  was  ac- 
complished in  1961. 

The  approved  "Budget"  for  the  Pres- 
bytery's Committee  for  1962  does  in- 
clude an  additional  $10,000,  and  the 
Committee  hopes  that  substantial  aid 
can  be  given  other  projects  —  three  of 
which  are  proposed  as  special  objectives 
for  the  1962  Supplemental  Offering. 

The  amount  given  in  1961  ($30,- 
007.00)  included  regular  Budget  giving 
and  the  Supplement  Offering.  In  1962 
the  measure  of  true  "Church  Extension" 
through  the  Presbytery's  Committee  will 
be  determined  by  the  loyal  support  of 
the  regular  Benevolence  Budget  of  the 
Presbytery  and  the  Supplemental  Offer- 
ing lor  this  cause  in  May.

A  Site 

Real  estate  developments  are  started 
throughout  the  Presbytery  and  are  al- 
lowed to  grow  until  one  of  several  situ- 
ations has  developed:  1)  Sufficient 
land,  suitably  located  is  no  longer  avail- 
able for  a  church,  except  at  inflated  cost 
—  if  at  all.  2)  Some  other  group  has 
taken  the  initiative  and  secured  the  best 
locations. 

Presbyterians  have  an  opportunity  to 
plan  ahead  with  a  project  being  de- 
veloped north  of  Asheville,  known  as 
Woodland  Hills.  While  this  project 
will  not  be  developed  to  the  point  of 
an  organized  congregation  within  the 
next  year  or  so,  NOW  is  the  time  to 
secure  sufficient  property. 

The  Church  Extension  Committee  has 
been  offered  a  site  at  a  price  that  makes 
it  desirable  to  BUY  NOW. 

The  location  is  about  seven  miles 
north  of  Asheville  on  US  Highways  19- 
23.  Homes  are  already  under  construc- 
tion. Others  are  to  be  built  shortly. 
Schools,  a  shopping  center  and  a  super- 
highway are  definitely  planned. 

The  Presbytery-wide  survey  revealed 
ten  or  more  sites  where  it  would  be 
advisable  to  secure  property  NOW.  This 
is  the  first  to  be  accepted  as  a  challenge 
for  immediate  action. 

The  size,  location  and  net  cost  of  the 
site  will  be  handled  through  the  Church 
Extension  Committee,  but  the  Churches 
nearest  to  this  project  are  being  asked 
to  make  this  possible  through  a  gen- 
erous   Church   Extension    Offering. 

These  Churches  are:  Asheville  First, 
Brittain's  Cove,  Dillingham,  Grace 
Covenant,  Ivy  Park,  Kenilworth, 
Malvern  Hills,  Oak  Forest,  Weaver- 
ville,  West  Asheville,  Westminster. 


A  Manse 

A  congregation  that  is  willing  to  help 
itself,    deserves  more   help. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  Etowah  congre- 
gation was  grouped  with  Mills  River 
in  a  pastorate.  Thirteen  years  ago  a 
full-time  pastor  was  called  to  Mills  River 
and  since  that  date  the  Etowah  Church 
has  been  served  by  student  ministers  or 
supplies  living  as  far  away  as  Asheville 
and  Montreat. 

In  spite  of  this  handicap,  under  the 
ministry  of  Rev.  R.  L.  Torrence,  who 
lived  in  Asheville,  this  small  congrega- 
tion has  erected  a  new  church  building, 
with  classrooms  and  fellowship  accom- 
modations. There  is  a  relatively  small 
debt  remaining  on  this  project. 

New  homes  are  being  erected  in  the 
area  and  more  are  projected.  Now  they 
are  ready,  with  the  consent  of  the  Pres- 
bytery and  the  help  of  the  Church  Ex- 
tension Committee,  to  call  a  pastor. 

But  there  is  no  church-owned  Manse, 
and  the  cost  is  greater  than  the  congre- 
gation can  assume  now. 

This  congregation  of  46  members,  de- 
serves outside  help  on  their  record  of 
1961  giving  on  a  per  capita  basis  — 
To  Budgeted  Benevolences  $12.43;  To 
Total  Benevolences  $16.47;  To  Current 
Expenses  $89.46;  To  Building  Fund 
$116.67;   Grand  Total  $226.00.' 

To  provide  a  down  payment  for  a 
Manse,  enabling  the  church  to  carry  the 
remainder  of  the  obligation,  certain 
Churches  of  the  Presbytery  are  being 
asked  to  give  specifically  to  this  project 
during  the  Church  Extension  Season. 

These  Churches  are:  Arden,  Brevard- 
Davidson  River,  Etowah,  Henderson- 
ville,  Highlands,  and  Mills  River. 


A  Church 

There  is  a  real  need  for  a  Presbyte- 
rian Church  adjacent  to  the  campus  of 
Western  Carolina  College  at  Cullowhee. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Sylva 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Christian 
Education  Committee  of  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia,  a  student  work  has  been 
carried  on  here  for  a  number  of  years. 
The  minister  of  the  Sylva  Church  has 
served  as  "Campus  Christian  Life"  Pas- 
tor to  the  Presbyterian  Students   there. 

At  present  there  are  nearly  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  Presbyterians  in 
the  student  body  at  WCC,  together  with 
a  number  of  Presbyterians  on  the  fac- 
ulty. 

This  Church,  with  the  help  of  the 
Presbytery's  Committee,  the  Synod's 
Committee  and  interested  individuals 
has  bought  and  paid  for  a  house  used 
as  a  "Student  Center".  Funds  raised 
in  the  recent  campaign  for  this  and 
similar  situations  in  the  Synod  will  make 
it  possible  to  improve  this  property 
thus  making  it  more  serviceable. 

But  there  is  no  Presbyterian  Church 
organization,  no  Church  property  and 
no  Church  program  on  a  local  congre- 
gational   level. 

To  initiate  a  financial  program  to 
make  such  a  project  possible,  certain 
churches  of  the  Presbytery  are  being 
asked  to  give  specifically  to  this  project 
during  the  Church  Extension  Season. 

These  Churches  are:  Andrews,  Bethel 
(C) ,  Bethel  (H) ,  Black  Mountain, 
Bryson  City,  Canton,  Franklin, 
Friendship,  Hayesville,  Hazelwood, 
Lakey  Gap,  Montreat,  Morrison, 
Murphy,  Swannanoa,  Sylva,  Waynes- 
ville.

The  Every  Member  Canvass  is  the 
church  approved  means  of  accomplish- 
ing  these   directives. 

The  "Training  Sessions",  scheduled 
for  Asheville  Presbytery,  will  be  held 
at  Grace  Covenant  Church,  4:30  p.m.  - 
8:30  p.m.,  Monday,  May  7th,  and  at 
the  Franklin  Church,  on  Tuesday,  May 
8th,  for  the  same  hours. 

Leaders  for  the  "Training  Sessions" 
will  be  furnished  by  the  General  Coun- 
cil of  the  General  Assembly.  It  is 
expected  that  local  Committees  in 
charge  of  the  plans  for  the  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass  in  the  fall  will  attend  the 
meeting  most  convenient   to  them. 

These  meetings  will  be  directed  by 
Rev.  B.  Blake  Breitenhirt,  chairman  of 
Presbytery's  Council.  Full  details  will 
be  sent  each  pastor  and  each  Board  of 
Deacons.  Supper  will  be  served  by  the 
host  church  and  it  is  important  that 
reservations  be  made   in  advance.

Met  at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  May 
10-15,    1962. 

Elected  Ruling  Elder,  Edward  D. 
Grant,  of  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  as  Mod- 
erator (Dr.  Grant  had  formerly  been 
Educational  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  and  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  4  P.  M.,  for 
Moderator's  Sermon  and  Communion 
Service,  in  1963  at  Huntington,  W.  Va. 
Possibly  at  Montreat  in  1964,  certainly 
at  Montreat  in  1966  in  celebration  of 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  Mountain  Re- 
treat Association  and  Mon treat-Ander- 
son College. 

Declined  to  approve  overture  from 
Asheville  Presbytery  in  criticism  of  Lay- 
men's Bible  Commentary. 

Declined  to  withdraw  from  National 
Council  of  Churches. 

Adopted  1963  Every  Member  Canvass 
goals  for  Assembly  Agencies  in  total 
amonut  of  $9,650,180,  an  increase  of 
$33,000   over   1962   askings. 

Asked  special  group  to  propose  def- 
inite amendments  to  Book  of  Church 
Order  permitting  the  "ordination  of 
women  as  church  officers"  for  submis- 
sion to  the  1963  Assembly.  (If  adopted, 
this  must  go  to  Presbyteries  for  majority 
approval  and  final  adoption  in    1964.) 

Authorized  official  communications 
with  the  Reformed  Church  in  America, 
with  a  view  to  closer  co-operation  with 
that  body. 

Approved  a  Capital  Gifts  Campaign 
for  $  12,000,000  to  begin  throughout  the 
denomination  in  January  1963  for  the 
benefitof: 

Board  op  World  Missions— $5,002,500 
for  capital  improvements  on  mission  fields. 

Board  of  Church  Extension  —  $2,- 
308,500  to  provide  lOw-interest  loans  for 
churches,  and  purchase  property  for  new 
churches. 

Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation —  $486,000  for  student  and  fac- 
ulty housing. 

Stillman  College  —  $559,000  for  cap- 
ital improvements.

65  CHILDREN  AUTHORIZED 
FOR  CHILDREN'S   HOME 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Home 
for  Children  has  approved  the  admis- 
sion of  children  to  a  capacity  of  sixty- 
five. 

This  action  was  taken  at  their  month- 
ly meeting  in  April  after  Don  C.  Mc- 
Kenzie,  superintendent  reported  that  he 
had  forty  approved  applications  on  file, 
with  fifty-nine  children  now  at  the 
home,  and  room  for  the  extra  six. 

The  only  cost  involved  in  receiving 
the  additional  children  will  be  the  pur- 
chase of  necessary  beds,  dressers  and 
chairs.  There  will  be  no  extra  over- 
head or  administrational  cost,  and  the 
presence  of  a  larger  number  of  children 
will  reduce  the  per-child  cost  of  opera- 
tions. 

In  addition,  in  some  cases,  the  family 
or  relatives  can  make  some  contribution 
for  their  care,  and  the  number  who  are 
"orphans  or  half-orphans"  will  increase 
the  basis  on  which  annual  aid  is  re- 
ceived from   the  Duke   Endowment. 

All  forty  applications  on  file  are  con- 
sidered worthy,  and  some  are  rated  as 
in  very  great  need  of  The  Home.  All 
of  the  forty  have  been  either  recom- 
mended by  sessions  of  Churches  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery,  or  approved  by  some 
session  as  meeting  the  requirements  for 
admission   to  The  Horns. 

The  needed  furniture  will  be  secured 
to  match  that  recently  purchased,  and 
as  soon  as  this  is  delivered,  one  or  more 
children  will  be  admitted.  It  will  be 
impossible  to  consider  further  applica- 
tions, however,  without  placing  same  at 
the  end  of  the  list  of  forty,  or  to  give 
any  encouragement  of  having  more  room 
for  children  for  a  period  of  two  or  more 
years. 

State  authorities  permit  as  many  chil- 
dren in  capacity  (measured  at  500  cubic 
feet  of  air  space  in  living  quarters)  as 
the    building   will    allow.

RECORD  ENROLLMENT  AT  1962 
CONFERENCE  AT  MONTREAT 

One  Hundred  and  Nine  young  peo- 
ple (an  increase  of  30  over  1961)  en- 
rolled at  Montreal,  June  5th  for  a  four 
day  conference  led  by  Rev.  Robert  W.

"FROM  DAN  TO  BEERSHEBA" 
WITH  MISS  BLACKMUN 

A  very  unusual  gathering  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Asheville,  on  May 
31st,  climaxed  a  twelve  weeks  course 
on  archelogy  and  the  Bible,  taught  by 
Miss  Ora  Blackmun,  under  the  title, 
"From  Dan  to  Beersheba." 

Members  of  the  class  and  friends  were 
present  for  a  supper  meeting.  In  front 
of  each  was  a  "relic"  symbolic  of  some 
significant  event  in  Old  Testament  his- 
tory, accompanied  by  an  appropriate 
Scripture  reference. 

Models  were  displayed,  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  class,  of  ancient  buildings, 
and  around  the  room  104  charts  pre- 
pared by  Miss  Blackmun  were  displayed. 
These  were  arranged  in  chronological 
order  to  illustrate  with  accuracy  and 
clarity  the  contribution  that  archeology 
has  made  to  support  the  reliability  of 
the  Bible  record  and  to  give  it  fresh 
meaning. 

Miss  Blackmun  spoke  briefly  of  the 
highlights  ol  the  course  and  answered 
many  questions  related  to  the  subject. 
After  her  remarks  she  awarded  certifi- 
cates to  those  present  as  members  of  the 
"Society  of  The  Bible  and  The  Spade". 
Each  was  individually  written  and 
"sealed"  with  some  drawing  suggestive 
of  an   archeological  or  historical  event. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Plummer,  who  had  been 
asked  by  Miss  Blackmun,  to  Em-Cee  the 
occasion,  spoke  in  appreciation  of  the 
service  of  the  teacher  and  presented  her 
a  token  gift.  Mrs.  Plummer  was  also 
responsible  for  a  large  number  of  the 
"relics"  on  the  table  before  the  guests. 

This  class  was  one  of  several  in  a 
series  of  elective  studies  offered  to 
adults,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  A. 
Allen  Gardner,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  church, 
and  a  committee  under  the  direction  of 
General  John  C.  Arrowsmith,  a  member 
of  the  session.  In  the  last  year  it  has 
drawn  over  100  into  the  active  program 
of  the  Church  School. 

Miss  Blackmun's  class  had  an  enroll- 
ment of  41,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  over  70  percent,  and  drew  many 
visitors.  It  proved  so  popular  that  it 
will  be  repeated  in  the  fall.  Miss  Black- 
mun is  a  former  member  of  the  faculty 
ol  Flora  Macdonald  College,  Red 
Springs,   N.   C.

The  work  is  done  under  three  divi- 
sions (Home  Missions,  Evangelism,  and 
Homes  and  Christian  Welfare)  of  which 
the  Home  Missions  Division  stands  in 
special  need  of  "Capital  Funds". 

This  Division  functions  in  seven  De- 
partments: Missionary  Support,  Chap- 
lains and  Military  Personnel,  Urban 
Church,  Church  Architecture,  Town 
and  Country  Church  and  Negro  Work. 

The  Board  conducts  its  work  entirely 
through  synods  and  presbyteries.  It 
employs  no  ministers  nor  does  it  ad- 
minister any  work  on  the  mission  fields.

They    had    $221,000    available    to    meet 
these  needs. 

The  Board  also  visualizes  a  future 
need  for  churches  in  many  areas  and  be- 
lieves that  it  would  be  possible  to  wise- 
ly spend  as  much  as  $10,000  for  each 
of  300  locations,  throughout  the  south, 
to  anticipate  these  needs  and  secure  the 
land  in  advance. 

The  Board  also  feels  that  an  addi- 
tional $1,750,000  could  wisely  be  loaned 
to  local  projects  to  make  possible  the 
erection  of  new  buildings  and  the  re- 
modeling of  old. 

In  the  face  of  the  fact  that  the  Church 
gave  about  $160, 000, 000  during  the  past 
decade  for  building  purposes,  with  the 
annual  amount  rising  from  $12,283,000 
in  1950  to  nearly  $21,000,000  in  1959 
(an  increase  of  70%)  ,  it  would  appear

At  Least  $12,000,000 
Toward  $22,389,000  Needed 
By  Nine  Assembly  Agencies 

After  several  years  of  study  by  a  com- 
mittee of  twenty-five  leading  men  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  Assembly  of  1962 
approved  a  campaign  in  1963  to  raise  a 
minimum  of  $12,000,000  for  the  "Capi- 
tal  Needs"  of  nine  Assembly  agencies, 
as  shown  elsewhere  on  this  page. 

The  campaign  had  been  previously 
approved,  in  principle,  in  1961,  and 
careful  study  of  minimum  needs  had 
revealed  actual  needs  for  $22,389,000, 
and  this  total  is  still  the  ideal,  even 
though  the  minimum  goal  was  set  at  a 
lesser  figure. 

Present  plans  call  for  carrying  a  defi- 
nite appeal  to  every  church  in  the  Pres- 
bytery in  1963.  Our  Mountain  Work 
has  already  carried  articles  showing  the 
needs  of  three  of  the  agencies.  A  fourth 
is  set  forth  this  month,  and  the  other 
five  will  be  summarized  in  early  issues. 

Rev.  A.  Allen  Gardner,  Jr.,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Asheville, 
and  Thomas  H.  Lamb,  Deacon  of  the 
Oak  Forest  Church,  have  been  asked 
to  head  the  plans  for  the  presentation 
of  these  needs  in  Asheville  Presbytery.

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PRESBYTERY  AT  HAYESVILLE 
1ST  TIME  IN  121  YEARS 

The  Hayesville  Presbyterian  Church 
was  organized  in   1841. 

Presbytery  met  there  July  2,1962  for 
the  first  time  in  121  years.

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BENEVOLENCE  GOAL  $246,474 
FOR  PRESBYTERY  IN  1963 

Asheville  Presbytery  approved  the 
sum  of  $246,474  as  the  amount  to  be 
asked  of  the  thirty-four  churches  for 
the  Benevolence  work  of  the  Presby- 
tery, Synod  and  General  Assembly  in 
1963. 

It   is  expected  that  this  total  will  be 

presented  to  the  church  membership,  to 

be  underwritten — just  as  far  as  possible 

-  in   the    1962  Every   Member  Canvas. 

It  was  reached  in  the  following  man- 
ner. 

The  General  Council  of  the  General 
Assembly  heard  the  requests  of  the 
agencies  of  the  Assembly,  and  approved 
a'  total  of  over  .19,000,000  (much  less 
than  the  amounts  the  agencies  could 
reasonably  use)  and  asked  each  Synod 
to  underwrite  a  proportionate  share. 
The  amounts  below  for  Assembly's 
Causes  are  those  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia  this  year  set  as  the  proportionate 
part  for  Asheville  Presbytery. 

The  Synod's  Council  heard  the  re- 
quests of  the  causes  of  the  Synod, ap- 
proved budget  needs  of  committees,  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  needs  of  three 
institutions,  and  allocated  this  total  to 
the  four  Presbyteries.  The  share  asked 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  is  shown  below. 

The  Presbytery's  Council  heard  the 
requests  of  the  causes  of  the  Presbytery, 
approved  budget  needs  of  local  agencies 
wholly  dependent  on  the  Presbytery  for 
snpport,  and  the  proportionate  share 
of  the  needs  of  three  institutions.  These 
were  allocated  to  the  thirty-four  church- 
es, but  not  on  an  assignment  basis.  The 
totals  for  each  cause  are  shown  below. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  Presby- 
tery has  been  urging  the  local  churches 
to  present  the  challenge  of  Christian 
Stewardship,  rather  than  the  acceptance 
of  a  definite  dollar  goal.  The  churches 
have  responded  in  such  a  way  that  it 
is  possible  that  the  gifts  in  1962  may 
reach  $200,000  for  these  causes. 

All  designated  gifts  made  by  local 
churches  go  in  full  to  the  cause  or 
causes  for  which  designated,  and  all  un- 
designated are  disbursed,  on  a  definite 
basis  approved  by  the  Presbytery  at  each 
January  meeting,  so  as  to  give  each  cause 
as  nearly  as  possible  its  proportionate 
share  of  the  total  gifts. 

The  steady  increase  in  giving  enables 
the  Presbytery  to  give  more  nearly  100% 
of  the  amounts  asked  for  the  Synod  and 
Assembly  agencies,  and  still  meet  the  es- 
sential needs  of  the  Presbytery  causes. 
It  is  anticipated  that  in  1963,  it  will  be 
possible  to  increase  the  giving  to  the  Syn- 
od and  Assembly  causes  as  the  Presby- 
tery's causes  are  being  held  at  the  same 
level,  except  for  an  8%  increase  in  the 
amount  for  Christian  Education  (about 
$600).

Ordained  At  Dillingham.  June  25,   1922 


On  July  8,  1962,  the  Weaverville  Church  honored  their  pastor 
the  Rev.  H.  B.  Dendy,  D.  D.,  on  the  anniversary  of  his  fortieth 
year  as  pastor  of  this  congregation.

This 
was  the  year  that  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee of  the  Presbytery  had  sent  Henry 
B.  Dendy,  then  a  student  at  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  to  be  a  student 
worker  in   north   Buncombe. 

The  church  was  formally  organized  on 
September  21,  1921,  and  Dr.  Dendy  as- 
sumed charge  of  the  congregation  the 
following  summer,  in  connection  with  a 
pastorate  at  Dillingham  where  he  accepted 
a  formal  call  from  the  "Covenanter's 
Presbyterian  Church."  He  was  ordained 
and  installed  at  this  church  on  June  25, 
1922. 

The  recognition  was  scheduled  for  July 
8th  rather  than  June  3rd,  the  anniversary 
of  his  beginning  work  at  Weaverville,  or 
on  the  anniversary  of  his  ordination,  for 
local  reasons.  Dr.  Dendy  preached  in 
June  from  the  text,  "To  know  nothing 
among  you  save  Jesus  Christ  and  Him 
crucified",  the  text  used  on  the  first  Sun- 
day in  June,  1922,  and  annually  on  each 
anniversary. 

A  native  of  Hartwell,   Ga.,   Dr.  Dendy 
was  graduated  from  Davidson  College  and  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  King 
College  in   1937  and  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Appalachia 
in   1943. 

He  continued  as  pastor  of  the  Dillingham  congregation  until 
1934,  also  serving  at  various  times  three  other  churches  in  the 
area,  the  Brittain's  Cove  Church,  the  Ivy  Park  Church,  and 
the  Jupiter  Church,  the  latter  now  dissolved.

In   addition   to  this  ministry,  he  became  the  founder  and   first 

editor   of    "The    Southern    Presbyterian   Journal"    in    1943,    now 

known  as  "The  Presbyterian  Journal."  He  has  been  active  in  the 

work  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  having  been 

named    to    the    Home    Mission    Committee 

in  October  1922. 

In  1929  he  was  elected  "Superintendent 
of  Home  Missions"  for  the  Presbytery  at 
a  salary  of  "one  dollar  a  year"  and  ex- 
penses. He  served  in  the  interim  between 
Rev.  Fritz  Rauschenberg  and  Rev.  R.  D. 
Bedinger,  D.  D.,  a  period  of  five  years. 

In  1936  he  was  named  chairman  of  a 
sub-committee  of  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee of  Asheville  Presbytery  charged 
with  the  operation  of  "The  Mountain 
Orphanage."  He  served  continuously  in 
this  capacity  until  the  incorporation  of  the 
institution  in  1947,  when  he  became  "presi- 
dent'' of  the  corporation.  Thus  he  has  been 
the  head  of  the  governing  body  of  "The 
Presbyterian  Home  for  Children  (the  pre- 
sent cororate  name)"  for  nearly  thirty 
years. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dendy,  married  June  1st, 
at  Columbia,  S.  C,  came  to  Weaverville 
on  their  honeymoon.  They  have  four  chil- 
dren, one  of  whom  is  a  minister  and  another 
the  wife  of  a  minister.  The  Rev.  Robert  S. 
Dendy,  is  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Galax,  Va.  Miss  Mary  Ann  Dendy  mar- 
ried the  Rev.  Sam  A.  Chappel,  who  is  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Mebane,  N.  C.  Henry  B.  Dendy,  Jr.,  is  in  business  in 
Weaverville,  and  James  Stuart  Dendy,  is  connected  with  the 
music  department  of  Connecticut  College  in  New  London,  Conn. 
All  children,  except  James,  were  present  on  July  8th,  when 
Dr.  Dendy  preached  the  sermon.  A  picnic  dinner  was  served  to 
the  many  guests  and  greetings  from  workers  from  the  congregation 
featured    the   evening  service.

REV.  GEORGE  BIRD  TALBOT 
1907  —  1962 

Rev.  George  Bird  Talbot  was  called  to 
his  rest  after  a  brief  illness  on  June  13, 
1962. 

Because  of  his  faithful  ministry  as  a 
member  of  Asheville  Presbytery  and  of 
this  Synod  for  ten  years,  a  ministry  which 
ended  on  May  31,  1962,  it  was  ordered 
that  this  memorial  be  prepared  for  these 
minutes. 

Mr.  Talbot  had  preached  his  first  ser- 
mon in  his  new  pastorate  in  Glasgow,  Va., 
on  Sunday,  June  3rd.  He  conducted  the 
mid-week  service  on  the  following  Wednes- 
day, and  early  Thursday  morning  suffered 
a   stroke   from   which   he   did   not   recover. 

Born  of  missionary  parents  in  Tsing- 
kiangpu,  China,  he  returned  to  China  as 
a  missionary,  only  to  be  compelled  to  give 
up  this  work  due  to  conditions  there.  In 
1949  he  became  pastor  of  a  group  of 
churches  near  Chatham,  Va.,  and  came  to 
the  pastorate  at  Swannanoa  in  this  synod 
in    1952. 

He  was  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  Louisville  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  active  in  the  work  of  his  Presby- 
tery, being  a  member  of  the  Christian  Ed- 
ucation Committee  and  the  Church  Exten- 
sion Committee  at  the  time  he  was  dis- 
missed to  Montgomery  Presbytery  to  be- 
come pastor  of  the  Glasgow  Church.  He 
had  been  received  by  this  Presbytery  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  but  had  not  been 
installed   pastor   of   the   local   church. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  the  former 
Miss  Mary  Wade,  of  Raphine,  Va.,  two 
daughters,  Misses  Pattie  Bird,  Alice  Berry, 
two  sons,  Walter  Wade  and  George  Addi- 
son  and   two   brothers. 

Services  were  conducted  at  the  New 
Providence  Church,  Raphine,  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Talbot's  family,  and  burial  was  in 
the    cemetery    there.

MRS.  J.  E.  WILSON  GOING 
ON  BRAZILIAN  TOUR 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilson,  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Asheville,  will  repre- 
sent the  Women  of  the  Synod  of  Apppa- 
lachia  in  a  tour  of  the  Presbyterian  mis- 
sionary work  in   Brazil. 

Representatives  of  the  sixteen  synods 
of  the  General  Assembly  together  with 
leaders  of  the  tour  will  fly  from  Miami 
on  September  18th.  They  will  meet  in 
Atlanta  on  the  15th  for  a  preliminary 
briefing. 

One  of  the  special  emphases  of  the 
tour  will  be  the  proposed  new  work  of 
the  Brazilian  mission  in  and  around  the 
new  capital,  Brazilia,  and  the  new  high- 
way being  constructed  from  this  capital 
to  Belem  on  the  north  eastern  coast  of 
the  country. 

The  Women  of  the  Church  have  set 
$300,000  as  a  part  of  their  1963  "Birth- 
day Offering"  for  this  development,  to- 
gether with  $25,000  each  for  three  hos- 
pitals in  Mexico. 

LIpon  her  return,  she  will  be  available 
to  the  churches  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery, and  the  Synod,  for  inspirational 
reports  of  the  work  in  that  country. 

As  far  as  schedules  will  permit,  Mrs. 
Wilson  will  be  at  each  Presbyterial  meet- 
ing in  the  Fall,  at  the  Synoclical,  and  is 
available  for  group  meetings,  and  visits 
to  individual  churches.

Nineteen  (of  34)  Churches  remit 
monthly.     This  is  what  Presbytery  asks. 

Fifteen  remit  less  than  monthly.  Two 
not  at  all. 

Whether  the  AMOUNT  of  each  re- 
mittance was  in  proportion  to  the  abib 
ity  of  the  local  church,  will  be  a  matter 
for  the  conscience  of   that  church.

REV.  W.  H.  ARMISTEAD 
1884  -  1962 

Rev.  West  Humphreys  Armistead,  first 
pastor  of  the  Friedship  Church,  was  called 
to  his  eternal  rest  on  Sunday,  August  26, 
1962,    in   a    Daytona   Beach,    Fla.,    hospital. 

He  and  Mrs.  Armistead  made  their  home 
in  Montreat  and  Ormand  Beach,  Fla.,  fol- 
lowing his  retirement  from  the  pastorate 
of  the  Friendship  church.  He  is  survived 
by  his  widow,  a  daughter,  Miss  Mary  Blan- 
ton  Armistead  and  a  son,  West  Humphreys, 
Jr.,  four  grandchildren,  a  sister  and  a 
brother. 

Born  in  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  he  was  a 
graduate  of  Southwestern  University  and 
the  Louisville  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary.  He  was  ordained  by  Louisville 
Presbytery  and  served  a  pastorate  at  Car- 
rollton  and  La  Grange,  Ky.,  before  enter- 
ing the  armed  services  as  a  chaplain  in 
World  War  I.  Following  the  war  he  was 
pastor  of  the  Owensboro,  Ky.,  Presby- 
terian USA  congregation,  and  then  in  the 
Franklin,  Tenn.,  church  for  eighteen  years 
before   moving  to  Montreat  in    1942. 

He  was  received  by  Asheville  Presbytery 
in  1943,  and  served  briefly  as  supply  at 
Montreat,  before  becoming  interested  in 
the  "Friendship  Chapel"  just  outside  the 
Montreat  Gate.  This  chapel  had  been  an 
outpost  Sunday  school  of  the  Montreat 
congregation  for  some  twenty  or  more 
years. 

In  1948  he  became  the  first  pastor  of 
the  Friendship  Presbyterian  Church  as 
the  congregation  was  known  after  being 
organized  by  Asheville  Presbytery.  He 
served  this  church  until  his  retirement  in 
1954,  and  as  much  as  his  strength  would 
permit  he  continued  to  show  a  special 
interest    in    the    new    church. 

He  was  present  at  the  dedication  of  the 
new  church  building,  erected  under  the 
leadership  of  his  successor,  Rev.  C.  R. 
Stegall.  Memorial  services  were  held  in 
the  Friendship  Church,  on  August  29th, 
conducted  by  Mr.  Stegall  and  Rev.  Sam 
Belk,    brother    of    Mrs.    Armistead. 

Interment  was  in  the  cemetery  of  the 
Swannanoa    Presbyterian    Church.

THANKSGIVING  PLANS  MADE 
FOR  PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 

Representatives  of  the  men  and  wom- 
en of  churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
met  by  special  invitation  at  The  Pres- 
byterian Home  for  Children  on  Sep- 
tember 6th  to  consider  the  work  of  The 
Home  and  specific  Thanksgiving  needs. 

Edward  G.  Roberts,  vice-president  of 
the  trustees,  presided  and  outlined  brief- 
ly the  history  and  purpose  of  The 
Home  and  presented  Don  C.  McKenzie, 
superintendent. 

Mr.  McKenzie  reported  that  there 
were  now  fifty  nine  children  in  The 
Home,  and  that  the  average  number 
per  day  during  the  past  year  has  been 
approximately  fifty  nine.  (For  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year  the  average  was  fifty 
two,  showing  that  The  Home  has  cared 
for  fourteen  percent  more  children  this 
year,  with  no  increase  in  staff.) 

He  reported  that  forty  two  of  these 
were  members  of  the  Black  Mountain 
Presbyterian  Church,  all  but  one  hav- 
ing united  with  this  church  on  Profes- 
sion of  Faith  after  coming  to  The 
Home.  One,  coming  from  the  Mills 
River  Congregation,  was  received  by  let- 
ter from  that  church.  Seven  have  been 
received  on  Profession  of  Faith  this  year. 

He  spoke  highly  of  the  spirit  of  th* 
family,  both  children  and  staff,  saying 
that  the  morale  of  The  Home  is  the 
best  since  he  came  five  years  ago  last 
month.  There  are  twenty  in  high 
school  this  year,  the  largest  number  in 
the  history  of  The  PIome,  so  far  as  his 
records  show. 

Some  of  the  results  of  The  Home  are 
reflected  in  the  lives  of  those  who  have 
graduated  from  high  school,  and  he 
specifically  mentioned: 

The  wedding  of  two  former  members 
of  the  family  in  July.  This  was  a 
church  wedding  of  great  solemnity 
when  Miss  Wilma  Hall  became  the 
bride  of  Douglas  James  Faulkner. 

The  graduation  of  Miss  Ethel  Cor- 
bin  on  August  30th,  from  the  School  of 
Nursing  of  the  Memorial  Mission  Hos- 
pital, Asheville. 

The  approaching  graduation  of  Miss 
Joanne  Cornwell  at  Western  Carolina 
College,  Cullowhee.  Miss  Cornwell  is 
engaged  at  the  present  time  in  practice 
teaching  at  Bryson  City,  and  will  re- 
ceive her  degree  in   November. 

The  return  of  two  boys  to  college  for 
their  third  year's  work:  Joe  Robinson 
at  UNC,  Chapel  Hill,  and  Dan  Hensley 
at  State  College,  Raleigh.

Some  of  us  are  very  glad  for 
school  to  start,  but  others  have  mixed 
emotions  about  it.  The  summer  is 
gone  with  all  of  its  carefree  days  and 
weeks  and  now  it  is  time  to  get  down 
to  business  again.

The  entrance,  as  a  freshman,  of  Cecil 
Caldwell  at  Western  Carolina  College, 
Cullowhee. 

Rev.  H.  B.  Dendy,  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  spoke  briefly  of  the 
financial  need,  pointing  to  the  fact  that 
clothing,  food  and  incidentals,  had  cost 
$7,750  ^  MORE  for  the  past  eleven 
months  than  for  the  same  period  in  the 
preceding  year.  During  this  period, 
however,  The  Home  had  cared  for 
fourteen  percent  more  children. 

None  of  the  costs  considered  applied 
to  those  in  college.  These  expenses 
were  met  by  scholarships  to  the  students, 
supplementary  gifts,  limited  and  re- 
stricted endowment  funds  available  for 
this  purpose  only,  and  what  the  students 
could  earn  during  vacation  periods. 

Dr.  Dendy,  who  has  been  associated 
with  the  management  of  The  Home  for 
forty  years,  first  as  a  member  of  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  which  operat- 
ed The  Home,  then  chairman  of  the 
sub-committee  directly  in  charge  of  The 
Home,  and  since  1947  as  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees  when  it  was  in- 
corporated in  its  own  rights,  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Roberts  as  "the  one  man 
in  Asheville  Presbytery  who  knows  more 
about  The  Home  than  any  other." 

Miss  Betty  Cooksie,  a  member  of  the 
trustees,  presented  the  increasing  cost 
of  clothing,  and  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  women  of  the  churches  would  volun- 
tarily increase  the  amount  given  an- 
nually from  $75.00  to  $100.00  for  each

child.  Children  are  "adopted"  by  cir- 
cles, groups  and  individuals  and  this 
amount  is  contributed  to  meet  this  spe- 
cific need.  The  Home  sees  that  each 
child  receives  his  or  her  full  share  of 
the  totals  given.  The  children  are 
known  individually  to  the  circle  or 
group  sponsoring  them. 

The  Treasurer  spoke  briefly  of 
the  financial  resources,  and  the  cost  of 
operation.  According  to  the  Duke  En- 
dowment calculations,  he  said,  the  cost 
here  is  substantially  less  per  child  than 
in  some  larger  homes.  For  the  last  fis- 
cal year  on  record  it  was  $2.94  per  day 
per  child,  a  reduction  of  SIX  CENTS 
from  the  preceding  year. 

He  also  reported  Thanksgiving  con- 
tributions in  1961  from  thirty  two  of 
the  thirty  four  churches  for  a  total  of 
$13,475.  A  breakdown  by  churches  was 
presented  to  those  in  attendance,  with 
an  earnest  plea  for  "as  much  or  more" 
from  each  church  this  year. 

Letters  will  be  mailed  to  all  those 
present,  and  to  individuals  in  churches 
not  represented,  suggesting  ways  of  pro- 
moting the  Thanksgiving  offering.  En- 
velopes for  the  season  will  be  abailable 
at  the  Fall  Meeting  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery,  at    Highlands,   on    October   9th.

OUR  MOUNTAIN  WORK  presents  herewith  some 
significant  facts  about  another  project  this  month. 

The  Presbyterian  Center 

For  a  number  of  years  certain  agencies 
of  the  General  Assembly  have  been  lo- 
cated in  Atlanta,  Ga.  Others  have  been 
moved  to  Atlanta,  the  most  recent  be 
the  Editorial  Offices  of  The  Presbyte- 
rian Survey. 

A  few  years  ago  these  agencies  com- 
bined and  purchased  a  site  on  Ponce  de 
Leon  Ave.,  N.  E.,  formerly  a  boy's 
school.  They  have  acquired  adjacent 
property,  but  all  of  the  buildings  are 
old,  require  excessive  costs  for  up-keep, 
and  are  scattered  over  a  city  block. 

The  eleven  boards  and  agencies  of 
the  church  now  occupying  these  build- 
ings, need  better  and  more  permanent 
quarters.  Hence,  the  plans  to  erect 
"The  Presbyterian  Center",  are  justified 
on  grounds  of  convenience,  economy 
and  dignity. 

The  cost  will  be  $1,500,00  and  this 
amount  is  assigned  this  project  out  of 
the  goal  of  $12,000,000.

Received  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Barker 
from  Athens  Presbytery,  and  granted 
him  permission  to  serve  on  the  staff 
of  Radio  Station  WFGW  and  labor 
outside  the  bounds  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery. 

Radio  Station  WFGW  is  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Blue  Ridge  Broadcasting  Co.,  as  a  non- 
profit   project    to    broadcast   religious   programs 
and   contribute   to   the  spiritual   welfare  of  lis- 
teners on  a  non-denominational  basis.

REMODELED  SANCTUARY  USED 
BY  MILLS  RIVER  CHURCH 

The  Mills  River  Church  began  using 
their  remodeled  sanctuary  in  October. 

For  the  past  several  months  work  has 
been  in  progress,  adding  a  section  to 
the  east  side  of  their  building  to  enlarge 
the  sanctuary.  In  addition  they  have 
put  in  a  new  heating  plant  and  organ. 

The  effect  of  the  change  allows  for 
the  use  of  a  long  sanctuary,  with  the 
chancel  in  the  new  section.  The  en- 
trance to  the  building  is  moved  from 
the  southwest  corner  to  the  center  and 
the  pew  arrangement  adjusted  to  the 
new  plan. 

The  work  was  done  at  a  cost  of  over 
$30,000,  and  is  the  first  step  in  other 
contemplated  work.  The  congregation 
hopes  to  erect  a  new  educational  and 
fellowship  building  to  further  aid  in 
the  program  of  the  church. 

Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  executive  secre- 
tary, preached  the  sermon  on  October 
14,  1962,  when  the  new  organ  was  used 
for  the  first  service.  Mrs.  Andrew  Tre- 
foi,  who  lives  in  Hendersonville,  has 
been  organist  for  the  church  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  and  has,  with  her  husband 
who  plays  the  violin,  contributed  great- 
ly to  the  development  of  the  congrega- 
tional singing. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Hodgkin  is  the  pastor  of 
this  church.  Rev.  J.  Bruce  Frye,  former 
pastor,  participated  in  the  service. 


THANKSGIVING  --  1962  --  AND 
THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 

It  cost  $59,727.58  to  operate  The  Home 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30,  1961. 

The  cost  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  ending 
September  20,  1962,  reached  $68,- 
561.64,  and  increase  of  $8,834.06. 

This  increase  was  due  mainly  to  two 
facts: 

The  Home  has  cared  for  an  average 
of  fifty-nine  children  during  the  past 
year,  compared  with  fifty-one  chil- 
dren the  previous  year. 
Food,  Clothing  and  other  essentials 
have  increased  in  cost. 

A  part  of  the  increase  was  offset  by  using 
a  legacy  of  $6,000,  and  a  part  by  in- 
creased gifts  from  outside  sources  in- 
cluding the  Duke  Endowment  Fund.

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OFFICE  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY        ITS  NATURE  AND  WORK 

(Ordered    printed    by    Committee   on    Office   of     Executive  Secretary  of  Asheville  Presbytery) 


The  office  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
was  recognized  by  Asheville  Presbytery 
at  its  meeting  in  July,  1960,  as  one  that 
served   every   agency   of   the   Presbytery. 

This  recognition  resulted  in  the  set- 
ting up  a  separate  budget,  as  one 
of  the  Benevolence  Agencies  of  the  Pres- 
bytery. Heretofore,  there  had  been  an 
item  known  as  "Promotion"  which  pro- 
vided about  $2,500  annually,  and  was 
administered  through  this  office. 

The  Executive  Secretary  is  elected  by 
the  Presbytery,  serves  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  "Committee  on  the  Office  of 
the  Executive  Secretary",  as  the  promo- 
tional and  administrative  agent  of  the 
Presbytery  for  the  benefit  of  the  "whole 
work  of  the  church  as  represented  in 
Asheville   Presbytery." 

Even  though  this  office  served  every 
agency  of  the  Presbytery,  prior  to  1961 
the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Executive 
Secretary,  the  salary  of  the  office  secre- 
tary and  the  expenses  of  the  office,  and 
the  publication  of  Our  Mountain 
Work  were  underwritten  by  the  budget 
of  the  Church  Extension  Committee  an- 
nually, amounting  in  1960  to  approxi- 
mately $17,687.00. 

This  step  was  taken  on  a  gradual 
basis,  for  in  1959,  the  cost  of  publishing 
Our  Mountain  Work,  then  a  little  over 
$3,000,  was  taken  out  of  the  budget  of 
the   Church   Extension   Committee. 

In  addition  to  these  items,  the  Presby- 
terian Home  for  Children  (then  The 
Mountain  Orphanage)  was  re-imbursing 
the  Church  Extension  Committee  ap- 
proximately $2,000  a  year  for  services 
rendered  this  Home. 

The  Presbytery  felt  that  it  was  wise 
to  set  up  in  the  Benevolence  Budget  a 
separate  amount  to  take  care  of  all  pro- 
motional work,  and  certain  other  activi- 
ties. These  include  the  work  of  the 
Presbytery's  Council,  the  Commission 
on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  and 
other   promotional    activities. 

The  work  of  the  office  involves  noth- 
ing new  for  the  Presbytery.  It  continues 
in  the  same  activities,  changing  only  to 
meet  the  current  needs.  It  involves  no 
new  costs,  except  those  relating  to  in- 
creased salaries  and  other  expenses. 

The  annual  budget,  approved  by  the 
Presbytery  in  January,  1962,  for  the  Cur- 
rent Year  is  $21,000.  Of  this  amount 
approximately  $3,300  is  contributed  by 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
General  Assembly,  to  re-imburse  the 
Committee  for  a  part  of  the  salary  and 
house  allowance  of  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary (in  recognition  of  the  work  that 
he  does  in  the  field  of  Church  Exten- 
sion) .  All  of  the  remainder  comes  from 
a  percentage  of  the  "Undesignated  Gifts" 
of  the  churches. 


Churches  of  the  Presbytery  participate 
in  the  support  of  this  office  only  by  con- 
tributions to  "Undesignated  Benevolences  . 
There  are  no  other  sources  of  regular  in- 
come   on    which    to   depend. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  some- 
tbing  of  the  work  required  of  this  of- 
fice: 

The  work  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
include  the  duties  of  a  "Superintendent  of 
Home  Missions",  the  promotional  work  of 
l he  Presbytery,  the  editing  and  publishing 
of  Our  Mountain  Work,  and  the  serving  as 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  and  the  Presbyterian  Home  for 
Children,  both  incorporated,  as  the  Central 
Treasurer  of  the  Benevolence  Funds  of  the 
Presbytery,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Committee. 

The  Office  Secretary  serves  as  stenogra- 
pher and  bookkeeper,  as  well  as  being  a 
receptionist.  She  acknowledges  all  remit- 
tances for  the  Central  Treasurer,  the  Pres- 
byterian Home,  including  "Memorial  Gifts", 
and  all  other  contributions.  In  the  case  of 
"Memorial  Gifts"  an  acknowledgement  goes 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  as  well  as  a 
"receipt"  to  the  donor. 

She  keeps  the  mailing  list  of  Our  Moun- 
tain Work,  and  for  direct  mail  letters, 
etc.,  as  far  as  information  is  furnished  by 
the  churches,  and  keeps  the  records  for  the 
following  accounts:  Central  Treasury, 
Church  Extension  Committee,  Presbyterian 
Home  for  Children  (three  accounts:  Admin- 
istration, Investment,  and  College  Educa- 
tional Fund)  ,  Christian  Education  Commit- 
tee of  Presbytery  and  for  the  Office  of 
Executive  Secretary. 

Our  Mountain  Work  is  published 
monthly  and  sent  to  every  family  related 
to  any  Church  in  the  Presbytery  (Approxi- 
mately 3,800)  ,  to  all  Ministers  of  the  Synod 
and  to  others  showing  a  definite  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Presbytery  or  any  of  its 
agencies.  At  present  over  4,000  copies  are 
mailed  each  month,  usually  a  six  page  issue. 

Prior  to  1943  Asheville  Presbytery  had 
a  "Superintendent  of  Home  Missions".  The 
work  desired  was  much  more  than  this 
one  field,  and  the  office  of  "Executive 
Secretary"  was  set  up,  as  a  promotional 
and  administrative  agency  for  the  benefit 
of  all  phases  of  the  work  of  Asheville 
Presbytery.

Adopted  at  the  Consultation  on  World  Missions,  Montreat,  October  13-19, 
and  recommended  to  Board  of  World  Missions  as  the  "Theological"'  reasons 
why  the  Church  should   engage   in   the   fundamental  work   of  World   Missions. 


God,  the  Creator  and  Ruler  of  all, 
was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  World 
to  Himself  and  has  given  to  us  the 
ministry  of  reconciliation.  He  Who 
gave  His  only  Son  to  become  man  and 
to  die  and  to  rise  again  for  the  sin  of 
the  whole  world,  sends  His  Church  in- 
to all  corners  of  the  earth,  in  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  proclaim  the 
Good  News  until  the  Lord  Jesus  comes 


again.  He  sends  us  to  our  neighbors 
and  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  to  be  the 
witnesses  and  servants  of  His  Kingdom. 
There  is  no  other  King;  there  is  no 
other  hope;  there  is  no  other  life.  With- 
out Him  man  perishes.  Thus  we  who

WORLD  MISSIONS 
CONSULTATION 

Montreat 
Oct.  13-19,  1962 

They  were  singing  "Blest  Be  The 
Tie  That  Binds."  The  words  were  in 
an  African  dialect,  but  the  tune  identi- 
fied the  hymn. 

The  singers  had  just  come  from  the 
last  general  meeting  of  the  World  Mis- 
sions Consultation  at  Montreat,  as  a 
part  of  a  group  from  all  of  the  ten  mis- 
sions fields  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  The  spontaneous  singing  of  these 
Congolese  Christian  leaders  was  an  ex- 
pression of  the  atmosphere  throughout 
the  whole  six  day  meeting. 

Recommendations  from  the  combined 
thinking  of  nationals  from  every  field, 
consultants  from  other  denominations 
and  leaders  in  the  mission  work  of  the 
church,  will  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  at  their  February,  1963, 
meeting.  These  recommendations  deal 
with  all  phases  of  the  program  of  mis- 
sions, with  special  reference  to  the  re- 
lationship of  the  "missionary"  to  the 
church   on   the   foreign   field. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  delegates, 
elected  by  the  national  church  (not  ap- 
pointed by  The  Board) ,  from  every 
field,  sat  down  with  each  other  and 
missionary  workers.  (Members  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  participated 
in  the  Consultation,  as  well  as  denomi- 
national and  interdenominational  lead- 
ers participated.) 

The  final  conclusions  of  the  Board 
will  be  made  available  after  considera- 
tion in  February,  but  the  recommended 
"Theological  Statement"  as  the  basic 
reason  for  the  "missionary"  program  of 
the   church   is   significant. 

It  is  printed  in  full  in  this  issue  of 
Our   Mountain   Work. 

One  of  the  delegates  to  this  Consulta- 
tion was  a  minister  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery. Rev.  W.  P.  Baldwin,  of  the  Ja- 
pan mission,  was  sent  as  a  delegate  from 
that  mission.  He  is  also  president  of  a 
fifty  year  old  fellowship  of  Protestant 
Missionaries  in  Japan.

COLUMBIA  FACULTY 
PAYS  TRIBUTE  TO 
KING  COLLEGE 

The  Lilly  Endowment  Fund,  which 
is  presently  financing  a  study  of  pre- 
seminary  education  in  the  United  States, 
asked  the  faculty  of  Columbia  Theo- 
logical Seminary  (together  with  other 
similar  institutions)  the  following  ques- 
tion: 

"From   what   Colleges   and   Universities 
do    your    best    student    come? 

Rev.  J.  McDowell  Richards,  D.D., 
president  of  Columbia  Seminary,  in  con- 
nection with  this  querry,  wrote  Rev. 
R.  T.  L.  Liston,  D.D.,  president  of  King 
College,  as  follows: 

"This  question,  among  others,  was 
discussed  by  our  faculty  at  our  retreat 
last  week.  I  think  it  will  interest  and 
encourage  you  to  know  that  the  first 
institution  mentioned  in  this  connec- 
tion   was    King    College. 

"It  seemed  to  be  the  unanimous 
judgment  of  our  faculty  that  the  King 
College  graduates  who  come  to  Colum- 
bia Seminary  are,  as  a  rule,  students 
of    superior   quality. 

"It  was  the  feeling  of  our  profes- 
sors that  our  King  College  graduates 
have  almost  uniformly  received  a 
sound  liberal  arts  education  and  that 
their  orientation  toward  the  work  of 
the    ministry    is    good. 

"I  think  that  this  testimony  from 
our  faculty  is  all  the  more  significant 
since  it  was  given  with  no  ulterior 
motive,  and  no  prompting  from  any 
source.  Many  of  us  are  graduates  of 
other  colleges  and  universities  of 
which  we  are  very  proud,  but,  since 
the  testimony  which  we  are  sending 
to  the  Lilly  Foundation  is  given 
above,  I  feel  that  you  should  be  in- 
formed   concerning    it." 

King  College  is  a  four-year,  co-educa- 
tional institution,  at  Bristol,  Tenn., 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia,  to  offer  a  sound  and  thor- 
ough liberal  arts  education.

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  A.  Al- 
len Gardner,  Jr.,  and  T.  H.  Lamb,  as 
co-chairmen,  work  is  in  progress  to 
plan  for  the  presentation  to  the  church- 
es early  in   1963. 

None  of  this  money  is  for  normal  op- 
erating expenses,  and  even  if  the  min- 
imum is  raised,  it  will  meet  only  Fifty- 
five  Percent  of  the  actual  needs. 
Board  of  Christian  Education 

This  agency  of  the  church  provides  leader- 
ship and  materials  for  use  in  the  local  con- 
gregation in  meeting  the  needs  for  Christian 
Training  on  the  part  of  children,  youth  and 
adults. 

It  is  the  publishing  house  of  the  church  for 
Christian  literature,  particularly  the  study 
courses  and  lessons  for  the  Church  School.  Its 
work  has  grown  during  the  past  decades  until 
the  staff  at  the  Richmond  office  is  cramped 
in  a  very  small  headquarters  building. 

The  General  Assembly  has  launched  a 
program  to  provide  more  and  better  materials 
for  a  Christian  Education  under  the  title, 
"Covenant  Life  Curriculum."  Additional  cap- 
ital is  essential  to  finance  this  new  production 
schodule,  until  it  can  be  made  self-supporting 
in  the  ultimate  sale  of  study  units  to  local 
churches. 

Authorization  has  already  been  given  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  headquarters  building  in 
Richmond,  near  Union  Theological  Seminary 
and  the  Presbyterian  School  for  Christian  Edu- 
cation, and  for  expanded  facilities  for  the  actual 
printing,  and  distributing  of  literature. 

An  important  phase  of  the  work  is  in  the 
publishing  of  books,  under  the  trade  name, 
"John  Knox  Press",  in  addition  to  the  opera- 
tion of  Presbyterian  Book  Stores  in  Richmond, 
Atlanta  and  Dallas,  with  mail  order  depart- 
ments, and  a  retail  store  in  Charlotte. 

The  $1,500,000  raised  through  the  Presby- 
terian Development  Fund  will  be  used  to 
finance  the  publication  of  materials  for  the 
Covenant  Life  Curriculum,  an  the  providing  of 
larger  and  better  headquarters   facilities.

He  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Presbytery  and  by  the  Synod  of  Appalachia, 
being  elected  Stated  Clerk  of  both  bodies. 

More  recently  the  Presbytery  elected  him  to  be  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension,  which  is  one  of  the 
most  important  activities  of  the  Presbytery. 


In  June,  1957,  King  College  conferred  on  him  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  He  graduated  from  Davidson 
College  in  1925  and  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Va.,  in  1929.  Prior  to  coming  to  West  Asheville  he  had  held 
pastorates  at  Ellerbe,  Wadesboro  and  Mount  Holly  in  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery.

who  do  not  know  Him  as  Saviour  and 
Lord. 

The  only  motive  power  of  the  Chris- 
tian Mission  is  the  Holy  Spirit  Him- 
self. The  New  Testament  shows  us 
the  dark  background  of  a  world  lost 
without  Christ,  but  in  the  foreground 
the  love,  the  hope  and  the  obedience 
which  are  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit: 
The   love   of   God   shed   abroad   in 

our    hearts    in    a    world    full    of 

hatred  and  fear; 
The    hope    of    His    Kingdom    in    a 

world    which    otherwise    has    no 

hope; 
The  obedience  we  owe  Him  as  the 

King   of   men    that    He   may    see 

of  the  travail  of  His  soul  and  be 

satisfied. 
Enjoying  the  gift  of  eternal  life  and 
knowing    the   power   of   His   Spirit,   we 
cannot   rest   until   we  have   shared   our 
joy  with  all  men.

ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

December  2,  1896 

(From  the  "Manual  of  Asheville  Presbytery" 
printed  in  Our  Mountain  Work,  September, 
1928.) 

At  the  session  of  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery which  convened  at  Huntersville, 
N.  C,  March  31,  1896,  a  committee 
from  the  western  part  of  the  Presbytery 
appeared  with  a  request  to  be  set  off 
as  a  new  Presbytery,  making  the  Blue 
Ridge  the  boundary  line. 

In  answer  to  this  request,  Presbytery 
appointed  a  committee  composed  of 
Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell,  Rev.  A.  A.  Little, 
Rev.  J.  M.  Grier  and  Ruling  Elder  A. 
T.  Summey,  of  Southside  church  and 
A.  G.  Brenizer,  of  Charlotte  First 
Church,  to  consider  this  matter  and  re- 
port at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

The  committee  made  a  favorable  re- 
port, recommending  the  erection  of  the 
new  Presbytery,  at  the  meeting  of  Pres- 
bytery which  convened  at  Davidson  Riv- 
er Church  on  October  6,  1896,  where- 
upon Presbytery  ordered  the  following 
overture  to  be  sent  to  the  Synod: 

"To   the   Synod   of   North   Carolina: 

"The  Presbytery  of  Mecklenburg  re- 
spectfullly  overtures  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  to  erect  out  of  the  churches  in 
her  bounds,  a  new  Presbytery,  which  shall 
be  known  as  Asheville  Presbytery,  and 
which  shall  embrace  the  counties  west  of 
the  Blue  Ridge,  viz.:  Madison,  Buncombe, 
Henderson,  Haywood,  Transylvania,  Macon, 
Jackson,  Swain,  Graham,  Clay  and  Cher- 
okee,  containing   the   following  churches: 

"Asheville,  Bethany  (colored),  Bethel 
(Haywood  County),  Brevard,  Bryson  City, 
Centre,  Davidson  River,  Dillsboro,  Frank- 
lin, Hendersonville,  Hiwassee,  Midway, 
Murphy,  Mills  River,  Morrison,  Oak  Forest, 
Southside,  Swannanoa  and  Waynesville 
(19  churches  with  a  total  membership  of 
1,005). 

"Ministers:  D.  T.  Towles,  E.  A.  Sample, 
J.  T.  Wade,  W.  J.  Williams,  J.  S.  Morrow 
(colored),  H.  M.  Parker,  R.  F.  Campbell, 
D.D.,  J.  L.  Wicker,  J.  B.  Cochran,  R.  W. 
Alexander  (10),  candidate  W.  W.  Williams 
of   Mills   River  Church. 

"The  Presbytery  of  Mecklenburg  prom- 
ises and  pledges  itself  to  pay  to  the  new 
Presbytery  when  it  shall  be  formed  the 
amount  of  $500.00  per  year  for  three 
years  for  Home  Mission  work,  and  to  al- 
low its  General  Evangelist,  Rev.  R.  P. 
Smith,  to  labor  four  months  during  the 
summer    in    the    new    Presbytery.

In  accordance  with  this  order  the 
ministers  and  representatives  of  the 
churches  named  met  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed  and  the  Presbytery  of 
Asheville  was  organized  December  2, 
1896. 

Note:   Midway  was  moved   to  the  railroad  and 
re-named     Etowah.      Hiwassee     was     re- 
named  Hayesville.    Bethany,  Centre  and  South- 
side  have  been  dissolved. 

There  are  now  34  churches  and  approximately 
8,500  members.

DUKE  ENDOWMENT  AID 
COMPARATIVE  COSTS 

The  Duke  Endowment  annually  con- 
tributes generously  to  the  support  of 
The  Presbyterian  Home  for  Children, 
along  with  twenty-six  similar  institu- 
tions in  North  Carolina  and  fifteen  in 
South  Carolina. 

The  basis  of  distribution  of  funds 
available  is  the  number  of  children  be- 
ing cared  for  who  have  lost  one  or 
both  parents  by  death. 

Reports  of  the  forty-two  institutions 
from  the  last  fiscal  year  for  the  last 
fiscal  year  available,  ending  September 
30,   1961,  show: 

Average  Cost  Per  Child  Per  Day  — 

At  all   42  Institutions  $        3.32 

At  10  with  capacity  35-70  3.42 

At  Presbyterian  Home,  one  of 

the  10  2.94 

On    the   basis   of  Annual  Cost    Per 
Child: 

At  all   42  institutions  $1,211.80 

10  with  35-70  capacity  1,248.30 

Presbyterian   Home  1,161.30 

Because  The  Home  was  operated  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  September  30,  1962 
more  nearly  at  capacity,  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  percapita  cost  will  be  lower 
than  the  preceding  year. 

The  overall  cost  has  increased  some 
$8,000,  however,  due  to  the  larger  num- 
ber of  children  (average  increase  7) 
and  increased  cost  of  food,  clothing, 
etc.,  and  the  fact  that  a  larger  number 
of  the  children  are  of  High  School  age. 

Returns .  frcm  the  Thanksgiving  Of- 
fering are  incomplete,  A  Tentative  re- 
port will  be  made  later,  but  it  will  be 
necessary  to  exceed  the  $13,500  this 
Thanksgiving  if  current  bills  are  to  be 
paid,  and  the  institution  provided  with 
a  balance  for  current  expenses  for  at 
least  one  month,  until  1963  income  from 
the  churches  begins  to  reach  the  treas- 
urer.

FIFTY  SECOND  ANNIVERSARY 

1910  -  1962 
Proposed   62   Years   Ago 
Our  Mountain  Work  first  appeared 
in   December,    1910,  with  the  late  Rev. 
R.  P.  Smith,  D.D.,  as  Editor. 

The  purpose  and  goal  of  the  paper 
as  stated  in  that  issue,  and  re-produced 
in  the  adjoining  column  is  still  the  pur- 
pose and  goal  today,  even  though  the 
scope  of  the  work  has  so  greatly  changed. 
It  is  significant  that  the  idea  of  such 
a  paper  is  found  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  of  the  Presby- 
tery as  early  as  March  1901,  in  the  fol- 
lowing entry: 

"Dr.  Campbell  presented  a  new  cause 

to  the  Committee  in  which  he  proposes 

starting   a   paper,   for  the   purpose   of 

keeping    our    work    before    the    public, 

to  be  run  jointly  by  the  First  Church 

and   the    Committee;    Dr.    Campbell   to 

edit  it  for  the  Church  and  Rev.  R.  P. 

Smith  for  the  Committee.      On  motion 

the  Committee  agreed  to  support  their 

part   of   the   paper." 

Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell,  D.D.,  then  the 

editor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 

Asheville,    was    also    chairman    of    the 

Home  Mission  Committee.     It  was  nine 

years  later  when  the  first  issue  of  Our 

Mountain  Work  appeared.     Since  that 

time  it  has  been  printed  monthly,  with 

a  few  scattered  exceptions,  and  one  or 

two    short    periods    of    several    months 

each. 

There  is  no  perfect  file  of  this  pub- 
lication at  any  one  place,  imperfect 
files  are  in  the  office  of  the  present 
editor,  in  the  Historical  Foundation  at 
Montreat,  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Va.,  and  at  the  library 
of  the  University  of  N.  C,  at  Chapel 
Hill. 

Any  reader  who  can  provide  copies 
of  the  paper  prior  to  1943  is  earnestly 
urged  to  mail  or  send  same  to  Our 
Mountain  Work,  26  Church  Street, 
Asheville.  They  will  be  shared  with, 
the  above  depositories.
